only: 

Section  1.  Statement  of  Purpose.  There  is  a  rodent 
problem  to  great  extent  throughout  the  City  of  Boston. 
The  Rodent  Control  Program  currently  in  operation  is 
supported  financially  through  state-administered  Pre- 
ventive Health  Block  Grant  funds.  The  program  operates 
under  the  Department  of  Health  and  Hospitals'  Office  of 
Environmental  Affairs  and  is  the  only  rodent  control  pro- 
gram in  the  City  of  Boston .  Due  to  the  steadily  increasing 
number  of  rodent-related  complaints  being  received  by 
the  program  from  outside  of  the  target  area  of  Roxbury, 
Mattapan,  Dorchester,  and  Jamaica  Plain,  there  is  a  need 
for  an  increase  in  the  program's  present  staff  in  order  to 
provide  services  city  wide. 

Section  2.  The  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  is 
hereby  authorized  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  $725,369  to 
the  City  of  Boston  to  finance  a  citywide  rodent  control 
program. 

Section  3 .  Such  program  would  be  responsible  for  re- 
ducing rodent  infestation  and  its  causative  conditions  by 
responding  to  complaints,  educating  individuals  to  utilize 
proper  sanitary  practices,  and  implementing  code  en- 
forcement proceedings  where  there  is  non-compliance 
with  the  state  sanitary  code  within  the  City  of  Boston. 

Section  4.  The  project  shall  be  administered  by  the  Bos- 
ton Urban  Rodent  Control  Program  of  the  Office  of  Envi- 
ronmental Affairs,  Division  of  Community  Health 
Services,  Department  of  Health  and  Hospitals  of  the  City 
of  Boston. 

Section  5.  The  size  and  scope  of  the  projected  task  will 
require  an  additional  thirty-four  staff  members,  includ- 
ing an  additional  twenty-four  health  inspectors  to  inspect, 
bait,  provide  educational  materials  and  be  responsible  for 
code  enforcement  where  necessary.  Remaining  staff 
would  be  comprised  of  a  coordinator,  an  assistant  coordi- 
nator, three  supervisors,  three  senior  health  inspectors,  a 
financial  assistant,  and  data  clerk.

The  reason  for  my  disapproval  is  that  the  amendment 
which  was  adopted  would  effectively  repeal  the  ban  on 
distribution  of  tobacco  products  enacted  last  summer.  To- 
bacco industry  regulations  prohibit  the  distribution  of 
cigarettes  to  persons  under  twenty-one,  yet  that  was  rou- 
tinely ignored.  Enforcement  of  the  ordinance  would  be 
all  but  impossible. 

In  view  of  the  threat  of  cigarette  smoking  to  the  health 
not  only  to  the  smoker  but  to  those  in  close  physical  prox- 
imity to  the  smoker,  and  in  light  of  the  amendment's  unen- 
forceability, I  must  disapprove  the  ordinance.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts  General 
Laws  chapter  438,  section  13,  and  any  other  applica- 
ble law,  as  follows: 
Section  1 .  Whereas,  in  1970,  construction  of  a  sixteen- 
story  residential  building  was  begun  on  the  paicel  of  land 
known  and  numbered  as  2000  Commonwealth  Avenue  in 
accordance  with  a  building  permit  issued  by  the  City  of 
Boston;  and 

Whereas,  The  present  owner  of  2000  Commonwealth 
Avenue  (who  acquired  the  properly  at  public  auction 
from  the  City  of  Boston  subsequent  to  the  aforementioned 
construction  accident),  applied  for  a  building  permit  to 


construct  a  sixteen-story  building  with  186  units  of  resi- 
dential housing  on  the  site  in  1981  and  in  the  same  year 
sought  a  variance  to  permit  such  construction;  and 

Whereas ,  The  variance  was  granted  in  April  1 98 1 ,  and 
the  abutters  appealed  to  the  courts  from  the  granting  of

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  together  with  the  present 
owner  of  2000  Commonwealth  Avenue,  defended  the 
granting  of  the  said  variance  in  the  courts,  and  the  courts 
upheld  the  granting  of  said  variance;  and 

Whereas,  The  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  has  in 
accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  variance  exercised  de- 
sign review  over  the  proposed  1981  building  and  has  ap- 
proved the  same;  and

sued a  building  permit  for  the  construction  of  a  sixteen- 
story  building  with  186  residential  units  and  155  parking 
spaces;  and

Whereas,  At  the  request  of  the  City  Councillor  from 
the  Brighton  district  where  2000  Commonwealth  Avenue 
is  located  and  at  the  request  of  the  neighborhood  near 
2000  Commonwealth  Avenue,  the  office  of  the  Mayor,  in 
the  spring  of  1984,  conducted  a  review  of  the  building

ment to  provision  of  services  to  local  communities  such 
as  Boston;  therefore,  be  it

Resolved,  That  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Boston 
appeal  to  the  goverment  of  the  Soviet  Union  for  definitive 
information  on  the  fate  of  Swedish  Consul  and  Honorary 
American  Citizen  Raoul  Wallenberg.  We  implore  the 
government  of  the  Union  of  Soviet  Socialist  Republics  to 
return  Wallenberg  to  his  family.

Report  on  Docket  No.  0247,  ordinance  amending  CBC 
Ordinance  7,  section  109,  and  CBC  Ordinance  7,  section 
1 10,  regarding  construction  on  Commonwealth  Avenue 
(referred  January  22)  —  recommending  passage  of  the 
ordinance  in  the  following  new  draft: 

City  of  Boston 
In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Eighty-five 
An  Ordinance  Amending  the  Restrictions  on  Construc- 
tion on  Commonwealth  Avenue. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts  General 
Laws  chapter  43B,  section  13,  and  any  other  applica- 
ble law,  as  follows: 

Section  1 .  Whereas,  in  1970,  construction  of  a  sixteen- 
story  residential  building  was  begun  on  the  parcel  of  land 
known  and  numbered  as  2000  Commonwealth  Avenue  in 
accordance  with  a  building  permit  issued  by  the  City  of 
Boston;  and 

Whereas,  The  1970  building  collapsed  during  the 
course  of  construction;  and 

Whereas,  The  present  owner  of  2000  Commonwealth 
Avenue  (who  acquired  the  property  at  public  auction 
from  the  City  of  Boston  subsequent  to  the  aforementioned 
construction  accident),  applied  for  a  building  permit  to 
construct  a  sixteen-story  building  with  186  units  of  resi- 
dential housing  on  the  site  in  1981  and  in  the  same  year 
sought  a  variance  to  permit  such  construction;  and 

Whereas,  The  variance  was  granted  in  April,  1981, 
and  the  abutters  appealed  to  the  courts  from  the  granting 
of  such  variance;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  together  with  the  present 
owner  of  2000  Commonwealth  Avenue  defended  the 
granting  of  the  said  variance  in  the  courts,  and  the  courts 
dismissed  the  appeal;  and 

Whereas,  The  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  has  in 
accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  variance  exercised  de- 
sign review  over  the  proposed  1981  building  and  has  ap- 
proved the  same;  and 

Whereas,  On  January  6,  1984,  the  City  of  Boston  is- 
sued a  building  permit  for  the  construction  of  a  sixteen- 
story  building  with  186  residential  units  and  155  parking 
spaces;  and 

Whereas,  Construction  pursuant  to  said  building  per- 
mit commenced  shortly  thereafter;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston,  in  the  spring  of  1984, 
acting  through  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Community  Partici- 
pation, conducted  a  review  of  the  building  which  was  un- 
der construction  and  requested  that  the  present  owner  of 
the  building  increase  the  number  of  parking  spaces  to  205 
even  though  the  155  spaces  fully  met  all  the  requirements 
of  the  zoning  code  without  any  variance;  and 

Whereas,  The  present  owner  in  cooperation  with  the 
Mayor's  Office  of  Community  Participation  and  the 
neighborhood  residents  agreed  to  construct  the  additional 
parking  spaces;  and 

Whereas,  After  design  review  and  approval  by  the  Bos- 
ton Redevelopment  Authority,  the  City  of  Boston  issued 
an  amended  building  permit  for  the  construction  of  the 
additional  parking  spaces,  which  change  increased  the 
height  of  the  building  eight  feet;  and 

Whereas,  The  present  owner  has  closed  a  loan  in  the 
amount  of  $20,000,000  for  the  construction  of  the  said 
project;  and 

Whereas,  In  January,  1985,  for  the  first  time,  the  City 
of  Boston  raised  the  possibility  of  the  applicability  of  City 
Ordinances  ch.  7,  sections  109  and  1 10  to  the  project  at 
2000  Commonwealth  Avenue,  by  which  time  the  present 
owner  had  already  spent  in  excess  of  $3,000,000  on  the 
project  and  had  constructed  the  additional  parking  spaces 
it  had  agreed  to  build;  and 

Whereas,  The  said  two  ordinances  had  not  been  ap- 
plied by  the  city  to  the  construction  approved  in  1970;  nor 
by  the  Building  Department  of  the  city  for  many  years; 
and 
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Whereas,  It  would  work  a  manifest  injustice  if  the  ordi- 
nances were  enforced  against  the  present  owner  at  this 
time  and  the  enforcement  of  the  ordinance  would  jeop- 
ardize the  jobs  of  the  persons  engaged  in  construction  and 
would  jeopardize  the  creation  of  186  additional  housing 
units  which  the  city  needs;  now,  therefore,  be  it  ordained; 

Section  2.  C.B.C.  Ord.  7.  s.  109  is  hereby  amended 
thereto  by  inserting  after  the  words,  "and  no  roof  on  any 
of  the  aforementioned  buildings  shall  be  used  for  laundry 
or  clothes-drying  purposes;  provided,  however,  that", 
the  following  words"  —  "the  provision  restricting  the  ex- 
treme height  of  buildings  to  70  feet  from  the  mean  grade 
of  the  edgestone  or  sidewalk  shall  not  apply  to  buildings 
or  structures  or  any  part  thereof  now  being  or  hereafter 
erected  or  altered  on  the  lot  of  land  on  Commonwealth 
Avenue  known  and  numbered  as  2000  Commonwealth 
Avenue;  and  provided  also  that." 

Section  3.  C.B.C.  Ord.  7  s.  1 10  is  hereby  amended  by 
adding  after  the  word  "commission,"  the  following:  "ex- 
cept that  the  foregoing  shall  not  apply  to  any  structure 
now  being  or  hereafter  erected  or  altered  on  the  lot  of  land 
known  and  numbered  as  2000  Commonwealth  Avenue." 

Section  4.  The  provisions  of  C.B.C.  Ord.  2,  s.  752  to 
the  contrary  notwithstanding,  this  ordinance  shall  be 
published  by  action  of  the  City  Council  in  passing  the 
same. 

The  Committee  on  Government  Operations  recom- 
mends the  exemption  of  the  building  or  structure  or  any 
part  thereof  now  being  or  hereafter  erected  or  altered  on 
the  lot  of  land  on  Commonwealth  Avenue  from  the  provi- 
sions of  C.B.C.  Ordinance  7,  section  109  and  C.B.C.  Or- 
dinance 7,  section  1 10. 

While  this  Committee  is  strongly  supportive  of  the  en- 
vironmental protections  of  park  lands  embodied  in  the 
above  ordinances,  this  exclusive  exemption  is  in  order  as 
a  result  of  the  failure  of  city  officials  to  invoke  said  ordi- 
nances until  several  months  after  final  building  permits 
were  issued  by  staff  of  the  Inspectional  Services  Depart- 
ment and  construction  had,  in  fact,  been  undertaken  at 
substantial  cost  to  the  owner. 

During  the  seven  hours  of  testimony  before  this  Com- 
mittee, various  city  officials  acknowledged  that  the 
owner  of  2000  Commonwealth  Avenue  was  never  in- 
formed by  any  city  official  of  the  requirement  to  meet  the 
provisions  of  the  ordinances  until  a  stop-work  order  was 
issued  on  January  18,  1985,  by  Mr.  Paul  Folkins  of  the 
Inspectional  Services  Department,  in  compliance  with  an 
opinion  of  the  city's  Law  Department.  Moreover,  the  per- 
mit application  process  began  on  January  4,  1981.  It  is 
incredible  that  no  official  appears  to  have  known  of  the 
existence  of  these  ordinances  as  this  case  was  acted  upon 
by  the  Board  of  Appeals,  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Au- 
thority, the  state  courts  and  the  Inspectional  Services  De- 
partment during  the  past  four  years. 

Testimony  further  indicates  that  the  present  owner 
worked  with  representatives  of  the  Mayor's  Office  of 
Community  Participation  by  increasing  the  number  of 
parking  spaces  for  the  site  during  the  summer  of  1984. 

In  light  of  the  testimony  before  this  Committee,  it  is 
evident  that  the  administration  must  establish  an  equita- 
ble and  uniform  development  policy  which  allows  any 
property  owner  to  proceed  with  the  construction  of  a 
building  after  final  permits  have  been  duly  issued  with 
reasonable  assurance  that  a  stop-work  order  will  not  be 
issued  unless  the  builder  violates  the  terms  under  which 
the  permits  were  issued.  The  time  for  invoking  the  provi- 
sions of  these  two  ordinances  is  prior  to  the  issuance  of 
final  building  permits. 

Upon  polling  the  members  of  this  Committee,  four 
members  approved  of  the  ordinance  while  one  member, 
Councillor  Yancey,  was  is  opposition. 

This  Committee  recommends  that  the  City  Council  ap- 
prove the  exemption  in  this  specific  case  based  upon  the 


failure  of  the  city's  administration  to  enforce  the  ordi- 
nance at  the  appropriate  time. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

Couns.  HENNIGAN,  KELLY,  and  MENINO  offered 
the  following  amendment: 

That  the  new  draft  of  Docket  No.  0247  regarding  2000 
Commonwealth  Avenue  be,  and  hereby  is,  amended  by 
inserting  at  the  end  of  section  1  the  following: 

Whereas,  The  developer  has  pledged  $10,000  to  the 
West  End  House,  located  in  Brighton,  an  organization  de- 
voted to  the  disadvantaged  young  people  of  Allston  and 
Brighton,  and  to  spend  $15,000  for  landscaping  and  trees 
to  be  planted  in  cooperation  with  the  Boston  Parks  De- 
partment and  the  owner  of  2012  Commonwealth  Avenue 
fpr  the  beautification  of  the  park  area  and  the  open  area  of 
the  condominium  at  2012  Commonwealth  Avenue  imme- 
diately abutting  2000  Commonwealth  Avenue  and  to  ex- 
pend not  less  than  $15,000  on  a  work  of  art  to  be  located 
on  the  Commonwealth  Avenue  frontage  of  said  building.

ORDINANCE  ESTABLISHING  A  NEIGHBORHOOD 
HOUSING  FUND  AND  MANAGING  COMMITTEE 

Coun.  KELLY  offered  the  following: 
City  of  Boston 
In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Eighty-five 
An  Ordinance  Establishing  a  Neighborhood  Housing 

Fund  and  Managing  Committee. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts  General 
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Laws  chapter  43B ',  section  1 3 ,  and  any  other  applica- 
ble law,  as  follows: 
City  of  Boston  Code,  ordinances,  Title  10,  is  hereby 
amended  by  adding  the  following  new  sections  which 
may  be  renumbered  by  the  City  Clerk  to  conform  to  exist- 
ing numerical  designations  within  the  City  of  Boston 
Code: 
Section  1 .  Definitions 

1 . 1  "City,"  shall  mean  the  City  of  Boston. 

1.2  "Low-to-moderate-income"  residents  shall  mean 
persons  or  families  residing  in  the  City  of  Boston  whose 
total  income  does  not  exceed  80  percent  of  the  median 
income  for  the  Boston  area  as  set  forth  in  regulations 
promulgated  from  time  to  time  by  the  U .  S.  Department  of 
Housing  and  Urban  Development,  pursuant  to  the  Hous- 
ing Community  Development  Act  of  1974,  as  amended. 

1.3  "Moderate-  to  middle-income"  residents  shall 
mean  persons  of  families  residing  in  the  City  of  Boston 
whose  total  income  does  not  exceed  80  percent  of  the  me- 
dian income  as  established  by  this  section,  but  not  more 
than  150  percent  of  the  median  income  as  established  by 
the  U.S.  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Develop- 
ment, pursuant  to  the  Housing  Community  Development 
Act  of  1974,  as  amended. 

Section  2.  Findings 

2.1  It  is  hereby  found  that  as  a  result  of  the  continuing 
increases  in:  (a)  the  cost  of  construction  and/or  rehabili- 
tation; (b)  municipal  taxes;  (c)  utility  expenses;  (d)  main- 
tenance and  repair  expenses  and  the  cost  of  land;  and  (e) 
financing  costs,  moderate-  to  middle-income  residents  of 
the  city,  in  sections  which  formerly  contained  stable 
neighborhoods,  find  it  difficult  to  purchase  and  rehabili- 
tate existing  housing. 

2.2  It  is  also  found  that  this  lack  of  investment  in  hous- 
ing has  caused  a  shortage  of  rental  housing  for  low-  to 
moderate-income  tenants,  and  that  this  has  contributed  to 
a  severe  housing  shortage  in  the  City  of  Boston.  This  de- 
cline in  suitable  rental  and  homeownership  opportunities 
in  the  city  has  resulted  in  a  shortage  of  adequate  housing 
in  the  city,  which  adversely  affects  the  economy  of  the 
city  and  the  well-being  of  its  residents. 

2.3  Because  a  large  and  significant  number  of  low,- 
moderate,-  and  middle-income  residents  of  the  city  have 
in  the  past,  and  will  be  subject  to  hardships  in  finding 
safe,  decent  and  affordable  housing  unless  existing  hous- 
ing units  are  rehabilitated  and  new  units  are  constructed, 
where  appropriate,  and  may  be  compelled  to  live  in  un- 
sanitary, overcrowded  and  unsafe  conditions,  to  the  detri- 
ment of  health,  welfare  and  well-being  of  these  residents 
and  the  entire  city,  the  city  must  work  to  increase  the  sup- 
ply of  rental  housing  for  low-to-moderate  income  resi- 
dents, while  at  the  same  time  making  housing  investment 
more  attractive  to  moderate-to-middle-income  residents. 

2.4  By  adopting  a  policy  which  rewards  and  encour- 
ages development  and  rehabilitation  of  the  city's  existing 
housing  stock,  especially  rehabilitation  in  blighted  areas, 
the  critical  shortage  of  adequate  and  affordable  rental 
housing  can  be  ameliorated. 

2 .5  It  is  hereby  found  that  a  major  cause  of  this  housing 
crisis  is  the  lack  of  available  funds  to  rehabilitate  existing 
housing  which  low-to-moderate-income  residents  of  the 
city  are  able  to  afford  to  rent. 

2.6  It  is  hereby  further  found  that  to  aid  in  remedying 
these  conditions,  to  promote  the  expansion  of  the  supply 
of  funds  available  for  the  rehabilitation  of  existing  rental 
housing  for  low-to-moderate-income  residents,  espe- 
cially, and  thereby  alleviating  the  shortage  of  safe,  decent 
and  affordable  housing,  and  to  help  stimulate  the  invest- 
ment of  private  capital  in  the  rehabilitation  of  abandoned 
homes,  appropriations  shall  be  made  from  the  general 
fund  to  the  Neighborhood  Housing  Fund  for  the  purpose 
of  assisting  in  the  financing  of  the  rehabilitation,  first  and 
foremost,  and  where  appropriate,  the  construction  of 


new  housing,  for  low-to-moderate-income  rental  hous- 
ing use  and  moderate-to-middle-income  homeownership 
opportunities  for  residents  of  the  city. 

2.7  In  this  regard,  the  first  priority  of  the  Neighbor- 
hood Housing  Fund,  hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  Fund, 
shall  be  to  stimulate  rehabilitation  of  existing  structures, 
and  to  the  extent  possible,  no  funds  shall  be  distributed 
for  new  construction  where  existing  structures  in  the 
same  neighborhood  area  have  not  been  attended  first. 

2.8  It  is  hereby  further  found  that  the  authority  and 
powers  conferred  under  this  ordinance  and  the  expendi- 
tures of  public  monies  pursuant  hereto,  constitutes  a  serv- 
ing of  a  valid  public  purpose,  and  that  enactment  of  the 
provisions  hereinafter  set  forth  is  in  the  public  interest. 

2.9  Citations  for  the  authority  conferred  herein  under 
the  previous  and  following  sections:  Johnson  v.  Mar- 
tignetts  (1978)  375  N.E.  2d 290,  Mass.,  Statutory  classi- 
fication need  not  be  such  as  would  commend  themselves 
to  an  outsider  as  a  perfect  solution.  Zayre  Corp.  v.  Attor- 
ney General  (1977)  362  N.E.  2d  878,  Mass.,  Court  will 
not  invalidate  classification  merely  because  legislature 
has  not  chosen  to  address  entire  problem  in  defining  clas- 
sification, or  because  classifications,  be  they  slightly 
over  or  under  inclusive,  could  have  been  drawn  to  more 
precise  standards  .   .   . 

Existence  of  some  inequality  as  result  of  classification 
is  insufficient  to  strike  down  entire  statutory  scheme;

Section  3.  Statement  of  Purpose 

The  purpose  of  this  ordinance  and  fund  is  to  promote 
the  public  health,  safety,  convenience  and  welfare;  to  pre- 
vent overcrowding  and  deterioration  of  existing  housing: 
to  preserve  and  increase  the  city's  housing  amenities;  to 
facilitate  the  adequate  provision  of  the  public  responsibil- 
ity to  encourage  and  assist,  where  appropriate,  private 
rehabilitation  and  development,  and  to  establish  a  bal- 
ance between  new.  large-scale,  real  estate  development 
and  low-to-moderate-income  and  moderate-to-middle- 
income  housing  opportunities  throughout  the  city. 
Section  4.  Appropriations  for  Housing 

A.  An  appropriation  shall  be  made  annually  from  the 
general  fund  to  the  Neighborhood  Housing  Fund  of  all 
monies  received  in  connection  with  any  development  im- 
pact project  pursuant  to,  and  as  defined  by  the  Boston 
Zoning  Code,  and  from  any  so-called  "linkage"  pro- 
gram. 
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B.  The  Neighborhood  Housing  Fund  (hereinafter  re- 
ferred to  as  the  Fund)  may  receive  and  accept  directly  all 
property,  whether  real  or  personal,  from  any  person, 
firm,  trust,  corporation  or  other  entity,  and  shall  utilize 
such  assets  to  further  the  ends  of  this  ordinance  and  legiti- 
mate public  purpose. 
Section  5 .  Legislative  Intent 

In  making  loans  or  grants  to  rehabilitate  existing  hous- 
ing for  rental  use,  the  Fund  shall  require  strict  adherence 
to  rules  promulgated  by  the  Fund's  Managing  Committee 
which  ensure: 

5.1  (1)  that  landlords  assume  an  active  role  in  man- 
agement and  maintenance  of  the  property  for  which 
such  loan  or  grant  is  given,  and  that  each  landlord  dem- 
onstrate that  he  or  she  has  the  long-term  financial  capa- 
bility to  ensure  proper  maintenance,  upkeep  and 
investment.  In  this  regard,  the  Fund  is  expected  to  for- 
mulate policies  which  ensure  the  rehabilitation  of  safe , 
decent  and  affordable  housing  for  low-to-moderate-in- 
come residents  in  the  city.  The  Fund  is  also  expected  to 
formulate  policies  which  encourage  moderate-to-mid- 
dle-income investment  in  homeownership  responsibil- 
ities; 

5.2  (2)that  where  a  dwelling,  rehabilitated  for  low- 
to-moderate-income  rental  housing  use,  is  controlled 
or  managed  by  an  individual,  agency  or  corporation 
run  for  profit  or  not  for  profit,  the  Fund  will  ensure  that 
such  individual,  agency  or  corporation  guarantees 
long-term  managerial  involvement,  and  that  such 
structure  conforms  to  strict  community  standards  re- 
quiring upkeep,  maintenance,  care  and  improvement; 

5.3  (3)  that  structures  shall  not  be  turned  over  to 
low-or-moderate-income  tenants  in  return  for  "sweat 
equity"  where  there  is  not  sound  financial  justification 
for  such  turnover,  or  where  the  sweat  equity  owners 
cannot  guarantee  a  rehabilitation  plan  with  a  date  stat- 
ing when  rehabilitation  and  construction  work  will  be 
completed,  or  where  such  tenants  cannot  demonstrate  a 
long-term  financial  ability  to  provide  for  the  upkeep, 
maintenance  and  investment  in  future  improvements. 

5.4  The  legislative  intent  in  creating  the  Fund  is 
clear;  Encourage  sound  financial  investments  by  as- 
sisting in  the  rehabilitation  of  abandoned  structures; 
and  through  this  policy,  create  low-to-moderate-in- 
come rental  housing  opportunities  for  tenants  —  and  by 
so  doing,  assist  in  alleviating  the  rental  housing  crisis  in 
the  City  of  Boston.  The  Fund  shall  work  with  other  city 
departments  in  carrying  out  the  mandates  of  this  ordi- 
nance. 

5.6  The  Fund  shall  establish  a  "priority"  loan  or 
grant  program  which  emphasizes  rehabilitation  of 
abandoned  structures  with  concurrent  owner-occupant 
guarantees.  Where  an  individual  qualifies  for  such  a 
loan  or  grant,  the  Fund  shall  be  empowered  to  expend 
monies  not  to  exceed  $  10,000  per  unit  per  dwelling  for 
renovation  or  rehabilitation  purposes.  The  Fund  shall 
enact  proper  procedures  to  ensure  that  the  rehabilita- 
tion or  construction  work  contracted  is  actually  per- 
formed. The  priority  program  shall  be  established 
along  the  following  guidelines: 

5.6. 1  First  Priority  of  a  loan  or  grant  shall  be  a  Bos- 
ton resident  who  agrees  to  be  an  owner-occupant,  and 
who  meets  the  financial  requirements  established  by 
the  Fund.  If  two  or  more  residents  express  an  interest  in 
the  same  property,  and  each  has  approximately  equal 
qualifications,  the  property  insofar  as  possible,  shall  be 
awarded  to  the  resident  living  closest  to  said  property. 

5.6.2  Second  Priority  of  a  loan  or  grant  shall  be  a 
non-owner-occupant  neighborhood  or  community  res- 
ident, who  shall  own  no  more  than  one  other  property 
used  for  housing  purposes,  of  which  he  or  she  is  an 
owner-occupant,  and  owns  no  other  property  invest- 
ment in  housing. 


5.6.3  Third  Priority  of  a  loan  or  grant  shall  be  a 
community-based  profit  or  not-for-profit  civic  organi- 
zation which  agrees  to  the  conditions  set  forth  in  this 
section. 

5.6.4  Fourth  Priority  of  a  loan  or  grant  shall  be  a 
private  developer  or  investor  who  agrees  to  comply 
with  the  requirements  and  intent  of  this  section  regard- 
ing maintenance,  upkeep,  and  investment  in  the  prop- 
erty. 

5.6.5  Other  categories  of  loans  or  grants  shall  fol- 
low the  above  priority  loan  or  grant  program,  and  no 
program  shall  receive  precedence  over  the  priority 
program,  nor  shall  this  section  be  interpreted  as  autho- 
rizing the  Fund  to  establish  a  "dual"  purpose  program 
allocating  certain  monies  to  the  priority  program  and 
certain  monies  to  other  programs.  All  loans  or  grants 
shall  be  made  with  the  intent  of  eliminating  blight  by 
first  and  foremost  rehabilitating  abandoned  structures. 

5.6.6  The  Fund  shall  make  all  loans  or  grants  only 
where  the  landlord  has  agreed  to  make  a  legitimate  ef- 
fort to  provide  below-market-rate  housing  for  low-to- 
moderate-income  tenants  in  the  city.  In  pursuit  of  this 
objective  the  Fund  shall  make  the  "loan"  a  "grant" 
where  the  landlord  agrees  in  writing  to  provide  low-to- 
moderate-income  rental  housing  to  tenants  for  a  period 
of  eight  years  from.the  date  of  completion  of  the  reha- 
bilitation and  first  occupancy  of  a  rental  housing  unit. 

Section  6.  Purpose. 

This  Fund  is  established  for  the  purpose  of  financing 
the  rehabilitation,  first  and  foremost,  and  only  where 
necessary  the  construction  of  housing  which  benefits 
low-to-moderate»income,  and  moderate-to-middle-in- 
come residents  of  the  city.  In  this  regard,  the  Fund  may 
accept  funds  by  gift,  devise  or  otherwise,  to  carry  out  the 
foregoing  purposes;  provided,  however,  that  all  Fund 
property,  both  principle  and  income  shall  be  used  by  the 
city,  and  that  no  part  of  the  Fund's  property  or  earnings 
thereof  shall  inure  to  the  benefit  of  any  private  individual 
except  as  herein  provided. 

6 . 1  This  Fund  shall  not  be  used  to  further  any  politi- 
cal campaign  or  individual,  nor  shall  funds,  manpower 
or  resources  of  any  kind  be  donated  or  sold  to  any  party 
or  group  advocating  on  behalf  of  landlords  or  tenants  or 
any  other  cause. 

6.2  No  monies  shall  be  distributed  to  any  applicant, 
association,  corporation  —  private  or  public  — 
whether  run  for  profit  or  not  for  profit,  or  any  agency 
or  group  or  individual  which  does  not  guarantee  that 
the  property  turned  over  will  be  managed  and  main- 
tained to  the  highest  community  standards. 

6.3  Nothing  contained  in  this  document  shall  be 
construed  to  authorize  construction  or  rehabilitation  of 
any  structure  in  a  neighborhood  where  there  has  not 
been  adequate  notification  of  neighborhood  and  com- 
munity residents  of  such  intention  to  rehabilitate  or 
construct  such  a  structure,  and  a  public  meeting  held. 

Section  7.  Method  of  Payments  and  Banking 

All  distributions  and  payments,  both  of  principle  and 
interest,  shall  be  made  by  the  Trustee  upon  written  orders 
of  the  Managing  Committee,  and  the  Managing  Commit- 
tee shall  exercise  all  powers,  duties  and  discretions  con- 
ferred upon  it  through  the  action  of  a  majority  of  its 
members.  The  Managing  Committee  shall  establish  an 
account  at  a  bank  of  its  choosing  and  shall  deposit  and 
draw  all  che.cks.from  that  bank. 
Section  8.  Managing  Committee 

The  Managing  Committee,  which  shall  determine  all 
distributions  and  payments  of  the  Fund,  shall  consist  of 
nine  members  who  shall  serve  in  fiduciary  capacity  with- 
out compensation;  provided,  however,  they  shall  be  re- 
imbursed for  all  expenses  reasonably  incurred  by  them  in 
the  performance  of  their  duties.  The  Managing  Commit- 
tee shall  consist  of  the  following  persons,  each  of  whom

shall  be  a  resident  of  the  City  of  Boston,  and  shall  hold 
office  until  appointment  of  a  successor: 

(1)  Director  of  the  BRA,  ex  officio 

(2)  Collector  Treasurer,  ex  officio 

(3)  President  of  the  City  Council  or  his  or  her  desig- 
nee who  shall  be  a  member  of  the  City  Council. 

(4)  Designee  of  the  Mayor  who  shall  have  expertise 
in  the  administration  of  programs  serving  the 
housing  needs  of  a  wide  sample  of  residents,  and 
who  shall  be  a  member  of  the  banking  or  invest- 
ment community. 

(5)  One  designee  of  the  Mayor  who  is  affiliated  with 
a  neighborhood  organization  in  the  city  whose 
purpose  has  been  to  serve  a  broad-based  commu- 
nity concern. 

(6)  Designee  of  the  Mayor  who  is  chosen  from  a  list 
of  no  less  than  three  names  submitted  by  the 
Greater  Boston  Rental  Housing  Association. 

(7)  Designee  of  the  Mayor  who  is  a  low-or-moder- 
ate-income  tenant  who  has  no  past  involvement 
with  landlord-tenant  advocacy  organizations. 

(8)  Designee  of  the  Mayor  who  is  a  developer  with 
experience  in  the  construction  or  rehabilitation  of 
abandoned  properties. 

(9)  Designee  of  the  Mayor  who  is  a  moderate-to- 
middle-income  landlord  who  shall  have  no  prior 
involvement  in  any  organized  group  with  landlord 
or  tenant  advocacy  goals. 

8. 1  All  members  of  the  Managing  Committee  shall 
serve  for  a  period  of  one  year  and  may  be  reappointed 
by  the  Mayor  at  the  expiration  of  each  term,  except 
where  a  title  or  member  of  the  Committee  is  expressly 
mentioned  in  this  section,  under  which  condition  that 
appointment  shall  be  consistent  with  the  language  of 
this  section. 

8 .  Election  of  a  chairman  of  the  Managing  Commit- 
tee shall  be  made  at  the  first  meeting  of  the  Committee 
by  all  members  of  the  Committee,  and  the  president 
shall  serve  in  that  capacity  for  a  period  of  one  year,  but 
may  be  reelected  as  often  as  the  majority  of  members  so 
designates. 

8 . 3  Operation .  The  Managing  Committee  (or  Com- 
mittee) shall  appoint  a  secretary,  who  may  or  may  not 
be  a  member  of  the  Managing  Committee,  and  such 
other  officers  or  employees  as  it  shall  deem  necessary; 
provided,  however,  the  Managing  Committee  shall  not 
expend  in  excess  of  $100,000  annually  for  administra- 
tion expenses,  adjusted  to  reflect  inflation.  The  secre- 
tary shall  keep  a  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the 
Managing  Committee  and  shall  be  the  custodian  of 
books,  documents  and  papers  filed  with  the  Managing 
Committee.  The  Managing  Committee  shall  provide 
for  special  and  regular  meetings. 

8.4  A  quorum  of  the  Managing  Committee  shall  ex- 
ist where  a  majority  of  members  is  in  attendance  at  a 
meeting  duly  called.  The  actionsof  a  quorum  shall  con- 
stitute the  actions  of  the  majority  of  the  full  Managing 
Committee. 

8.5  The  legislative  power  of  the  city  government 
resting  with  the  City  Council ,  the  City  Council  does  by 
this  section  hereby  authorize  the  Managing  Committee 
to  draft  a  set  of  rules  and  regulations  for  its  operation 
with  the  following  provisions:  Upon  the  completion  of 
the  drafting  of  rules  and  regulations,  the  president  of 
the  Managing  Committee  shall  cause  a  complete  draft 
to  be  submitted  to  the  president  of  the  City  Council  who 
shall  submit  those  rules  and  regulations  at  the  next  reg- 
ularly scheduled  full  City  Council  meeting  to  the  ap- 
propriate committee  for  a  public  hearing.  Upon 
acceptance  of  the  rules  and  regulations,  the  appropriate 
committee  of  the  City  Council  shall  submit  said  rules 
and  regulations  to  the  full  body  of  the  City  Council  for 
approval,  and  upon  acceptance  by  the  Council  and  the 


Mayor,  the  rules  and  regulations  shall  be  incorporated 
into  this  ordinance  and  properly  numbered  by  the  City 
Clerk  to  ensure  proper  reference.  All  changes  in  rules 
and  regulations  thus  adopted  shall  be  made  in  the  same 
manner. 

8.6  The  Managing  Committee  shall  fix  the  compen- 
sation of  all  employees,  other  than  members  of  the 
Managing  Committee.  All  expenses  of  the  Managing 
Committee  shall  be  paid  by  the  Trustee  from  the  Fund 's 
account  upon  receipt  of  vouchers  thereof  certified  by 
the  Managing  Committee  or  by  an  officer  designated 
for  this  purpose. 

8.7  Except  as  provided  in  this  ordinance,  all  distri- 
butions and  payments  shall  be  made  by  the  Trustee  only 
upon  written  orders  signed  by  a  majority  of  the  Manag- 
ing Committee  stating  that  such  orders  were  authorized 
by  votes  passed  at  properly  called  meetings.  The  Man- 
aging Committee,  however,  may  in  its  rules  provide 
for  payments  of  sums  less  than  $200  upon  orders 
signed  by  an  officer  designated  for  that  purpose  by  the 
Managing  Committee. 

8.8  Incorporation  of  the  Managing  Committee  is 
authorized  if  the  Managing  Committee  feels  that  it  can 
better  operate  within  that  framework;  provided,  how- 
ever, nothing  in  the  Articles  of  Incorporation  or  in  any 
bylaws,  or  other  rules  or  regulations  or  operating  pro- 
cedures of  the  Managing  Committee  or  the  Corpora- 
tion may  be  inconsistent  with  the  intent  of  this 
ordinance  establishing  the  Managing  Committee  or 
this  public  purpose.  The  Managing  Committee  may  in- 
corporate as  a  charitable  organization  under  the  Mass. 
General  Laws,  chapter  180.  or  under  any  other  appro- 
priate statutory  successor  to  said  chapter. 

8.9  The  Managing  Committee  shall  elect  a  presi- 
dent, secretary  and  treasurer  from  its  members,  and 
those  members  shall  be  the  officers  of  the  Corporation 
mentioned  in  8.8  above.  The  remaining  members  of 
the  Managing  Committee  shall  constitute  the  Board  of 
Directors  of  said  corporation.  The  Corporation  shall 
have  the  normal  and  customary  duties  and  functions  of 
a  corporation  established  for  this  purpose,  and  shall 
carry  out  its  duties  consistent  with  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance.  The  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Managing 
Committee  shall  be  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the 
Corporation  with  regards  to  expenditure  of  funds  con- 
sistent with  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance. 

Section  9.  Exclusion  from  Rent  Control 

All  properties  rehabilitated  or  constructed  pursuant  to 
this  ordinance  shall  be  exempted  from  all  provisions  of 
the  Rent  Equity  Ordinance,  but  shall  be  subject  to  all  ap- 
plicable provisions  of  this  ordinance  and  duly  con- 
structed rules  and  regulations. 
Section  10.  Severability 

The  provisions  of  this  ordinance  are  severable,  and  if 
any  of  its  provisions  shall  be  held  unconstitutional  or  oth- 
erwise invalid  by  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  the 
decision  of  the  court  shall  not  affect  nor  impair  any  of  the 
remaining  provisions. 
Section  1 1 .  Compatibility 

All  city  departments  or  agencies  or  boards  or  commis- 
sions dealing  with  the  disposition  of  abandoned,  blighted 
properties  in  the  City  of  Boston,  shall,  insofar  as  possi- 
ble, work  with  and  through  the  Neighborhood  Housing 
Fund  where  the  disposition  of  said  property  is  concerned. 
The  intent  of  this  section  is  to  encourage  interdepart- 
mental cooperation  where  the  elimination  of  blight  is 
concerned,  and  to  establish  one  central  Managing  Com- 
mittee which  reflects  the  will  of  both  the  legislative  and 
administrative  branch  of  government  in  property  disposi- 
tion. 
Section  12.  Eligibility 

No  moderate-to-middle-income  person  in  the  city  shall 
be  eligible  for  a  loan  or  grant  under  the  provisions  of  this 
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ordinance  where  said  person  has  not  been  a  resident  of  the 
city  for  a  period  of  at  least  five  years  as  of  the  date  of 
application.  No  tenant  shall  be  eligible  for  rental  housing 
assistance  under  this  program  where  said  tenant  has  not 
been  a  resident  of  the  city  for  a  period  of  one  year;  and 
provided  further,  eligible  persons  living  in  the  neighbor- 
hood or  community  in  which  rental  housing  is  made 
available  through  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  be 
entitled  to  rental  housing  in  their  neighborhoods,  before 
such  rental  housing  is  offered  to  persons  outside  said 
neighborhood. 
Section  13.  Payments 

The  Managing  Committee  may  require  that  compensa- 
tion be  paid  for  housing  made  available  through  the  pro- 
visions of  this  ordinance.  Said  payment  shall  be  taxes  due 
on  said  property,  and  any  other  amount  which  may  be  re- 
quired by  state  or  municipal  law.

The  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances  14, 
chapter  11,  section  354,  "Unreasonable  Noise"  is 
hereby  amended  by  inserting  the  following  new  section 
and  caption: 

It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  operate  any 
construction  device(s),  including  but  not  limited  to  im- 
pact devices,  on  any  construction  site  if  the  operation  of 
such  device(s)  emits  noise,  measured  at  the  lot  line  of  a 
residential  lot  in  excess  of  50DBa  from  sunset  to  sun- 
rise. 

Section  2.  Notwithstanding  the  City  of  Boston  Code, 
Ordinance  2,  section  752,  this  ordinance  shall  be  pub- 
lished by  the  actions  of  the  City  Council  in  passing  same. 
Referred  to  the  Committee  on  Government  Opera- 
tions. 
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DEVELOPMENT  GUIDELINES  FOR 
DUDLEY  SQUARE  DEVELOPMENT  DISTRICT

Whereas,  It  is  essential  that  equitable  principles  govern 
the  redevelopment  activity  in  order  that  the  efforts  of  var- 
ious groups  are  in  concert  with  each  other  and  prove  to  be 
of  lasting  value  to  the  community;  therefore,  be  it 

Ordered,  That  the  Development  Guidelines  for  the 
Dudley  Square  Development  District  include  but  not  nec- 
essarily be  restricted  to  the  following  policies: 

1 .  There  shall  be  no  displacement  of  residents  or  com- 
mercial tenants  as  a  consequence  of  the  negative 
speculative  pressures  that  might  result  as  a  conse- 
quence of  the  Dudley  Square  Development  Strategy, 
and  public  and  private  plans  and  policies  shall  be 
evaluated  accordingly. 

2.  Expanded  homeownership  and  residential  equity 
options  shall  be  developed  to  increase  the  variety  of 
housing  options  presently  available  in  the  Dudley 
Square  Development  District. 

3 .  Expanded  mixed-income  rental  options  shall  be  de- 
veloped to  increase  the  variety  of  rental  housing  op- 
tions presently  available  in  the  Dudley  Square 
Development  District. 

4.  The  development  and  ownership  of  commercial  en- 
terprises shall  be  promoted  within  the  Dudley  Square 
Development  District; 

5.  Equity  participation  by  community  organizations 
and  minority  entrepreneurs  shall  be  encouraged  and 
facilitated  on  all  development  parcels  within  the 
Dudley  Development  District; 

6.  A  community  participation  process  shall  be  estab- 
lished to  facilitate  the  planning  and  decision-making 
process  of  the  city  within  the  context  of  the  Dudley 
Square  Development  Strategy;  be  it  further 

Ordered,  That  the  director  of  the  Boston  Redevelop- 
ment Authority  appear  before  the  Post  Audit  Committee 
on  or  before  February  8,  1985,  to  provide  said  Commit- 
tee with  a  progress  report  on  efforts  to  date.  Said  report 
shall  address  in  specific  fashion,  forecasts  about  equity 
opportunities,  job  opportunities  and  job  creation  in  Bos- 
ton for  the  balance  of  this  decade  as  the  policy  questions 
raised  in  sections  1  through  5  above.

Establishing  a  Neighborhood  Housing  Trust 
and  Appropriation  of  Funds  to  the  Same. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts  General 
Laws  chapter  43B,  section  13,  and  any  other  applica- 
ble law,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  Title  10, 
is  hereby  amended  by  inserting  the  following  new  sec- 
tions at  the  end  thereof,  which  may  be  renumbered  by  the 
City  Clerk  to  conform  to  existing  numerical  designations 
within  the  City  of  Boston  Code. 

Definitions 

"City,"  shall  mean  the  City  of  Boston. 

"Decadent  area,"  an  area  which  is  detrimental  to 
safety,  health,  morals,  welfare  or  sound  growth  of  a  com- 
munity because  of  the  existence  of  buildings  which  are 
out  of  repair,  physically  deteriorated,  unfit  for  human 
habitation,  or  obsolete,  or  in  need  of  major  maintenance 
or  repair,  or  because  buildings  have  been  torn  down  and 
not  replaced  and  in  which  under  existing  conditions  it  is 
improbable  that  the  buildings  will  be  replaced,  or  because 
of  a  substantial  change  in  business  or  economic  condi- 
tions, or  because  of  inadequate  light,  air,  or  open  space, 
or  because  of  excessive  land  coverage  or  obsolete  street 
patterns  make  it  improbable  that  the  area  will  be  redevel- 
oped by  the  ordinary  operations  of  private  enterprise,  or 
by  reason  of  any  combination  of  the  foregoing  condi- 
tions. In  no  event  shall  this  definition  be  construed  to  ex- 
clude individual  parcels  or  dwellings  located  in  the  City 
of  Boston. 

"Moderate  to  Middle  income  residents,"  shall  mean 
persons  or  families  residing  in  the  City  of  Boston  whose 
total  annual  income  is  more  than  80  percent  of  the  median 
income  as  established  by  this  ordinance,  but  does  not  ex- 
ceed 1 10  percent  of  the  median  income  for  the  Boston 
area  as  set  forth  in  regulations  promulgated  from  time  to 
time  by  the  United  Stated  Department  of  Housing  and  Ur- 
ban Development  pursuant  to  the  Housing  and  Commu- 
nity Development  Act  of  1974,  as  amended. 

"Neighborhood  Housing  Trust  Fund."  shall  mean  the 
Declaration  of  Trust  for  the  Neighborhood  Housing  Trust 
Fund  as  attached  hereto. 

"Low-  or  moderate-income  residents,"  shall  mean  per- 
sons or  families  residing  in  the  City  of  Boston  whose  total 
annual  income  does  not  exceed  80  percent  of  the  median 
income  for  the  Boston  area  as  set  forth  in  regulations 
promulgated  from  time  to  time  by  the  United  States  De- 
partment of  Housing  and  Urban  Development  pursuant  to 
the  Housing  and  Community  Development  Act  of  1974. 
as  amended. 
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"Substandard  area,"  an  area  wherein  dwellings  pre- 
dominate which,  by  reason  of  dilapidation,  overcrowd- 
ing, faulty  arrangement  or  design,  lack  of  ventilation, 
light,  or  sanitation  facilities,  or  any  combination  of  these 
factors,  are  detrimental  to  the  safety,  health,  morals,  wel- 
fare or  sound  growth  of  the  City  of  Boston.  In  no  event 
shall  this  definition  be  construed  to  exclude  individual 
parcels  or  dwellings  located  in  the  City  of  Boston. 

Section  2.  Findings 

It  is  hereby  declared  that  decadent  or  substandard  areas 
exist  in  the  City  of  Boston,  and  that  each  of  such  areas 
constitutes  a  serious  and  growing  menace,  injurious  and 
inimical  to  the  safety,  health,  morals  and  welfare  of  the 
residents  of  the  City  of  Boston  and  the  sound  growth  of 
the  City  of  Boston;  that  the  existence  of  each  of  such  areas 
contributes  substantially  to  crime,  necessitating  exces- 
sive and  disproportionate  expenditure  of  public  funds  for 
the  preservation  of  the  public  health  and  safety,  for  crime 
prevention,  correction,  prosecution,  punishment,  and 
the  treatment  of  juvenile  delinquency  and  for  the  mainte- 
nance of  adequate  police ,  fire  and  accident  protection  and 
other  public  services  and  facilities,  constitutes  an  eco- 
nomic and  social  liability,  substantially  impairs  or  arrests 
the  sound  growth  of  the  City  of  Boston,  and  retards  the 
provision  of  residential  buildings;  that  each  of  such  areas 
decreases  the  value  of  private  investments  and  threatens 
the  sources  of  public  revenue  and  the  financial  stability  of 
the  City  of  Boston;  that  because  of  the  economic  and  so- 
cial interdependence  of  differenct  areas  within  the  City  of 
Boston  the  redevelopment  of  buildings  and  land  not  only 
in  substandard  areas  but  also  in  decadent  areas  to  promote 
the  sound  growth  of  the  City  of  Boston  is  necessary  in 
order  to  achieve  permanent  and  comprehensive  elimina- 
tion of  existing  slums  and  substandard  and  decadent  con- 
ditions and  to  prevent  the  recurrence  of  such  substandard 
or  decadent  conditions  or  their  development  in  other 
parts  of  the  City  of  Boston;  that  the  menace  of  decadent  or 
substandard  areas  is  beyond  remedy  and  control  solely  by 
regulatory  process  in  the  exercise  of  the  police  power  and 
cannot  be  dealt  with  effectively  by  the  ordinary  opera- 
tions of  private  enterprise  without  the  provisions  herein 
provided;  limited  public  resources  require  that  govern- 
ment dollars  for  housing  programs  be  highly  levered  by 
private  investment;  that  abandonment  of  residential 
buildings  in  such  areas  exacerbates  decadent  or  substand- 
ard conditions;  that  the  development  of  property  for  the 
purpose  of  eliminating  decadent  or  substandard  condi- 
tions in  the  City  of  Boston  is  a  public  use  and  purpose  for 
which  public  money  may  be  expended;  that  a  public  exi- 
gency exists  which  makes  the  use,  acquisition,  rehabilita- 
tion or  rebuilding  of  such  decadent  or  substandard  areas 
for  residential  buildings  a  public  use  and  benefit;  and  the 
necessity  in  the  public  interest  for  the  provisions  herein- 
after enacted  is  hereby  declared  as  a  matter  of  legislative 
determination. 

It  is  hereby  further  declared  that  in  many  areas 
throughout  the  City  of  Boston  there  is  a  shortage  of  de- 
cent, safe  and  sanitary  buidlings  for  residential  purposes; 
that  this  condition  is  most  extreme  in  areas  where  sub- 
standard areas  exist;  that  the  critical  shortage  of  housing, 
private  ownership  or  rental,  most  greatly  impacts  those 
citizens  with  the  least  ability  to  acquire  the  necessary  cap- 
tial  to  rectify  this  shortage;  that  the  aforesaid  conditions 
cannot  be  corrected  by  the  ordinary  operations  of  private 
enterprise  without  the  provisions  herein  provided;  that 
the  provisions  of  this  chapter  will  stimulate  the  invest- 
ment of  private  capital  in  private  ownership,  major  reha- 
bilitation of  existing  structures  in  neighborhoods  that  are 
decadent,  and/or  substandard,  and  in  the  private  con- 
struction, maintenance  and  operation  in  such  areas  of 
needed  decent,  safe  and  sanitary  residential  buildings; 
that  loans  and/or  grants  as  herein  provided  will  require  a 
long-term  financial  and  management  commitment  by  the 


borrower,  who  must  demonstrate  ..ie  ability  to  complete 
the  project;  that  the  construction,  maintenance  and  oper- 
ation of  such  buildings  will  assist  in  achieving  permanent 
and  comprehensive  elimination  of  existing  slums  and 
substandard  conditions  and  in  preventing  the  recurrence 
of  redevelopment  of  such  conditions. 

Section  3.  Statement  of  Purpose 

The  purpose  of  this  ordinance  is  to  promote  the  public 
health,  safety,  convenience,  and  welfare;  to  prevent  over- 
crowding and  deterioration  of  existing  housing;  to  pre- 
serve and  increase  the  city's  housing  amenities;  to 
facilitate  the  adequate  provisions  of  the  public  responsi- 
bility for  low-  to  middle-income  housing  policies  which 
encourage  private  development  and  rehabilitation;  and  to 
establish  a  balance  between  new,  large-scale  real  estate 
development  and  low-  to  middle-income  housing  needs 
of  the  city,  which  serves  a  valid  public  purpose  and  is  in 
the  public  interest. 

Section  4.  Appropriations 

A .  Appropriations  may  be  made  from  the  general  fund 
to  a  trust,  the  provisions  of  which  are  attached  and  incor- 
porated by  reference,  the  trustee  of  which  is  the  Collec- 
tor/Treasurer of  the  City  of  Boston  and  the  purpose  of 
which  is  to  make  contributions  of  either  cash  or  loans  to 
public  or  private  development  entities  for  the  construc- 
tion or  rehabilitation  of  residential  buildings  in  the  City  of 
Boston  which  are  to  be  occupied  by  low-,  moderate-  and 
middle-income  residents.  In  any  fiscal  year  appropria- 
tions made  hereunder  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  the 
amount  by  which  the  proceeds  from  the  disposition  of 
surplus  property  during  that  fiscal  year  are  in  excess  of 
the  amount  which  must  be  expended  for  the  purposes  for 
which  the  city  is  authorized  to  incur  debt  for  a  period  of 
ten  years  of  more  as  required  by  chapter  486  of  the  Acts  of 
1 909 ,  as  amended  by  chapter  642  of  the  Acts  of  1 966  and 
chapter  190  of  the  Acts  of  1982,  and  the  amount  of  debt 
service  which  is  payable  during  the  fiscal  year  in  which 
the  appropriation  is  made. 

B.  An  appropriation  shall  be  made  annually  from  the 
general  fund  to  the  Neighborhood  Housing  Trust  of  all 
monies  received  pursuant  to  Development  Impact  Pro- 
jects as  defined  by  the  Boston  Zoning  Code  and  from  any 
so-called  "linkage"  program. 

C.  The  Neighborhood  Housing  Trust  may  receive  and 
accept  directly  all  property,  whether  real  or  personal, 
from  any  person,  firm,  trust,  corporation  or  other  entity. 

Section  5.  Operation  of  the  Trust 

The  Trust  may  provide  loans  and/or  grants  for  home 
ownership  to  qualified  residents  of  the  city.  Qualified  ap- 
plicants for  home  ownership  loans  or  grants  must  be  resi- 
dents of  the  city,  must  be  low-,  moderate-  or 
middle-income  persons ,  as  herein  defined,  may  be  apply- 
ing for  funds  to  purchase  no  more  than  three  dwelling 
units  contained  within  the  same  building,  must  be  seeking 
renovation  of  a  current  structure  and  must  submit  an  affi- 
davit to  the  Managing  Committee  that  the  units  so  pur- 
chases will  be  the  primary  residence  of  said  applicant  for 
a  period  of  not  less  than  five  years. 

The  Trust  may  provide  loans  and/or  grants  for  major 
rehabilitation  or  new  construction  of  rental  residential 
housing  to  qualified  public  or  private  development  entit- 
ies. Qualified  public  or  private  development  entities  must 
submit  an  affidavit  to  the  Managing  Committee  that 
rental  residential  units  rehabilitated  or  newly  constructed 
with  Trust  funds  shall  be  rented  to  low-moderate-income 
tenants  according  to  the  following  formula: 
1  unit  —  exempt 

2  units  —  exempt 

3  units  owner  occupied  —  exempt 

3  units  —  33  percent  low-moderate-income  tenants 

4  units  or  more  —  50  percent  low-moderate-income 
tenants 
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Approved  applicants  who  receive  Trust  funds  to  pro- 
vide rental  housing  units  shall  have  the  original  amount  of 
rent  to  be  charged  set  by  the  Managing  Committee. 
Thereafter,  all  residential  units  aided  by  Trust  funds  shall 
be  subject  to  the  terms,  conditions,  and  provisions  of 
chapter  34  of  the  Ordinances  of  1984,  the  so-called 
"Rental  Housing  Equity  Ordinance"  for  a  period  of  time 
not  to  exceed  the  term  of  the  loan  or  grant  agreement  or 
five  years  whichever  is  longer  in  duration,  provided, 
however,  that  the  conclusion  of  the  term  of  the  loan  or 
grant  agreement  or  five  years,  whichever  is  longer,  the 
provisions  of  chapter  34  of  the  Ordinances  of  1984,  sec- 
tion 10  and  following  shall  remain  in  force. 

In  making  any  loans  or  grants  to  rehabilitate  existing 
housing  or  for  new  construction  the  Trust  shall  require 
strict  adherence  to  rules  promulgated  by  the  Trust  which 
ensure:  (1)  that  property  owners  assume  an  active  role  in 
management  and  maintenance  of  the  property  for  which 
such  loan  or  grant  is  given,  and  that  each  property  owner 
demonstrate  long-term  financial  capability  for  mainte- 
nance, upkeep  and  investment  in  betterment  of  such 
property.  The  Trust  is  responsible  to  formulate  policies 
which  encourage  qualified,  low-,  moderate-  and  middle- 
income  property  owners  to  take  management,  ownership 
and  control  of  structures  rehabilitated  for  low-  to  moder- 
ate-income rental  use;  (2)  where  a  dwelling,  rehabilitated 
for  low-  to  moderate-income  use  is  controlled  or  man- 
aged by  an  agency  or  corporation  run  for  profit,  or  not  for 
profit,  the  Trust  shall  ensure  that  such  agency  or  corpora- 
tion guarantees  long-term  managerial  involvement,  and 
that  such  structure  under  said  control  and  management, 
conforms  to  strict  community  standards  regarding  up- 
keep, maintenance  and  improvement. 


Declaration  of  Trust 
The  Neighborhood  Housing  Trust 

Know  all  men  by  these  presents  that  the  Collector- 
Treasurer  of  the  City  of  Boston,  hereinafter  referred  to  as 
"Trustee,"  acknowledges  that  he  has  received  on  behalf 
of  the  Neighborhood  Housing  Trust,  the  sum  of  $  1  from  a 
donor,  whose  name,  together  with  the  names  of  all  other 
donors  to  this  Trust  and  the  amounts  contributed  by  each, 
shall  be  kept  by  the  Trustee  in  a  permanent  record,  and 
agrees  and  declares  for  himself,  that  he  shall  hold  sum 
and  all  other  amounts  made  to  him  as  Trustee,  hereunder, 
for  the  uses  and  purposes,  and  subject  to  the  duties  and 
powers  herein  set  forth. 

Article  I 
Name  and  Purpose 
Section  1.1.  Name 

This  Trust  shall  be  designated  and  known  as  "The 
Neighborhood  Housing  Trust"  ("Trust"). 
Section  1.2.  Purpose 

This  Trust  is  established  for  the  purpose  of  financing 
the  construction,  including  the  acquisition  of  real  prop- 
erty to  construct  thereon,  and  rehabilitation  of  housing 
which  benefits  low,-  moderate-,  or  middle-income  resi- 
dents of  the  City  of  Boston,  and  costs  directly  related  to 
such  construction  and  rehabilitation,  and  in  this  connec- 
tion to  accept  funds  by  gift,  devise  or  otherwise,  to  carry 
out  the  foregoing  purposes;  provided,  however,  that  all 
Trust  property,  both  principal  and  income  shall  be  used 
only  in  the  City  of  Boston,  and  that  no  part  of  Trust  prop- 
erty or  the  earnings  thereof  shall  inure  to  the  benefit  of 
any  private  individual  except  as  herein  provided.  This 
Trust  shall  not  take  part  in  any  political  campaign  on  be- 
half of  any  candidate  for  public  office.  As  used  in  this 
instrument  "low-  or  moderate-income  residents  of  the 
City  of  Boston"  shall  mean  households  located  in  the  City 
of  Boston  whose  total  annual  income  is  not  more  than  80 
percent  of  the  median  income  for  the  Boston  area  as  set 
forth  in  regulations  promulgated  from  time  to  time  by  the 


United  States  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Devel- 
opment pursuant  to  the  Housing  and  Community  Devel- 
opment Act  of  1974,  as  amended.  As  used  in  this 
instrument  "moderate-  to  middle-income  residents," 
shall  mean  persons  residing  in  the  City  of  Boston  whose 
total  annual  income  is  greater  than  80  percent  of  the  me- 
dian income  for  the  Boston  area  as  set  by  HUD  standards 
but  does  not  exceed  1 10  percent  of  the  median  income  for 
the  Boston  area  as  set  forth  in  regulations  promulgated 
from  time  to  time  by  the  United  States  Department  of 
Housing  and  Urban  Development  pursuant  to  the  Hous- 
ing and  Community  Development  Act  of  1974,  as 
amended. 

Article  II 
Distribution  and  Use  of  Principal 
and  Income 
Section  2.1.  Method 

All  distributions  and  payments,  both  of  principal  and 
income,  shall  be  made  by  the  Trustee  upon  written  orders 
of  the  Managing  Committee  hereinafter  referred  to,  and 
the  Managing  Committee  shall  exercise  all  powers,  du- 
ties and  discretions  conferred  upon  it  through  the  action 
of  a  majority  of  its  members. 
Section  2.2.  Distributable  Amount 

During  each  year,  the  Managing  Committee  may  dis- 
burse as  gifts,  grants  or  secured  or  unsecured  loans  an 
amount  equal  to  the  net  annual  income  of  the  Trust,  plus 
so  much  of  the  principal  as  the  Managing  Committee  in 
their  discretion  may  deem  to  be  in  the  best  interest  of  the 
Trust. 
Section  2.2.1. 

To  benefit  low-,  moderate-,  or  middle-income  resi- 
dents of  the  City  of  Boston  by  making  contributions  of 
either  cash  or  collateralized  loans  to  individuals  or  public 
or  private  development  entities  consistent  with  the  provi- 
sions of  section  2 . 2  hereof  for  the  construction  or  rehabil- 
itation of  housing  in  the  City  of  Boston;  provided, 
however,  prior  to  accepting  applications  from  individuals 
for  such  cash  or  collateralized  loans  the  Managing  Com- 
mittee shall  establish  a  method  by  which  said  applications 
can  be  reviewed  objectively. 
Section  2.2.2. 

Notwithstanding  any  provision  in  this  section  to  the 
contrary,  neither  the  Trustee  nor  the  Managing  Commit- 
tee shall  engage  in  any  activity,  nor  shall  any  funds  be 
disbursed  by  the  Managing  Committee,  except  in  a  man- 
ner consistent  with  the  requirements  of  the  Internal  Reve- 
nue Code  of  1954,  as  amended,  or  similar  provisions  of 
subsequent  revenue  acts  as  they  may  pertain  to  entities 
organizes  and  operated  exclusively  for  charitable  and  ed- 
ucational purposes. 
Section  2.3.  Special  Gifts 

Where  the  donor  has  expressed  the  desire  that  the  prin- 
cipal be  kept  intact  and  only  the  income  or  part  thereof  be 
used,  if  such  a  gift  is  accepted,  the  Managing  Committee 
shall  respect  such  expressed  desire. 
Article  III 
The  Managing  Committee 
Section  3.1.  Composition  of  the  Committees 

The  Managing  Committee  which  shall  determine  all 
distributions  and  payments  of  Trust  property  shall  consist 
of  seven  members  who  shall  to  the  extent  possible  reflect 
the  demographic  composition  of  the  city  and  who  shall 
serve  in  a  fiduciary  capacity  without  compensation;  pro- 
vided, however,  they  shall  be  reimbursed  for  all  expenses 
reasonably  incurred  by  them  in  the  performance  of  their 
duties.  The  Managing  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  fol- 
lowing persons,  each  of  whom  shall  be  a  resident  of  the 
City  of  Boston  and  shall  hold  office  until  the  appointment 
and  qualification  of  his  successor: 

1 .  Collector- Treasurer,  ex  officio. 

2.  President  of  the  Boston  City  Council,  ex  officio  or 
his  designee  who  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Boston 
City  Council. 
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3.  Five  individuals  designated  by  the  Mayor  of  the  city 
who  shall  be  experienced  in  law,  real  estate,  hous- 
ing, financing,  or  neighborhood  development,  or  fa- 
miliar with  the  needs  of  low-  or  moderate-income 
tenants  of  the  city. 
Each  successor  shall  be  designated  within  sixty  days 
after  the  expiration  of  a  term.  If  such  a  designation  is  not 
made,  the  member  whose  term  has  expired  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  reappointed  for  another  full  term. 

Section  3.1.1.  Term  of  Managing  Committee 

The  term  of  office  of  each  Committee  member  shall  be 
two  years,  provided,  however,  that  the  term  in  office  of 
the  initial  appointees  shall  expire  in  January,  1986.  In  the 
event  that  any  Committee  member  shall  withdraw,  re- 
sign, die,  become  incapacitated  or  be  otherwise  unable  to 
serve,  the  Mayor  shall  appoint  a  substitute  Committee 
member  to  serve  the  remainder  of  the  unexpired  term. 
Section  3.2.  Election  of  a  Chairman 

The  Managing  Chairman  shall  elect  one  of  its  members 
as  chairman  who  shall  serve  a  one-year  term. 
Section  3.3.  Organization  of  the  Committee 

The  Managing  Committee  shall  appoint  a  secretary, 
who  may  or  may  not  be  a  member  of  the  Managing  Com- 
mittee, and  such  other  officers  or  employees  as  it  shall 
deem  necessary;  provided,  however,  the  Managing 
Committee  shall  not  expend  in  excess  of  $100,000  annu- 
ally for  administrative  expenses ,  adjusted  to  reflect  infla- 
tion. The  secretary  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  proceedings 
of  the  Managing  Committee  and  shall  be  the  custodian  of 
books,  documents  and  papers  filed  with  Managing  Com- 
mittee. The  Managing  Committee  shall  provide  for  regu- 
lar and  special  meetings.  A  majority  of  the  Managing 
Committee  shall  constitute  a  quorum  and  the  act  of  a  ma- 
jority of  the  full  Committee  shall  be  deemed  to  be  an  act  of 
the  Managing  Committee.  The  Managing  Committee 
shall  have  the  power  to  adopt  procedural  rules  for  the  reg- 
ulation of  its  affairs  and  the  conduct  of  its  business.  The 
Managing  Committee  shall  have  the  power  to  adopt  sub- 
stantive rules,  regulations  and  policies  in  connection  with 
the  performance  of  its  functions  and  duties;  provided, 
however,  such  rule,  regulation  or  policy  shall  not  contra- 
vene any  of  the  provisions  of  the  ordinance  establishing 
the  transfer  of  monies  to  the  Trust;  provided  further,  how- 
ever, such  rule,  regulation  or  policy  shall  be  effective 
fourteen  days  after  the  date  of  publication  unless  prior 
thereto  the  City  of  Boston,  by  a  majority  vote  of  all  its 
members,  shall  vote  to  rescind  such  rule,  regulation  or 
policy.  The  Managing  Committee  shall  fix  the  compensa- 
tion to  be  paid  to  all  employees  other  than  members  of  the 
Managing  Committee.  Such  compensation  and  all  ex- 
penses of  the  Managing  Committee  shall  be  paid  by  the 
Trustees  from  Trust  property  upon  receipt  of  vouchers 
therefor  certified  by  the  Managing  Committee  or  by  an 
officer  designated  for  the  purpose. 
Section  3.4.  Written  Orders  to  the  Trustee 

Except  as  provided  in  section  2.3  hereof,  all  distribu- 
tions and  payments  shall  be  made  by  the  Trustee  only 
upon  written  orders  signed  by  a  majority  of  the  Managing 
Committee  stating  that  such  orders  were  authorized  by 
votes  passed  at  properly  called  meetings  of  the  Managing 
Committee  and  such  orders  shall  constitute  full  and  com- 
plete authority  to  the  Trustee  for  the  making  of  the  distri- 
butions or  payments  therein  called  for.  The  Managing 
Committee,  however,  may  in  its  rules  provide  for  pay- 
ments of  sums  of  less  than  $200  upon  orders  signed  by  an 
officer  designated  for  that  purpose  by  the  Managing 
Committee. 
Section  3.5.  Incorporation  of  the  Managing  Committee 

If  the  Managing  Committee  deems  it  desirable,  the 
Managing  Committee  may  become  incorporated  as  a 
charitable  corporation  under  chapter  180  of  the  General 
Laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  or  under 


any  statutory  successor  to  said  chapter,  for  the  purpose  of 
performing  the  duties  and  powers  herein  given  to  the 
Managing  Committee,  and  the  charter  or  bylaws  of  such 
corporation  shall  include,  by  reference  or  otherwise, 
such  of  the  limitations  and  provisions  hereof  as  relate  to 
such  corporation  or  its  members  and  such  as  relate  to  the 
Manging  Committee  and  apply  to  such  corporation  or  its 
members.  Except  as  otherwise  expressly  provided  by 
said  chapter  180,  the  members  of  the  corporation  shall  be 
appointed  in  the  same  manner  as  provided  for  members 
of  the  Managing  Committee.  Such  corporation  shall  act 
by  a  majority  vote  of  its  members.  In  general,  all  of  the 
provisions  of  this  Trust  relating  to  the  Managing  Com- 
mittee and  its  members  shall  apply  to  such  corporation 
and  its  members;  provided,  however,  that  the  following 
provisions,  even  though  in  conflict  with  the  foregoing 
provisions  of  this  trust,  shall  govern; 

Section  3.5.1. 

The  corporation  may  appoint  such  employees  or 
agents  as  it  deems  necessary.  The  expenses  of  the  cor- 
poration, including  such  compensation  to  the  employ- 
ees or  agents  thereof  as  the  corporation  may  fix  and  the 
Trustees  approve,  shall  be  paid  by  the  corporation  out 
of  Trust  property;  provided,  however,  the  corporation 
shall  not  expend  in  excess  of  $100,000  annually  for  ad- 
ministrative expenses,  adjusted  to  reflect  inflation. 
The  members  of  the  corporation  shall  serve  without 
compensation;  provided,  however,  members  shall  be 
reimbursed  for  all  expenses  reasonably  incurred  by 
them  in  the  performance  of  their  duties. 
Section  3.5.2. 

The  accounts  of  said  corporation  showing  receipts 
and  disbursements  on  account  of  income  and  on  ac- 
count of  principal  shall  annually  be  audited  by  an  inde- 
pendent auditor  employed  by  the  Trustee,  whose 
reasonable  compensation  shall  be  paid  by  the  Trustee 
out  of  Trust  propery. 
Section  3.5.3. 

If  it  finally  shall  be  determined  by  decree  of  court 
that  the  incorporation  of  the  Managing  Committee  is 
for  any  reason  invalid,  then  the  Managing  Committee 
shall  forthwith  exercise  the  rights,  powers  and  duties 
given  to  it  as  fully  as  though  it  had  never  been  incorpo- 
rated. 
Section  3.5.4. 

The  Trustee  and  the  corporation  may,  if  they  deem  it 
desirable,  dissolve  said  corporation,  and  after  such  dis- 
solution, the  Managing  Commitee  shall  exercise  all  of 
the  powers  and  duties  given  to  it  as  fully  and  completely 
as  if  said  corporation  had  never  been  formed. 
Section  3.5.5. 

If  the  corporation  shall  cease  to  act  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  of  3.5.3  hereof  or  if  it  shall  be  dissolved  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  3.5.4  hereof,  the 
then  members  of  the  corporation  shall  continue  to  func- 
tion as  the  then  members  of  the  Managing  Committee 
as  though  the  corporation  had  never  been  formed. 


Article  IV 
Powers  of  the  Trustee 
Section  4.1.  General 

The  Trustee  shall  be  the  custodian  of  Trust  property  and 
shall  have  the  exclusive  power  and  authority  to  invest  and 
reinvest,  manage  and  hold  Trust  property  for  the  purpose 
of  preserving  or  enhancing  the  Trust  property,  with  all  the 
rights  and  privileges  pertaining  to  trust  management 
which  are  granted  to  a  trustee  by  the  law  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts  unless  otherwise  restricted  by 
the  donor;  provided,  however,  the  Trustee  shall  exercise 
this  power  and  authority  in  a  manner  consistent  with  the 
terms  herein. 
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Section  4.2.  Particular  Powers 

Without  in  any  way  limiting  the  generality  of  the  fore- 
going, the  Trustee  shall  also  have  the  following  powers 
and  authority: 
Section  4.2.1. 

For  the  purposes  set  forth  in  section  4.1  hereof,  to 
sell ,  exchange,  transfer  or  convey  any  of  the  trust  prop- 
erty upon  such  terms  and  conditions,  and  in  such  man- 
ner and  form  as  he  shall  deem  best,  and  to  execute, 
acknowledge,  deliver  and  record  any  contract  or  other 
instrument  relating  to  the  trust  property  which  he  may 
deem  necessary  or  advisable. 
Section  4.2.2. 

For  accounting  purposes  only  to  determine  to  what 
extent  money  and  other  property  coming  into  his  pos- 
session, in  order  to  do  justice  and  equity,  shall  be 
deemed  principal  or  income,  and  to  apportion  the  same 
between  principal  and  income  to  the  extent  he  deter- 
mines. 
Section  4.2.3. 

To  determine  the  mode  in  which  expenses  incidental 
to  the  administration  of  the  trust  shall  be  borne  as  be- 
tween principal  and  income,  and  to  apportion  the  same 
between  principal  and  income. 
Section  4.2.4. 

To  amortize  any  premium  on  any  bonds  held  as  a  part 
of  the  trust  property  or  to  refrain  from  doing  so  as  he 
shall  determine. 
Section  4.2.5. 

To  retain  and  hold  any  stock,  bond  or  other  security 
given  to  the  Trust  for  as  long  a  period  as  he  deems  ad- 
visable subject  to  limitations  imposed  upon  the  gift. 
Section  4.2.6. 

To  join  in  any  merger,  consolidation  or  reorganiza- 
tion of  any  corporation  or  association  whose  securities 
shall  be  held  as  part  of  Trust  property;  to  pay  any  calls 
and  assessments  imposed  upon  the  owner  of  such  secu- 
rities as  a  condition  of  participation  therein;  and  to  con- 
sent to  any  contract,  lease,  mortgage,  purchase  or  sale 
of  property,  by  or  between  such  corporation  and  any 
other  corporation  or  person. 
Section  4.2.7. 

To  deposit  any  security  with  any  protective  or  reor- 
ganization committee  and  to  delegate  to  such  commit- 
tee such  power  and  authority  with  relation  thereto  as 
the  Trustee  may  deem  proper,  and  to  agree  to  pay,  and 
to  pay,  out  of  the  property  of  the  Trust,  such  portion  of 
the  expenses  and  compensation  of  such  committee  as 
he  may  deem  proper. 
Section  4.2.8. 

To  vote  all  stock  and  to  execute  and  deliver  proxies  or

Fire 
Department  operations  have  been  obstructed  by  illegal 
parking  around  fire  scenes.  I  propose  to  increase  the  cost 
of  these  violations  in  an  effort  to  discourage  this  obstacle 
to  public  safety. 

Secondly,  it  is  imperative  that  we  change  the  structure 
to  make  certain  that  we  recover  the  costs  of  administering 
these  fees  and  permits.  According  to  a  Budget  Office 
analysis,  a  continued  shortfall  results  from  the  adminis- 
tration of  these  services.  In  order  to  address  this  inequity, 
I  have  proposed  increased  fees,  restructured  fees  and/or 
new  fees  for  your  consideration.

There  shall  be  no  fee  for  an  application  for  a  certif- 
icate of  Exemption. 

(101b)  Environment  Department,  Order  of  Condi- 
tions. The  fee  for  an  application  for  an  order  of  con- 
ditions with  the  secretary  of  the  conservation 
commission  for  the  use  or  development  of  lands  or 
waters  under  the  control  and  jurisdiction  of  the  con- 
servation commission  under  section  8C  of  chapter  40 
of  the  General  laws  shall  be  in  accordance  with  the 
following  schedule:  for  projects  with  a  fair  cost  of 
$1 ,000  or  less,  $25;  and  for  projects  with  a  fair  cost 
of  more  than  $  1 ,000  but  not  more  than  $50 ,000 ,  $50 ; 
and  for  projects  with  a  fair  cost  of  more  than  $50,000 
but  not  more  than  $100,000,  $75;  and  for  the  pro- 
jects with  a  fair  cost  of  more  than  $100,000  .75  per- 
cent of  the  fair  cost  provided,  however,  that  in  no 
case  shall  the  fee  be  more  than  $1 ,500. 

(238b)  Parking  Freeze  Permit  or  Exemption.  The 
fee  for  a  permit  or  exemption  granted  by  the  air  pol- 
lution control  commission  under  City  of  Boston 
Code,  Ordinances,  Title  7,  section  50  shall  be;  for  a 
permit  for  an  open  air  lot,  an  initial  fee  of  $250  and  an 
annual  fee  of  $12  per  space,  and  for  a  permit  for  a 
garage,  a  one-time  fee  of  $500,  plus  $200  per  space; 
and  for  an  exemption  for  an  open  air  lot,  a  one-time 
fee  of  $250,  plus  $12  per  space;  and  for  an  exemp- 
tion for  a  garage,  a  one-time  feeof  $500,  plus  $20  per 
space. 
Section  85.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  upon  its 
passage.

This  ordi- 
nance is  necessary  to  support  services  to  landlords  and 
tenants  outlined  in  the  Rental  Housing  Equity  Ordinances 


of  1984,  passed  by  your  Honorable  Body  on  October  24, 
1984. 

This  ordinance  provides  for  a  $  1  to  $3  per  month  fee  for 
each  unit  of  rental  housing  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Rent  Equity  Board.  This  fee  is  to  be  paid  by  landlords  and 
may  be  passed  through  to  tenants. 

Because  of  the  need  for  the  Rent  Equity  Board  to  pro- 
vide these  services  to  both  landlords  and  tenants  through- 
out the  city,  I  urge  prompt  consideration  arid  passage  by 
your  Honorable  Body.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  fol- 
lows: 

Section  1.  City  of  Boston  Ordinances  of  1984,  chapter 
29,  section  2  is  hereby  amended  by  inserting  after  subsec- 
tion (d)  the  following: 

(e)  Fees.  The  board  shall  charge  every  landlord  of 
rent  controlled  or  vacancy  decontrolled  housing  ac- 
commodations a  non-refundable  annual  fee  for  each 
such  housing  accommodation.  Such  fee  shall  be  es- 
tablished by  the  board  by  regulation  on  a  fiscal  or 
calendar  year  basis  and  shall  not  be  less  than  $12  nor 
more  than  $36  per  year  per  individual  housing  ac- 
commodation. The  board  may  establish  a  fee  by  sub- 
class for  such  housing  accommodations.  Any  such 
annual  fee  established  by  the  board  shall  apply  to 
both  occupied  and  unoccupied  housing  accommoda- 
tions. 

The  annual  fee  shall  be  paid  to  the  City  of  Boston 
by  the  landlord,  the  board  shall  establish  by  regula- 
tion the  time,  place  and  manner  for  such  payment. 
After  such  payment  has  been  made,  the  landlord  may 
charge  the  entire  cost  of  the  annual  fee  for  each  such 
housing  accommodation  to  the  tenants  thereof  of  an 
equal  monthly  basis.  The  board  shall  establish  by 
regulation  the  method  for  charging  the  tenants  the 
cost  of  such  annual  fee  and  the  tenants  shall  be  re- 
quired to  pay  such  charge  to  the  landlord  in  accord- 
ance therewith.  For  the  purpose  of  this  ordinance  or 
any  other  law,  the  cost  of  this  fee  shall  not  be  deemed 
rent. 

All  fees  established  hereunder  shall  be  used  by  the 
city  exclusively  for  the  purpose  of  funding  the  exer- 
cise of  the  board's  powers  and  duties  as  provided  in 
this  ordinance.  Any  excees  fees  collected  in  any  year 
shall  be  used  by  the  city  in  the  next  year  to  defray  the 
cost  of  funding  the  exercise  of  the  board's  powers 
and  duties. 

The  administrator  shall,  upon  filing,  administra- 
tively dismiss  any  petition,  application  or  other  sub- 
mission to  the  board  of  any  landlord  who  has  failed, 
at  the  time  of  such  filing,  to  pay  the  fee  required  by 
this  ordinance.

No  general  adjustment  of  maximum  rent  for  any 
rent  controlled  housing  accommodation  shall  be  al- 
lowed for  such  housing  accommodation  where  the 
landlord  fails  to  pay  the  annual  fee  required  herein 
for  such  housing  accommodation.

Whereas,  She  was  a  lecturer  and  author  who  wrote  a 
four-volume  "History  of  Women's  Suffrage";  and 

Whereas,  Susan  B.  Anthony  has  been  honored  by  her 
election  to  the  American  Hall  of  Fame,  as  well  as  by  the 
issuance  of  the  Susan  B.  Anthony  dollar;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council,  in  meeting  as- 
sembled, recognize  the  contributions  of  Susan  B.  An- 
thony whose  life  goals  included  fair  treatment  for 
American  women  as  well  as  for  American  men.

Whereas,  His  writings,  especially  in  his  North  Star 
newspaper,  contributed  greatly  to  the  raising  of  con- 
sciousness in  the  anti-slavery  effort  in  the  United  States 
before  and  during  the  Civil  War;  and 

Whereas,  As  a  man  who  was  himself  born  a  slave  and 
escaped,  Frederick  Douglass  understood  firsthand  the 
dehumanizing  effect  of  being  the  "property"  of  another 
human  being;  and 

Whereas,  Douglass  was  among  the  first  to  call,  suc- 
cessfully, for  the  use  of  black  troops  against  the  Confed- 
eracy in  the  Civil  War;  and 

Whereas,  From  1871-1891,  Frederick  Douglass 
served  in  several  important  government  positions  as  an 
advisor  to  many  political  leaders  of  the  period;  and 

Whereas,  His  eloquence  became  legendary  during  the 
debates  on  the  slavery  issue  and,  even  today,  he  is  a  model 
for  oratory ;  and  many  of  his  greatest  speeches  were  deliv- 
ered in  Boston  at  the  Park  Street  Church;  and  his  words 
and  ideas  were  even  heard  in  Great  Britain  during  an  anti- 
slavery  lecture  tour  from  1845-1847;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council,  in  meeting  as- 
sembled, declare  February  14,  1985,  "Frederick 
Douglass  Day"  in  the  City  of  Boston. 


DECLARING  MARCH  5,  1985, 
"CRISPUS  ATTUCKS  DAY"

Whereas,  Next  to  the  old  State  House  in  downtown 
Boston  is  a  circular,  cobble-stoned  monument  to  the  site 
of  the  Boston  Massacre  in  which,  215  years  ago,  these

Whereas,  Crispus  Attucks  is  a  prime  example  of  the 
significant  role  black  Americans  have  held  throughout 
American  history;  therefore,  be  it

Over  the  past  several  months  the  besieged 
residents  of  the  Grove  Hall  section  of  Roxbury  have  en- 
dured a  relentless  upsurge  in  drug-related  crimes  and  vio- 
lence; and 

Whereas,  This  violence  has  escalated  to  the  point  of  a 
drug  war,  bringing  more  street  crimes,  violence,  injuries 
and  death;  having  a  deleterious  impact  upon  law-abiding 
residents  who  no  longer  feel  in  control  of  their  commu- 
nity; and 

Whereas.  Law  enforcement  officials  have  accumu- 
lated evidence  that  major  participants  in  the  escalating 
drug  war  and  drug  activity  are  from  other  major  cities; 
and 

Whereas.  The  problem  of  illicit  drug  sales  is  a  national 
and  international  activity  crossing  state  and  national 
boundaries  where  important  operators  are  often  beyond 
the  reach  of  local  law  officials:  and 

Whereas,  The  Boston  Police  are  presently  engaged  in 
combating  the  drug  war  and  drug  activity  in  Roxbury  and 
it  is  apparent  that  local  resources  are  not  sufficient  to  ad- 
dress this  crisis:  and 

Whereas.  A  "Federal  Day  Program"  such  as  that 
which  presently  operates  in  New  Mirk  City  would  create 
randomly  alternating  days  where  drug  arrestees  would  be 
tried  in  Federal  Court  rather  than  local  courts  thus  creat- 
ing additional  pressures  upon  drug  operators:  and 
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Whereas,  It  has  been  proven  that  federal  drug  cases 
come  to  trial  more  frequently  and  conviction  rates  are 
higher  in  federal  courts  than  in  local  courts  which  are  of- 
ten seriously  backlogged  with  heavy  caseloads;  there- 
fore, be  it 

Ordered,  That  the  Boston  City  Council,  in  its  desire  to 
expedite  the  battle  against  the  illicit  drug  activity  plagu- 
ing the  city's  residents,  requests  that  Mayor  Raymond  L.

ALL  AMERICAN  COMPANIES,  ESPECIALLY  IN 
MASSACHUSETTS,  TO  DIVEST  THEMSELVES 
OF  ASSETS  IN  SOUTH  AFRICA 

Coun.  BOLLING  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  Massachusetts  and  its  Capital  City  of  Boston 
have  established  a  tradition  of  leadership  in  the  support  of 
human  rights;  and 

Whereas,  This  esteemed  tradition  extends  over  more 
than  200  years  and  includes  involvement  in  the  abolition 
of  slavery,  creation  of  a  public  education  system,  support 
for  human  rights  for  Soviet  Jews,  support  for  human 
rights  and  unionism  in  Poland;  and 

Whereas,  Presently  this  tradition  has  embraced  the 
struggle  against  South  African  Apartheid,  a  system  of 
segregation  and  dehumanization  that  threatens  to  destroy 
the  families,  health  and  homes  of  Black  South  Africans 
relegating  them  to  second-class  citizenship  in  their  own 
country;  and 

Whereas,  More  than  6,000  United  States  firms  conduct 
some  form  of  trade  with  South  Africa;  300  United  States 
companies  have  direct  investments  in  South  Africa,  total- 
ing more  than  $13  billion  in  assets,  loans,  gold  stocks; 
and 

Whereas ,  These  companies  with  direct  investments  ex- 
tend across  a  broad  economic  spectrum  and  includes  such 
firms  as  American  Airlines,  Canada  Dry  Corporation, 
Dow  Chemical,  Coca  Cola  Company,  Upjohn  Company, 
Westin  Hotel,  Revlon,  General  Foods;  and 

Whereas,  Massachusetts  firms  with  direct  investments 
in  South  Africa  include  McCormack  and  Dodge,  the 
Badger  Company,  Inc.,  Skok  Systems,  Inc.  and  Ray- 
theon Company;  and 

Whereas,  Inasmuch  as  the  continued  presence  of  these 
firms  within  South  Africa,  contributes  to  the  preservation 
and  continuation  of  the  abhorrent  system  of  apartheid,  be 
it  further 

Resolved,  That  the  Council  calls  upon  all  American 
companies  and  especially  Massachusetts  firms  with  as- 
sets in  South  Africa  to  disinvest  themselves  of  their 
branches  in  that  nation.

COUNCIL  TO  ORDER  MAYOR  TO  WITHDRAW 
ALL  MUNICIPAL  FUNDS  FROM  BANK  OF  BOS- 
TON 

Coun.  BOLLING  offered  the  following: 
Whereas,  On  February  7,  1985,  the  Bank  of  Boston 
pleaded  guilty  to  the  violation  of  certain  sections  of  the 
Currency  and  Foreign  Transactions  Reporting  Act  (Title 
31  of  U.S.  Code)  which  involved  the  exchange  of  $1.2 
billion  dollars  in  cash  with  foreign  banks;  and 

Whereas,  This  guilty  plea  resulted  in  the  Bank  of  Bos- 
ton having  to  pay  a  $500,000  fine  and  revise  its  methods 
of  handling  such  transactions;  and 


Whereas,  The  subsequent  public  disclosures  and  in- 
vestigative reporting  of  the  Bank  of  Boston 's  violation  of 
Title  3 1  also  uncovered  highly  questionable  cash  transac- 
tions with  accounts  belonging  to  a  real  estate  firm  and  an 
investment  firm  controlled  by  widely  known  members  of 
organized  crime;  and 

Whereas,  These  accounts  were  placed  on  an  exempt

from  illicit  drug  sales  or  other  organized  criminal  activ- 
ity; and 

Whereas,  During  the  extended  relationship  with  Bank 
of  Boston,  internal  investigation  and  verifications  should 
have  alerted  bank  executives  to  the  possibility  that  these 
accounts  were  being  utilized  for  the  purpose  of  launder- 
ing funds  derived  from  illegal  sources;  and 

Whereas,  Numerous  regulatory  agencies  including  the 
Treasury  Department,  Internal  Revenue  Service,  and 
Comptroller  of  the  Currency  have  indicated  that  Bank  of 
Boston  should  have  been  aware  of  all  regulations  govern- 
ing these  areas;  and 

Whereas,  The  inadvertent  result  of  the  Bank  of  Bos- 
ton's inactions  and  negligence  may  have  indirectly  aided 
and  abetted  illicit  drug  activity  which  is  a  major  source  of 
funds  for  organized  crime;  and 

Whereas,  Recent  publicity  concerning  the  drug-related 
deaths,  arrests  and  street  crime  in  Roxbury  reveals  the

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  has  a  moral  and  social 
obligation  to  ensure  that  its  financial  resources  do  not

In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Eighty-five 
An  Ordinance  Prohibiting  the  Sale  of  Krugerrands  or 
Any  Other  Such  Gold  Coins  Mined,  Minted  and  Pro- 
duced in  South  Africa 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts  General 
Lawschapter43B,  section  13,  and  any  other  applica- 
ble law,  as  follows: 
Whereas,  The  government  of  South  Africa  presently 
mints  a  gold  coin  known  as  the  Krugerrand  which  is  sold 
on  the  world  market  as  a  source  of  foreign  exchange;  and 
Whereas,  The  Krugerrand  bears  the  surname  of  Paul 
Kruger,  one  of  South  Africa's  white  supremist  leaders 
who  worked  to  install  the  system  of  apartheid .  He  insisted 
that  "The  Black  Man  has  to  be  taught  that  he  came  sec- 
ond. That  he  belongs  to  the  inferior  class  that  must  obey" 
Whereas.  The  majority  of  the  world's  nations  have 
deemed  South  Africa's  system  of  apartheid  as  abhorrent 
and  a  violation  of  the  most  elementary  human  rights;  and 
Whereas.  The  State  of  Massachusetts  and  the  City  of 
Boston,  similar  to  many  other  political  entities  in  the 
United  States,  have  ordered  disinvestment  of  state  and 
municipal  funds  from  firms  with  investments  in  South 
Africa;  and 

Whereas,  The  sale  of  Krugerrands  is  an  economic  ac- 
tivity that  generates  funds  which  the  South  African  go\  - 
eminent  utilizes  for  the  maintenance  of  its  system  of

Dear  Councillors: 

I  transmit  herewith  and  recommend  that  your  Honor- 
able Body  adopt  the  enclosed  order.  This  order  authorizes 
the  Commissioner  of  Parks  and  Recreation  to  apply  for, 
receive,  and  expend  $700,000  in  state  funds  for  the  resto- 
ration of  pedestrian  lighting  on  the  Boston  Common. 
These  funds  are  available  through  the  City  and  Town 
Commons  Program  administered  by  the  Massachusetts 
Department  of  Environmental  Management. 

These  funds  will  provide  for  the  rehabilitation  of  pe- 
destrian lighting  on  Boston  Common,  thereby  affording  a 
safer  Common  to  our  citizens  and  helping  to  protect  this 
historic  ground.

The  School  Committee  at  its  meeting  on  March  12, 
1985,  requested  that  the  current  law  be  amended  to  give 
greater  flexibility  in  awarding  a  contract  for  school  su- 
perintendent. Under  the  current  law,  the  superintendent 
of  schools  serves  a  four-year  term  and  should  a  vacancy 
occur,  a  successor  may  only  be  chosen  to  fill  the  remain- 
der of  that  term .  In  the  present  case ,  since  Superintendent 
Spillane's  term  ends  in  1986,  a  contract  could  only  be 
awarded  for  one  year. 

As  a  member  of  the  search  committee  for  a  new  super- 
intendent, I  am  deeply  concerned  that  we  attract  the  best 
candidates  possible  from  across  the  nation.  It  is  the  feel- 
ing of  members  of  the  School  Committee,  and  many  com- 
munity leaders  involved  in  the  search  process,  that  a 
one-year  contract  would  inhibit  our  ability  to  attract  a 
pool  of  first-rate  candidates. 

It  should  be  noted  that  this  amendment  would  bring  the 
laws  relating  to  the  term  of  Boston's  school  superintend- 
ent in  line  with  laws  governing  the  term  of  superintendent 
in  other  school  districts  in  the  Commonwealth.

The  Department  of  Health  and  Hospitals,  which  in- 
cludes Boston  City  Hospital  owns  all  buildings  in  the 
three  hospital  complexes  presently  under  its  jurisdic- 
tion— Boston  City  Hospital,  Mattapan  Hospital  and  Long 
Island  Hospital,  with  the  following  exceptions: 

—the  old  outpatient  building  at  the  corner  of  Harri- 
son Avenue  and  East  Concord  Street  which  was  sold 
to  University  Hospital  and  is  under  their  operation 
and  control.

The  Department  of  Health  and  Hospitals  helps  care  for 
a  number  of  community  health  center  facilities  through- 
out the  City  of  Boston.  These  buildings  are  not  owned  by 
the  department  but  include  George  Robert  White  Fund 
Buildings ,  as  well  as  other  community  health  center  facil- 
ities owned  by  legally  autonomous  community-con- 
trolled governing  boards.

As  indicated  in  (1)  above,  the  Sears  Building, 
B,C,D,  and  O  Building  and  57  East  Concord  Street 
have  been  declared  surplus  and  are  under  the  control  of 
DPF,  and  the  Superintendent's  House  at  Mattapan  Hos- 
pital is  under  the  control  of  DPF  but  is  leased  to  the 
Women's  Educational  and  Industrial  Union.

This  property  is  under  the  control  of  DPF  and  is  pres- 
ently vacant  and  in  disrepair.  There  has  been  a  request 
by  the  Department  of  Pediatrics  of  Boston  City  Hospi- 
tal and  the  Division  of  Community  Health  Services  of 
the  Department  of  Health  and  Hospitals  to  explore  the 
possiblity  of  using  the  building  for  a  Family  Develop- 
ment Center.  The  center  would  provide  treatment  and 
day  care  for  neglected  and  abused  children  as  well  as 
for  children  with  special  medical  and  developmental 
needs  such  as  the  hearing-impaired.  It  might  provide 
some  overnight  care  for  children  in  emergency  situa- 
tions who  do  not  require  acute  care,  for  example,  chil- 
dren whose  parents  are  in  the  hospital  and  who  have  no 
one  to  care  for  them.  It  might  also  provide  overnight 
care  for  lead-poisoned  children  who  are  no  longer  in 
need  of  acute  care,  but  who  cannot  yet  return  to  their 
homes. 

There  have  been  preliminary  discussions  with  the  Mas- 
sachusetts Department  of  Social  Services  and  Executive 
Office  of  Human  Services  which  have  expressed  interest 
in  establishing  the  family  Development  Center  as  a  model 
for  the  rest  of  Massachusetts.  This  is  to  underscore  the 
importance  the  state  is  giving  to  provide  adequate  support 


for  families  suffering  from  stress  and  who  have  problems 
with  child  abuse. 

A  smaller  version  of  this  program,  providing  day  care 
and  services  for  abused  and  neglected  children  and  their 
families  only,  is  now  located  in  the  Pediatrics  Building,  in 
the  Boston  City  Hospital  complex.  The  Pediatrics  Build- 
ing is  scheduled  for  eventual  closure.

Whereas,  Section  24  of  said  chapter  60  allows  the  col- 
lector of  taxes  to  seize  property  and  goods  of  persons  who 
refuse  to  pay  assessed  taxes;  and 

Whereas,  Section  25  of  chapter  60  states  that  the  col- 
lector may  keep  such  goods  distrained,  at  the  expense  of 
the  owner,  until  they  are  redeemed  by  payment.  If  such 
goods  are  not  redeemed  they  may  be  sold  at  public  auc- 
tion; and 

Whereas,  Section  29  of  chapter  60  allows  the  collector

An  Ordinance  Establishing  Outdoor 
Advertising  Lease  Program. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts  General 
Laws  chapter  43B ,  section  13,  and  any  other  applica- 
ble law,  as  follows: 
Section  1 .  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances  7,  chapter 
5  shall  be  amended  by  inserting  the  following  new  sec- 
tion: 

Section  107A.  There  shall  be  established  within  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Parks  and  Recreation  Department  of 
the  City  of  Boston  and  its  Commissioner  a  program  to 
be  known  as  the  Outdoor  Advertising  Lease  Program, 
hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  Program. 

The  Commissioner  shall  be  responsible  for  the  leas- 
ing of  outdoor  advertising  space  on  publicly  owned 
property  deemed  to  be  appropaite  for  such  use. 

The  Commissioner  shall  promulgate  such  rules  and 
regulations  for  the  leasing  of  outdoor  advertising  space 
so  as  to  insure  the  advertising  so  leased  maintains  the 
aesthetic  beauty  of  the  area  and  that  only  public  service 
and  public  information  advertising  may  be  done. 

The  Commissioner  shall,  by  regulation,  set  a  fee  for 
the  monthly  and/or  yearly  leasing  of  said  advertising 
space.  The  fee  schedule  set  by  the  Commissioner  shall 
be  annually  presented  to  the  City  Council  for  its  ap- 
proval. 

All  revenue  derived  from  the  Program  shall  accrue  to 
the  Parks  and  Recreation  Department  of  the  City  of 
Boston  for  general  purposes,  provided,  however,  that 
such  programmatic  costs  and  the  expansion  of  the  Pro- 
gram shall  be  derived  directly  from  the  revenues  of  the 
Program.  Any  personnel  costs  associated  with  the  Pro- 
gram shall  be  assumed  by  the  Commissioner  in  the  an- 
nual operating  budget  of  the  department. 

The  Commissioner  shall  insure  that  the  Program 
complies  fully  with  state  regulations  for  outside  adver- 
tising as  contained  in  3 1 1  CMR  1 .  00  -  3 .  00  of  the  Out- 
side Advertising  Board.

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court,  accom- 
panied by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to  the  City  of 
Boston  to  be  filed  with  an  attested  copy  of  this  order  be, 
and  hereby  is,  approved  under  clause  (1)  of  section  8  of 
article  two,  as  amended,  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to  the 
end  that  legislation  be  adopted  providing  precisely  as  fol- 
lows, except  for  clerical  or  editorial  changes  of  form 
only: 

Section  1,  Chapter  190  of  the  Acts  of  1982  is  hereby 
amended  by  striking  section  30  in  its  entirety  and  insert- 
ing in  place  thereof  the  following  new  section. 

Section  30.  The  cost  of  providing  the  availablity  of 
fire  protection  to  certain  structures  in  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton is  greater  than  the  cost  of  providing  the  availability 
of  fire  protection  to  the  majority  of  structures,  by  rea- 
son of  their  size,  type  of  construction,  use  and  other 
relevant  factors.  The  provision  of  fire  protection  to 
such  structures  requires  the  city  to  employ  additional 
fire  fighters,  deploy  additional  equipment  and  pur- 


chase equipment  different  in  kind  from  that  required  to 
provide  fire  protection  for  the  majority  of  structures. 
The  availability  of  such  additional  fire  services  is  being 
provided  to  a  small  proportion  of  the  buildings  in  the 
city.  Therefore,  the  City  of  Boston  is  authorized  to  im- 
pose a  fee  for  augmented  fire  services  availability  pur- 
suant to  the  following  or  pursuant  to  an  ordinance 
enacted  by  the  City  of  Boston  not  inconsistent  with  the 
following. 

(2)  The  purpose  of  this  act  is  to  assure  the  city's  con- 
tinued ability  to  provide  the  availability  of  fire  fighting 
services  in  excess  of  the  degree  of  such  services  pro- 
vided to  the  general  public  by  imposing  the  cost  of  mak- 
ing available  such  extra  services  on  those  to  whom  such 
extra  services  are  made  available. 

(3)  The  following  words  and  phrases  have  the  fol- 
lowing meanings: 

(i)  "Augmented  fire  services  availability 
(AFSA),"  the  capacity  to  deliver  a  total  fire  flow  in 
excess  of  3,500  gallons  per  minute. 

(ii)  "total  fire  flow  (TFF)"  the  total  fire  fighting 
capacity,  expressed  in  gallons  per  minute,  necessary 
to  extinguish  a  fully  involved  fire  in  any  given  struc- 
ture, taking  into  account  fire  suppression  and  detec- 
tion equipment  and  life  risk  as  provided  herein .  Total 
fire  flow  shall  be  determined  by  the  fire  commis- 
sioner according  to  the  following  formula:  TFF  = 
(NFF)x(l-S)x(LRF). 

(iii)  "Needed  fire  flow  (NFF),"  afactor,  expressed 
in  gallons  per  minute,  to  be  determined  by  the  fire 
commissioner,  taking  into  account  a  construction 
type  factor,  an  effective  area  factor,  a  use  factor,  an 
exposure  factor,  and  a  connecting  passageways  fac- 
tor. 

(iv)  "Suppression  Credit  (S),"  a  credit  to  be  used 
in  determining  total  fire  flow,  taking  into  account  the 
existence  of  fire  suppression  and  detection  equip- 
ment in  a  structure. 

(v)  "Life  risk  factor  (LRF),"  a  factor,  to  be  deter- 
mined by  the  fire  commissioner,  taking  into  account 
density  of  occupancy,  hours  of  occupancy,  number 
of  stories,  and  the  existence  of  smoke  removal  equip- 
ment. 

Prior  to  March  first  of  each  year  the  fire  commis- 
sioner shall  determine  which  structures  in  the  city  may 
need  augmented  fire  services.  Availability  shall  be  as- 
sessed a  voluntary  fee  by  the  fire  commissioner,  to  be 
determined  by  said  fire  commissioner  as  provided  in 
this  act,  for  the  provision  of  augmented  fire  services 
availability.  Said  fee  shall  be  based  on  the  cost  of  pro- 
viding augmented  fire  services  availability  and  may  be 
due  and  voluntarily  payable  in  two  equal  installments; 
the  first  installment  due  and  payable  no  later  than  May 
first  of  the  year  in  which  the  assessment  is  made,  and 
the  second  installment  due  and  payable  no  later  than 
November  first  of  the  same  year.  The  fire  commis- 
sioner shall  in  his  order  of  assessment  designate  as  the 
owner  of  the  parcel  assessed  the  person  or  entity  who 
was  liable  to  assessment  therefore  on  the  preceding 
January  first  under  the  provisions  of  chapter  59  of  the 
General  Laws.  In  the  case  of  a  condominium,  as  de- 
fined by  section  1  of  chapter  183A  of  the  General 
Laws,  the  fire  commissioner  shall  in  his  order  of  as- 
sessment designate  as  the  owner  of  the  parcel  assessed 
thereto  pursuant  to  clause  (i)  of  section  8  of  chapter 
183  A  of  the  General  Laws. 

The  fire  commissioner  may  estimate  the  voluntary 
fee  to  be  paid  for  a  particular  structure.  In  such  cases, 
the  assessment  shall  be  labeled  as  an  estimated  volun- 
tary fee.  shall  be  assessed  to  the  owner  of  a  structure 
subject  to  such  voluntary  fee  on  or  before  March  first, 
and  shall  be  due  and  payable  in  two  equal  installments 
as  hereinbefore  provided  and  shall  be  paid  to  the  collec- 
tor-treasurer. 
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Following  payment  of  the  first  installment  of  an  esti- 
mated voluntary  fee,  or  in  cases  in  which  the  voluntary 
fee  assessed  on  or  before  March  first  is  appealed  as  pro- 
vided herein,  the  fire  commissioner  shall  determine  the 
voluntary  fee  as  provided  for  in  this  act.  In  cases  where 
the  estimated  voluntary  fee  is  less  than  the  final  fee,  the 
fire  commissioner  shall  assess  to  the  owner  of  such 
structure  subject  to  such  voluntary  fee  the  difference 
between  the  estimated  voluntary  fee  and  the  final  vol- 
untary fee.  Said  voluntary  fee  shall  be  assessed  no  later 
than  December  3 1  of  the  year  in  which  the  estimated 
voluntary  fee  was  assessed,  shall  be  due  and  payable  no 
later  than  the  following  March  first,  and  shall  be  paid  to 
the  collector-treasurer.  In  case  in  which  the  first  install- 
ment of  the  estimated  voluntary  fee  has  been  paid  by 
May  first,  and  said  estimated  voluntary  fee  is  greater 
than  the  final  or  corrected  voluntary  fee  as  determined 
by  the  fire  commissioner,  the  fire  commissioner  shall 
so  inform  the  collector-treasurer,  who  shall  refund  the 
difference  between  the  final  or  corrected  voluntary  fee 
and  the  estimated  voluntary  fee  to  the  person  or  entity 
so  assessed,  plus  interest  of  8  percent  per  annum,  pro- 
vided said  estimated  voluntary  fee  has  been  paid  in  full. 
If  said  determination  that  the  estimated  voluntary  fee  is 
greater  than  the  final  or  corrected  voluntary  fee  is  made 
prior  to  payment  of  the  full  estimated  voluntary  fee,  a 
notice  shall  be  sent  to  the  person  or  entity  so  assessed 
abating  the  difference  between  the  estimated  voluntary 
fee  and  said  final  or  corrected  voluntary  fee. 

Upon  payment  of  the  first  installment  of  the  volun- 
tary fee  or  estimated  voluntary  fee  as  assessed  on  or 
before  March  first,  the  person  or  entity  paying  such 
voluntary  fee  may  appeal  the  correctness  of  such  fee  by 
filing  a  notice  of  appeal  with  the  fire  commissioner  on 
or  before  June  first.  Upon  receiving  a  notice  of  appeal 
the  fire  commissioner  shall  schedule  a  hearing  and 
shall  notify  the  person  or  entity  appealing  of  the  date  of 
said  hearing.  The  person  or  entity  who  filed  the  appeal 
shall  be  entitled  to  appear  at  the  hearing  and  present 
evidence  challenging  the  correctness  of  the  voluntary 
fee  or  estimated  voluntary  fee  assessed.  The  fire  com- 
missioner or  his  designee  shall  preside  at  said  hearing, 
shall  render  a  decision  affirming  the  correctness  of  the 
voluntary  fee  assessed  or  correcting  said  voluntary  fee , 
and  shall  so  notify  the  person  or  entity  who  filed  the 
appeal.  The  fire  commisioner  shall  notify  the  collector- 
treasurer  of  the  correction  of  any  voluntary  fee  pursu- 
ant to  an  appeal. 

The  fire  commissioner  may  promulgate  rules  and 
regulations  for  the  administration  of  this  act. 

(4)  Should  a  fire  occur  in  a  building  that  has  been 
determined  by  the  fire  commissioner  to  be  a  structure 
that  needs  augmented  fire  services,  and  such  services 
have  been  rendered,  the  fire  commissioner  shall  assess 
a  mandatory  fee  for  said  services,  provided  however, 
that  no  voluntary  fee  was  paid  by  the  owners  of  said 
structure.  The  mandatory  fee  shall  be  based  on  the  ac- 
tual cost  of  providing  augmented  fire  services  and  shall 
be  due  within  ninety  days  of  the  date  such  augmented 
fire  services  were  rendered.  The  fire  commissioner 
shall  in  his  order  of  assessment  designate  as  the  owner 
of  the  parcel  assessed  the  person  or  entity  who  was  lia- 
ble to  assessment  therefore  on  the  preceding  January 
first  under  the  provisions  of  chapter  59  of  the  General 
Laws.  In  the  case  of  acondominium,  as  defined  by  sec- 
tion 1  of  chapter  183A  of  the  General  Laws,  the  fire 
commissioner  shall  in  his  order  of  assessment  desig- 
nate as  the  owner  of  the  parcel  assessed  thereto  pursu- 
ant to  clause  (i)  of  section  8  of  chapter  183 A  of  the 
General  Laws.  The  mandatory  fee  imposed  for  serv- 
ices rendered  may  be  appealed  for  correctness  by  filing 
a  notice  of  appeal  with  the  fire  commissioner  within 
fifteen  days  of  receipt  of  said  mandatory  fee.  Upon  re- 


ceiving a  notice  of  appeal  the  fire  commissioner  shall 
schedule  a  hearing  and  shall  notify  the  person  or  entity 
appealing  of  the  date  of  said  hearing.  The  person  or 
entity  who  filed  the  appeal  shall  be  entitled  to  appear  at 
the  hearing  and  present  evidence  challenging  the  cor- 
rectness of  the  mandatory  fee  assessed.  The  fire  com- 
missioner or  his  designee  shall  preside  at  said  hearing, 
shall  render  a  decision  affirming  the  correctness  of  the 
mandatory  fee  assessed  or  correcting  said  fee,  and  shall 
so  notify  the  person  or  entity  who  filed  the  appeal.  All 
fees  under  this  section  shall  be  payable  to  the  Collec- 
tor/Treasurer of  the  City  of  Boston. 

(5)  Revenues.  Revenues  received  hereunder  shall  be 
used  to  restore  and  maintain  adequate  public  safety 
forces  in  the  City  of  Boston  which  shall  be  defined  as 
police  and  fire  services. 

Section  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  ninety  days  after  its 
passage.

An  Ordinance  to  Abolish  the  Inspectional  Services  De- 
partment and  to  Create  New  Departments  or  Divi- 
sions. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts  General 
Laws  chapter  43B ,  section  1 3 ,  and  any  other  applica- 
ble law,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  Inspectional  Services  Department  is 
hereby  abolished.  Chapter  19,  Ordinances  of  1981  is  re- 
pealed. 

Section  2.  There  shall  be  in  the  city  a  department, 
known  as  the  Building  Department  which  shall  be  under 
the  charge  of  an  administrative  officer  known  as  the  di- 
rector appointed  by  the  Mayor  for  a  term  expiring  on  the 
first  Monday  of  January  following  the  next  biennial  elec- 
tion at  which  a  Mayor  is  elected  who  shall  have  the  power 
and  perform  the  duties  imposed  upon  him  by  law  and  who 
shall  be  compensated  as  an  officer  within  Category  3  of 
CBC  Ordinance  5,  s.  105.  All  powers  and  duties  previ- 
ously exercised  by  the  building  commissioner  shall  be  ex- 
ercised by  the  Building  Department  director  with  the 
exception  of  those  pertaining  to  the  Board  of  Appeal  and 
the  Board  of  Examiners.

Whereas,  Many  Boston  residents  complained  at  the 
City  Council  hearing  of  a  lack  of  responsiveness,  long 
delays  concerning  equipment  failure,  billing  disputes  and 
lost  time  due  to  missed  appointments  scheduled  by 
Cablevision  installers  or  service  personnel;  and 

Whereas,  A  serious  breach  of  the  agreement  has  been 
the  failure  of  Cablevision  to  construct  neighborhood  stu- 
dios thereby  affecting  Boston  residents  accessability  to 
training  and  the  production  of  local  programs  —  origi- 
nally a  major  selling  point  which  led  to  the  award  of  the 
franchise  to  Cablevision;  and 

Whereas,  The  existence  of  the  Boston  Community  Ac- 
cess and  Programming  Foundation  is  threatened  by 
Cablevision 's  inability  to  meet  its  April  1  financial  obli- 
gation; and 

Whereas,  Cablevision  has  failed  to  meet  other  contrac- 
tual obligations,  specifically:  failure  to  construct  the 
HUB  Distribution  Centers;  failure  to  complete  installa- 
tion of  units  within  the  Boston  Housing  Authority;  failure 
to  install  and  to  hire  liaisons  in  the  Chinatown  section  of 
Boston;  failure  to  meet  the  10  percent  procurement  re- 
quirement for  MBEs;  inability  to  hire  minority  residents 
in  the  mid  and  upper  management  positions;  and  the  fail- 
ure to  meet  the  requirements  as  contained  within  the  No- 
vember 9,  1983,  and  the  April  12,  1984,  agreements 
made  with  the  City  of  Boston;  be  it  therefore 

Ordered,  That  the  Mayor  is  hereby  directed  to  require 
strict  compliance  with  the  final  license  agreement  and 
subsequent  agreements  made  with  Cablevision  of  Bos- 
ton, specifically  in  meeting  the  April  1st  payment  to  the 
Boston  Community  Access  and  Programming  Founda- 
tion and  the  construction  of  studios  in  West  Roxbury  and 
Allston/Brighton;  and  be  it  further 

Ordered,  That  a  timetable  be  established  by  and  be- 
tween Cablevision  and  the  City  of  Boston  that  will  specif- 
ically address  those  breaches  within  the  contract  and 
mandate  adherence  within  a  six-month  period.  Said 
schedule  to  be  delivered  to  this  Honorable  Body  for  re- 
view and  comment  no  later  than  April  17,  1985.

Whereas,  On  March  25,  1985,  the  Bank  of  Boston  an- 
nounced its  intentions  todiscontinue  making  new  loans  or 
extending  lines  of  credit  to  the  private  banks  of  South  Af-

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council,  in  meeting  as- 
sembled, commends  the  Bank  of  Boston  for  its  actions  in 
further  curtailing  lending  activity  with  the  South  African

Resolved,  That  the  Council  hopes  that  other  businesses 
and  financial  institutions  will  note  the  Bank  of  Boston's 
policy,  review  their  own  institutional  policies,  and  under- 
take similar  actions  to  curtail  economic  activity  with  the 
South  African  government  andits  banks.

ORDINANCE  RE  STATEMENTS  OF  INTEREST  BY 
CERTAIN  OFFICIALS  AND  EMPLOYEES  OF 
CITY  OF  BOSTON 

Couns.  YANCEY  and  McLAUGHLIN  offered  the  fol- 
lowing: 

An  Ordinance  for  the  City  of  Boston,  Statements  of  Inter- 
est by  Certain  Officials  and  Employees  of  the  City  of 
Boston. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  of  Boston,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Definitions.  As  used  in  this  ordinance,  un- 
less the  context  requires  otherwise: 

(a)  "Amount"  means  a  category  value,  rather  than  an 
exact  dollar  figure,  as  follows:  greater  than  $1,000  but 
not  more  than  $2,500;  greater  than  $2,500  but  not  more 
than  $5,000:  greater  than  $5,000  but  not  more  than 
$10,000;  greater  than  $10,000  but  not  more  than 
$25,000;  greater  than  $25,000  but  not  more  than 
$50,000;  greater  than  $50,000  but  not  more  than 
$100,000;  greater  than  $100,000. 

(b)  "Business"  means  any  corporation,  partnership, 
sole  proprietorship,  firm,  franchise,  association,  organi- 
zation, holding  company,  joint  stock  company,  receiver- 
ship, business  or  real  estate  trust,  or  any  other  legal  entity 
organized  for  profit,  nonprofit  or  charitable  purposes,  in- 
cluding any  federal,  state,  county,  district  or  municipal 
agency,  authority  or  other  governmental  entity. 

(c)  "Business  with  which  he/she  is  associated":  means 
any  business  in  which  the  reporting  person  or  a  family 
member  is  an  employee,  an  elected  or  appointed  govern- 
mental official,  a  general  partner,  proprietor,  office,  di- 
rector, trustee  or  serves  in  any  managerial  capacity;  and 
any  business  of  which  more  than  1  percent  of  any  class  of 
outstanding  equity  is  beneficially  owned  in  the  aggregate 
by  the  reporting  person  and/or  family  members. 

(d)  "Candidate"  means  any  individual  who  seeks  nom- 
ination or  election  to  municipal  office,  as  defined  in  this 
ordinance.  For  the  purposes  of  this  ordinance,  an  individ- 
ual shall  be  deemed  to  be  a  candidate  upon  fulfilling  the 
nomination  certification  process  under  the  laws  or  ordi- 
nances of  the  Commonwealth  and  Election  Department 
of  the  City  of  Boston  toqualify  himself/herself  for  nomi- 
nation or  election  to  such  office; 

(e)  "Clerk"  means  the  City  Clerk  of  Boston, 

(f)  "Commission"  means  the  Boston  Financial  Disclo- 
sure Commission  established  by  section  4  of  this  ordi- 
nance. 

(g)  "Equity"  means  any  stockor  similar  ownership  in- 
terest in  a  business; 

(h)  "Family  member"  means  a  spouse  or  any  depen- 
dent child  residing  in  the  reporting  person's  household; 


(i)  "Gift"  means  a  payment,  entertainment,  subscrip- 
tion, advance  services  or  anything  of  value,  unless  con- 
sideration of  equal  or  greater  value  is  received.  If  items 
are  furnished  or  services  are  rendered  for  less  than  the 
fair  market  value,  the  difference  between  the  fair  market 
value  and  the  price  paid  shall  be  treated  as  a  gift.  Gift  shall 
not  include  a  political  contribution  reported  as  required 
by  law,  a  commercially  reasonable  loan  made  in  the  ordi- 
nary course  of  business,  anything  of  value  received  by 
inheritance  or  a  gift  received  from  a  family  member  or 
from  a  relative  within  the  third  degree  of  consanguinity  of 
the  reporting  person  or  of  the  reporting  person's  spouse 
or  from  the  spouse  of  such  relative. 

(j)  "Legislative  agent"  mean  any  person  who  for  com- 
pensation or  reward  does  any  act  to  promote,  oppose  or 
influence  legislation  or  disapproval  thereof  or  to  influ- 
ence the  mayor's  approval  or  disapproval  thereof  or  to 
influence  the  decision  of  any  member  of  the  city  adminis- 
tration where  such  decisions  concern  legislation  or  the 
adoption,  defeat  or  postponement  of  a  standard  rate,  rule 
or  regulation  pursuant  thereto.  The  term  shall  include 
person  who  as  any  part  of  their  regular  and  usual  employ- 
ment and  not  simply  incidental  thereto,  attempt  to  pro- 
mote, oppose  or  influence  legislation  or  the  mayor's 
approval  or  disapproval  thereof,  whether  or  not  any  com- 
penation  in  addition  to  the  salary  for  such  employment  is 
received  for  such  services. 

(k)  "Mayor"  means  the  mayor  of  Boston. 

(1)  "Municipal  body"  means  any  agency,  authority, 
board,  bureau,  commission,  council,  department,  divi- 
sion, school  department,  or  other  legal  entity  within  the 
government  of  the  City  of  Boston. 

(m)  "Municipal  office"  means  any  one  of  the  positions 
within  the  government  of  the  City  of  Boston:  mayor; 
councillor;  school  committee  member. 

(n)  "Municipal  official"  means  any  individual  holding 
a  municipal  office,  as  that  term  is  defined  in  this  ordi- 
nance, whether  by  election  or  appointment. 

(o)  "Municipal  employee"  means  (1)  clerk,  collector- 
treasurer,  corporation  counsel;  or  (2)  the  executive  or  the 
administrative  head  or  heads,  whether  elected  or  ap- 
pointed, compensated  or  uncompensated  ,  of  a  municipal 
body  or  bodies  with  primary  executive  authority  for  any 
of  the  following:  general  purpose  administration;  plan- 
ning, development  and  land  use;  public  safety;  educa- 
tion; inspection  and  licensing;  public  works;  or 
assessment;  or  (3)  the  executive  or  administrative  head  or 
heads,  whether  elected  or  appointed,  compensated  or  un- 
compensaed,  of  a  municipal  body  or  bodies  which  the 
commission  may  designate;  or  (4)  any  employee  of  a  mu- 
nicipal body  whose  salary  equals  or  exceeds  that  of  a  city 
employee  in  job  level  or  $22,000  and  who  reports  di- 
rectly to  any  of  the  foregoing  or  who  is  a  head  of  a  major 
administrative  unit  within  a  municipal  body. 

(p)  "Person"  means  a  business,  individual,  corpora- 
tion, union,  association,  firm,  partnership,  committee, 
or  other  organization  or  group  of  persons. 

(q)  "Political  contribution"  means  a  contribution  of 
money  or  anything  of  value  to  an  individual,  candidate, 
political  committee,  or  person  acting  on  behalf  of  an  indi- 
vidual, candidate,  or  political  committee,  for  the  purpose 
of  influencing  the  nomination  or  election  of  said  individ- 
ual or  candidate,  or  for  the  purpose  of  promoting  or  op- 
posing a  charter  change,  referendum  question,  or  other 
question  submitted  to  the  voters,  and  shall  include  any: 
(l)gift,  subscription,  loan,  advance,  deposit  of  money,  or 
thing  of  value,  except  a  loan  of  money  to  a  candidate  by  a 
national  or  state  bank  made  in  accordance  with  the  appli- 
cable banking  laws  and  regulations  and  in  the  ordinary 
course  of  business;  (2)  transfer  of  money  or  anything  of 
value  between  political  committees;  (3)  payment,  by  any 
person  other  than  a  candidate  or  political  committee,  of 
compensation  for  the  personal  services  of  another  person 
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which  are  rendered  to  such  candidate  or  committee;  (4) 
purchase  from  an  individual,  candidate  or  political  com- 
mittee, whether  through  the  device  of  tickets,  advertise- 
ments, or  otherwise,  for  fund-raising  activities, 
including  testimonials,  held  on  behalf  of  said  individual, 
candidate,  or  political  committee,  to  the  extent  that  the 
purchase  price  exceeds  the  actual  cost  of  the  goods  sold  or 
services  rendered;  (5)  discount  or  rebate  not  available  to 
other  candidates  for  the  same  office  and  to  the  general 
public ;  and  (6)  forgiveness  of  indebtedness  or  payment  of 
indebtedness  by  another  person;  but  shall  not  include  the 
rendering  of  services  by  speakers,  editors,  writers,  poll 
watchers,  poll  checkers  or  others,  not  the  payment  by 
those  rendering  such  services  of  such  personal  expenses 
as  may  be  incidental  thereto,  nor  the  exercise  of  ordinary 
hospitality. 

(r)  "Reporting  person"  means  any  person  required  to 
file  a  statement  of  interests  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of 
section  3  of  this  ordinance. 

Section  2.  Administration. 

The  clerk  shall: 

(a)  On  or  before  March  first  of  each  year,  request  from 
the  mayor  a  list  of  names  and  positions  of  all  municipal 
officials  and  municipal  employees,  certified  as  to  cor- 
rectness and  completeness,  and  the  mayor  shall  furnish 
said  list  within  sixty  days. 

(b)  On  or  before  May  first  of  each  year,  make  forms  and 
instructions  for  statements  of  interest  available  to  persons 
required  to  file  the  statements  pursuant  to  the  provisions 
of  this  ordinance. 

(c)  Upon  receipt  of  a  statement  of  interest  filed  pursu- 
ant to  this  ordinance,  issue  to  the  person  filing  such  state- 
ment a  receipt  verifying  the  fact  that  a  statement  of 
interests  has  been  filed  and  a  receipted  copy  of  such  state- 
ment. 

(d)  Make  the  lists  of  municipal  officials  and  municipal 
employees  and  the  statements  of  interest  filed  with  the 
clerk  pursuant  to  this  ordinance  available,  upon  written 
request  of  any  individual,  for  public  inspection  and  copy- 
ing during  regular  office  hours  and  make  copying  facili- 
ties available  free  of  charge  or  at  a  charge  not  to  exceed 
actual  cost;  the  clerk  shall  forward  a  copy  of  said  request 
to  the  individual  whose  statement  has  been  examined; 
provided,  however,  that  such  requests  from  the  attorney 
general,  district  attorney  or  the  State  Ethics  Commission 
shall  be  confidential. 

(e)  Compile  and  maintain  an  index  of  all  filed  state- 
ments of  interest  to  facilitate  public  access  to  the  state- 
ments. 

(f)  Inspect  all  filed  statements  of  interest  in  order  to 
ascertain  whether  any  reporting  person  has  failed  to  file  a 
statement  as  required  by  law  or  has  filed  a  statement 
which  is  deficient  on  its  face.  After  inspection,  the  clerk 
shall  submit  a  report  to  the  commission  which  shall  list  all 
reporting  persons  who  have  failed  to  file  a  statement  of 
interest  and  all  reporting  persons  who  have  filed  a  state- 
ment of  interest  which  is  deficient  on  its  face.  The  clerk 
shall  also  submit  any  further  information  concerning  the 
statements  of  interest  upon  the  request  of  the  commis- 
sion. 

(g)  Notify,  upon  the  request  of  the  commission,  each 
delinquent  reporting  person  that  a  statement  of  interest 
has  not  been  filed  or  that  such  a  statement  which  has  been 
filed  is  deficient.  Such  notice  shall  be  in  writing  and  shall 
state  in  detail  each  deficiency  and  the  penalties  of  failure 
to  file  a  correct  statement  of  interest  pursuant  to  this  ordi- 
nance .  The  clerk  shall  inform  the  commission  if  the  delin- 
quent reporting  person  does  not  file  or  correct  the 
statement  of  interest  within  thirty  days. 

(h)  Preserve  all  statements  filed  with  the  clerk  for  six 
years  from  the  date  of  receipt. 

Section  3.  Statements  of  Interest. 

(a)  Every  candidate  shall  file  a  statement  of  interest  for 
the  preceding  calendar  year  with  the  clerk  on  or  before 


the  date  on  which  a  certification  of  nomination  or  nomi- 
nation papers  for  such  candidate  are  submitted  to  the  elec- 
tion commission; 

(b)  Every  municipal  official  and  municipal  employee 
shall  file  a  statement  of  interest  for  the  preceding  calendar 
year  with  the  clerk; 

(c)  On  or  before  June  first  of  each  year  that  such  person 
is  a  municipal  official  or  municipal  employee  or  within 
thirty  days  after  becoming  an  official  or  an  employee, 
whichever  is  later,  and  (2)  on  or  before  June  first  of  the 
year  after  such  person  ceases  to  be  a  municipal  official  or 
a  municipal  employee;  provided,  however,  that  no 
former  municipal  official  or  municipal  employee  shall  be 
required  to  file  a  statement  of  interest  for  any  year  in 
which  he/she  was  a  municipal  official  or  municipal  em- 
ployee for  less  than  thirty  days; 

(c)  The  statements  of  interest  shall  be  filed  on  a  form 
prescribed  by  the  clerk  and  shall  be  signed  under  penalty 
of  perjury  by  the  reporting  person; 

(d)  Every  reporting  person  shall  disclose,  to  the  best  of 
his/her  knowledge,  the  following  information  for  him- 
self/herself and  every  family  member  for  the  preceding 
calendar  year; 

( 1 )  the  name  and  address  of,  the  nature  of  association 
with,  the  share  of  equity  in,  if  applicable,  and  the 
amount  of  income  if  greater  than  $  1 ,000  derived  from 
each  business  with  which  he  is  associated; 

(2)  the  identity  of  all  securities  and  other  investments 
with  a  fair  market  value  of  greater  than  SI  ,000  which 
were  beneficially  owned,  not  otherwise  reportable 
hereunder;  and  the  amount  of  income  if  over  $1,000 
from  any  such  security  which  is  issued  by  a  municipal 
body; 

(3)  the  name  and  address  of  each  creditor,  located 
within,  or  doing  business  with  the  City  of  Boston,  to 
whom  more  than  $1 ,000  was  owed  on  December  3 1 , 
and  the  original  amount,  the  amount  outstanding,  the 
terms  of  repayment,  and  the  general  nature  of  the  secu- 
rity pledged  for  each  obligation;  provided,  however, 
that  mortgages  on  the  person's  primary  residence,  obli- 
gations arising  out  of  retail  installment  transactions, 
educational  loans,  medical  and  dental  expenses,  debt 
incurred  in  the  ordinary  course  of  business,  and  any 
obligation  to  make  alimony  or  support  payments  shall 
not  be  reported;  provided,  further,  that  such  informa- 
tion need  not  be  reported  if  the  creditor  is  a  relative 
within  the  third  degree  of  consanguinity  or  affinity; 

(4)  the  name  and  address  of  the  source,  and  the  cash 
value  of  any  reimbursement  for  expense  aggregating 
more  than  $100  in  the  calendar  year  if  the  source  of 
such  reimbursement  is  a  legislative  agent;  or  if  the  re- 
cipient is  a  municipal  official  and  the  source  of  such 
reimbursement  is  a  person  having  a  direct  interest  in 
legislation,  legislative  action,  or  a  matter  before  a  mu- 
nicipal body ;  or  if  the  recipient  isa  municipal  employee 
and  the  source  of  such  reimbursement  is  a  person  hav- 
ing a  direct  interest  in  a  matter  before  the  municipal 
body  by  which  the  recipient  is  employed; 

(5)  the  name  and  address  of  the  donor,  and  the  fair 
market  value,  if  determinable,  of  any  gifts  aggregating 
more  than  $  100  in  the  calendar  year,  if  the  recipient  is  a 
municipal  official  and  the  source  of  such  gift(s)  is  a  per- 
son having  a  direct  interest  in  legislation,  legislative 
action,  or  a  matter  before  a  municipal  body;  or  if  the 
recipient  is  a  municipal  employee  and  the  source  of 
such  gift(s)  is  a  person  having  a  direct  interest  in  a  mat- 
ter before  the  municipal  body  by  which  the  recipient  is 
employed; 

(6)  the  description,  as  appearing  on  the  most  recent 
tax  bill,  and  the  amount  of  assessed  value  of  all  prop- 
erty located  within  the  boundaries  of  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton, in  which  a  direct  or  indirect  financial  interest  was 

.  held,  which  has  an  assessed  value  greater  than  $1,000; 
and,  if  the  property  was  transferred  during  the  year,  the 
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name  and  address  of  the  person  furnishing  consider- 
ation to  the  reporting  person  or  receiving  it  from 
him/her  in  respect  to  such  transfer. 

(7)  the  name  and  address  of  the  source  ,  and  the  fair 
market  value  of  any  honoraria  aggregating  more  than 
$100  if  the  source  of  such  honoraria  is  a  legislative 
agent;  or  if  the  recipient  is  a  municipal  official  and  the 
source  of  such  honoraria  is  a  person  having  a  direct 
interest  in  legislation ,  legislative  action ,  or  a  matter  be- 
fore a  municipal  body ;  or  if  the  recipient  is  a  municipal 
employee  and  the  source  of  such  honoraria  is  a  person 
having  a  direct  interest  in  a  matter  before  the  municipal 
body  by  which  the  recipient  is  employed; 

(8)  the  name  and  address  of  any  creditor  who  has  for- 
given an  indebtedness  of  over  $1,000  and  the  amount; 
provided,  however,  that  no  such  information  need  be 
reported  if  the  creditor  is  a  relative  within  the  third  de- 
gree of  consanguinity  or  affinity  of  the  reporting  per- 
son, or  the  spouse  of  such  a  relative; 

(9)  the  name  and  address  of  any  business  from  which 
the  reporting  person  is  taking  a  leave  of  absence; 

(10)  the  identity  of  any  equity  in  a  business  with 
which  the  reporting  person  is  associated  which  has 
been  transferred  to  a  member  of  the  reporting  person's 
immediate  family;  provided,  however,  that  a  member 
of  the  reporting  person's  immediate  family  need  not  re- 
port any  such  transfer  to  the  reporting  person. 
Section  4.  Boston  Financial  Disclosure  Commission. 

(a)  There  is  established  a  Boston  Financial  Disclosure 
Commission  composed  of  three  members. 

(b)  Each  member  shall  be  appointed  by  the  mayor  and 
approved  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  city  council. 

(c)  Members  shall  be  appointed  to  the  commission  on  a 
rotating  basis.  When  the  commission  is  first  established, 
three  members  shall  be  appointed  at  the  same  time,  but 
the  first  member  shall  serve  for  one  year;  the  second 
member,  for  three  years;  and  the  third  member,  for  five 
years.  Thereafter,  each  member  shall  serve  for  a  term  of 
five  years. 

(d)  No  member  shall  be  appointed  to  more  than  one, 
full,  five-year  term  on  the  commission. 

(e)  Not  less  than  thirty  days  prior  to  making  any  ap- 
pointment to  the  commission,  the  mayor  shall  instruct  the 
clerk  to  give  public  notice  that  a  vacancy  on  the  commis- 
sion exists, 

(f)  No  member  or  employee  of  the  commission  shall: 

(1)  hold  or  be  a  candidate  for  any  municipal  office 
while  a  member  or  employee  or  for  one  year  thereafter; 

(2)  hold  office  in  any  political  party  or  political  com- 
mittee; 

(3)  participate  in  or  contribute  to  a  municipal  politi- 
cal campaign  of  any  candidate  for  public  office; 

(4)  hold  a  position  as  a  municipal  official  or  a  munici- 
pal employee. 

(g)  Members  of  the  commission  may  be  removed  by  a 
majority  vote  of  the  city  council  and  the  approval  of  the 
mayor  for  substantial  neglect  of  duty,  inability  to  dis- 
charge the  powers  and  duties  of  office,  violation  of  sub- 
section (f)  of  this  section,  gross  misconduct,  or 
conviction  of  a  felony.  The  city  council  may  overrule  the 
mayor  with  a  two-thirds  vote. 

(h)  Any  vacancy  occurring  on  the  commission  shall  be 
filled  within  ninety  days  by  the  original  appointing  au- 
thority. A  person  appointed  to  fill  a  vacancy  occurring 
other  than  by  expiration  of  a  term  shall  be  appointed  for 
the  unexpired  term  of  the  member  he/she  succeeds  and 
shall  be  eligible  for  a  subsequent  appointment  to  one, 
full,  five-year  term. 

(i)  The  commission  shall  elect  a  chairman  and  a  vice- 
chairman.  The  vice-chairman  shall  act  as  a  chairman  in 
the  absence  of  the  chairman  or  in  the  event  of  a  vacancy  in 
that  position. 


(j)  Two  members  of  the  commission  shall  constitute  a 
quorum  and  two  affirmative  votes  shall  be  required  for 
any  action  or  recommendation  of  the  commission.  The 
chairman  and  two  members  of  the  commission  may  call  a 
meeting.  Advance  notice  of  all  meetings  shall  be  given  to 
each  member  of  the  commission  and  to  any  other  person 
who  requests  such  notice. 

(k)  The  members  shall  serve  without  compensation, 
but  shall  be  reimbursed  for  expenses  incurred  in  the 
course  of  their  duties. 

(1)  The  commission  may  hire  legal  counsel  and  staff,  as 
it  deems  necessary,  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  this  ordi- 
nance. 

(m)  The  powers  and  duties  of  this  commission  shall  be 
to: 

(1)  prescribe  and  publish  rules  and  regulations  to 
carry  out  the  purposes  of  this  ordinance,  including 
rules  governing  the  conduct  of  proceedings  hereunder. 

(2)  review  the  report  of  the  clerk  concerning  whether 
any  reporting  person  has  failed  to  file  a  statement  of 
interest  or  has  failed  to  file  a  statement  of  interest  or  has 
filed  a  deficient  statement.  If  a  reporting  person  has 
failed  to  file  a  statement  of  interest,  or  if  any  such  state- 
ment filed  with  the  clerk  fails  to  confirm  with  the  re- 
quiremtnts  of  section  3(d)  of  this  ordinance,  then  the 
commission  shall  instruct  the  clerk  to  notify  the  delin- 
quent in  writing.  Such  notice  shall  state  in  detail  each 
deficiency  and  the  penalties  for  a  correct  statement  of 
interest  pursuant  to  this  ordinance. 

(3)  initiate  a  hearing  and  require  the  attendance  and 
testimony  of  the  delinquent  reporting  person,  if  that 
person  fails  to  file  or  correct  the  statement  of  interest 
within  thirty  days.  The  delinquent  person  may  forego  a 
hearing  before  the  commission  at  his/her  own  discre- 
tion, but  shall  be  subject  to  a  civil  penalty  pursuant  to 
subsection  (m)(4)  of  this  section. 

Any  member  of  the  commission  may  administer 
oaths  and  any  member  of  the  commission  may  hear  tes- 
timony or  receive  other  evidence  in  any  proceeding  be- 
fore the  commission. 

All  testimony  in  commission  proceedings  shall  be 
under  oath.  All  parties  have  the  right  to  call  and  exam- 
ine witnesses  and  to  be  represented  by  counsel .  Before 
testifying,  all  witnesses  shall  be  given  a  copy  of  the  reg- 
ulations governing  commission  proceedings. 

All  proceedings  of  the  commission  carried  out  pur- 
suant to  the  provisions  of  this  subsection  shall  be  pub- 
lic, unless  the  members  vote  to  go  into  executive 
session. 

Within  thirty  days  after  the  end  of  the  proceeding 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  subsection,  the  com- 
mission shall  meet  in  executive  sessions  for  the  pur- 
pose of  reviewing  the  evidence  before  it.  Within  thirty 
days  after  the  completion  of  its  deliberations,  the  com- 
mission shall  publish  its  findings. 

(4)  Issue  an  order  requiring  any  delinquent  reporting 
person  to  pay  a  civil  penalty  of  $200  for  each  violation 
by  such  person,  if  the  commission  establishes  in  its 
findings  that  violations  of  this  ordinance  have  been 
committed,  or  if  the  delinquent  reporting  person  de- 
cides to  forego  a  hearing  before  the  commission. 

The  commission  may  file  a  civil  action  in  the  munici- 
pal court  of  Boston  to  enforce  such  an  order. 

Any  action  by  the  commission  made  pursuant  to  this 
ordinance  shall  be  subject  to  review  in  the  municipal 
court  of  the  City  of  Boston  upon  upon  the  petition  of 
any  interested  person  filed  within  twenty-one  days  af- 
ter the  action  for  which  the  review  is  sought.  The  court 
shall  enter  a  judgment  enforcing,  modifying  or  setting 
aside  the  order  of  the  commission  or  it  may  remand  the 
proceeding  to  the  commission  for  such  further  action  as 
the  court  may  direct. 
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(5)  Notify  the  State  Ethics  Commission,  if  the  in- 
spection of  any  statement  of  interests  indicates  reason- 
able cause  for  belief  that  G.  L.  chapter  268 A  has  been 
violated;  provided,  however,  that  such  notification 
shall  be  confidential. 

Section  5.  The  provisions  of  this  ordinance  are  sever- 
able and  if  any  of  its  provisions  should  be  found  unconsti- 
tutional by  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  the  decision 
of  such  court  shall  not  impair  any  of  the  remaining  provi- 
sions. 

Section  6.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  immediately 
upon  passage.

TIONAL SERVICES  DEPARTMENT  AND  CRE- 
ATING OTHER  DEPARTMENTS 

Coun.  TIERNEY,  on  behalf  of  the  Committee  of  the 
Whole,  submitted  the  following: 


Report  on  Docket  No.  0544,  ordinance  abolishing  In- 
spectional Services  Department  and  creating  other  de- 
partments (referred  today)  —  recommending  passage  of 
the  ordinance  as  amended: 


ORDINANCE  TO  ABOLISH  INSPECTIONAL  SERV- 
ICES DEPARTMENT  AND  TO  CREATE  NEW 
DEPARTMENTS  OR  DIVISIONS 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts  General 
Laws  chapter  43B ,  section  1 3,  and  any  other  applica- 
ble law,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  Inspectional  Services  Department  is 
hereby  abolished.  Chapter  19,  Ordinances  of  1981  is  re- 
pealed. 

Section  2.  There  shall  be  in  the  city  a  department, 
known  as  the  Building  Department  which  shall  be  under 
the  charge  of  an  officer  known  as  the  director  appointed 
by  the  Mayor  for  a  term  expiring  on  the  first  Monday  of 
January  following  the  next  biennial  election  at  which  a 
Mayor  is  elected  who  shall  have  the  power  and  perform 
the  duties  imposed  upon  him  by  law  and  who  shall  be 
compensated  as  an  officer  within  Category  3  of  CBC 
Ord.  5,  s.  105.  All  powers  and  duties  previously  exer- 
cised by  the  building  commissioner  shall  be  exercised  by 
the  Building  Department  director  with  the  exception  of 
those  pertaining  to  the  Board  of  Appeal  and  the  Board  of 
Examiners. 

Section  3.  The  director  shall  serve  as  inspector  of 
buildings  for  purpposes  of  the  State  Building  Code.  The 
director  shall  have  had  at  least  five  years  of  experience  in 
the  supervision  of  building  construction  or  design  or  in 
the  alternative  a  four-year  undergraduate  degree  in  a  field 
related  to  building  construction  or  design.  In  addition,  he 
shall  have  had  two  years'  experience  in  municipal  man- 
agement and  hold  an  ABC  Builders  License  in  the  City  of 
Boston. 

Section  4.  There  shall  be  in  the  Building  Department  an 
Inspection  Division,  an  Engineering  Division,  a  Zoning 
Division,  an  Enforcement  Division,  an  Administration 
Division,  and  an  Office  of  the  Ombudsman.  The  director 
may,  from  time  to  time,  establish  within  the  divisions 
such  administrative  units  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  effi- 
cient and  economical  administration  of  the  department, 
and  when  necessary  for  such  purpose,  he  may  abolish  or 
merge  any  such  administrative  units  within  divisions  as 
he  may  deem  advisable. 

Section  5.  The  Office  of  the  Ombudsman  shall  be 
charged  with  the  responsibility  for  processing  all  inqui- 
ries or  complaints  submitted  to  the  department  by  the 
public. 

The  Ombudsman's  Office  shall  track  and  monitor  the 
performance  of  the  Inspection  and  Enforcement  Divi- 
sions relative  to  resolution  of  complaints  and  shall  report 
directly  to  the  director  such  changes  in  policies,  practices 
or  procedures  which  will  ensure  maximum  performance 
and  service  to  the  public.  The  Ombudsman's  Office  shall 
also  be  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  drafting  depart- 
mental procedures  to  be  followed  in  dealing  with  the  pub- 
lic to  ensure  courteous,  efficient,  and  prompt  service. 
There  shall  also  be  established  within  the  Ombudsman's 
Office  an  Investigation  Unit  with  independent  authority 
to  investigate,  evaluate  and  report  to  the  ombudsman  any 
complaint  alleging  any  abuse  of  office  by  any  staff  mem- 
ber. The  Investigation  Unit  shall  be  under  the  supervision 
of  an  officer  who  is  an  attorney-at-law  and  has  had  a  mini- 
mum of  two  year's  experience  conducting  investigations. 

Section  6.  The  Zoning  Division  of  Enforcement  Divi- 
sion shall  be  under  the  supervision  of  officers  each  of  who 
shall  be  an  attorney-at-law. 
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Section  7.  Where  a  subject  has  been  fully  regulated  by 
statute  or  ordinance,  it  cannot  be  further  regulated  by  an 
administrative  officer.  Whereas  the  legislative  authority 
of  the  City  of  Boston  rests  with  the  City  Council,  the  City 
Council  reaffirms  and  asserts  its  right  to  fully  regulate  the 
department  created  by  this  ordinance.  The  City  Council 
may  delegate  the  writing  of  rules  and  regulations  to  said 
department,  however,  under  the  following  terms  and 
conditions:  The  Building  Department  director  shall  pre- 
pare and  keep  current  a  statement  of  organization  of  the 
department  with  a  distinct  chain-of-command,  of  the  as- 
signment of  functions  to  its  various  administrative  units, 
offices,  and  employees,  and  of  the  place  at  which  and  the 
methods  whereby  the  public  may  receive  information  or 
make  requests.  He  shall  publish  within  120  days  of  the 
passage  of  this  ordinance,  after  public  hearings,  rules, 
regulations,  and  standard  operating  procedures  for  each 
division  within  said  department.

submitted  in  accordance  with  the  conditions  established 
above. 

Section  8.  The  Board  of  Appeal  and  the  Board  of  Ex- 
aminers are  hereby  transferred  to  the  Environment  De- 
partment but  neither  shall  be  under  the  supervison  or 
control  of  said  department. 

Section  9.  The  Housing  Inspection  Division  will  be  re- 
established as  the  Housing  Inspection  Department,  which 
shall  be  under  thecharge  of  an  officer  known  as  the  direc- 
tor. The  director  shall  have  had  at  least  five  years  of  mu- 
nicipal management  experience,  or  be  an  attorney  at  law, 
or  be  a  registered  sanitarian  with  two  years  of  supervisory 
experience.  All  the  powers  and  duties  previously  exer- 
cised by  the  commissioner  of  Housing  Inspection,  ex- 
cluding those  exercised  in  the  Weights  and  Measures 
Division,  shall  be  exercised  by  the  director.  The  Housing 
Inspection  director  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Mayor  for  a 
term  expiring  on  the  first  Monday  in  January  following 
the  next  biennial  election  at  which  a  Mayor  is  elected  and 
shall  have  the  powers  and  perform  the  duties  imposed 
upon  him  by  law  and  who  shall  be  compensated  as  an  offi- 
cer within  Category  3  of  CBC  Ord.  5,  s.  105. 

Section  10.  There  shall  be  in  the  Housing  Inspection 
Department  an  Inspection  Division,  an  Enforcement  Di- 
vision, an  Administration  Division,  and  an  Office  of  the 
Ombudsman. 

The  director  may,  from  time  to  time,  establish  within 
divisions  such  administrative  units  as  may  be  necessary 
for  the  efficient  and  economical  administration  of  the  de- 
partment, and  when  necessary  for  such  purpose,  he  may 
abolish  or  merge  any  such  administrative  units  within  di- 
visions as  he  may  deem  advisable.

Section  14.  The  Weights  and  Measures  Division  and 
the  Environmental  Health  Division  are  hereby  transfer- 
red to  the  Office  of  Consumer  Affairs  and  Licensing  and 
will  be  established  as  separate  divisions  under  the  super- 
vision and  control  of  the  executive  director  of  the  said 
office. 

Section  15.  There  shall  be  in  the  Office  of  Consumer 
Affairs  and  Licensing  and  Environmental  Health  Divi- 
sion consisting  of  an  Inspection  Unit,  a  Customer  Assist- 
ance Unit,  and  an  Administrative  Unit. 

Section  16.  The  Customer  Assistance  Unit  shall  be 
charged  with  the  processing  of  all  inquiries  or  complaints 
submitted  to  the  division  by  the  public.  An  investigator 
shall  be  appointed  to  investigate,  evaluate,  and  report  to 
the  executive  director  of  Consumer  Affairs  and  Licens- 
ing any  complaint  alleging  any  abuse  of  office  by  any 
staff  member. 

Section  17.  Where  a  subject  has  been  fully  regulated  by 
statute  or  ordinance,  it  cannot  be  further  regulated  by  an 
administrative  officer.  Whereas  the  legislative  authority 
of  the  City  of  Boston  rests  with  the  City  Council,  the  City 
Council  reaffirms  and  asserts  its  right  to  fully  regulate  the 
department  created  by  this  ordinance.  The  City  Council 
may  delegate  the  writing  of  rules  and  regulations  to  said 
department,  however,  under  the  following  terms  and 
conditions:  The  executive  director  shall  prepare  and  keep

Section  18.  All  powers,  duties,  and  appropriations  of 
said  divisions  of  the  Inspectional  Services  Department 
shall  be  transferred  to  the  appropriate  agencies  in  accord- 
ance with  previous  sections  of  this  ordinance.  Every  per- 
son holding  an  office  or  position  in  Inspectional  Services 
Department  subject  to  the  Civil  Service  law  and  rules 
shall  be  transferred  without  Civil  Service  examination  or 
registration  to  a  similar  office  or  position  in  the  respective 
department  without  impairment  of  his  Civil  Service 
rights  or  his  retirement,  seniority,  vacation  or  sick  leave 
rights;  and  his  services  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  con- 
tinuous to  the  same  extent  as  if  such  abolition  of  such  de- 
partment had  not  taken  place. 


Section  19.  This  ordinance  shall  be  deemed  to  be  made 
under  section  5  of  chapter  486  of  the  Acts  of  1909,  as 
amended  by  section  1  of  chapter  473  of  the  Acts  of  1 953 , 
and  shall  be  so  construed  that  no  person  holding,  under 
the  provisions  of  chapter  31  of  the  General  Laws,  an  of- 
fice or  position  subject  to  the  Civil  Service  laws  and  rules 
shall,  by  reason  of  the  adoption  of  this  ordinance,  be  re- 
duced in  rank  or  compensation  or  be  without  an  office  or 
position  with  identical  status  and  title  without  impairment 
or  interruption  of  Civil  Service  rights. 

Section  20.  If  any  provision  hereof  shall  be  held  invalid 
in  any  circumstances,  such  invalidity  shall  not  affect  any 
other  provision  or  circumstance. 

Section  2 1 .  Sections  1  through  8  of  this  ordinance  shall 
be  codified  as  CBC  Ord .  9 ,  s .  400  through  407 .  Sections  9 
through  13  shall  be  codified  as  CBC  Ord.  9,  s.  20  through 
s.  24.  Sections  14  through  17  shall  be  codified  as  CBC 
Ord.  14,  s.  210through213.

ORDINANCE  AMENDING  CERTAIN  SECTIONS  OF 
CHAPTER  34  OF  ORDINANCE  OF  1984  TO  EN- 
SURE FAIR  AND  BALANCED  TREATMENT  TO 
BOTH  LANDLORDS  AND  TENANTS 

Coun.  KELLY  offered  the  following: 

In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Eighty-five 
An  Ordinance  Amending  Certain  Sections  of  Chapter  34 
of  the  Ordinance  of  1984  to  Ensure  Fair  and  Bal- 
anced Treatment  to  Both  Landlords  and  Tenants. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts  General  Laws 
chapter  43B,  section  13,  and  any  other  applicable  law,  as 
follows: 

Whereas,  A  serious  public  emergency  exists  with  re- 
spect to  the  housing  for  low-to-moderate-income  elderly 
and  handicapped  residents  of  the  city;  and 

Whereas,  There  currently  exists  a  low  vacancy  rate  in 
the  City  of  Boston,  and  a  long  waiting  period  for  elderly 
housing,  both  public  and  private;  and 

Whereas,  The  imposition  of  additional  controls  on  the 
private  sector  to  resolve  a  "public  emergency"  has  led  to 
numerous  hardships  on  small  landlords  particularly;  and 

Whereas.  The  imposition  of  controls  which  are  not  bal- 
anced and  fair  may  actually  cause  landlords  to  avoid  pro- 
viding rental  housing  opportunities  to  protected  classes, 
for  fear  of  being  regulated  unfairly;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  recognizes  its  responsi- 
bility relative  to  providing  public  housing  accommoda- 
tions for  those  classes  of  tenants  most  severely  impacted 
by  the  housing  crisis;  and 

Whereas,  Chapter  34  of  the  Ordinances  of  1984  should 
be  amended  to  accommodate  those  landlords  and  tenants 
who  have  suffered  most  because  of  the  imposition  of  con- 
trols on  the  private  sector,  and  the  shortage  of  subsidized 
"public  housing";  be  it  therefore 

Resolved  and  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston, 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts  Gen- 
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eral  Laws,  chapter  34,  section  13,  and  any  other  applica- 
ble laws,  as  follows: 

Section  1 .  Delete  from  section  l(n),  paragraph  (ii)  in  its 
entirety,  and  substitute  in  its  place  the  following  new  par- 
agraph: (ii)  Housing  accommodations  in  any  building  or 
structure  containing  no  more  than  two  dwelling  units,  or 
containing  no  more  than  three  dwelling  units,  one  of 
which  is  occupied  by  the  owner  thereof  as  his  permanent 
residence;  provided,  however,  for  the  purposes  of  this 
ordinance  two  adjoining  buildings  or  structures  of  two 
units  or  three  units  each  which  are  under  common  legal  or 
beneficial  ownership  shall  constitute  a  single  building  or 
structure  for  purposes  of  this  ordinance,  and  when  owner 
occupied,  shall  be  exempt  from  all  provisions  of  this  ordi- 
nance, with  the  following  provisions:  (a)  Any  controlled 
housing  accommodation  within  those  units  described 
above  which  is  occupied  by  a  tenant  under  rent  control, 
shall  remain  under  rent  control  during  the  primary  ten- 
ancy of  said  tenant  and  until  such  time  as  that  accommo- 
dation is  voluntarily  vacated,  at  which  time  said  unit  shall 
be  exempted  from  all  provisions  of  this  ordinance;  (b) 
Any  vacancy  decontrolled  housing  accommodation 
within  those  units  described  above  which  is  occupied  by  a 
tenant,  shall  remain  vacancy  decontrolled  during  the  pri- 
mary tenancy  of  said  tenant  in  said  unit,  but  shall  become 
an  exempt  unit  upon  the  voluntary  vacancy  of  said  apart- 
ment by  such  tenant;  (c)  Any  vacant  unit  within  one  or 
those  structures  described  above  shall  be  considered  ex- 
empt from  all  provisions  of  this  ordinance;  (d)  A  landlord 
shall  be  required  to  notify  the  Rent  Board  of  such  change 
in  status  prior  to  that  status  being  changed.  Under  no  con- 
ditions shall  the  board  withhold  or  attach  any  penalty  to  a 
landlord  who  has  not  complied  with  this  requirement,  but 
shall  instead,  assist  said  landlord  in  obtaining  the  proper 
classification  as  soon  as  possible,  neither  may  a  landlord 
use  this  section  to  request  back  payment  in  rent  when  said 
landlord  has  failed  to  process  a  claim  for  exemption.  This 
section  shall  take  effect  immediately  upon  passage. 

Section  2.  Chapter  34  of  the  Ordinances  of  1984  is 
hereby  amended  by  striking  section  19(b)(IV)  in  its  en- 
tirety and  substituting  thereof  the  following  new  lan- 
guage: (19(b)(IV)  Condominium  Cooperative 
Conversion  Eviction  Notices,  (a)  Except  as  provided  in 
section  19(IV)(b),  all  valid  condominium  or  cooperative 
conversion  evictions  as  enumerated  in  section  10,  para- 
graph (b),  or  related  offers  given  prior  to  October  3, 
1984,  pursuant  to  chapter  1  of  the  Ordinances  of  1983,  as 
amended,  and  the  applicable  regulations  thereunder, 
shall  be  treated  as  remaining  in  full  force  and  effect  where 
such  notices  or  offers  comply  with  the  provisions  of  said 
chapter  1  of  the  Ordinances  of  1983,  as  amended. 

(b)  All  tenants  who  qualify  under  this  ordinance  as  low- 
to-moderate-income  elderly  or  low-to-moderate-income 
handicapped  tenants  shall  be  entitled  to  the  condo- 
minium/cooperative conversion  eviction  ban  protections 
of  section  10  (h)  of  this  ordinance.  Any  condo- 
minium/cooperative conversion  eviction  notices  given  to 
any  such  elderly  or  handicapped  tenants  pursuant  to  chap- 
ter 1  of  the  Ordinances  of  1983  shall  be  unenforceable, 
provide  (i)  the  imposition  of  this  amendment  shall  not  in- 
terfere with  any  bona  fide  purchase  and  sales  agreement 
entered  into  prior  to  enactment  of  this  amendment;  (ii)  the 
imposition  of  this  amendment  shall  not  apply  where  a 
landlord  and  tenant  have  already  reached  mutually  satis- 
factory agreements  which  would  be  contrary  to  this 
amendment  or  where,  after  a  hearing  before  the  rent 
board  —  and  the  appropriate  court,  if  required,  the  land- 
lord can  show  that  the  imposition  of  this  amendment  will 
result  in  substantial  hardship  or  financial  loss  if  enforced; 
(iii)  this  subsection  (19)(b)(iv)(b)  shall  be  retroactive  to 
June  1,  1984. 

Section  3.  Delete  from  section  14,  paragraph  (b)  of 
chapter  34  of  the  Ordinances  of  1984,  line  6,  the  follow- 


ing: "the  board  may  settle  the  claim  arising  out  of  the 
violation  or  bring  such  action  upon  its  own  initiative.", 
and  replace  it  with  the  following  new  language:  "the 
board  may  settle  the  claim  arising  out  of  the  violation  ad- 
ministratively and  attach  no  penalty  where  both  landlord 
and  tenant  waive  such  penalty,  or  bring  such  action  upon 
its  own  initiative  to  settle  administratively." 

Section  4.  Add  the  following  new  paragraph  to  chapter 
34  of  the  Ordinances  of  1984,  after  section  2,  paragraph 
(d): 

"(e)  Fees.  The  board  shall  charge  every  landlord  of  a 
rent  controlled  or  vacancy  decontrolled  housing  accom- 
modation a  non-refundable  annual  fee  for  each  such 
housing  accommodation.  Such  fee  shall  be  established  by 
the  board  by  regulation  on  a  fiscal  or  calendar  year  basis 
and  shall  not  exceed  $35  per  unit  per  year.  This  fee  shall 
apply  only  to  occupied  housing  accommodations  or  any 
subclass  thereof. 

The  annual  fee  shall  be  paid  to  the  City  of  Boston  by  the 
landlord.  The  board  shall  establish  by  regulation  the 
time,  place  and  manner  for  such  payment.  After  such 
payment  has  been  made,  the  landlord  may  charge  the  en- 
tire cost  of  the  annual  fee  for  each  housing  accommoda- 
tion to  tenants  thereof,  and  the  board  shall  in  no  way 
further  regulate  this  transaction;  provided,  however, 
where  a  tenant  can  show  substantial  hardship  exists 
where  the  fee  is  required  to  be  made  in  one  lump  sum 
payment,  the  board  may  negotiateon  a  case-by-case  basis 
with  the  landlord  a  month-by-month  payment  schedule  to 
lessen  said  substantial  hardship.  Failure  of  a  tenant  to 
comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  section  and  refund 
such  amount  to  the  landlord  shall  be  grounds  for  the  land- 
lord to  apply  for,  and  the  Rent  Board  to  grant,  an  exemp- 
tion certificate  for  that  housing  accommodation.  For 
purposes  of  this  ordinance  or  any  other  law,  the  cost  of 
this  fee  shall  not  be  deemed  rent. 

All  fees  established  hereunder  shall  be  used  by  the  city 
exclusively  for  the  purposes  of  funding  the  exercise  of  the 
board's  powers  and  duties  as  provided  in  this  ordinance. 
The  Mayor,  with  the  approval  of  the  City  Council,  shall 
establish  the  level  of  funding  for  the  Rent  Board,  and 
funds  collected  in  any  one  year  which  are  in  excess  of  the 
amount  required  to  operate  the  Rent  Board  that  year  shall 
be  used  the  following  year  to  defray  the  cost  of  funding 
the  exercise  of  the  board's  powers  and  duties  in  the  that 
year. 

The  administrator  may,  upon  filing,  administratively 
dismiss  any  petition,  application  or  other  submission  to 
the  board,  or  dismiss  or  stay  the  process  of  any  pending 
petition,  application  or  other  submission  before  it,  of  any 
landlord  who  has  failed,  at  the  time  of  such  filing,  to  pay 
the  fee  required  by  this  ordinance.  This  section  shall  take 
effect  upon  passage. 

Section  5.  Amend  chapter  34  of  the  Ordinances  of 
1984,  section  2,  paragraph  (c),  by  striking  everything  af- 
ter the  word  "administrator"  on  line  4,  and  before  the 
word  "The"  on  line  six,  and  substituting  in  its  place  the 
following  new  language:  "Where  a  subject  has  been  fully 
regulated  by  statute  or  ordinance ,  it  cannot  be  further  reg- 
ulated by  an  administrative  officer.  Whereas  the  legisla- 
tive authority  of  the  City  of  Boston  rests  with  the  City 
Council ,  the  City  Council  reaffirms  and  asserts  its  right  to 
fully  regulate  the  actions  of  the  Rent  Board  created  by  this 
ordinance.  The  City  Council,  may,  however,  delegate  the 
writing  of  rules  and  regulations  to  said  board  under  the 
following  provisions:  The  board  may  draft  rules  and  reg- 
ulations which  further  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance, 
and  shall  publish  within  120  days  of  the  passage  of  this 
ordinance,  after  public  hearings,  said  rules  and  regula- 
tions. These  rules  and  regulations  shall  become  effective 
within  thirty  (30)  days  of  their  publication,  provided  that 
first  said  rules  and  regulations  be  submitted  to  the  appro- 
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priate  committee  of  the  City  Council  for  review  and  com- 
ment, and  recommendation  to  the  full  body  for 
acceptance  or  rejection  either  in  whole  or  in  part.  Upon 
passage  by  the  City  Council  and  signing  by  the  Mayor, 
said  rules  and  regulations  as  proposed  shall  become  ef- 
fective. Amendments  and  changes  in  rules  and  regula- 
tions shall  be  handled  in  the  same  manner,  except  that 
emergency  rules  and  regulations  which  have  an  emer- 
gency preamble  attached  may  be  put  into  effect  immedi- 
ately, but  shall  be  submitted  in  accordance  with  the 
conditions  established  above.  This  section  shall  be  retro- 
active as  of  June  1,  1984. 

Section  6.  Sections  1  through  6  of  this  amending  ordi- 
nance are  indivisible,  and  the  veto  of  any  one  section  of 
this  amending  ordinance  by  the  Mayor  shall  null  and  void 
all  other  sections.

b)  All  tenants  who  qualify  under  this  ordinance  as  low- 
to-moderate-income  elderly  or  low-to-moderate-in- 
come handicapped  tenants  shall  be  entitled  to  the 
condominium/cooperative  eviction  ban  protections 
of  section  10  (h)  of  this  ordinance.  Any  Condomi- 
nium/Cooperative Conversion  Eviction  Notices 
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given  to  any  such  low-to-moderate-income  elderly 
or  low-to-moderate-income  handicapped  tenants 
pursuant  to  chapter  1  of  the  Ordinances  of  1983  shall 
be  unenforceable."

"Section  11  A.  Notwithstanding  any  City  of 
Boston  ordinance  or  regulation  to  the  contrary,  any 
automobile,  truck,  motorized  equipment  or  other  ve- 
hicle owned,  leased,  or  rented  by  the  City  of  Boston, 
a  department  thereof,  or  a  representative  thereof, 
shall  not  be  used  or  operated  by  any  employee  for 
personal  use,  provided,  however,  that  any  employee 
whose  City  of  Boston  employment  requires  emer- 
gency access  to  a  city  vehicle  to  insure  the  public 
health,  safety,  and/or  protection  of  life  or  property 
shall  be  exempt;  provided  further,  that  the  mayor  an- 
d/or acting  mayor  shall  also  be  exempt  from  the  pro- 
visions stated  herein."

The  Fiscal  Year  1986  budget  I  am  submitting  to  you 
today  continues  the  course  of  fiscal  austerity  begun  with 
the  budget  of  Fiscal  Year  1985.  It  represents  the  maxi- 
mum level  of  services  we  can  afford  for  the  people  of 
Boston,  within  the  severe  restraints  imposed  by  our  lack 
of  adequate  revenue. 

As  you  will  note ,  the  budget  proposes  to  reduce  the  per- 
sonnel head  count  by  over  100.  Since  taking  office  on 
January  2,  1984,  we  have  already  reduced  the  number  of 
full-time  equivalent  employees  by  477  positions.  As  you 
will  also  note  the  budget  includes  the  following  cost  con- 
tainment proposals: 

•  Over  70  percent  of  city  agencies  are  level-funded  or 
cut  from  FY  1985  appropriations. 

•  fourteen  agencies  have  been  cut  or  eliminated. 

•  twenty-four  agencies  have  been  level-funded. 

•  Four  mayoral  agencies  have  been  consolidated  at  a 
cost  saving  of  over  $100,000. 

You  will  also  note  that  the  centralizing  of  recreation 
functions  in  Community  Schools  explains  the  decrease  in 
the  Parks  and  Recreation  appropriation. 

I  would  urge  your  Honorable  Body  to  act  favorably  on 
this  critically  important  budget  order.

LANGUAGE  FOR  RENT  EQUITY  BOARD  AND 
ORDINANCE  AMENDING  CERTAIN  SEC- 
TIONS OF  CHAPTER  34  OF  ORDINANCES  OF 
1984 

Coun.  KELLY,  on  behalf  of  the  Committee  on  Hous- 
ing, submitted  the  following: 

Report  on  Docket  No.  0589,  ordinance  establishing 
thirty-day  rules  and  regulations  language  for  Rent  Equity 
Board,  and  Docket  No.  0601,  ordinance  amending  cer- 
tain sections  of  chapter  34  of  the  Ordinances  of  1 984  (re- 
ferred April  3) — recommending  passage  of  the 
ordinances  in  the  following  new  drafts: 

City  of  Boston 

In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Eighty-five 

An  Ordinance  Amending  Certain  Sections  of  Chapter  34 

of  the  Ordinances  of  1984. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts  General 
Laws  chapter 43B,  section  13,  and  any  other  applica- 
ble law,  as  follows: 

Whereas,  A  serious  public  emergency  exists  with  re- 
spect to  the  housing  for  low-  to-moderate-income  elderly 
and  handicapped  residents  of  the  city;  and 

Whereas,  There  currently  exists  a  low  vacancy  rate  in 
the  City  of  Boston,  and  a  long  waiting  period  for  elderly 
housing,  both  public  and  private;  and 

Whereas,  The  imposition  of  additional  controls  on  the 
private  sector  to  resolve  a  "public  emergency"  has  led  to 
numerous  hardships  on  small  landlords  particularly;  and 

Whereas,  The  imposition  of  controls  which  are  not  bal- 
anced and  fair  may  actually  cause  landlords  to  avoid  pro- 
viding rental  housing  opportunities  to  protected  classes, 
for  fear  of  being  regulated  unfairly;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  recognizes  its  lesponsi- 
bility  relative  to  providing  public  housing  accommoda- 
tions for  those  classes  of  tenants  most  severely  impacted 
by  the  housing  crisis;  and 

Whereas,  Chapter  34  of  the  Ordinances  of  1984  should 
be  amended  to  accommodate  those  landlords  and  tenants 
who  have  suffered  most  because  of  the  imposition  of  con- 
trols on  the  private  sector,  and  the  shortage  of  subsidized 
"public  housing";  be  it  therefore 
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Resolved  and  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston, 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts  Gen- 
eral Laws,  chapter  34,  section  13,  and  any  other  applica- 
ble laws,  as  follows: 

Section  1 .  Add  the  following  two  subsections  follow- 
ing subsection  l(r):  "Low-  or  Moderate-Income  Elderly. 
All  of  the  tenants  who  occupy  the  same  dwelling  unit 
whose  total  income  for  the  twelve  months  immediately 
preceding  the  date  of  any  notice  required  by  section  10(c) 
is  not  more  than  90  percent  of  the  median  income  for  the 
area  as  set  forth  in  or  determined  based  upon  regulations 
promulgated  from  time  to  time  by  the  United  States  De- 
partment of  Housing  and  Urban  Development  pursuant  to 
section  8  of  the  Housing  Act  of  1937,  as  amended  by  the 
Housing  and  Community  Development  Act  of  1974,  and 
calculated  pursuant  to  said  regulations,  and  at  least  one  of 
whom  is  sixty -two  years  of  age  on  the  date  of  said  notice, 
provided  that  both  of  the  above  requirements  continue  to 
be  met  during  the  time  protection  afforded  by  this  defini- 
tion is  claimed." 

"Low-  or  Moderate-Income  Handicapped.  All  of  the 
tenants  who  occupy  the  same  dwelling  unit  whose  total 
income  for  the  twelve  months  immediately  preceding  the 
date  of  any  notice  required  by  section  10(c)  is  not  more 
than  90  percent  of  the  median  income  for  the  area  as  set 
forth  in  or  determined  based  upon  regulations  promul- 
gated from  time  to  time  by  the  United  States  Department 
of  Housing  and  Urban  Development  pursuant  to  section  8 
of  the  Housing  Act  of  1937,  as  amended  by  the  Housing 
and  Community  Development  Act  of  1974,  and  calcu- 
lated pursuant  to  said  regulations,  and  at  least  one  of 
whom  is  on  the  date  of  said  notice  physically  handicapped 
as  defined  by  section  13  A  of  chapter  22  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts  or  mentally  handicapped  as  de- 
fined by  29  U.S.C.  section  706(7)(b),  provided  that  both 
of  the  above  requirements  continue  to  be  met  during  the 
time  the  protection  afforded  by  this  definition  is 
claimed." 

Section  2.  Add  to  section  10(c)  at  the  ned  of  the  second 
paragraph  the  following  new  language;  "In  no  event  shall 
any  application  to  or  other  filing  with  the  board  be  re- 
quired prior  to  the  service  of  any  such  notice,  nor  shall  the 
board  be  entitled  to  review  a  particular  tenant's  qualifica- 
tion with  respect  to  age,  handicap  or  income  unless  such 
tenant  so  requests  within  ninety  days  subsequent  to  re- 
ceiving such  notice.  Such  qualification  shall  be  estab- 
lished in  all  cases  by  reference  to  the  status  of  the  tenant  as 
of  the  date  on  which  such  notice  is  served. 

Section  3.  Add  the  following  sentence  at  the  end  of  sec- 
tion 10(h):  "During  the  time  that  such  tenant  shall  not  be 
evicted,  the  rent  for  the  housing  accommodation  as  de- 
fined in  section  1  (n)  occupied  by  such  tenant  shall  be  gov- 
erned by  the  provisions  of  sections  1  through  9  of  this 
ordinance,  and  the  provisions  of  section  10(d)  of  this  or- 
dinance shall  not  apply. 

Section  4.  Add  the  following  to  section  19(b)(iv). 
",  provided,  however,  (a)  Condominium  or  cooperative 
conversion  eviction  notices  or  related  offers  given  pursu- 
ant to  chapter  1  of  the  ordinances  of  1983  to  tenants  quali- 
fying as  low  income,  low-  or  moderate-income  elderly, 
or  low  or  moderate  income  handicapped  under  the  provi- 
sions of  this  ordinance  on  the  date  such  notice  or  offer  was 
received  shall  be  null  and  void  and  those  tenants  shall  be 
entitled  to  the  eviction  ban  protections  of  section  10(h)  of 
this  ordinance.  This  subsection  19(b)(iv)(a)  shall  take  ef- 
fect as  of  April  24,  1985,  and  shall  have  no  effect  with 
respect  to  units  vacated  prior  to  said  date. 

(b)The  provisions  of  the  foregoing  subsection 
19(b)(iv)(a)  shall  not  apply  to  any  such  tenants  who  have 
been  offered  at  any  time  relocation  in  their  neighborhood 
to  a  housing  accommodation  for  low-  or  moderate-in- 
come tenants  the  rent  of  which  is  regulated  by  the  federal 


government  pursuant  to  section  8  or  section  236  of  the 
National  Housing  Act  of  1938,  as  amended,  or  by  the 
Massachusetts  Housing  Finance  Agency,  or  where  prior 
to  October  3,  1984,  a  binding  purchase  and  sales  agree- 
ment has  been  executed  for  a  specific  unit  and  a  deed  has 
been  duly  recorded  transferring  title  of  such  unit  to  an 
owner  who  certifies  under  oath  to  the  Board  within  forty- 
five  days  of  theeffective  date  of  this  ordinance  that  he  or 
she  intends  to  occupy  the  unit  as  his  or  her  permanent 
residence.  If  any  person  so  certifying  shall  fail  to  occupy 
said  unit  as  his  or  her  principle  residence  and  place  of 
domicile  within  ninety  days  of  the  date  the  unit  becomes 
vacant,  such  failure  shall  be  determined  an  unfair  and  de- 
ceptive practice  and  a  violation  of  this  chapter." 

Section  5.  Delete  from  section  13,  paragraph  (b)  of 
chapter  34  of  the  Ordinances  of  1984,  line  6,  the  follow- 
ing: "the  board  may  settle  the  claim  arising  out  of  the 
violation. or  bring  such  action  upon  its  own  initiative.", 
and  replace  it  with  the  following  new  language:  "the 
board  may  settle  the  claim  arising  out  of  the  violation,  but 
shall  not  require  repayment  of  sums  paid  in  excess  of  the 
maximum  allowable  rent  where  both  the  landlord  and  the 
tenant  agree  to  voluntarily  waive  repayment. 

Section  6.  Section  1,  subsection  (n)(v)  is  hereby 
amended  by  striking  from  the  first  sentence  thereof,  all  of 
the  words  following  the  number  "10,"  and  inserting  in 
their  place,  the  new  language:  "housing  accommoda- 
tions which  are  vacated  voluntarily  or  pursuant  to  a  court 
order  on  or  after  January  1,  1976,  as  of  the  date  so  va- 
cated," 

Section  7.  Delete  from  section  14,  paragraph  (c)  on  the 
second  last  line,  the  words:  "More  than  three  thousand 
dollars  or  by  imprisonment  for  not  more  than  one  year  or 
both."  and  insert  in  place  thereof  the  following  new  lan- 
guage: "more  than  two  hundred  dollars  a  day  each  day 
the  offense  occurs  or  by  imprisonment  for  not  more  than 
one  year  or  both." 

Coun.  KELLY  moved  that  sections  1,2,3,  5,  6,  and  7 
of  the  ordinance  (Docket  No.  0601)  in  the  new  draft  be 
laid  on  the  table. 

The  motion  was  carried. 

Later  in  the  session,  on  motion  of  Coun.  KELLY,  sec- 
tions 1,2,3,  5,  6,  and  7  were  taken  from  the  table  and 
remanded  to  the  Committee  on  Housing.

An  Ordinance  Establishing  Thirty-Day  Rules  and  Regu- 
lation Language  for  the  Rent  Equity  Board. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts  General 
Lawschapter43B,  section  13,  and  any  other  applica- 
ble law,  as  follows: 
Section  1.  Notwithstanding  any  provision  of  chapter  34 
of  the  Ordinances  of  1984  to  the  contrary,  the  provisions 
of  this  ordinance  shall  control  relative  to  the  promulga- 
tion of  rules  and  regulations  by  the  Rent  Equity  Board. 

Section  2.  As  used  in  this  ordinance,  the  phrase  "the 
board"  shall  mean  the  Rent  Equity  Board  established  in 
section  2  of  chapter  34  of  the  Ordinances  of  1984. 

Section  3.  The  board  shall  adopt  any  rule  or  regulation 
except  in  accord  with  the  provisions  hereof,  notwith- 
standing any  contrary  grant  of  authority  in  any  other  ordi- 
nance (unless  the  City  Council  shall  hereafter  so 
provide). 

Section  4.  Upon  reasonable  finding  that  immediate 
concerns  of  public  health  and  safety,  or  immediate  danger 
to  property  requires,  the  board  may  adopt  a  declaration  of

emergency  and  thereby  put  into  effect  an  interim  rule  or 
regulation  for  a  period  not  exceeding  sixty  days,  which 
term  shall  not  be  renewable ,  pending  adoption  of  a  rule  or 
regulation  in  the  manner  hereinafter  specified.  Any  such 
rule  or  regulation,  and  the  declaration  of  emergency  re- 
lating thereto,  shall  be  forthwith  published  in  the  City  Re- 
cord and  filed  with  the  City  Council. 

Section  5.  In  the  absence  of  such  emergency,  the  board 
shall  publish  notice  of  such  intention,  to  adopt  rules  and 
regulations  describing  the  subject  matter  and,  if  availa- 
ble, the  text  of  the  proposed  rule  or  regulation  in  the  City 
Record,  providing  at  least  two  weeks  notice  for  public 
comment,  and  shall  file  a  copy  of  the  same  with  the  City 
Council.  Adoption  of  any  such  rule  or  regulation  shall  be 
done  at  a  public  meeting,  as  the  term  is  defined  by  law, 
held  by  the  appropriate  board  or  officer. 

No  such  rule  or  regulation  shall  take  effect  until  thirty 
days  after  the  same  is  filed  with  the  City  Clerk,  nor  until 
the  same  has  been  published  in  the  City  Record  nor  if  the 
City  Council  shall  within  thirty  days  of  such  filing  vote  to 
reject  the  same.  The  vote  by  which  the  Council  shall  re- 
ject such  shall  be  presented  to  the  Mayor  as  provided  by 
the  charter,  and  no  rule  or  regulation  shall  take  effect 
while  the  same  is  before  the  Mayor,  or  pending  override 
of  the  Mayor's  veto,  providing  that  a  vote  to  override 
shall  be  taken  at  the  meeting  of  the  City  Council  next  fol- 
lowing the  sixth  day  after  the  Council  has  entered  the  ob- 
jections of  the  Mayor  at  large  on  its  records.

I  return  herewith,  without  my  signature  and  disap- 
proved, an  ordinance  passed  by  your  Honorable  Body  on 
March  28,  1985,  to  abolish  the  Inspectional  Services  De- 
partment and  to  create  new  departments  or  divisions. 

My  reasons  for  disapproval  are  as  follows:  Serious 
changes  in  management  and  organization  of  the  Inspec- 
tional Services  Department  are  currently  being  investi- 
gated by  my  administration.  Pursuant  to  this,  I  have 
formed  an  expert  committee  to  assist  in  a  national  search 
for  a  new  commissioner  of  the  Inspectional  Services  De- 
partment. 

The  chairman  of  the  committee  is  Mr.  Thomas  Flatley, 
president  of  the  Flatley  Company.  The  committee  has 
several  other  experts  in  public  management,  construc- 
tion, and  housing,  including  the  Honorable  E.  George 
Daher,  chief  justice  of  Boston  Housing  Court  and  Mr.  Ri- 
chard Kusserow,  inspector  general  for  the  U.S.  Depart- 
ment of  Health  and  Human  Services  in  Washington,  DC. 

The  search  committee  has  received  close  to  100  re- 
sumes from  across  the  country  and  is  this  week  interview- 
ing thirteen  highly  qualified  candidates  for  the  position  of 
commissioner.  The  committee  will  be  recommending  fi- 
nal candidates  within  the  month.  The  committee  has 
agreed  to  advise  on  future  administrative  changes  and  to 
assist  the  new  commissioner. 

Improving  the  Inspectional  Services  Department 
should  begin  at  the  top.  A  top-flight  manager  is  about  to 
be  hired  and  given  wide-ranging  authority  to  improve  the 
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integrity  and  efficiency  of  the  department.  Any  determi- 
nation of  structural  changes  in  the  department  should  be 
made  by  that  new  management. 

The  institution  of  a  new  management  system,  adminis- 
trative controls,  and  an  intensive  review  of  departmental 
responsibilities  and  lines  of  accountability  will  be  the  first 
orders  of  business  for  the  new  commissioner.  Sweeping 
departmental  reorganization  now  mandated  at  such  a  dis- 
tance from  managerial  responsibility  can  only  hinder  the 
new  commissioner  in  carrying  out  his  or  her  mission.

Pursuant  to  the  request  paased  by  the  Boston  City 
Council  on  March  21,1 985 , 1  submit  to  you  the  following 
answers  to  questions  raised  regarding  the  investment  of 
Boston  Housing  Authority  funds  in  companies  doing 
business  with  the  Republic  of  South  Africa. 

The  Boston  Housing  Authority  does  not  invest  in 
stocks  or  securities  of  any  companies  directly. 

The  Boston  Housing  Authority's  investments  derive 
from  funds  received  solely  by  either  the  federal  or  state 
governments.  All  federal  funds  and  a  substantial  portion 
of  state  funds  are  invested  in  instruments  which  are 
backed  by  obligations  of  the  federal  government  or  its 
agencies.  This  is  in  accordance  with  the  restrictions  on 
the  investment  of  U.S.  Housing  and  Urban  Development 
(HUD)  funds  which  is  outlined  in  chapter  4  of  the  HUD 
Low  Rent  Housing  Financial  Management  Handbook 
(HUD  7475. 1  CHG-10),  pertinent  sections  of  which  are 
attached. 

Certain  state  funds  are  invested  in  money  market  forms 
of  accounts  with  the  Massachusetts  Municipal  Deposi- 
tory Trust  (MMDT).  The  MMDT  is  an  instrumentality  of 
the  Commonwealth  and  the  State  Treasurer  and  Re- 
ceiver/General is  the  sole  trustee.  The  MMDT  does  in- 
vest some  funds  in  stocks  and  securities  of  companies. 
Fidelity  Management,  who  manages  the  MMDT,  has  in- 
formed BHA  staff  that  no  funds  are  invested  in  stocks  or 
securities  of  companies  known  to  have  business  connec- 
tions with  South  Africa.  This  information  is  consistent 
with  the  recent  passage  of  a  state  law  requiring  the  dives- 
titure of  state  funds  from  companies  doing  business  with 
South  Africa. 

I  trust  this  information  has  answered  the  Council's 
questions.

Attached  is  shown  the  information  re  question  by  the 
City  Council  under  section  17F  regarding  tax-exempt 
properties  owned  by  Emerson  College  within  the  City  of 
Boston.  The  requested  estimation  of  property  tax  liabili- 
ties that  would  apply  to  its  properties  if  Emerson  was  not  a 
tax-exempt  institution  are  calculated  using  the  $3 1 .  36  per 
thousand  commercial  tax  rate. 

The  property  located  at  2 19  Tremont  Street  is  currently 
assessed  at  $6 10,900  and  is  subject  to  chapter  59  property 
taxes.  Emerson's  tax  bill  was  $19,157  in  FY85  for  this 
commercial  property.  However,  with  regards  to  its  other 
properties,  each  of  which  is  exempt  from  chapter  59 
taxes,  Emerson  College  does  not  have  a  payment-in-lieu 
of  tax  agreement  on  file  with  Treasury  and  has  made  no 
payments  through  Treasury  for  the  exempt  properties. 

As  shown  on  the  attached  table,  the  calculated  taxes  for 
Emerson's  tax-emempt  properties,  using  the  commercial 
tax  rate,  would  be  $726,843.24  for  FY85.  However,  this 
calculation  does  not  include  properties  which  may  have 
been  acquired  by  the  college  after  January  1st  of  the  year.

On  April  30,  1980,  the  Council  adopted  an  order  that 
expenditure  of  money  deposited  in  the  Neighborhood 
Development  Fund  as  described  in  the  Copley  Place  Ur- 
ban Development  Action  Grant  (UDAG)  application  to 
the  U.S.  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Develop- 
ment (HUD)  receive  prior  Council  approval.  This  order 
was  signed  by  the  Mayor  on  May  14,  1980. 

As  contemplated  by  this  April  30,  1980,  Council  Or- 
der, it  was  also  the  legislative  intent  of  the  Council  to  fa- 
cilitate construction  of  low-,  moderate-,  and  market-rate 
housing  on  Parcels  11A  and  1  IB  (known  as  the  "Tent 
City"  site)  in  the  South  End  to  alleviate  some  of  the  im- 
pact of  the  displacement  caused  by  Copley  Place. 

In  conformity  with  this  April  30,  1980,  Council  order 
relating  to  the  Copley  Place  UDAG  application  and  to 
facilitate  construction  of  a  balanced  housing  program  on 
the  Tent  City  site,  I  request  that  the  Council  adopt  the  at- 
tached order  which  provides  for  the  expenditure  of  funds 
from  the  Copley  Place  UDAG  repayment  to  assist  in  con- 
struction of  the  Tent  City  project. 

On  November  30,  1 984,  a  UDAG  application  was  sub- 
mitted to  HUD  requesting  a  UDAG  for  purposes  of  con- 
structing 270  units  of  housing,  638  parking  spaces,  and 
6,500  square  feet  of  commercial  space  on  the  Tent  City 
site.  This  application  has  been  held  over  until  HUD's 
May  30,  1985,  funding  round  pending  final  financial  re- 
quirements for  the  project.

Whereas,  Paul  D.  Bunker  was  raised  in  Boston  and  ap- 
pointed from  the  Commonwealth  to  West  Point;  and 

Whereas,  Paul  Bunker  was  the  first  West  Pointer 
picked  Ail-American  and  the  only  West  Point  graduate  to 
make  All- American  in  two  different  positions,  and  is  a 
member  of  the  National  Football  Hall  of  Fame;  and 

Whereas,  Paul  D.  Bunker  distinguished  himself  as  an 
expert  in  coast  artillery  defense  and  was  charged  with  this 
duty  in  various  Atlantic  harbors,  including  the  command 
of  Fort  Warren  in  Boston  Harbor;  and 

Whereas,  During  the  First  World  War,  Paul  Bunker  ris- 
ing to  the  rank  of  Colonel,  assumed  command  of  the  de- 
fense of  Corregidor  in  the  Phillipines,  and  thereafter  as  a 
career  officer  held  several  commands  and  did  service  at 
the  Army  War  College;  and 

Whereas,  Colonel  Bunker,  not  content  to  remain  state- 
side during  World  War  Two,  requested  and  received  as- 
signment to  return  to  Corregidor's  coastal  defense;  and 

Whereas,  After  the  fall  of  Bataan,  the  full  might  of  Ja- 
pan's forces  fell  upon  Corregidor,  and  when,  despite 
fierce  defense,  Corregidor  fell,  Colonel  Bunker  struck 
the  flag  to  prevent  its  capture  and  saved  a  remnant,  vow- 
ing its  return  to  the  United  States;  and 

Whereas,  While  a  Prisoner  of  War  at  Taiwan,  Colonel 
Paul  D.  Bunker  gave  his  life,  but  not  before  entrusting  to 
his  comrade  the  duty  to  return  the  remains  of  the  Corregi- 
dor flag  to  these  shores  where  it  now  is  displayed  at  West 
Point  where  repose  the  ashes  of  Colonel  Bunker;  and 

Whereas,  Paul  D.  Bunker,  upon  his  interment  at  his 
beloved  West  Point  was  eulogized  by  General  of  the 


Army  Douglas  MacArthur:  "...  I  join  my  classmates 
in  reverent  devotion  as  the  mortal  remains  of  our  gallant 
comrade-in-arms,  Paul  Bunker,  are  committed  to  their  fi- 
nal resting  place  .  .  .  As  he  fought  through  our  two  past 
wars,  his  service  was  characterized  by  the  highest  devo- 
tion to  the  tradition  of  our  Alma  Mater,  Duty-Honor-

"'Armenian  Martyrs'  Commemoration  Day"  in  Boston 
with  attention  to  observances  by  Americans  of  Armenian 
ancestry,  to  programs  of  the  Armenian  Rights  Move- 
ment; now,  therefore,  be  it

Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  any  law  to 
the  contrary  and  in  order  to  promote  the  public  good,  the 
State-Boston  Retirement  Board  is  hereby  authorized  and 
directed  to  retire  Harold  E.  Quinn  Jr. ,  a  police  officer  of 
the  City  of  Boston;  who  as  a  result  of  gun  injury  sustained 
while  in  the  performance  of  his  duties  on  February  2, 
1985 ,  is  unable  to  work.  While  on  duty  in  Brighton,  while 
working  a  detail  at  the  Stop  &  Shop  on  Washington  Street, 
he  was  wounded  involving  extensive  hematoma  and  con- 
tusion of  the  muscles  in  the  right  calf.  He  is  receiving 
psychotherapy  to  reduce  the  stress  induced  by  the 
trauma.  The  gun  wound  resulted  in  permanently  incapac- 
itating him  for  further  service  as  a  police  officer,  at  a 
yearly  amount  of  pension  equal  to  the  regular  rate  of  com- 
pensation which  he  would  have  been  paid  had  he  contin- 
ued in  service  as  a  Boston  police  officer  at  the  grade  held 
by  him  at  the  time  of  his  retirement.  Such  retirement  shall 
become  effective  as  of  the  date  following  the  last  day  on 
which  he  received  regular  compensation.  Upon  such  re- 
tirement, the  State-Boston  Retirement  Board  shall  forth- 
with pay  to  him  the  amount  credited  to  him  as 
accumulated  total  deductions  in  the  annuity  savings. 

Section  2.  Said  Harold  E.  Quinn,  Jr. ,  shall  be  entitled  to 
receive  such  indemnification  for  all  hospital,  medical 
and  related  expenses  that  have  been  or  may  be,  incurred

after  the  date  of  his  retirement  as  a  result  of  the  injuries 
sustained  by  him  while  in  the  performance  of  his  duties, 
according  to  the  provisions  of  chapter  41  of  the  General 
Laws.

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  commends  the 
Boston  business  community's  interest  and  assistance  in

Whereas,  The  dwindling  landfill  capacity  in  the  eastern 
part  of  the  state,  coupled  with  Roxbury  as  the  site  of  the 
only  legal  waste  transfer  stations,  has  placed  an  undue 
burden  on  the  Roxbury  community;  and 

Whereas,  This  burden  manifests  itself  in  illegal  trans- 
fer stations,  illegal  rubbish  dumping,  and  intolerable 
health  hazards;  and 

Whereas ,  These  conditions  could  be  mitigated  by  a  dis- 
posal system  with  the  capacity  to  separate  and  recycle 
waste;  and 

Whereas,  In  April  of  1983,  an  intial  request  for  pro- 
posals was  made  by  the  City  of  Boston  to  construct  an  in- 
town  waste  disposal  service  system  which  did  not  include 
requests  for  recycling  capabilities;  and 

Whereas,  The  city  should  examine  the  feasibility  of  the 
construction  of  a  recycling  entity  as  a  compliment  to  a 
mass-burn  facility  because  of  (1)  its  ability  to  reduce  the 
number  of  toxins  a  burn  facility  would  generate;  (2)  the 
savings  in  millions  of  dollars  in  comparison  with  pro- 
jected escalating  landfill  costs;  and  (3)  its  capacity  to  be  a 
long-term  solution  to  the  solid  waste  disposal  problems:

A)  Proposals  received  thus  far  by  the  City  of  Boston 
present  the  spectrum  of  environmentally  and  eco- 
nomically sound  options  for  a  solid  waste  disposal 
system;

Chapter  16  of  the  Ordinances  of  1984  is  hereby 
amended  by  inserting  after  section  406  the  following  new 
section  406  A: 

Discriminatory  Practices  Regarding  Municipal 
Functions  at  Private  Facilities 
Further,  it  shall  be  an  unlawful  practice  and  thereby 
deemed  a  violation  of  this  ordinance  for  the  City  of 
Boston  to  conduct  any  business  with  or  expend  any 
City  of  Boston  funds  in  connection  with  meetings 
held  at  any  private  facility  which  does  not  afford  full 
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membership  rights  and  privileges  or  use  of  the  facili- 
ties to  any  person  because  of  race,  color,  religious 
creed,  sex,  age,  disability,  national  origin,  sexual 
orientation,  marital  status,  parental  status,  prior  psy- 
chiatric treatment,  military  status,  offender  status, 
or  source  of  income  of  such  persons.  The  following 
private  facilities  shall  be  exempted  from  the  provi- 
sions of  this  section:  Any  facility  operated  by  any 
religious  or  denominational  institution  or  organiza- 
tion, or  any  facility  operated  for  charitable  or  educa- 
tional purposes  which  is  operated,  supervised  or 
controlled  by  or  in  connection  with  a  religious  orga- 
nization, and  which  limits  membership,  enrollment, 
admission,  or  participation  to  members  of  that  reli- 
gion, as  long  as  the  meeting  is  not  deemed  to  be  dis- 
criminatory in  nature.

SUPPLEMENTAL  APPROPRIATION  OF 

$33,800,000  FOR  SCHOOL  DEPARTMENT  FOR 
GENERAL  SCHOOL  PURPOSES  FOR  FY  1986

Dear  Councillors: 

I  hereby  submit  an  appropriation  order  in  the  amount  of 
$33.8  million  of  supplemental  funds  for  General  School 
Purposes  for  Fiscal  Year  1986.  This  order  specifically  ex- 
cludes this  amount  from  the  appropriation  authority  of 
the  School  Committee  for  subsequent  fiscal  years. 

In  submitting  this  appropriation  order,  I  am  supporting 
a  School  Department  expenditure  level  for  FY  '86  of 
$269  million,  an  increase  of  approximately  $12  million 
or  4.7  percent  over  last  year's  expenditure  level. This 
budget  permits  all  programs  and  services  to  children  to 
continue  unabated,  including  those  restored  or  initiated 
in  FY  '85  and  is  sufficient  to  meet  collective  bargaining 
obligations. 

Providing  quality  education  to  our  school  children  is  a 
matter  of  the  highest  priority  for  this  administration.  De- 
spite the  several  financial  constraints  imposed  on  our  city, 
we  will  not  compromise  our  commitment  to  public  edu- 
cation. However,  it  is  the  obligation  of  the  School  Depart- 
ment to  scrutinize  its  operations  carefully  and 
methodically  to  ensure  that  unnecessary  spending  be 
eliminated  and  the  resources  be  directed  to  educational 
services  for  the  children  in  the  classrooms. 

The  School  Department  has  made  great  strides  in  re- 
cent years  under  the  leadership  of  Superintendent  Spil- 
lane.  The  department  must  continue  to  strengthen  the 
management  practices  it  has  instituted  to  ensure  that  its 
financial  resources  are  devoted  to  services  for  children 
and  not  to  unnecessary  administrative  costs. 

It  should  be  clear  to  any  observers  who  examine  the 
Boston  School  department  that  the  make-up  of  our  popu- 
lation differs  substantially  from  those  served  by  other  cit- 
ies and  towns.  For  example,  Boston's  student  population 
includes  over  1 1 ,000  special  needs  students  and  approxi- 
mately 7,000  bilingual  students  or  approximately  20  per- 
cent and  12  percent  of  the  total  school  enrollment, 
respectively.  Boston  serves  40  percent  of  the  bilingual 
students  and  14  percent  of  the  special  needs  students  in 
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the  state,  despite  the  fact  that  Boston's  enrollment  repre- 
sents only  8  percent  of  the  state's  student  population. 
Nearly  40  percent  of  Boston's  students  belong  to  families 
receiving  AFDC  benefits.  In  fact,  roughly  25  percent  of 
all  such  students  in  Massachusetts  are  enrolled  in  Bos- 
ton's public  schools. 

These  special  students  demand  special  services.  Con- 
sequently, it  costs  more  to  educate  students  in  Boston  than 
in  other  communities.  The  average  per-pupil-cost  for 
special  needs  students  in  Boston  is  $6,930.  For  bilingual 
students,  it  is  $4,361.  For  the  remainder  of  the  student 
population  the  average  per-pupil-cost  is  much  lower— 
$3,892. 

To  meet  the  educational  needs  of  a  diverse  student  pop- 
ulation, I  believe  a  School  Department  budget  of  $269 
millon  is  required.  To  achieve  this  spending  level,  the 
School  Department  will  have  available  $3 . 1  million  in 
reserves  from  FY'83  and  '84,  $3  million  in  amounts  car- 
ried forward  from  FY'85,  $2.3  million  in  indirect  funds 
for  FY'86  state  and  federal  grants,  and  $2.3  million  in 
state  Equal  Education  Opportunity  allocations,  in  addi- 
tion to  its  base  and  supplemental  appropriations,  for  a  to- 
tal of  $269  million. 

Should  reductions  occur  in  any  of  the  above  funding 
levels  it  may  be  necessary  to  place  before  you  an  addi- 
tional supplemental  appropriation  order  to  ensure  the  full 
provision  of  $269  million  to  the  School  Department. 

I  strongly  recommend  that  you  adopt  this  order  and 
support  a  $269  million  School  Department  spending  level 
to  insure  continued  progress  in  meeting  the  educational 
needs  of  Boston's  public  school  children.

Whereas,  The  Public  Facilities  Commission  voted  to 
accept  the  surplusing  on  December  16,  1983,  and  reaf- 
firmed that  vote  on  April  25,  1985;  and 

Whereas,  The  Public  Improvements  Commission 
voted  on  December  30,  1983,  to  discontinue  portions  on 
Doane  Street  and  voted  again  onMayl6,1985,to  discon- 
tinue all  of  Doane  Street  necessary  to  implement  the 
Kilby  Street  garage  development  parcel  as  these  streets 
are  not  needed  for  traffic  circulation;  and 

Whereas,  Disposition  of  the  Kilby  Street  garage  and 
Doane  Street  will  result  in  a  $15,000,000  disposition 
price,  of  which  $8,000,000  in  much-needed  revenue  will 
be  received  by  the  city  in  fiscal  1985;  and 

Whereas,  This  project  will  generate  additional  public 
benefits  in  the  way  of  over  $6,000,000  in  annual  tax  pay- 
ments and  linkage  payments  for  the  creation  of  low-  and 
moderate-income  housing  in  our  neighborhoods  of  ap- 
proximately $3,000,000  and  will  provide  permanent  jobs 
of  approximately  2,900  and  approximately  2,800  con- 
struction jobs;  and 

Whereas,  The  project  will  result  in  improved  traffic 
and  parking  capacities ;  now ,  therefore ,  the  Committee  of 
the  Whole  recommends  that  Docket  No.  0800,  Order  for 
the  Transfer  of  the  Kilby  Street  garage,  ought  to  pass  in 
the  following  new  draft: 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  Real  Property  Depart- 
ment has  notified  the  Public  Facilities  Department  that 
said  department  has  determined  that  the  Kilby  Street  ga- 
rage in  the  City  of  Boston  is  no  longer  needed  for  Real 
Property  Department  purposes;  and 

Whereas,  The  public  Improvement  Commission  has 
voted  to  discontinue  Doane  Street;  it  is  hereby 

Ordered,  That  the  land  with  building,  known  as  the 
Kilby  Street  garage,  and  discontinued  Doane  Street  are 
hereby  found  to  be  surplus  within  the  meaning  of  the  Acts 
of  1909,  as  amended,  and  in  accordance  with  sections 
3 1 B  and  3 1 C  of  chapter  486  of  said  Acts  (as  appearing  in 
the  Acts  of  1966,  c.  642,  s.  12),  and  the  care,  custody, 
management  and  control  thereof  is  hereby  transferred  to 
the  Public  Facilities  Commission;  be  it  further 

Ordered,  That  the  above  be,  and  hereby  is,  expressly 
approved  upon  the  following  terms: 

1 .  Purchase  price  shall  be  $15  million  for  the  garage, 
land,  and  "air-rights"  to  develop  the  Kilby  Street 
garage  site,  including  $678,000  minimum  sales 
price  for  Doane  Street. 

The  payments  for  the  Kilby  Street  garage  site  and 
discontinued  Doane  Street  shall  be  scheduled  as  fol- 
lows: 

$8  million  payable  upon  transfer  of  deed; 

$2  million  payable  upon  receipt  of  a  Certificate  of 
Occupancy; 

$5  million,  payable  in  ten  equal  annual  payments 
of  $500,000  each,  to  begin  twenty-four  months  after 
receipt  of  a  Certificate  of  Occupancy. 

2.  Purchaser/Developer  agrees  to  begin  construction 
within  fourteen  months  of  conveyance. 

Be  it  further  Ordered,  That  the  sale  and  construction 
agreement  between  the  city  and  the  developer  include  the 
expressed  provision  that  there  be  a  minimum  of  450  pub- 
lic parking  spaces  available  in  the  development.

I  return  herewith,  without  my  signature  and  disap- 
proved, an  order  passed  by  your  Honorable  Body  on 
March  21st  and  May  8th,  1985,  appropriating  funds  for 
the  construction  of  a  police  station  in  die  Mattapan  sec- 
tion of  the  city. 

Last  year,  through  the  sale  of  minibonds,  the  city  bor- 
rowed $2  million  specifically  for  the  purpose  of  building 
a  new  police  station  in  Mattapan.  These  funds  were  bor- 
rowed under  an  existing  loan  order,  passed  on  July  1979, 
which  authorized  the  city  to  borrow  and  expend  funds  for 
the  constuction  of  public  buildings. 

Given  that  we  currently  estimate  the  cost  of  construc- 
tion a  new  station  in  Mattapan  to  be  $2.4  million,  and  that 
we  have  already  borrowed  $2  million  for  this  purpose,  it 
would  be  financially  imprudent  to  appropriate  an  addi- 
tional $3  million  for  this  capital  project. 

For  the  past  fifteen  months,  the  city  has  taken  a  variety 
of  steps  to  establish  a  rational  and  fiscally  coherent  capital 
planning  process.  To  date,  we  have  eliminated  a  nearly 
$25  million  deficit  in  the  Capital  Fund,  substantially  re- 
duced the  amount  of  authorized  but  unissued  debt,  which 
had  been  steadily  accruing  since  the  late  1960s,  created 
the  city's  first  Office  of  Capital  Planning,  and  returned  to 
the  capital  markets  for  three  highly  successful  bond  bor- 
rowings. 

These  steps  contributed  greatly  to  the  decent  decision 
by  Mood's  Investor  Service  to  upgrade  the  city's  bond 
rating.  To  reverse  our  direction  at  this  time  by  con- 
sciously adding  millions  of  unneeded  dollars  to  the  city's 
existing  authorized  but  unissued  debt  load  would  be  fi- 
nancially unwise  and  inconsistent  with  the  policies  articu- 
lated to  the  rating  agencies  and  to  the  investment 
community. 

However,  to  ensure  the  full  financial  capacity  neces- 
sary to  build  a  first-class,  full-service  station  in  the  Matta- 
pan community,  I  will  approve  an  additional  loan 
authorization  of  at  least  $400,000  to  augment  the  $2  mil- 
lion already  appropriated  and  borrowed  for  this  purpose.

An  Ordinance  Restricting  the  Dumping  of  Refuse. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  follows: 

Whereas,  The  quality  of  neighborhood  life  in  the  City 

of  Boston  is  of  great  concern  to  all  residents  of  the  city  and 

quality  of  public  services  such  as  cleanliness  and  disposal 

of  refuse  are  of  extreme  importance  to  the  health  and 

well-being  of  neighborhoods  and  their  inhabitants; 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  recognizes  its  responsi- 
bility to  the  neighborhoods  and  further  recognizes  that 
refuse  improperly  disposed  of  constitutes  a  significant 
hazard,  threatening  the  health,  safety  and  welfare  of  the 
inhabitants  of  the  city; 

Whereas,  Public  oversight  and  control  over  such 
refuse  is  necessary  to  prevent  such  injury  to  the  residents 
of  the  city;  now  therefore,  be  it 
Ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  follows: 
City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  Title  14,  section  264 
is  hereby  amended  by  inserting  after  section  264  and  be- 
fore section  265  the  following  new  section: 

Section  264A.  Restricting  The  Dumping  of  Refuse. 
It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  his  or  her  agent, 
employee  or  any  person  under  his  or  her  control .  to 
suffer  or  permit  any  dirt,  sand,  gravel,  clay  loam, 
stone,  rocks,  rubble,  building  rubbish,  sawdust,  shav- 
ings or  trade  or  household  waste,  refuse,  ashes,  ma- 
nure, garbage,  rubbish  or  debris  of  any  sort  or  any 
other  organic  or  inorganic  material  or  thing  or  other 
offensive  matter  being  transported  in  a  truck  or  other 
vehicle  to  be  dumped,  deposited  or  otherwise  disposed 
of  in  or  upon  any  street,  lot,  park,  public  place  or  other 
area,  whether  publicly  or  privately  owned,  in  the  City 
of  Boston. 

Any  person  found  to  be  in  violation  of  this  ordinance 
shall  be  required  to  clear  and  clean  the  area  upon  which 
such  person  dumped  unlawfully,  within  ten  days  of  re- 
ceiving notice  of  a  violation  of  this  section.

Under  this  legislation,  any  arrest  within  twelve  months 
of  a  conviction  of  a  similar  crime  at  a  commercial  estab- 
lishment would  allow  the  Police  Commissioner  to  apply 
for  a  court  order  to  close  that  establishment.  It  is  my  be- 
lief and  that  of  law  enforcement  professionals  that  this 
would  be  a  highly  effective  way  to  deal  with  the  problem 
of  so  called  "fronts"  for  illegal,  dangerous  and  debilitat- 
ing activities  which  are  sapping  the  vitality  of  many  of  the 
city's  residential  communities. 

Accordingly,  I  urge  your  Honorable  Body  to  promptly 
approve  this  legislation  so  that  it  may  receive  equally 
prompt  approbation  at  the  state  level.

Whereas ,  The  Suffolk  Superior  Court  (Docket  1 722)  in 
the  matter  of  Armando  Perez  et  al. ,  (plaintiffs)  versus 
Boston  Housing  Authority  (defendant),  issued  its  Find- 
ings, Rulings  and  Orders  on  this  case  on  November  13, 
1984,  and  stated  in  (I)  Introduction,  the  following:  "The 
purpose  of  the  orders  set  out  herein  are  to  terminate  the 
receivership  previously  ordered  in  this  action  on  Febru- 
ary 5, 1980,  to  restore  governance  of  the  defendant  Bos- 
ton Housing  Authority  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  the 
"BHA"  of  the  "Authority"  to  the  City  of  Boston";  and 

Whereas,  The  court  ordered,  "That  provisions  of  this 
court's  February  5,  1980  order  regarding  the  BHA's 
Board  of  Commissioners  and  the  form  of  governance  es- 
tablished by  these  orders  shall  remain  in  effect  for  two 
years  from  the  date  hereof,  during  which  time  it  is  ex- 
pected that  a  new  form  of  governance  shall  be  decided 
upon  and  legislated  for  the  BHA.  The  establishment  and 
form  of  that  new  form  of  governance  shall  not  require  any 
court  approval  and  when  established  shall  automatically 
supersede  the  form  of  governance  established  by  these 
orders  . .  .";  and 

Whereas,  The  legislative  authority  to  establish  this 
form  of  governance,  being  vested  with  the  City  Council 
and  the  Mayor,  pursuant  to  chapter  452  of  the  Acts  of 
1948,  as  amended  by  chapter  376  of  the  Acts  of  1951, 
including  certain  subsequent  changes,  is  an  appropriate 
repository  for  such  actions;  be  it  therefore 

Obtained,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  establishes, 
under  these  and  other  applicable  laws,  the  following  Or- 
dinance Establishing  a  New  Form  of  Governance  for  the 
Boston  Housing  Authority,  and  this  new  form  shall  super- 
sede all  previously  established  forms  of  governance  here- 
tofore organized. 

Section  1.  Notwithstanding  any  provision  of  M.G.L., 
chapter  12 IB  to  the  contrary,  in  the  City  of  Boston,  the 
Boston  Housing  Authority  shall  be  managed,  controlled 
and  governed  by  a  five-member  Board  of  Directors, 
hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  "Directors."  The  Directors 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  Mayor  subject  to  confirmation 
of  a  majority  vote  of  the  City  Council  and  no  member 
shall  act  in  the  capacity  as  a  Director  until  confirmation 
by  the  Council  as  prescribed  by  this  section. 

Section  2.  Three  members  of  the  Board  of  Directors 
shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  purposes  of  conducting 
business  on  behalf  of  the  Boston  Housing  Authority  and 
no  action  containing  less  than  a  majority  vote  of  all  mem- 
bers of  the  Board  of  Directors  shall  be  legal  or  binding. 

Section  3.  The  Board  of  Directors,  consisting  of  (5) 
five  members  shall  be  comprised  as  follows:  One  (1) 
member  shall  represent  organized  labor  who  shall  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  Mayor  from  a  list  of  not  less  than  two,  nor 
more  than  five  names  representing  different  unions  sub- 
mitted by  the  Central  Labor  Council,  AFL-CIO  and  the 
International  Brotherhood  of  Teamsters,  Chauffeurs, 
Warehousemen  and  Helpers  of  America.  If  no  such  list  is 
submitted  after  sixty  days  of  a  request  being  made,  the 
Mayor  may  appoint  a  representative  of  organized  labor 
on  his  own  choosing,  pursuant  to  section  1  of  this  ordi- 
nance; one  (1)  member  shall  be  a  tenant  living  in  Boston 
Housing  Authority  projects,  and  shall  be  selected  from  a 
list  of  tenants  submitted  by  the  various  organizations 
within  Housing  Authority  developments  within  the  City 


of  Boston;  one  (1)  member  shall  be  a  practiced  and  recog- 
nized member  of  a  business  organization  which  engages 
in  real  property  management;  one  (1)  member  shall  be 
selected  by  the  Mayor  from  a  list  of  not  less  than  two,  nor 
more  than  five  candidates  selected  by  the  President  of  the 
City  Council;  and  one  (1)  member  shall  be  a  member  of 
the  banking  or  financial  community  with  experience  in 
the  area  of  property  management. 

Section  4.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  meet  at  least 
bimonthly  to  review  and  evaluate  the  performance  of  the 
Administrator  and  the  Boston  Housing  Authority  and 
shall  direct  that  the  Administrator  make  to  the  City  Coun- 
cil and  the  Mayor,  written  and  detailed  Monthly  Manage- 
ment Reports  consistent  with  reporting  practices  existing 
under  the  previous  form  of  governance. 

Section  5 .  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  select  annually 
a  person,  who  shall  be  a  resident  of  the  City  of  Boston,  to 
be  designated  as  "Administrator"  of  all  Boston  Housing 
Authority  property  and  the  Administrator  shall  be  re- 
sponsible for  the  day-to-day  operations  of  the  Boston 
Housing  Authority  within  the  City  of  Boston,  and  shall 
enjoy  the  same  privileges  and  exercise  the  same  authority 
as  administrators  in  similar  positions  in  other  agencies  or 
departments  in  the  City  of  Boston. 

Section  6.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  the  CBC, 
Ordinances,  Title  2,  section  752,  this  ordinance  shall  be 
published  by  the  action  of  the  City  Council  in  passing  the 
same.

Whereas,  Certain  buildings  in  the  Brimmer  Street  area 
of  Beacon  Hill  are  so  badly  damaged  that  a  serious  threat 
to  the  public  health  and  safety  now  exists;  and 

Whereas,  Studies  of  the  water  table  level  conducted  by 
the  U .  S .  Department  of  the  Interior  ( 1 942- 1 975)  and  Hal- 
ley  and  Aldritch  for  the  BRA  indicate  that  for  years  the 
water  table  went  up  and  down  with  the  tides,  but  since  the 
Prison  Point  pumping  station  was  built  in  198 1 ,  the  tidal 
effect  has  been  nearly  eliminated,  thus  a  serious  concern 
over  the  level  of  the  water  table  has  resulted;  and 

Whereas.  The  problem  has  been  identified  recently  as 
caused  by  the  efficiency  of  the  pumping  station  and  the 
stress  this  efficiency  places  on  older,  cracked  pipes  in  the 
system  that  absorbs  ground  water,  thus  reducing  the  over- 
all water  table;  and 

Whereas,  Recent  measurements  of  the  water  table 
taken  from  wells,  placed  to  monitor  the  water  level,  indi- 
cate that  the  minimum  safety  standards  are  no  longer  be- 
ing met  in  the  Brimmer,  Berkeley,  Dartmouth,  Hereford 
Streets  area;  and 

Whereas.  The  serious  foundation  problems  of  build- 
ings throughout  the  Back  Bay  and  Beacon  Hill  area  may 
be  affected  and  the  cost  of  repair  to  the  Boston  Water  and 
Sewer  Commission  and  the  MDC  could  be  astronomical :

1)  The  number  of  hangings  and  attempted  hangings  by 
prisoners  and  detainees  held  in  custody  by  the  Boston  Po- 
lice Department  in  all  city  jails  and  facilities,  including 
the  Tombs,  for  the  years  1983,  1984,  and  1985  to  date. 

2)  A  breakdown,  by  jail  and  facility,  of  these  hangings 
and  attempted  hangings,  including  dates  and  times. 

3)  Copies  of  all  regulations,  administrative  guide- 
lines, and  policy  statements  on  Boston  Police  Department 
policy  on  the  handling,  supervision  and  observation  of 
prisoners  and  detainees  in  custody,  including  information 
on  the  intervals  during  which  prisoners  in  cells  are  to  be 
observed. 

4)  Information  on  how  these  guidelines,  regulations, 
or  policies,  if  any,  are  enforced  within  the  Police  Depart- 
ment, and  what  steps  are  taken  to  ensure  that  they  are 
carried  out  at  each  jail  and  facility.

COMMON  NUISANCE  PROVISION  OF  M.G.L. 

Coun.  BOLLING  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court,  accom- 
panied by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to  the  City  of 
Boston  to  be  filed  with  an  attested  copy  of  this  order  by, 
and  hereby  is,  approved  under  clause  (1)  of  section  8  of 
article  2,  as  amended,  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Consti- 
tution of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to  the  end 
that  legislation  be  adopted  providing  precisely  as  fol- 
lows, except  for  clerical  or  editorial  changes  of  form 
only: 

Section  1.  In  the  City  of  Boston,  any  building,  place,  or 
tenament  situated  therein,  used  for  commercial  and/or 
residential  purposes,  which  is  utilized  for  the  illegal  sale, 
distribution,  or  possession  of  controlled  substances  shall 
be  deemed  a  nuisance. 

Section  2.  In  the  City  of  Boston,  whoever  keeps  or 
maintains  such  common  nuisance  as  defined  by  subsec- 
tion 1  of  this  section,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less 
than  $50  nor  more  than  $  1 00  and  by  imprisonment  for  not 
less  than  three  months  nor  more  than  one  year. 

Section  3.  In  the  City  of  Boston,  upon  an  arrest  for  the 
illegal  sale,  distribution,  or  possession  of  any  controlled 
substance  on  the  premises  of  any  building,  place,  or  tena- 
ment situated  therein,  used  for  commercial  and/or  resi- 
dential purposes,  where  there  have  been  two  or  more 
convictions  on  the  same  premises  within  the  twelve 
months  preceding  said  arrest,  for  activity  defined  in  Mas- 
sachusetts General  Laws,  chapter  139,  including  subsec- 
tion 1  and  2  of  this  section,  is  subject  to  the  powers  of  the 
police  commissioner,  or  the  commissioner's  designee. 

Section  4.  In  the  City  of  Boston,  the  commissioner  or 
the  commissioner's  designee  shall  be  authorized  to  bring 
a  civil  action  permanently  to  enjoin  the  owner,  lessor,  les- 
see and  mortgagee  conducting  or  maintaining  the  build- 
ing, place,  or  tenement  situated  therein  where  the  public 
nuisance  is  located,  as  provided  by  Massachusetts  Gen- 
eral Laws,  chapter  139,  section  6.  The  civil  action  shall 
be  brought  in  district  court  and  shall  be  heard  within  five 
days  of  filing.  Upon  orders  of  the  court  the  building  will 
be  closed  and  secured .  Orders  of  the  court  are  to  be  posted 
at  the  site  of  closure  along  with  a  notice  mailed  to  the 
owner,  lessor,  lessee,  and  mortgagee  within  one  business 
day  of  the  posting.  Orders  of  the  court  shall  be  enforced 
within  five  business  days  of  their  issuance.  The  property 
shallTemain  closed  for  no  less  than  six  months.  The  lack 
of  knowledge  of  a  public  nuisance  on  the  part  of  the  own- 
ers, lessors,  lessees,  mortgagees  and  all  those  persons  in 
possession  of  or  having  charge  of  as  agent  or  otherwise, 
or  having  any  interest  in  the  property,  real  or  personal, 
used  in  conducting  or  maintaining  the  public  nuisance, 
shall  not  be  a  defense  in  a  hearing  by  such  owners,  les- 
sors, lessees,  and  such  person(s)  demonstrate  to  the  satis- 
faction of  the  court,  good-faith  effort  in  attempting  to 
abate  the  nuisance. 

Section  5.  In  no  event  shall  a  building  once  closed  be 
reopened  sooner  than  one  year  from  the  time  of  closure,  if 
said  building  has  been  subject  to  a  previous  order  for  clo- 
sure pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  section. 

Section  fj.  If  any  provision  or  section  of  this  petition 
shall  be  held  to  be  invalid  or  unconstitutional  by  a  court  of 
competent  jurisdiction,  then  such  provision  or  section 
shall  be  considered  separately  and  apart  from  the  remain- 
ing provisions  or  sections  of  this  ordinance,  which  shall 
remain  in  full  force  and  effect.

DEPARTMENT  MAY  INCREASE  SAFETY  OF 
ITS  FACILITIES

Whereas,  The  number  of  suicides  and  suicide  attempts 
by  prisoners  and  detainees  in  Commonwealth  of  Massa- 
chusetts and,  specifically,  Boston  jails  has  risen  in  recent 
years;  and 

Whereas,  A  recent  suicide  in  the  Women's  House  of 
Detention  at  the  Suffolk  County  Courthouse  has  in- 
creased public  awareness  of  this  problem  and  is  of  great 
concern  to  the  Boston  City  Council;  and 

Whereas,  The  problem  of  suicide  and  attempted  sui- 
cide by  prisoners  in  Boston's  jail  and  prison  facilities  and 
the  concomitant  problem  of  prisoner  safety  is  a  matter  of 
overwhelming  city  concern;  and 

Whereas,  A  Special  Commission  to  Investigate  Suicide 
in  Municipal  Detention  Centers  was  appointed  by  the 
General  Court  and  made  an  in-depth  study  of  the  suicide 
problem  and  issued  recommendations  for  municipal, 
state,  county  and  MDC  facilities  regarding  this  problem; 
and 

Whereas,  A  bill  has  been  filed  in  the  Massachusetts 
General  Court  to  implement  the  recommendations  of  this 
Special  Commission  and  provide  an  appropriation  for 
implementing  the  recommendations  by  municipalities; 
now,  therefore  be  it 

Ordered,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  investigate  how 
the  Boston  Police  Department,  the  Sheriff  of  Suffolk 
County  and  the  Penal  Commissioner  can  increase  the 
safety  of  its  facilities;  and  be  it  further 

Ordered,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  investigate  the 
problem  of  jail  suicides  and  prisoner  safety  in  Boston  and 
Suffolk  County  jails,  including  holding  hearings  with  in- 
vitees including,  but  not  limited  to,  the  Police  Commis- 
sioner, the  Sheriff  of  Suffolk  County  and  the  Penal 
Commissioner  and  other  outside  experts  if  necessary; 
and  be  it  further 

Ordered,  The  City  Council  determine  the  possibility 
for  taking  appropriate  measures  to  increase  prisoner 
safety,  such  as:  requiring  high-impact  transparent  wall 
facings  in  each  cell ;  requiring  electronic  audio  systems  in 
each  cell  for  monitoring  activity;  requiring  increased 
training  of  all  officers  and  appropriate  jail  personnel  in 
suicide  prevention  and  techniques  for  identifying  poten- 
tial suicide  victims;  increasing  the  frequency  of  cell 
checks;  and  whatever  other  measures  it  deems  appropri- 
ate; and  be  it  further 


Ordered,  That  the  City  Council,  if  and  when  possible, 
investigate  the  possibility  of  applying  for  funding  from 
the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  to  enact  and  insti- 
tute the  measures  it  deems  fit  to  correct  these  problems 
and  ensure  the  safety  of  prisoners  and  detainees  in  jails 
within  the  city.

Authority  to  Use  This  Credit  Enhancement: 
Section  9  of  chapter  643  of  the  Acts  of  1983  (The  City 
of  Boston  Bond  and  MiniBond  Procedure  Act) 
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Description  of  Structure  of  Credit  Enhancement: 
The  structure  of  the  credit  enhancement  created  by  the 
Trust  and  Reimbursement  Agreement  will  be  so-called 
Direct  Pay  Letter  of  Credit.  This  is  the  Letter  of  Credit 
structure  most  favored  by  the  debt  rating  agencies  in 
New  York  and  the  most  straightforward  one  to  present 
to  potential  investors.

With  this  letter,  I  transmit  to  you  a  proposed  City  Coun- 
cil order  concerning  the  request  of  the  Economic  Devel- 
opment and  Industrial  Corporation  (EDIC)  for  approval 
to  apply  for,  accept  and  expend  funds  under  the  Common- 
wealth's Community  Development  Action  Grant 
(CDAG)  Program. 

EDIC  will  seek  a  $1  million  CDAG  to  help  pay  for  the 
Harbor  Gateway  project  at  the  Boston  Marine  Industrial 
Park  —  a  $3. 1  million  project  of  roadway  and  traffic  im- 
provements needed  to  accommodate  further  industrial 
expansion  and  the  creation  of  new  light  manufacturing 
jobs.  The  project  is  specifically  designed  to  create  the  5- 
acre  "Gateway  Parcel"  along  Summer  Street  where  $5-6 
million  of  private  capital  will  be  invested  in  new  plant  and 
equipment.  Approximately  500  retained  and  500  new 
jobs  will  result  from  this  investment  on  the  Gateway  Par- 
cel alone. 

For  the  remaining  financing  required  to  undertake  this 
project,  the  city  will  rely  on  a  combination  of  city  General 
Obligation  Bond  funds  and  an  $800,000  Public  Works 
Grant  for  the  Economic  Development  Administration 
(Department  of  Commerce). 

I  have  attached  a  summary  of  this  project  that  explains 
its  purpose  and  scope  in  more  detail,  and  I  urge  the  Coun- 
cil's approval  of  this  order  at  the  earliest  opportunity.

With  this  letter,  I  transmit  and  urge  you  to  approve  and 
submit  for  City  Council  approval,  a  resolution  authoriz- 
ing EDIC  to  apply  for,  accept  and  expend  a  grant  of  up  to 
$1  million  from  the  Commonwealth's  Community  De- 
velopment Action  Grant  Program  (CDAG). 

In  conjunction  with  city  General  Obligation  Bond 
funds  and,  an  $800,000  grant  from  the  Economic  Devel- 
opment Administration,  the  CDAG  grant,  if  awarded, 
will  permit  the  development  of  the  Harbor  Gateway  Proj- 
ect at  the  Boston  Marine  Industrial  Park. 

As  you  know ,  the  Gateway  involves  a  number  of  major 
roadway  and  traffic  improvements  designed  both  to  im- 
prove transportation  safety  and  efficiency  and  to  create 
the  new  Gateway  parcel  where  a  light  manufacturer  will 
invest  some  $5-6  million  in  new  plant  and  equipment  and 
create  several  hundred  new  jobs  for  Boston  residents.  At 
least  50  percent  of  those  new  jobs  will  go  to  Boston  resi- 
dents. If  the  various  public  funds  sought  for  this  project 
are  in  place  this  summer,  as  we  expect,  the  roadwork  and 
site  preparation  can  begin  this  fall  and  private  construc- 
tion could  start  next  spring.

The  Harbor  Gateway  project  is  an  $8- 10  million  invest- 
ment of  public  and  private  funds  designed  to  meet  the 
transportation  needs  of  industry  at  the  BMIP  and  to  cap- 
ture the  city's  most  exciting  opportunity  for  new  indus- 
trial development:  the  five-acre  Harbor  Gateway  site  at 
the  BMIP's  Summer  Street  entrance. 

Vacant  for  many  years  while  under  U.S.  military  con- 
trol, but  located  only  a  mile  from  Boston's  financial  and 
retail  districts,  the  Harbor  Gateway  project  will: 

•  offer  promising  new  employment  opportunities  for 
low-moderate  income  city  residents  at  a  convenient 
neighborhood  location. 

•  improve  traffic  conditions  in  this  increasingly  busy 
area  (and,  in  particular,  alleviate  the  impact  of  truck 
traffic  in  South  Boston). 

•  attract  additional  private  investment  and  new  jobs 
through  the  completion  of  the  Army  Base  redevelop- 
ment project. 

•  improve  public  access  to  this  part  of  the  city's  water- 
front. 

•  give  BMIP  companies  an  attractive  new  entrance 
and  improved  roadway  system  within  the  city's  larg- 
est industrial  park. 

Public  financing  needed  for  the  Harbor  Gateway  —  ap- 
proximately $3  million  —  will  be  used  for  demolition, 
road  improvements  and  traffic  controls.  Outside  funding 
sources  include  the  Economic  Development  Administra- 
tion (Department  of  Commerce),  which  recently 
awarded  an  $800,000  Public  Works  Grant  to  EDIC.  and 
the  Commonwealth's  Community  Development  Action 
Grant  (CDAG)  Program  to  which  EDIC  is  submitting  a 
$1  million  grant  proposal.  The  balance  of  funding  re- 
quired will  come  from  a  new  City  Bond  authorization  for 
EDIC. 

Private  funding  for  the  project,  an  estimated  $5-7  mil- 
lion, will  be  used  for  development  of  a  light  manufactur- 
ing facility.  In  its  initial  phase  the  plant  is  expected  to 
occupy  about  100,000  square  feet  and  allow  for  future 
expansion  to  200.000  square  feet. 

Engineering  and  design  work  for  the  Gateway  is  now 
under  way.  Plans  will  be  completed  this  summer  and  will 
be  ready  for  public  bid  and  construction  this  fall.  A  manu- 
facturing company  will  be  chosen  this  summer  to  develop 
and  lease  the  site  and  private  construction  at  the  Gateway 
is  expected  to  start  in  the  spring  of  1986. 

In  awarding  the  designation  to  develop  the  site,  EDIC 
will  place  great  emphasis  on  the  job  opportunities  the 
company  can  offer  Boston  residents  —  particularly  mi- 
nority and  low-income  persons.  The  new  assembly  plant 
and  offices  will  be  ready  for  occupancy  by  1987. 

Whereas,  The  former  Boston  Army  Base  in  South  Bos- 
ton, has  been  declared  by  the  City  Council  to  be  a 
"blighted"  and  "decadent"  area,  as  defined  in  section  1 
of  chapter  12  IB  of  the  General  Laws:  and 

Whereas.  The  City  Council  has  previously  approved 
an  Economic  Development  Plan  for  the  Boston  Marine 
Industrial  Park  (BMIP)  and  an  amendment  thereto  for  the 
Boston  Army  Base  (together  the  Boston  Marine  Indus- 
trial Park)  which  calls  for  redevelopment  of  these  areas 
for  industrial  use  (the  "Plan"):  and 

Whereas.  The  plan  calls  for  certain  improvements  to  be 
made  in  order  to  attract  and  satisfy  the  needs  of  industry  at 
the  BMIP;  and 

Whereas,  The  EDIC  must  from  time  to  time  seek  out- 
side funding  assistance  to  carry  out  such  improvements; 
and 

Whereas.  The  Commonwealth  has  established  the 
Community  Development  Action  Grant  (CDAG)  Pro- 
gram  as  a  source  of  financial  assistance  for  such  eco- 
nomic development  efforts:  now,  therefore,  it  is  hereby

SUPPLEMENTAL  APPROPRIATION  OF 

$33,800,000  FOR  SCHOOL  DEPARTMENT  FOR 
GENERAL  SCHOOL  PURPOSES  FOR  FY  1986

Dear  Councillors: 

Enclosed  please  find  an  appropriation  order  in  the 
amount  of  $33.8  million  of  supplemental  funds  for  Gen- 
eral School  Purposes  for  Fiscal  Year  1986.  This  order 
specifically  excludes  this  amount  from  the  appropriation 
authority  of  the  School  Committee  for  subsequent  years. 

In  submitting  this  appropriation  order.  I  am  supporting 
an  expenditure  level  for  FY'86  of  $269  million  for  the 
Boston  Public  Schools.  This  represents  an  increase  of 
$12  million  or  4.7  percent  over  the  expenditure  level  for 
this  fiscal  year.  The  increase  is  necessary  to  continue  the 
instructional  programs  currently  offered  and  provides  for 
all  additional  costs  due  to  collective  bargaining  agree- 
ments. 

I  was  pleased  to  read  of  the  continuing  progress  in 
achievement  scores  recently  announced  by  the  School 
Department.  Through  last  year's  budget,  we  permitted 
creation  of  new  educational  programs  and  restoration  of 
several  programs  that  were  eliminated  in  the  wake  of 
Proposition  2'/2.  Given  the  improvement  in  student 
achievement  scores  due  to  these  recent  budgetary  invest- 
ments, my  priority  for  the  schools  is  stability  through 
program  continuity.  This  budget  provides  for  a  stable 
teaching  workforce  and  greater  emphasis  on  expendi- 
tures that  directly  affect  the  learning  environment  for  stu- 
dents. 

As  you  know,  the  School  Committee  has  recently  sub- 
mitted a  budget  proposal  totaling  $271.45  million  for 
next  year.  In  response  to  your  questions  concerning  the 
differences  between  the  two  budget  documents,  please 
refer  to  the  attached  tables.  Table  I  shows  the  budget  pro- 
posal adopted  by  the  School  Committee.  The  second  ta- 
ble is  a  compilation  of  Superintendent  Spillane's  FY'86 
budget  recommendations  to  the  School  Committee.  You 
will  note  that  the  Superintendent's  recommendations  to- 
tal $269.4  million,  only  $.4  million  above  the  expendi- 
ture level  recommended  heie. 

Table  III  compares  the  School  Committee  budget  with 
that  of  the  Superintendent.  The  School  Committee  pro- 
posal requests  54.5  teaching  positions  and  50  administra- 
tive positions  above  the  levels  originally  recommended 
by  the  Superintendent.  The  cost  of  these  additions  is 
$2. 19  million. 

Table  IV  presents  a  line  item  allocation  consistent  with 
the  $269  million  expenditure  level  I  am  proposing  for  the 
School  Department.  To  highlight  the  differences  between 
my  budget  and  those  of  the  Superintendent  and  School 
Committee,  Tables  V  and  VI  have  been  prepared.  Table  V 
is  a  comparison  with  the  Superintendent's  recommenda- 
tion. Table  VI  is  a  comparison  with  the  School  Commit- 
tee's recommendation.  The  major  differences  are  the 


number  of  teacher  positions,  the  size  of  the  administra- 
tive staff,  and  the  priorities  among  the  operating  budget 
line  items. 


My  budget  requires  27.5  teaching  positions  above  the 
level  recommended  by  the  Superintendent.  Restoration 
of  these  positions  will  allow  the  School  Department  to 
hire  the  same  number  of  teachers  next  year  as  are  cur- 
rently in  the  classrooms  today.  Any  reduction  from  my 
level  would  result  in  fewer  teachers  in  the  middle  and 
high  schools  and  perhaps  jeopardize  the  student  progress 
demonstrated  this  year.  The  School  Committee  requests 
an  investment  of  27  more  teaching  positions  which  I  be- 
lieve is  unnecessary  considering  the  expected  enrollment 
decline  in  the  coming  year. 

The  second  major  difference  involves  the  appropriate 
level  of  administrative  staffing.  Every  comparison  of  ad- 
ministrative costs  among  urban  school  systems  clearly 
shows  that  there  are  simply  too  many  administrative  posi- 
tions in  the  Boston  Public  Schools.  If  we  are  to  meet  the 
educational  needs  of  our  students,  these  costs  must  be 
contained.  The  Superintendent  took  the  first  step  by  low- 
ering the  number  of  administrative  positions.  I  agree  with 
this  directions,  but  the  reduction  should  be  even  greater. 
In  addition  to  the  Superintendent's  recommendation, 
twelve  more  positions  should  be  eliminated  through  a 
process  of  selective  attrition. 

Further,  a  management  salary  freeze  should  be  im- 
posed since  School  Department  administrators  are  now 
paid  well  beyond  their  counterparts  in  other  city  depart- 
ments. This  inequity  should  not  be  allowed  to  continue. 
The  combination  of  administrative  position  reductions 
and  management  salary  freeze  will  significantly  lower 
the  projected  administrative  costs  and  begin  to  bring  the 
School  Department  in  line  with  other  comparable  school 
systems  such  as  those  in  Newark  and  St.  Louis. 

In  the  non-salary  items  there  is  one  major  difference.  I 
propose  substantial  increases  in  the  line  items  for  school 
repair  and  instructional  materials.  We  are  all  aware  of  the 
poor  physical  condition  of  many  of  our  schools.  It  is  time 
to  invest  in  higher  quality  facilities.  My  recommenda- 
tions regarding  repair  of  the  schools  represent  the  first 
increase  in  this  category  since  passage  of  the  Tregor  bill 
in  FY'83. 1  also  propose  a  7.4  percent  increase  in  instruc- 
tional supplies  over  the  amount  recommended  by  the  Su- 
perintendent. 

There  are  several  line  items  within  the  School  Depart- 
ment budget  that  are  clearly  overbudgeted.  Increases  for 
purchased  and  property  services  are  overstated.  The  ex- 
penditures level  for  equipment  is  not  adequately  substan- 
tiated by  the  School  Department.  The  teacher  reserve  is 
too  high  given  that  we  are  returning  the  same  number  of 
teachers  to  the  classrooms.  These  items  should  be 
trimmed  so  that  higher  priority  line  items  can  be  ade- 
quately funded. 

I  wish  to  emphasize  that  provision  of  quality  education 
is  a  matter  of  highest  priority  in  this  administration.  De- 
spite the  fiscal  difficulties  facing  the  city,  we  will  not 
compromise  our  commitment  to  public  education.  The 
School  Department  budget  suggested  here  assigns  prior- 
ity to  the  educational  needs  of  the  students.  The  students 
need  quality  teachers,  books  and  classrooms.  An  expend- 
iture level  of  $269  million,  allocated  as  1  have  described, 
will  continue  to  provide  these  necessary  services  to  the 
children  while  reducing  unnecessary  overhead.

lows, except  for  clerical  or  editorial  changes  of  form 
only: 

Section  1 .  Chapter  1 90  of  the  Acts  of  1 982 ,  the  City  of 
Boston  Funding  Loan  Act,  is  hereby  amended  by  insert- 
ing the  following  provisions: 

(1)  Chapter  190  of  the  Acts  of  1982  is  hereby 
amended  by  inserting  after  section  17  a  new  section 
17A,  to  read  as  follows: 

Section  17A.  To  provide  for  extraordinary  and  un- 
foreseen expenditures,  the  city  shall ,  prior  to  the  date 
when  the  tax  rate  for  a  fiscal  year  is  fixed,  include  in 
the  appropriations  for  such  fiscal  year  as  a  segre- 
gated reserve  fund  a  sum  not  less  than  3  percent  of  the 
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general  fund  departmental  appropriation  for  the  fis- 
cal year  next  preceding  such  fiscal  year,  provided, 
however,  that  the  amount  required  to  be  appropriated 
for  such  reserve  fund  in  any  fiscal  year  may  be  re- 
duced by  the  amount,  if  any,  remaining  in  the  reserve 
fund  established  for  the  preceding  fiscal  year  after  all 
transfers  have  been  made  therefrom  as  hereinafter 
authorized,  and  such  remaining  amount  shall  be  re- 
tained in  the  reserve  fund  provided  for  such  fiscal 
year.  Departmental  appropriation  shall  be  the  aggre- 
gate of  the  appropriations  for  the  City,  Hospital, 
County  and  School  Departments  and  services.  No  di- 
rect draft  against  this  fund  shall  be  made,  but  trans- 
fers from  the  fund  may  be  voted  by  the  City  Council 
after  June  30  upon  recommendation  of  the  Mayor  for 
the  purpose  of  avoiding  an  appropriation  or  revenue 
deficit,  or  both,  for  the  fiscal  year  just  ended,  and  the 
City  Auditor  shall  make  such  transfers  as  are  so 
voted.  The  Mayor's  transfer  authority  at  the  close  of 
the  fiscal  year,  as  defined  in  section  2  of  this  Act, 
shall  not  apply  to  this  reserve.  Each  transfer  recom- 
mended by  the  Mayor  to  the  City  Council  shall  be 
accompanied  by  written  documentation  detailing  the 
amount  of  such  transfer  and  an  explanation  of  the 
reason  for  the  transfer.  If  the  reserve  fund  for  a  fiscal 
year  beginning  on  or  after  July  1 ,  1988,  is  exhausted 
through  transfers  and  the  city  incurs  an  appropria- 
tion and/or  revenue  deficit  in  such  fiscal  year,  the 
reserve  fund  appropriation  requirement  shall  in- 
crease by  50  percent  for  the  fiscal  year  following 
such  fiscal  year. 

Notwithstanding  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this 
section,  the  amount  required  to  be  included  in  the 
appropriations  as  a  segregated  reserve  fund  for  a  fis- 
cal year  shall  be  not  less  than  the  following  percent- 
ages of  the  departmental  appropriation  for  the  fiscal 
year  next  preceding  such  fiscal  year: 

(a)  for  the  fiscal  year  beginning  July  1 ,  1985  —  3/5 
of  1  percent; 

(b)  for  the  fiscal  year  beginning  July  1,  1986  — 
l'/sof  1  percent; 

(c)  for  the  fiscal  year  beginning  July  1,  1987  — 
l4/5ofl  percent; 

(d)  for  the  fiscal  year  beginning  July  1,  1988  — 
22/5  of  1  percent; 

(e)  for  the  fiscal  year  beginning  July  1 ,  1989  and 
for  each  fiscal  year  thereafter  —  3  percent. 

(2)  Section  18  of  chapter  190  of  the  Acts  of  1982,  is 
hereby  amended  by  striking  out  the  fifth  paragraph  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following  paragraph: 

The  Mayor,  within  seven  days  after  receiving  such 
notice,  shall  determine  whether  to  waive  or  enforce 
such  allotment.  If  the  allotment  for  such  quarter  is 
waived  or  not  enforced,  as  provided  above,  the  Mayor 
within  seven  days  after  granting  the  waiver,  shall  state 
in  writing  to  the  City  Council  and  the  City  Clerk  what 
reductions  in  each  subsequent  quarter's  allotment  will 
be  taken  and/or  what  reallocations  or  transfers  will  be 
made  to  support  the  spending  level  in  each  subsequent 
quarter's  allotment.  The  department  or  agency  head 
shall  reduce  the  subsequent  quarter's  allotments  ac- 
cording to  the  Mayor's  recommendation.  If  the  allot- 
ment for  such  quarter  is  enforced  or  not  waived, 
thereafter  the  department  shall  terminate  all  personnel 
expenses  for  the  remainder  of  the  quarter.  All  actions, 
notices,  and  decisions  provided  for  in  this  section  shall 
be  transmitted  to  the  City  Council  and  the  City  Clerk 
within  seven  days. 

(3)  Chapter  486  of  the  Acts  of  1909  is  hereby 
amended  by  striking  out  section  3B,  as  most  recently 
amended  by  section  23  of  chapter  190  of  the  Acts  of 
1982,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following  sec- 
tion: 


Section  3B.  After  an  appropriation  of  money  has 
been  made  by  the  city  for  any  specific  purpose,  or  for 
the  needs  and  expenditures  of  any  city  department  or 
county  office,  no  transfer  of  any  part  of  the  money 
thus  appropriated,  between  such  department  or  of- 
fice and  another  department  or  office ,  shall  be  made, 
except  in  accordance  with  and  after  the  written  rec- 
ommendation of  the  Mayor  to  the  City  Council,  ap- 
proved by  a  yea  and  nay  vote  of  two-thirds  of  all  the 
members  of  the  City  Council,  provided  that  the  City 
Auditor,  with  the  approval  in  each  instance  of  the 
Mayor,  may  make  transfers,  other  than  for  personal 
service,  from  any  item  to  any  other  item  within  the 
appropriations  for  a  department,  division  of  a  de- 
partment or  county  office.  After  the  close  of  the  fis- 
cal year,  the  City  Auditor  may,  with  the  approval  of 
the  Mayor  in  each  instance,  apply  any  income  taxes 
not  disposed  of  and  make  transfers  from  any  appro- 
priation to  any  other  appropriation  for  the  purpose 
only  of  closing  the  accounts  of  such  fiscal  year. 

A  list  of  each  transfer  made  by  the  Auditor  after 
June  30  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  City  Council  and 
the  City  Clerk  no  later  than  seventy  days  after  the 
close  of  the  fiscal  year.  Each  transfer  listed  shall  be 
accompanied  by  an  explanation  stating  the  account 
from  which  the  transferred  funds  were  taken  and  the 
account  to  which  the  funds  were  transferred  and  the 
reason  for  the  transfer.

shall  any  transfers  be  made  under  section  3B  of  chap- 
ter 486  of  the  Acts  of  1909  from  personnel  services  to 
nonpersonal  services,  except  with  the  approval  of  a 
two-thirds  vote  of  the  City  Council,  if  such  transfer 
would  require  the  layoff  of  departmental  personnel, 
who  have  been  permanently  appointed  to  a  position 
in  the  department  under  the  provisions  of  chapter  3 1 
of  the  General  Laws.  No  reallocations  may  be  made 
under  this  section  after  April  15  in  any  fiscal  year.  A 
list  of  each  reallocation  made  by  the  Mayor  shall  be 
transmitted  to  the  City  Council  and  the  City  Clerk  by 
April  13  in  any  fiscal  year.  In  each  case  the  explana- 
tion shall  state  the  accounts  from  which  the  transfer- 
red funds  were  taken  and  the  accounts  to  which  the 
funds  were  reallocated,  and  the  reason  for  the  reallo- 
cations. Reallocations  shall  be  restricted  to  accounts 
appropriated  by  the  City  Council.  The  execution  of 
courts  and  hospitalization  and  insurance  accounts 
shall  be  exempt  as  a  revenue  source  for  reallocations 
under  this  paragraph. 

(5)  Chapter  190  of  the  Acts  of  1982  is  hereby 
amended  by  inserting  after  section  18  a  new  section

Section  18A.  To  further  insure  that  the  overall  eit> 
and  county  spending  program  remains  in  balance, 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  shall  appropriate  for  the 
executions  of  court  account  and  the  hospitalization 
and  insurance  account  an  amount  not  less  than  the 
average  of  the  past  three  years  actual  expenditures 
from  those  accounts.

that  legislation  be  adopted  providing  precisely  as  fol- 
lows, except  for  clerical  or  editorial  changes  of  form 
only: 

Section  1.  Chapter  190  of  the  Acts  of  1982  is  hereby 
amended  by  inserting  after  section  17  a  new  section  17A, 
to  read  as  follows: 

Section  17A.  To  provide  for  extraordinary  and  un- 
foreseen expenditures,  the  city  shall,  prior  to  the  date 
when  the  tax  rate  for  a  fiscal  year  is  fixed,  include  in  the 
appropriations  for  such  fiscal  year  as  a  segregated  re- 
serve fund  a  sum  not  less  than  3  percent  of  the  general 
fund  departmental  appropriation  for  the  fiscal  year 
next  preceding  such  fiscal  year,  provided,  however, 
that  the  amount  required  to  be  appropriated  for  such 
reserve  fund  in  any  fiscal  year  may  be  reduced  by  the 
amount,  if  any,  remaining  in  the  reserve  fund  estab- 
lished for  the  preceding  fiscal  year  after  all  transfers 
have  been  made  therefrom  as  hereinafter  authorized, 
and  such  remaining  amount  shall  be  retained  in  the  re- 
serve fund  provided  for  such  fiscal  year.  Departmental 
appropriation  shall  be  the  aggregate  of  the  appropria- 
tions for  the  City,  Hospital ,  County  and  School  Depart- 
ments and  services.  No  direct  draft  against  this  fund 
shall  be  made,  but  transfers  from  the  fund  may  be  voted 
by  the  City  Council  after  June  30  upon  recommenda- 
tion of  the  Mayor  for  the  purpose  of  avoiding  an  appro- 
priation or  revenue  deficit,  or  both,  for  the  fiscal  year 


just  ended,  and  the  City  Auditor  shall  make  such  trans- 
fers as  are  so  voted.  The  Mayor's  transfer  authority  at 
the  close  of  the  fiscal  year,  as  defined  in  section  2  of  this 
Act,  shall  not  apply  to  this  reserve.  Each  transfer  rec- 
ommended by  the  Mayor  to  the  City  Council  shall  be 
accompanied  by  written  documentation  detailing  the 
amount  of  such  transfer  and  an  explanation  of  the  rea- 
son for  the  transfer.  If  the  reserve  fund  for  a  fiscal  year 
beginning  on  or  after  July  1,  1988,  is  exhausted 
through  transfers  and  the  city  incurs  an  appropriation 
and/or  revenue  deficit  in  such  fiscal  year,  the  reserve 
fund  appropriation  requirement  shall  increase  by  50 
percent  for  the  fiscal  year  following  such  fiscal  year. 

Notwithstanding  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this 
section,  the  amount  required  to  be  included  in  the  ap- 
propriations as  a  segregated  reserve  fund  for  a  fiscal 
year  shall  be  not  less  than  the  following  percentages  of 
the  departmental  appropriation  for  the  fiscal  year  next 
preceding  such  fiscal  year:

(c)  for  the  fiscal  year  beginning  July  1,  1987  — 
l4/5of  1  percent; 

(d)  for  the  fiscal  year  beginning  July  1,  1988  — 
22/5  of  1  percent; 

(e)  for  the  fiscal  year  beginning  July  1 ,  1989  and 
for  each  fiscal  year  thereafter  —  3  percent. 

(2)  Section  18  of  chapter  190  of  the  Acts  of  1982,  is 
hereby  amended  by  striking  out  the  fifth  paragraph  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following  paragraph: 

The  Mayor,  within  seven  days  after  receiving  such 
notice,  shall  determine  whether  to  waive  or  enforce 
such  allotment.  If  the  allotment  for  such  quarter  is 
waived  or  not  enforced,  as  provided  above,  the  Mayor 
within  seven  days  after  granting  the  waiver,  shall  state

Chapter  486  of  the  Acts  of  1909  is  hereby 
amended  by  striking  out  section  3B,  as  most  recently 
amended  by  section  23  of  chapter  1 90  of  the  Acts  of  1 982 , 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following  section: 
Section  3B.  After  an  appropriation  of  money  has 
been  made  by  the  city  for  any  specific  purpose,  or  for 
the  needs  and  expenditures  of  any  city  department  or 
county  office,  no  transfer  of  any  part  of  the  money  thus 
appropriated,  between  such  department  or  office  and 
another  department  or  office,  shall  be  made,  except  in 
accordance  with  and  after  the  written  recommendation 
of  the  Mayor  to  the  City  Council,  approved  by  a  yea

Place  a  top  priority  on  the  inspecting  and  closing 
of  all  illegal  dump  sites,  especially  those  in  the 
Roxbury  neighborhood. 

2.  Instruct  the  Commissioner  of  Health  and  Hospi- 
tals to  discontinue  any  and  all  processed  for  site 
assignment  of  rubbish  disposal  facilities,  as  it  con- 
travenes chapter  13  of  the  Ordinances  of  1976. 

3 .  Instruct  the  Corporation  Counsel  to  assign  suffic- 
ient staff  attorneys  to  aggressively  pursue  the  legal 
remedies  necessary  to  close  all  illegal  dumping 
sites. 

4.  Instruct  attorneys  assigned  to  these  cases  to  ob- 
tain a  temporary  restraining  order  from  the  court, 
so  as  to  insure  that  no  dumping  business  may  occur 
under  the  appeal  process. 

5.  Use  all  the  powers  and  good  offices  of  the  city

The  unemployment  rate  for  the  Common- 
wealth is  3.9  percent,  yet  the  rate  for  the  City  of  Boston  is 
considerably  higher  and  for  minorities  in  Boston,  the  rate 
of  unemployment  is  double  the  state's  average;  and 

Whereas,  The  Boston  Jobs  Ordinance,  passed  in  Sep- 
tember, 1983,  mandates  that  50  percent  of  Boston  resi- 
dents, 25  percent  minority  and  10  percent  of  women  are 
to  be  hired  on  all  city-sponsored  or  assisted  construction 
projects;  and 

Whereas,  The  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority 
(BRA),  a  complying  agency  as  identified  within  the  ordi- 
nance, is  not  exempt  from  the  provisions  of  this  ordi- 
nance but  rather  as  a  signatory  to  a  number  of  "private" 


developments,  notably  ten  downtown  projects  represent- 
ing an  estimated  $1 .4  billion  in  construction  activity  and 
approximately  16,500  workers;  and 

Whereas,  Failure  to  implement  the  Jobs  Ordinance  on 
these  downtown  projects  would  leave  the  lucrative  down- 
town jobs  and  training  to  non-residents  and  would  con- 
tinue the  higher  rate  of  unemployment  for  Boston 
residents  and  minorities;  therefore,  be  it 

Ordered,  That  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority 
implement  the  Boston  Jobs  Residency  Ordinance  to  the 
letter  of  the  law;  and  be  it  further 

Ordered,  That  a  public  hearing  be  scheduled  with  offi- 
cials of  the  BRA  to  review  their  compliance  with  said  or- 
dinance.

Whereas,  The  problem  is  made  more  acute  for  observ- 
ing sitting  or  standing  near  the  back  of  the  room  because 
the  main  doorway,  whenever  opened,  admits  noise  from 
the  adjoining  corridor; 

Whereas,  This  situation  constantly  occurs  on  days  of 
Board  of  Appeal  hearings  when  several  controversial 
matters  may  be  on  the  agenda,  causing  groups  to  congre- 
gate outside  while  waiting  their  turn; 

Whereas,  Testimony  delivered  at  the  front  of  the  room 
in  conversational  level  to  the  respective  board  holding  a 
hearing  often  is  inaudible  or  undiscernible  beyond  the 
first  few  rows; 

Whereas,  It  would  be  a  useful  public  service  for  the  city 
to  install  a  permanent  loudspeaker  system  with  micro- 
phone attachments  that  could  be  activated  for  large  meet- 
ings in  Room  801; 

Whereas,  The  amplification  system  could  serve  vari- 
ous hearings,  including  those  held  by  the  Boston  Licens- 
ing Board,  Public  Improvement  Commission.  Board  of 
Appeal  or  other  city  agencies;  now.  therefore,  be  it 

Ordered.  By  the  City  Council  that  his  Honor,  the 
Mayor,  is  requested  to  have  the  Real  Property  Commis- 
sioner and  Deputy  Commissioner  in  charge  of  City  Hall 
facilities  to  consider  installation  of  a  loud  speaker  or  am- 
plification system  in  Room  801  for  the  convenience  of 
citizens  attending  public  hearings  there.

Dear  Councillors: 

I  transmit  herewith,  without  my  signature  and  disapproved,  an 
ordinance  passed  by  your  Honorable  Body  on  June  20,  1985, 
which  would  prohibit  the  permitting  of  refuse  transfer  stations  by 
the  city  as  of  December  30,  1983. 

The  reason  for  my  disapproval  is  that  the  scope  of  this  legisla- 
tion is  overbroad.  At  this  time  there  are  two  refuse  transfer  sta- 
tions in  the  City  of  Boston  which  are  operating  legally.  One  of 
these,  the  GSX  facility  at  Norfolk  Avenue,  is  currently  undergo- 
ing extensive  renovations  at  the  behest  of  the  Department  of 
Health  and  Hospitals  and  the  State  Department  of  Environmental 
Quality  Engineering  to  totally  enclose  its  operations  and  to  pro- 
hibit dumping  on  the  ground.  The  Department  of  Health  and  Hos- 
pitals is  currently  in  the  process  of  closing  illegal  transfer  stations

There  is  on  hand  awaiting  appropriation  the  sum  of 
$234,753.75,  that  is  made  available  from  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts,  FY-1985  State  Budget:  "Library  of  Last  Re- 
course." This  $234,753.75  represents  the  City  of  Boston  payroll 
expenses  for  fifty  library  employees,  for  the  fourth  quarter  of 
1985  (April  1,  1985,  through  June  30,  1985).  The  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts  has  authorized  the  Trustees  of  the  Boston 
Public  Library  to  expend  funds  for  salaries  out  of  this  grant,  called 
Library  of  Last  Recourse,  during  the  FY  1985. 

Special  authorization  was  granted  by  the  State  to  the  Trustees  to 
charge  library  employees  salaries  against  this  grant,  that  histori- 
cally has  only  been  used  to  acquire  reference  books.  Therefore, 
fifty  City  of  Boston  library  positions  that  are  paid  under  the  City 
Library  Budget  ( 1  - 1 0- 1 1  - 1 00)  are  authorized  to  be  reimbursed  by 
the  State.  This  $234,753.75  represents  the  fourth  quarter  reim- 
bursements, that  is  now  in  the  hands  of  the  Collector-Treasurer 
and  is  available  for  library  salaries.

Artillery  Co. .  hereinafter  referred  to  as  •Trustees,"  acknowledge 
that  they  have  received  on  behalf  of  the  Faneuil  Hall  Historical 
Restoration  and  Preservation  Trust  Fund  and  pursuant  to  G.L.  c. 
44,  s.  53A.  the  sum  of  $1.  from  a  donor,  whose  name,  together 
with  the  names  of  all  other  donors  to  this  trust  and  the  amounts 
contributed  by  each,  shall  be  kept  by  the  Trustees  in  a  permanent 
record,  and  agree  and  declare  for  themselves,  that  they  shall  hold 
said  sum  and  all  other  gits  made  to  them  as  Trustees,  hereunder, 
whether  by  gift  inter  \ivos,  by  bequest,  devise  or  otherwise,  for 
the  uses  and  purposes,  and  subject  to  the  duties  and  powers  herein 
set  forth.

Name 

Section  1.1:  This  trust  shall  be  called  "The  Faneuil  Hall  Histor- 
ical Restoration  and  Preservation  Trust  Fund."  This  trust  shall  be 
designated  and  known  as  "The  Faneuil  Hall  Historical  Restora- 
tion and  Preservation  Trust  Fund." 
Article  II 
Acceptance  of  Gifts.  Bequests  and  Devises 

Section  2.1:  The  trustees  may  receive  and  accept  property, 
whether  real,  personal,  or  mixed,  by  way  of  gift,  bequest,  or  de- 
vise, from  any  person,  firm,  trust,  or  corporation,  to  be  held, 
administered,  and  disposed  of  in  accordance  with  and  pursuant  to 
the  provisions  of  this  Declaration  of  Trust;  but  no  gift,  bequest  or 
devise  of  any  such  property  shall  be  received  and  accepted  if  it  is 
conditioned  or  limited  in  such  manner  as  to  require  the  disposition 
of  the  income  or  its  principal  to  any  person  or  organization  other 
than  a  "charitable  organization"  or  for  other  than  "charitable 
purposes"  within  the  meaning  of  such  terms  as  defined  in  Article 
Third  of  this  Declaration  of  Trust,  or  shall  in  the  opinion  of  the 
trustee,  jeopardize  the  federal  income  tax  exemption  of  this  trust 
pursuant  to  section  501(c)(3)  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code,  or 
corresponding  section  of  any  future  federal  tax  code. 
Article  III 
Distribution  and  Use  of 
Principal  and  Income 

Section  3.1:A  The  principal  and  income  of  all  property  re- 
ceived and  accepted  by  the  trustees  to  be  administered  under  this 
Declaration  of  Trust  shall  be  forever  held  in  trust  by  them  and  or 
their  successors),  and  the  trustees  may  make  payments  or  distri- 
butions from  income  or  principal .  or  both .  to  or  for  the  use  ot  such 
charitable  organizations,  within  the  meaning  of  that  term  as  de- 
fined in  section  3.3  of  this  Declaration  of  Trust,  in  such  amounts 
and  for  such  charitable  purposes  as  the  trustees  shall  from  time  to 
time  select  and  determine:  and  the  trustees  may  make  payments  or 
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distributions  from  income  or  principal,  or  both,  directly  for  such 
charitable  purposes,  within  the  meaning  of  that  term  as  defined  in 
section  3.4  of  this  Declaration  of  Trust,  in  such  amounts  as  the 
trustees  shall  from  time  to  time  select  and  determine  without  mak- 
ing use  of  any  other  charitable  organizations.  Where  any  donor 
has  expressed  the  desire  that  the  principal  be  kept  intact  and  only 
the  income  or  part  thereof  be  used,  if  such  a  gift  is  accepted,  the 
Trustee  shall  respect  such  expressed  desire. 

The  trustees  may  also  make  payments  or  distributions  of  all  or 
any  part  of  the  income  or  principal  to  states,  territories,  orposses- 
sions  of  the  United  States,  any  political  subdivision  of  any  of  the 
foregoing,  or  the  United  States  or  the  District  of  Columbia  but 
only  for  charitable  purposes  within  the  meaning  of  that  term  as 
defined  in  section  3.4  of  this  Declaration  of  Trust,  income  or  prin- 
cipal derived  from  contributions  by  corporations  shall  be  distrib- 
uted by  the  trustees  for  use  solely  within  the  United  States  or  its 
possessions.  No  part  of  the  net  earnings  of  this  trust  shall  inure  or 
be  payable  to  or  for  the  benefit  of  any  private  shareholder  or  indi- 
vidual, and  no  substantial  part  of  the  activities  of  this  trust  shall  be 
for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  of  propaganda,  or  otherwise  at- 
tempting, to  influence  legislation.  No  part  of  the  activities  of  this 
trust  shall  be  the  participation  in,  or  intervention  in  (including  the 
publishing  or  distributing  of  statements),  any  political  campaign 
on  behalf  of  any  candidate  for  public  office. 

Any  provision  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding,  the  distribution 
and  use  of  principal  and  income  of  this  trust  shall  be  for  the  pur- 
pose of  the  restoration  and  preservation  of  Faneuil  Hall  and  its 
surrounding  environs  in  the  City  of  Boston  as  the  achievement  of 
said  purpose  may  be  determined  in  the  discretion  of  the  trustees 
from  time  to  time. 

Section  3.2:  The  trust  shall  continue  forever  unless  the  trustees 
and/or  their  successor(s)  terminate  it  and  distribute  all  of  the  prin- 
cipal and  income,  which  action  may  be  taken  by  the  trustees  in 
their  discretion  at  any  time.  On  such  termination,  assets  shall  be 
distributed  for  one  or  more  exempt  purposes  within  the  meaning 
of  section  501(C)(3)  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code,  or  corres- 
ponding section  of  any  future  federal  tax  code,  or  shall  be  distrib- 
uted to  the  federal  government,  or  to  a  state  or  local  government, 
for  an  exempt  public  purpose  consistent  with  section  50 1  ( 1 )  of  the 
Internal  Revenue  Code  or  a  corresponding  section  of  any  future 
federal  tax  code .  The  donor(s)  authorizes  and  empowers,  but  does 
not  direct,  the  trustees  to  form  and  organize  a  nonprofit  corpora- 
tion limited  to  the  uses  and  purposes  provided  for  in  this  Declara- 
tion of  Trust,  such  corporation  to  be  organized  under  the  laws  of 
any  state  or  under  the  laws  of  the  United  States  as  may  be  deter- 
mined by  the  trustees;  such  corporation  when  organized  to  have 
power  to  administer  and  control  the  affairs  and  property  and  to 
carry  out  the  uses,  objects,  and  purposes  of  this  trust.  Upon  the 
creation  and  organization  of  such  corporation,  the  trustees  are 
authorized  and  empowered  to  convey,  transfer,  and  deliver  to 
such  corporation  all  the  property  and  assets  to  which  this  trust 
may  be  or  become  entitled.  The  charter,  bylaws,  and  other  provi- 
sions for  the  organization  and  management  of  such  corporation 
and  its  affairs  and  property  shall  be  such  as  the  trustees  shall  deter- 
mine, consistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  paragraph  and  section 
501  (c)  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  or  a  corresponding  section 
of  any  future  federal  tax  code. 

Section  3 . 3 :  In  this  Declaration  of  Trust  and  in  any  amendments 
to  it,  references  to  "charitable  organizations"  or  "charitable  or- 
ganization" mean  corporations,  trusts,  funds,  foundations,  or 
community  chests  created  or  organized  in  the  United  States  or  in 
any  of  its  possessions,  whether  under  the  laws  of  the  United 
States,  any  state  or  territory,  the  District  of  Columbia,  or  any  pos- 
session of  the  United  States,  organized  and  operated  exclusively 
for  charitable  purposes,  no  part  of  the  net  earnings  of  which  inures 
or  is  payable  to  or  for  the  benefit  of  any  private  shareholder  or 
individual,  and  no  substantial  part  of  the  activities  of  which  is 
carrying  on  propaganda,  or  otherwise  attempting  influence  legis- 
lation, and  which  do  not  participate  in  or  intervene  in  (including 
the  publishing  or  distributing  of  statements),  any  political  cam- 
paign on  behalf  of  any  candidate  for  public  office.  It  is  intended 
that  any  organization  described  in  this  section  3 . 3  shall  be  entitled 
to  exemption  from  federal  income  tax  under  section  501  (c)(3)  of 


the  Internal  Revenue  Code,  or  a  corresponding  section  of  any  fu- 
ture federal  tax  code. 

Section  3 .4:  In  this  Declaration  of  Trust  and  in  any  amendments 
to  it,  the  term  "charitable  purposes"  shall  be  limited  to  and  shall 
include  only  religious,  charitable,  scientific,  literary,  or  educa- 
tional purposes  within  the  meaning  of  those  terms  as  used  in  sec- 
tion 501(c)(3)  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code,  or  a  corresponding 
section  of  any  future  federal  tax  code,  but  only  such  purposes  as 
also  constitute  public  charitable  purposes  under  the  law  of  trust  of 
the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 
Article  IV 

Section  4. 1 :  Any  provision  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding,  no 
contract  relating  to  the  construction,  reconstruction,  restoration 
or  preservation  of  Faneuil  Hall  and  its  surrounding  environs  in  the 
City  of  Boston  shall  be  entered  into  by  the  trustees  which  shall  not 
have  complied  with  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts  General 
Laws  chapter  149,  section  44A,  as  amended,  from  time  to  time, 
the  so-called  "Public  Bidding  Law"  or  any  similar  provisions  of 
any  future  such  law . 

Article  V 
Amendments 

Section  5.1:  This  Declaration  of  Trust  may  be  amended  at  any 
time  or  times  by  written  instrument  or  instruments  signed  and 
sealed  by  the  trustees,  and  acknowledged  by  any  trustees,  pro- 
vided that  no  amendment  shall  authorize  the  trustees  to  conduct 
the  affairs  of  this  trust  in  any  manner  or  for  any  purpose  contrary 
to  the  provisions  of  section  501(c)(3)  of  the  Internal  Revenue 
Code,  or  any  corresponding  section  of  any  future  federal  tax 
code,  and  provided  further  that  no  amendment  shall  be  valid  or 
allowed  which  purports  to  derogate  the  purpose  of  this  trust  to  use 
the  principal  and  income  therefrom  for  any  purpose  other  than  for 
the  restoration  and  preservation  of  Faneuil  Hall  and  its  surround- 
ing environs  in  the  City  of  Boston  as  the  achievement  of  said  pur- 
pose may  be  determined  in  the  discretion  of  the  trustees  from  time 
to  time,  and  provided  still  further  that  Article  Fourth  may  not  be 
amended  in  any  way  whatsoever  except  upon  the  direction  of  a 
court  of  competent  jurisdiction  or  by  an  act  of  the  Great  and  Gen- 
eral Court  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  which  so  di- 
rects an  amendment.  An  amendment  of  the  provisions  of  this 
Article  Fifth  (or  any  amendment  to  it)  shall  be  valid  only  if  and  to 
the  extent  that  such  amendment  further  restricts  the  trustee's 
amending  power.  All  instruments  amending  this  Declaration  of 
Trust  shall  be  noted  upon  or  kept  attached  to  the  executed  original 
of  this  Declaration  of  Trust  held  by  the  trustees. 
Article  VI 
Trustee  Provisions 

Section  6.1:  The  trustees  under  this  Declaration  of  Trust  shall 
be  the  Commissioner  of  Real  Property,  Ex  Officio,  of  the  City  of 
Boston  and  the  Corporation  Counsel,  ex  officio,  of  the  City  of 
Boston  and  the  Captain-Commandjng,  ex  officio  of  the  Ancient 
and  Honorable  Artillery  Co.,  then  currently  in  office  and  their 
successors  in  office  from  time  to  time.  Any  trustee  under  this  Dec- 
laration of  Trust  may,  by  written  instrument,  signed  and 
aknowledged,  deposited  with  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston  and 
his  successors  in  office  from  time  to  time,  resign  his  office  as 
trustee.  In  the  event  of  any  such  resignation,  the  Mayor  of  the  City 
of  Boston  shall  appoint  a  successor(s)  trustee  or  trustees  who  shall 
serve  until  any  successor  Commissioner  of  Real  Property,  ex  off- 
ficio,  of  the  City  of  Boston  and  the  Corporation  Counsel,  ex  offi- 
cio, of  the  City  of  Boston  and  the  Captain-Commanding,  ex 
officio  of  the  Ancient  and  Honorable  Artillery  Co.,  shall  assume 
office  and  accept  appointment  as  trustee  by  written  instrument, 
signed  and  acknowledged,  and  deposited  with  the  Mayor  of  the 
City  of  Boston  and  his  successors  in  office  from  time  to  time.  Any 
succeeding  or  additional  trustees  shall,  upon  his  or  their  accept- 
ance of  office  by  written  instrument(s),  signed  and  acknowl- 
edged, and  deposited  with  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston  and  his 
successors  in  office  from  time  to  time,  have  the  same  powers, 
rights  and  duties,  and  the  same  title  to  the  trust  estate  jointly  with 
the  surviving  or  remaining  trustee  or  trustees  as  if  originally  ap- 
pointed. 
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No  trustee  shall  be  required  to  furnish  any  bond  or  surety;  nor 
shall  each  or  any  of  them  be  responsible  or  liable  for  the  acts  of 
omission  of  any  other  of  the  trustees ,  or  of  any  predecessor,  or  of 
any  custodian,  agent,  depository  or  counsel  retained  or  hired  by 
the  trustees,  if  selected  with  reasonable  care,  except  as  otherwise 
required  by  law . 

The  one  or  more  trustees ,  whether  original  or  successor,  for  the 
time  being  in  office,  shall  have  full  authority  to  act  even  though 
one  or  more  vacancies  may  exist.  A  trustees  may,  by  appropriate 
written  instrument,  signed,  sealed  and  executed,  delegate  all  or 
any  part  of  his  powers  to  another  or  others  of  the  trustees  for  such 
periods  and  subject  to  such  conditions  as  such  delegating  trustees 
may  determine,  except  as  otherwise  required  by  law.

Article  VII 
Powers  of  the  Trustee 

Section  7.1:  In  extension  and  not  in  limitation  of  the  common 
law  and  statutory  powers  of  trustees  and  other  powers  and  limita- 
tions set  forth  in  this  Declaration  of  Trust,  and  trustees  shall  have 
the  following  discretionary  powers: 

a)  To  invest  and  reinvest  the  principal  and  income  of  the  trust 
in  such  property,  real,  personal,  or  mixed,  and  in  such  manner 
as  they  shall  deem  proper,  and  from  time  to  time  to  change  in-

a  kind  or  size  which  but  for  this  express  authority  would  not  be 
considered  legal  investments  for  a  trustee  and  although  all  of 
the  trust  fund  are  invested  in  the  securities  of  one  company.  No 
principal  or  income,  however,  shall  be  loaned,  directly  or  indi- 
rectly, to  any  trustees  or  to  anyone  else,  corporation  or  other- 
wise, who  has  at  any  time  made  a  contribution  to  this  trust,  nor 
to  anyone  except  on  the  basis  of  an  adequate  interest  charge  and 
with  adequate  security. 

b)  To  sell,  lease  or  exchange  any  personal,  mixed,  or  real 
property,  at  public  auction  or  by  private  contract,  for  such  con- 
sideration and  on  such  terms  as  to  credit  or  otherwise,  and  to 
make  such  contracts  and  enter  into  such  undertakings  relating 
to  the  trust  property,  as  they  consider  advisable,  whether  or  not 
such  leases  or  contracts  may  extend  beyond  the  duration  of  the 
trust. 

c)  To  borrow  money  for  such  periods,  at  such  rates  of  inter- 
est, and  upon  such  terms  as  the  trustees  consider  advisable,  and 
as  security  for  such  loans  to  mortgage  or  pledge  any  real  or 
personal  property  with  or  without  power  of  sale;  to  acquire  or 
hold  any  real  or  personal  property,  subject  to  any  mortgage  or 
pledge  on  or  of  property  acquired  or  held  by  this  trust. 

d)  To  execute  and  deliver  deeds,  assignments,  transfers, 
mortgages,  pledges,  leases,  covenants,  contracts,  promissory 
notes,  releases,  and  all  other  instruments,  sealed  or  unsealed, 
necessary,  proper  or  incident  to  any  transaction  in  which  they 
engage  for  the  accomplishment  of  the  purposes  of  this  trust  or  of 
any  of  the  powers  herein  granted. 

e)  To  vote,  to  give  proxies,  to  participate  in  the  reorganiza- 
tion, merger  or  consolidation  of  any  concern,  or  in  the  sale, 
lease,  disposition,  or  distribution  of  its  assets;  to  join  with  other 
security  holders  in  acting  through  a  committee,  depository,  vot- 
ing trustees,  or  otherwise,  and  in  this  connection  to  delegate 
authority  to  such  committee,  depository,  or  trustees  and  to  de- 
posit securities  with  them  or  transfer  securities  to  them;  to  pay 
assessments  levied  on  securities  or  to  exercise  subscription 
rights  in  respect  of  securities. 

f)  To  employ  a  bank  or  trust  company  as  custodian  of  any 
funds  or  securities  and  to  delegate  to  it  such  powers  as  they 
deem  appropriate;  to  hold  trust  property  without  indication  of 
fiduciary  capacity  but  only  in  the  name  of  a  registered  nominee. 


provided  the  trust  property  is  at  all  times  identified  as  such  on 
the  books  of  the  trust  and  to  hold  any  securities  in  registered  or 
in  bearer  form;  to  keep  any  or  all  of  the  trust  property  or  funds  in 
any  place  or  places  in  the  United  States  of  America:  to  employ 
clerks,  accountants,  investment  counsel,  investment  agents, 
and  contract  fro  any  special  trust-related  services,  and  to  pay 
the  reasonable  compensation  and  expenses  of  all  such  services 
in  addition  to  the  compensation  of  the  trustees. 

g)  To  determine  to  what  extent  money  and  other  property 
coming  into  their  possession,  in  order  to  do  justice  and  equity, 
shall  be  deemed  principal  or  income,  and  to  apportion  the  same 
between  principal  and  income  to  the  extent  they  determine. 

h)  To  determine  in  the  mode  in  which  expenses  incidental  to 
the  administration  of  the  trust  shall  be  borne  as  between  princi- 
pal and  income,  and  to  apportion  the  same  between  principal 
and  income. 

i)  To  establish  and  maintain  in  such  manner  and  to  such  extent 
as  he  deems  necessary  or  proper  a  sinking  fund  or  sinking  funds 
for  the  payment  or  reduction  of  any  mortgage  upon  any  real 
estate  held  by  them  hereunder. 

j)  To  amortize  any  premium  on  any  bonds  held  as  a  part  of  the 
trust  property  or  to  refrain  from  doing  so  as  they  shall  deter- 
mine. 

k)  To  retain  and  hold  any  stock,  bond  or  other  security,  any 
real  estate  or  any  other  form  of  property  given  to  them  for  as 
long  a  period  as  they  deem  advisable  subject  to  limitations  im- 
posed upon  the  gifts. 

1)  To  join  in  any  merger,  consolidation  or  reorganization  of 
any  corporation  or  association  whose  securities  shall  be  held  as 
part  of  the  trust  property;  to  pay  any  calls  and  assessments  im- 
posed upon  the  owner  of  such  securities  as  a  condition  of  partic- 
ipating therein;  and  to  consent  to  any  contract,  lease,  mortgage, 
purchase  or  sale  of  property,  by  or  between  such  corporation 
and  any  other  corporation  or  person. 

m)  To  deposit  any  security  with  any  protective  or  reorganiza- 
tion committee  and  to  delegate  to  such  committee  such  power 
and  authority  with  relation  thereto  as  the  Trustee  may  deem 
proper,  and  to  agree  to  pay,  and  to  pay,  out  of  the  property  of  this 
trust,  such  portion  of  the  expenses  and  compensation  of  such 
committee  as  they  may  deem  proper.

propriate. 

q)  To  grant  such  terms  of  credit  as  they  may  deem  proper, 
with  or  without  security,  upon  the  occasion  of  making  any  sale 
or  disposition  of  any  asset  contained  in  this  trust  and  to  give  and 
receive  money  in  order  to  effect  equality  in  price  upon  the  occa- 
sion of  making  any  exchange. 

r)  To  make  distributions  in  cash  or  in  kind. 

s)  To  hold  all  or  part  of  the  trust  fund  uninvested  for  such 
purposes  and  for  such  time  as  the  trustees  may  deem  appropri- 
ate. 

Article  VIII 

Fiduciary'  Responsibility 

Section  8.1:  The  trustes'  powers  are  exercisable  solely  in  the 

fiduciary  capacity  consistent  with  and  in  furtherance  of  the  chari- 

tabale  purposes  of  this  trust  as  specified  in  Article  Third  and  not 

otherwise.

SUPPLEMENTAL  APPROPRIATION  OF  $33,800,000  FOR 
SCHOOL  DEPARTMENT  FOR  FY86

Dear  Councillors: 

Enclosed  please  find  an  appropriation  order  in  the  amount  of 
$33 . 8  million  of  supplemental  funds  for  General  School  Purposes 
for  Fiscal  Year  1986 .  This  order  specifically  excludes  this  amount 
from  the  appropriation  authority  of  the  School  Committee  for 
subsequent  years. 

In  submitting  this  appropriation  order,  I  am  supporting  an  ex- 
penditure level  for  FY'86  of  $269  million  for  the  Boston  Public- 
Schools.  This  represents  an  increase  of  $  1 2  million  or  4. 7  percent 
over  the  expenditure  level  for  this  fiscal  year.  The  increase  is  nec- 
essary to  continue  the  instructional  programs  currently  offered 
and  provides  for  all  additional  costs  due  to  collective  bargaining 
agreements. 

I  was  pleased  to  read  of  the  continuing  progress  in  achievement 
scores  recently  announced  by  the  School  Department.  Through 
last  year's  budget,  we  permitted  creation  of  new  educational  pro- 
grams and  restoration  of  several  programs  that  were  eliminated  in 


the  wake  of  Proposition  2-1/2.  Given  the  improvement  in  student 
achievement  scores  due  to  these  recent  budgetary  investments, 
my  priority  for  the  schools  is  stability  through  program  continu- 
ity. This  budget  provides  for  a  stable  teaching  workforce  and 
greater  emphasis  on  expenditures  that  directly  affect  the  learning 
environment  for  students. 

As  you  know,  the  School  Committee  has  recently  submitted  a 
budget  proposal  totaling  $247.45  million  for  next  year.  In  re- 
sponse to  your  questions  concerning  the  differences  between  the 
two  budget  documents,  please  refer  to  the  attached  tables.  Table  I 
shows  the  budget  proposal  adopted  by  the  School  Committee .  The 
second  table  is  a  compilation  of  Superintendent  Spillane's  FY'86 
budget  recommendations  to  the  School  Committee.  You  will  note 
that  the  Superintendent's  recommendations  total  $269.4  million, 
only  $.4  million  above  the  expenditure  level  recommended  here. 

Table  III  compares  the  School  Committee  budget  with  that  of 
the  Superintendent.  The  School  Committee  proposal  requests 
54.5  teaching  positions  and  50  administrative  positions  above  the 
levels  originally  recommended  by  the  Superintendent.  The  cost 
of  these  additions  is  $2.19  million. 

Table  IV  presents  a  line  item  allocation  consistent  with  the  $269 
million  expenditure  level  I  am  proposing  for  the  School  Depart- 
ment. To  highlight  the  differences  between  my  budget  and  those 
of  the  Superintendent  and  School  Committee,  Tables  V  and  VI 
have  been  prepared.  Table  V  is  a  comparison  with  the  Superin- 
tendent's recommendation.  Table  VI  is  a  comparison  with  the 
School  Committee's  recommendation.  The  major  differences  are 
the  number  of  teacher  positions,  the  size  of  the  administrative 
staff,  and  the  priorities  among  the  operating  budget  line  items. 

My  budget  requires  27.5  teaching  positions,  above  the  level 
recommended  by  the  Superintendent.  Restoration  of  these  posi- 
tions will  allow  the  School  Department  to  hire  the  same  number  of 
teachers  next  year  as  are  currently  in  the  classrooms  today.  Any 
reduction  from  my  level  would  result  in  fewer  teachers  in  the  mid- 
dle and  high  schools  and  perhaps  jeopardize  the  student  progress 
demonstrated  this  year.  The  School  Committee  requests  an  in- 
vestment of  twenty-seven  more  teaching  positions  which  I  believe 
is  unnecessary  considering  the  expected  enrollment  decline  in  the 
coming  year. 

The  second  major  difference  involves  the  appropriate  level  of 
administrative  staffing.  Every  comparison  of  administrative 
costs  among  major  urban  school  systems  clearly  shows  that  there 
art  simply  too  many  administrative  positions  in  the  Boston  Public 
Schools.  If  we  are  to  meet  the  educational  needs  of  our  students, 
these  costs  must  be  contained.  The  Superintendent  took  the  first 
step  by  lowering  the  number  of  administrative  positions.  I  agree 
with  this  direction,  but  the  reduction  should  be  even  greater.  In 
addition  to  the  Superintendent's  recommendation,  twelve  more 
positions  should  be  eliminated  through  a  process  of  selective  attri- 
tion. 

Further,  a  management  salary  freeze  should  be  imposed  since 
School  Department  administrators  are  now  paid  well  beyond  their 
counterparts  in  other  city  departments.  This  inequity  should  not 
be  allowed  to  continue.  The  combination  of  administrative  posi- 
tion reductions  and  management  salary  freeze  will  significantly 
lower  the  projected  administrative  costs  and  begin  to  bring  the 
School  Department  in  line  w  ith  other  comparable  school  systems 
as  those  in  Newark  and  St.  Louis. 

In  the  non-salary  items  there  is  one  major  difference.  I  propose 
substantial  increases  in  the  line  items  for  school  repair  and  in- 
structional materials.  We  are  all  aware  of  the  poor  physical  condi- 
tion of  many  of  our  schools.  It  is  time  to  invest  in  higher  quality 
facilities.  My  recommendations  regarding  repair  of  the  schools 
represent  the  first  increase  in  this  category  since  passage  of  the 
Tregor  bill  in  FY'83.  I  also  propose  a  7.4  percent  increase  in  in- 
structional supplies  over  the  amount  recommended  by  the  Super- 
intendent. 

There  are  several  line  items  within  the  School  Department 
budget  that  are  clearly  overbudgeted.  Increases  for  purchased  and 
property  services  are  overstated.  The  expenditure  le\  el  for  equip- 
ment is  not  adequately  substantiated  by  the  School  Department. 
The  teacher  reserve  is  too  high  given  that  we  are  returning  the 
same  number  of  teachers  to  the  classrooms.  These  items  should  be 
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trimmed  so  that  higher  priority  line  items  can  be  adequately 
funded. 

I  wish  to  emphasize  that  provision  of  quality  education  is  a  mat- 
ter of  highest  priority  in  this  administration.  Despite  the  fiscal 
difficulties  facing  the  city,  we  will  not  compromise  our  commit- 
ment to  public  education.  The  School  Department  budget  sug- 
gested here  assigns  priority  to  the  educational  needs  of  the 
students.  The  students  need  quality  teachers,  books  and  class- 
rooms. An  expenditure  level  of  $269  million,  allocated  as  I  have 
described,  will  continue  to  provide  these  necessary  services  to  the 
children  while  reducing  unnecessary  overhead.

Section  1 .  Chapter  190  of  the  Acts  of  1982,  the  City  of  Boston 
Funding  Loan  Act,  is  hereby  amended  by  inserting  the  following 
provisions: 

(1)  Chapter  190  of  the  Acts  of  1982  is  hereby  amended  by 
inserting  after  section  17  a  new  section  17A,  to  read  as  follows: 
Section  17 A.  To  provide  for  extraordinary  and  unforeseen 
expenditures,  the  city  shall,  on  or  before  August  1  of  each 
year,  or  within  ten  days  after  the  approval  of  the  City  Council 
and  the  Mayor  of  the  annual  appropriation  orders  for  such 
fiscal  year,  whichever  shall  occur  later,  include  in  the  appro- 
priations for  such  fiscal  year  as  a  segregated  reserve  fund  a 
sum  not  less  than  3  percent  of  the  general  fund  departmental 
appropriation  for  the  fiscal  year  next  preceding  such  fiscal 
year,  provided,  however,  that  the  amount  required  to  be  ap- 
propriated for  such  reserve  fund  in  any  fiscal  year  may  be 
reduced  by  the  amount,  if  any,  remaining  in  the  reserve  fund 
established  for  the  preceding  fiscal  year  after  all  transfers 
have  been  made  therefrom  as  hereinafter  authorized,  and 
such  remaining  amount  shall  be  retained  in  the  reserve  fund 
provided  for  such  fiscal  year.  Departmental  appropriation 
shall  be  the  aggregate  of  the  appropriations  for  the  City,  Hos- 
pital, County  and  School  Departments  and  services.  No  di- 
rect draft  against  this  fund  shall  be  made,  but  transfers  from 
the  fund  may  be  voted  by  the  City  Council  after  June  30  upon 
recommendation  of  the  Mayor  for  the  purpose  of  avoiding  an 
appropriation  or  revenue  deficit,  or  both,  for  the  fiscal  year 
just  ended,  and  the  City  Auditor  shall  make  such  transfers  as 
are  so  voted.  The  Mayor's  transfer  authority  at  the  close  of 
the  fiscal  year,  as  defined  in  section  23  of  this  Act,  shall  not 
apply  to  this  reserve.  Each  transfer  recommended  by  the 


Mayor  to  the  City  Council  shall  be  accompanied  by  written 
documentation  detailing  the  amount  of  such  transfer  and  an 
explanation  of  the  reason  for  the  transfer.  If  the  reserve  fund 
for  a  fiscal  year  beginning  on  or  after  July  1,  1988,  is  ex- 
hausted through  transfers  and  the  city  incurs  an  appropriation 
and/or  revenue  deficit  in  such  fiscal  year,  the  reserve  fund 
appropriation  requirement  shall  increase  by  50  percent  for 
the  fiscal  year  following  such  fiscal  year. 

Notwithstanding  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this  section, 
the  amount  required  to  be  included  in  the  appropriations  as  a 
segregated  reserve  fund  for  a  fiscal  year  shall  be  not  less  than 
the  following  percentages  of  the  departmental  appropriation 
for  the  fiscal  year  next  preceding  such  fiscal  year: 

(a)  for  the  fiscal  year  beginning  July  first,  1985  — 3/5  of  1 
percent; 

(b)  for  the  fiscal  year  beginning  July  first,  1986  —  1-1/5 
percent; 

(c)  for  the  fiscal  year  beginning  July  first,  1987  —  1-4/5 
percent; 

(d)  for  the  fiscal  year  beginning  July  first,  1988  —  2-2/5 
percent;  and 

(e)  for  the  fiscal  year  beginning  July  first,  1989  and  for 
each  fiscal  year  thereafter  —  3  percent. 

(2)  Section  18  of  chapter  190  of  the  Acts  of  1982,  is  hereby 
amended  by  striking  out  the  fifth  paragraph  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  following  paragraph: 

The  Mayor,  within  seven  days  after  receiving  such  notice, 
shall  determine  whether  to  waive  or  enforce  such  allotment. 
If  the  allotment  for  such  quarter  is  waived  or  not  enforced,  as 
provided  above,  the  Mayor  within  seven  days  after  granting 
the  waiver,  shall  state  in  writing  to  the  City  Council  and  the 
City  Clerk  what  reductions  in  each  subsequent  quarter's  al- 
lotment will  be  taken  and/or  what  reallocations  or  transfers 
will  be  made  to  support  the  spending  level  in  each  subsequent 
quarter's  allotment.  The  department  or  agency  head  shall  re- 
duce the  subsequent  quarter's  allotments  according  to  the 
Mayor's  recommendation.  If  the  allotment  for  such  quarter  is 
enforced  or  not  waived,  thereafter  the  department  shall  ter- 
minate all  personnel  expenses  for  the  remainder  of  the  quar- 
ter. All  actions,  notices,  and  decisions  provided  for  in  this 
section  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  City  Council  and  the  City 
Clerk  within  seven  days. 

(3)  Chapter  486  of  the  Acts  of  1909  is  hereby  amended  in 
section  3B,  as  most  recently  amended  by  section  23  of  chapter 
190  of  the  Acts  of  1982,  by  inserting  at  the  end  thereof  the  fol- 
lowing: 

A  list  of  each  transfer  made  by  the  Auditor  after  June  30 
shall  be  transmitted  to  the  City  Council  and  the  City  Clerk  no 
later  than  seventy  days  after  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year.  Each 
transfer  listed  shall  be  accompanied  by  an  explanation  stating 
the  account  from  which  the  transferred  funds  were  taken  and 
the  account  to  which  the  funds  were  transferred  and  the  rea- 
son for  the  transfer.

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amount  not  less  than  the  average  of  the  past  three  years  actual 
expenditures  from  those  accounts.

Section  31C.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  any  gen- 
eral or  special  law  to  the  contrary,  the  proceeds  from  the  dis- 
position of  any  surplus  property  other  than  that  acquired 
through  tax  title  foreclosure  shall  be  deposited  in  a  separate 
fund  which  shall  be  set  up  on  the  books  of  the  city  and  shall  be 
known  as  the  Surplus  Property  Disposition  Fund,  and  shall 
be  used  only  as  follows: 

(1)  For  the  payment  of  indebtedness,  if  any,  then  outstand- 
ing, that  was  incurred  for  the  acquisition  or  improvement 
from  time  to  time  of  the  property  disposed  of; 

(2)  All  proceeds  in  excess  of  such  amount  shall  be  used 
only  for  purposes  for  which  the  city  is  authorized  to  incur 
debt  for  a  period  of  ten  years  or  more. 

(8)  Section  14  of  chapter  190  of  the  Acts  of  1982,  is  hereby 
amended  by  striking  out  the  entire  section  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  following  paragraph: 

Section  14.  There  shall  be  appointed  by  the  president  of  the 
City  Council  subject  to  confirmation  by  the  entire  City  Coun- 
cil, an  Audit  Committee  of  five  members,  all  residents  of  the 
City  of  Boston,  whose  members  shall  serve  for  five  years. 
Members  shall  serve  without  compensation  but  may  be  reim- 
bursed for  expenses  necessarily  incurred,  and  shall  be 
deemed  special  municipal  employees  for  the  purposes  of 
chapter  268 A  of  the  General  Laws.

The  said  committee  shall 
review  the  recommendations  of  the  firm  and  shall  present  to 
the  City  Council  such  recommendations  as  it  may  have. 

(9)  Amend  chapter  486  of  the  Acts  of  1 909 ,  section  3 ,  as  most 
recently  amended  by  section  15  of  chapter  190  of  the  Acts  of 
1982  by  inserting  the  following  after  the  third  sentence. 

An  item  shall  be  defined  as  any  budgetary  line  item  within 
any  group  of  any  City.  County,  or  School  Department  budget. 

(10)  Chapter  486  of  the  Acts  of  1909  as  most  recently 
amended  by  section  15  of  chapter  190  of  the  Acts  of  1982  by 
striking  the  reference  to  "thirty  days"  dealing  with  a  supple- 
mental appropriation  order  and  insert  in  place  thereof  "sixty 
days." 

Section  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  passage.

Dear  Councillors: 

I  am  hereby  resubmitting  for  your  approval  the  Fiscal  Year 
1986  budget  for  the  City  of  Boston. 

This  budget  proposal  represents  an  austere  spending  plan 
driven  almost  exclusively  by  fixed  costs  and  inflation.  Seventy 
percent  of  all  city  agencies  have  been  either  level-funded,  re- 
duced, or  eliminated.  Following  a  year  in  which  we  cut  nearly  500 
full-time  equivalent  city  department  positions,  we  are  proposing 
further  reductions  of  more  than  100  personnel .  Our  financial  con- 
dition has  forced  difficult  choices  between  needed  preventive 


maintenance  and  painful  service  reductions,  and  the  deferral  of 
virtually  all  cost-additive  new  programming. 

To  address  the  long  history  of  city  deficits,  we  have  taken  major 
steps  to  eliminate  past  practices  of  under-budgeting  for  known 
costs,  particularly  in  the  area  of  court  judgments  and  the  property 
tax  overlay. 

Moreover,  in  the  past-two  weeks  we  have  taken  historic  steps 
toward  eliminating  the  city's  structural  revenue  problem.  Specifi- 
cally, the  legislature  has  authorized  two  local  option  taxes  and  has 
reserved  funds  in  the  state  budget  for  the  assumption  of  county 
correctional  costs.  The  annualized  combined  impact  of  these 
taxes  and  assumptions  represent  nearly  $38  million  for  the  City  of 
Boston.  In  addition,  we  have  proposed  School  Department  direct 
appropriations  by  $9.7  million,  while  supporting  a  spending  level 
of  $269  million  for  FY'86. 

Furthermore,  at  the  state's  recommendation,  we  are  proposing 
a  $9  million  increase  in  the  use  of  votable  excess  pension  fund 
earnings  to  offset  the  city's  annual  pension  payments.  Other  reve- 
nue changes  include  a  decrease  in  the  federal  revenue  sharing  esti- 
mate of  $2.2  million  and  a  decrease  in  the  city's  projected  FY' 85 
revenue  shortfall  of  $4 . 9  m illion  due  to  increased  1 2 1 A  payments 
certified  and  transferred  by  the  Massachusetts  Department  of 
Revenue.  The  budget  proposal  includes  funding  for  tax  title  ex- 
penses, the  city's  annual  independent  audit,  and  a  proposed  in- 
crease of  $560,000  in  the  Police  Department  appropriation  to 
address  the  city's  new  revenue-producing  paid  detail  system  and 
to  adequately  fund  canine  management  efforts,  as  recommended 
by  the  Council. 

I  am  presenting  a  budget  proposal  which  I  believe  addresses  the 
most  basic  services  Boston's  residents,  its  workforce,  and  its  visi- 
tors demand  and  deserve.  I  ask  for  your  continued  cooperation  in 
the  effort  to  secure  a  strong  financial  foundation  for  the  City  of 
Boston  and  for  your  approval  of  the  attached  budget  proposal.

I  herewith  transmit  and  recommend  you  adopt  the  attached  or- 
der accepting  the  provisions  of  chapter  145  of  the  Acts  of  1985  in 
its  entirety. 

As  you  know,  this  new  law  allows  local  cities  and  towns  to 
accept  two  new  local  taxes  of  5  cents  per  gallon  on  jet  fuel  and  of  4 
percent  on  hotel  and  motel  rooms. 

A  provision  of  the  bill  necessitates  its  local  acceptance  by  early 
next  week  in  order  to  implement  the  taxes  on  August  1  or  face  a 
revenue  loss  in  excess  of  $1 .5  million  for  the  month  of  August. 
Therefore,  I  respectfully  request  your  Honorable  Body's  expedi- 
tious action.

Included  in  this  petition  are  provisions  requiring  re- 
ports to  the  City  Council  regarding  quarterly  allotment 
waivers,  mayoral  reallocations,  June  30th  transfers  and 
operating  budget  funding  for  existing  collective  bargain- 
ing agreements.  The  petition  also  requires  an  annual  hos- 
pitalization and  insurance  appropriation  of  not  less  than 
the  average  actual  expenditure  in  that  account  over  the 
prior  three  years.  Finally,  in  accordance  with  the  City 
Council's  long-standing  and  deeply  felt  concerns  about 
the  fiscal  affairs  of  the  School  Department,  the  petition 
eliminates  limited  fiscal  autonomy  of  the  Boston  School 
Department. 

This  home  rule  petition,  in  conjunction  with  the  re- 
serve fund  required  by  the  room  occupancy  and  jet  fuel 
excise  legislation,  the  full  funding  of  the  execution  of

The  Mayor,  within  seven  days  after  receiving  such 
notice,  shall  determine  whether  to  waive  of  enforce 
such  allotment.

(2)  Chapter  486  of  the  Acts  of  1909  is  hereby 
amended  by  striking  out  section  3B,  as  most  recently 
amended  by  section  23  of  chapter  190  of  the  Acts  of 
1982,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following  sec- 
tion: 

Section  3B.  After  an  appropriation  of  money  has 
been  made  by  the  city  for  any  specific  purpose,  or  for 
the  needs  and  expenditures  of  any  city  department  or 
county  office,  no  transfer  of  any  part  of  the  money  thus 
appropriated,  between  such  department  of  office  and 
another  department  or  office,  shall  be  made,  except  in 
accordance  with  and  after  the  written  recommendation 
of  the  Mayor  to  the  City  Council,  approved  by  a  yea  or 
nay  vote  of  two-thirds  of  all  of  the  members  of  the  City 
Council,  provided  that  the  City  Auditor,  with  the  ap- 
proval in  each  instance  of  the  Mayor,  may  make  trans- 
fers, other  than  for  personnel  service,  from  any  item  to 
any  other  item  within  the  appropriations  for  a  depart- 
ment, division  of  a  department  or  county  office.  After 
the  close  of  the  fiscal  year,  the  City  Auditor  may,  with 
the  approval  of  the  Mayor  in  each  instance,  apply  any 
income,  taxes  and  funds  not  disposed  of  and  make

Section  18 A.  To  further  insure  that  the  overall  city 
and  county  spending  program  remains  in  balance, 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  shall  appropriate  for  the 
hospitalization  and  insurance  account  an  amount  not 
less  than  the  average  of  the  past  three  years  actual 
expenditures  from  those  accounts.  Further,  the  City 
Auditor  shall  certify,  in  writing  to  the  Board  of  As- 
sessors, that  adequate  funds  are  provided  in  the  oper- 
ating budget  for  existing  collective  bargaining 
contracts.

I  transmit  herewith  and  recommend  you  adopt  an  ordi- 
nance to  prohibit  the  operation  of  refuse  treatment  and 
disposal  facilities  in  the  City  of  Boston  without  going 
through  a  rigorous  determination  of  need  and  site  assign- 
ment process. 

The  residents  of  Boston's  neighborhoods  have  been 
hard-hit  with  the  operation  of  illicit  dumping  grounds 
masquerading  as  "waste  transfer  facilities."  The  purpose 
of  this  ordinance  is  to  ensure  compliance  with  the  strictest 
standards  in  determining  both  the  need  for  any  such  facil- 
ity and  the  siting  thereof. 

The  ordinance  would  require  that  any  new  transfer  fa- 
cility be  totally  enclosed  and  give  enforcement  authority 
to  the  Department  of  Health  and  Hospitals  and  the  State 
Department  of  Environmental  Quality  Engineering 
(DEQE). 

Knowing  that  a  number  of  you  are  seriously  concerned 
with  this  issue,  I  urge  your  expeditious  passage  of  the  at- 
tached ordinance.

An  Ordinance  Prohibiting  the  Operation 
of  Refuse  Treatment  and  Disposal  Facilities 
in  the  City. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts  General 
Laws  chapter  43B,  section  1 3 ,  and  any  other  applica- 
ble law,  as  follows: 
Section  1.  Chapter  13  of  the  Ordinances  of  1976,  as 
amended  by  chapter  4  of  the  Ordinances  of  1981  and 
chapter  34  of  the  Ordinances  of  1983  is  hereby  amended 
by  striking  said  ordinances  in  their  entirety  and  substitut- 
ing in  place  thereof  the  following  new  ordinance  to  be 
placed  in  City  of  Boston  Code,  Title  14,  chapter  11: 


Section  264 A.  Operation  of  Refuse  Treatment  and 
Disposal  Facilities. 

(1)  No  person  shall  establish,  maintain,  operate,  or 
use  any  place  within  the  City  of  Boston  nor  shall  any 
place  within  the  City  of  Boston  be  operated,  estab- 
lished, maintained  or  used  as  a  site  for  a  facility  unless 
such  facility  has  been  determined  to  be  absolutely  es- 
sential or  necessary  to  protect  the  public  health  and  as  a 
result  assigned  by  the  Board  of  Health  and  Hospitals  in 
accordance  with  M.G.L.  c.  Ill,  section  150A  after  a 
public  hearing  and  the  use  and  plans  or  design  therefor 
have  been  approved  by  the  Massachusetts  Department 
of  Environmental  Quality  Engineering.  For  the  pur- 
poses of  this  ordinance,  the  term  "facility"  shall  mean 
a  sanitary  landfill,  a  refuse  transfer  station,  refuse  in- 
cinerator with  a  grate  in  excess  of  10  square  feet,  a 
dumping  ground  for  refuse,  a  refuse  composting  plant, 
a  residual  waste  storage  or  treatment  plant,  a  site  for  the 
storage  of  wastes  generated  at  another  location,  or  any 
other  works  for  treating,  disposing,  recycling,  or  re- 
covering resources  from  refuse.  "Refuse"  shall  mean 
all  solid  or  liquid  waste  materials  including  garbage 
and  rubbish,  but  not  sewage. 

This  subsection  shall  not  apply  to  any  assigned  facil- 
ity which  was  assigned  as  of  December  30,  1983,  and 
has  Department  of  Environmental  Quality  Engineering 
approved  plans. 

(2)  No  person  shall  establish,  maintain,  operate  or 
use  an  assigned  facility  other  than  in  accordance  with 
conditions  of  assignment  imposed  by  the  Board  of 
Health  and  Hospitals  and  Massachusetts  Department 
of  Environmental  Quality  Engineering  approved 
plans. 

(3)  Every  refuse  transfer  facility  assigned  after  the 
effective  date  of  the  ordinance  shall  be  in  a  completely 
enclosed,  covered  structure  and  be  located  in  an  area 
zoned  for  industrial  use. 

(4)  The  owner  and/or  the  operator  of  a  facility  in  vi- 
olation of  this  ordinance  shall  be  fined  not  less  than 
$100  nor  more  than  $300  per  violation.  Each  entering 
loaded  vehicle  or  loaded  container  of  refuse  delivered 
to  the  facility  the  refuse  from  which  is  processed  or 
stored,  either  in  a  container  or  on  the  ground,  at  the 
facility  shall  constitute  a  separate  violation.  Each  day 
of  operation  or  maintenance  shall  constitute  a  separate 
violation. 

(5)  The  user  of  a  facility  in  violation  of  subsection  1 
of  this  ordinance  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  $100  nor 
more  than  $300  per  violation.  Both  the  waste  hauling 
company  and  the  vehicle  operator  shall  be  considered 
users.  Each  loaded  vehicle  or  loaded  container  of 
refuse  delivered  to  the  facility  for  processing  or  for 
storage,  either  in  a  container  or  on  the  ground,  at  the 
facility  shall  constitute  a  separate  violation. 

(6)  The  Board  of  Health  and  Hospitals,  through  its 
Commissioner  of  Health  and  Hospitals  shall  have  en- 
forcement powers  hereunder.

e)  identify  the  dollar  amounts  of  Massachusetts 
funds  in  the  categories  in  (d)  above;

For  the  purpose  of  promoting  the  public 
good,  the  Fire  Commissioner  of  the  City  of  Boston  with 
the  approval  of  the  Mayor,  shall  forthwith  retire  on  an 
annual  pension  to  be  granted  by  said  city  and  paid  in  equal 
monthly  installments,  to  Donald  J.  LaPorte,  a  fire  fighter 
in  the  Fire  Department  of  said  city  who  is  permanently 
incapacitated  for  further  service  as  a  fire  fighter  as  a 
result  of  injuries  sustained  by  him  in  the  performance  of 
his  duty  in  October  2,  1982,  at  an  arson  fire  in  the  South 
Boston  section  of  the  City  of  Boston.  Such  pension  shall 
be  equal  to  the  annual  rate  of  compensation  which  would 
have  been  paid  to  him  had  he  continued  in  service  in  the 
grade  held  by  him  at  the  time  of  his  retirement.  Upon  the 
death  of  Donald  J.  LaPorte,  leaving  Patricia  A.  LaPorte 
his  wife  surviving  him,  the  City  of  Boston  shall  pay  to  her, 
so  long  as  she  remains  unmarried,  an  annuity  in  the 
amount  of  three-quarters  of  the  amount  of  the  pension  to 
said  Donald  J.  LaPorte  at  the  time  of  his  death. 

Section  2.  Upon  the  retirement  of  said  Donald  J.  La- 
Porte under  the  provisions  of  section  1 ,  the  Retirement 
Board  of  the  City  of  Boston  shall  forthwith  pay  to  said 
Donald  J.  LaPorte  all  amounts  standing  to  his  credit,  in 
the  annuity  savings  fund  of  the  Retirement  System  of  said 
system  of  said  city. 

Section  3.  The  provisions  of  section  100  of  the  chapter 
41  of  the  General  Laws  shall  continue  to  apply  to  said 
Donald  J.  LaPorte  relative  to  his  indemnification  by  said 
city  for  any  hospital,  medical  and  related  expenses  which 
may  be  incurred  by  him  after  the  date  of  his  retirement  as 
a  result  of  the  aforementioned  incapacity. 

Section  4.  This  act  will  take  effect  upon  passage.

GBC,  Title  14,  Ordinance,  chapter  1 1 ,  sec- 
tion 260  is  amended  by  inserting  after  the  last  word, 
"hospitals.",  the  following  new  language,  "The  Depart- 
ment of  Health  and  Hospitals,  consistent  with  its  author- 
ity to  promulgate  appropriate  rules  and  regulations  under 
sections  3 1  (B)  of  chapter  1 1 1  of  the  Mass.  General  Laws, 
shall  investigate  all  complaints  pursuant  to  this  section 
forthwith  upon  complaint  being  recorded,  and  shall  take 
such  immediate  and  effective  measures  to  ensure  that 
such  refuse  is  cleared  and  cleaned,  and  shall  determine  to 
the  extent  possible  the  perpetrator  of  said  environmental 
pollution,  and  shall  cause  such  perpetrator  to  cease  and 
desist  from  such  illegal  actions,  and,  where  appropriate, 
shall  prosecute  such  perpetrator  to  the  full  extent  of  the 
laws  of  the  City  of  Boston,  and  any  other  state  or  federal 
laws  which  may  apply.  The  words  "no  person"  shall 
mean  any  individual  or  group  of  individuals,  or  any  form 
of  business  entity  living  in.  doing  business  in  or  passing 
through  the  City  of  Boston.  The  word  "refuse"  shall 
mean  any  form  of  environmental  substance  such  as  rub- 
bish or  garbage,  waste  or  other  matter  normally  and  cus- 
tomarily disposed  of  and  collected  on  behalf  of  the  City  of 
Boston,  or  other  corporate  or  business  entity." 


Section  2,  CBC,  Title  14,  Ordinances,  chapter  1 1 ,  sec- 
tion 264  is  hereby  amended  in  the  following  manner.  In- 
clude the  following  new  sentences  at  the  end  of  section 
264.  "Any  person  who  illegally  transports,  either  by  foot 
or  vehicle,  or  who  deposits  or  dumps  any  of  the  refuse 
described  in  this  section  in  front  of,  beside,  in  back  of,  or 
in  any  building  or  structure  within  the  City  of  Boston,  or 
on  any  street,  private  walkway,  sidewalk  or  alley,  in  a 
manner  other  than  that  prescribed  and  authorized  by  the 
City  of  Boston,  and  in  such  a  manner  that  it  contributes  to 
public  blight  and  causes  or  can  cause  a  serious  health  haz- 
ard, shall  be  held  in  violation  of  this  section,  and  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  Department  of  Health  and  Hospitals, 
consistent  with  its  authority  to  promulgate  appropriate 
rules  and  regulations  under  sections  3 1(B)  of  chapter  1 1 1 
of  the  Mass.  General  Laws,  to  investigate  all  complaints 
pursuant  to  this  section  forthwith  upon  complaint  being 
recorded,  and  to  take  such  immediate  and  effective  mea- 
sures to  ensure  that  such  refuse  is  cleared  and  cleaned, 
and  to  determine  to  the  extent  possible  the  perpetrator  of 
said  environmental  pollution,  and  to  cause  such  perpetra- 
tor to  cease  and  desist  from  such  illegal  actions,  and, 
where  appropriate,  to  prosecute  such  perpetrator  to  the 
full  extent  of  the  laws  of  the  City  of  Boston,  and  any  other 
state  or  federal  laws  which  may  apply." 

Section  3.  CBC,  Title  14,  Ordinances,  chapter  1 1 ,  sec- 
tion 264  is  amended  in  the  following  manner:  Strike  all 
words  in  the  first  paragraph,  last  sentence,  beginning 
with  the  words  "The  word  'refuse,"  and  substitute  in  its 
place  the  following  new  language:  "The  word  'refuse'  as 
used  in  this  paragraph  shall  be  construed  to  include  rub- 
bish, ashes,  nonputrescible  industrial  waste,  street  clean- 
ings, garbage,  offal  and  other  offensive  substances 
coming  within  sections  3 1 A  and  3  IB  of  chapter  1 1 1  of  the 
General  Laws." 

Section 4.  CBC,  Title  14,  Ordinances,  chapter  1 1 ,  sec- 
tion 294  is  hereby  amended  in  the  following  manner.  Add 
at  the  end  of  said  section  the  following  new  language. 
"Furthermore,  any  person  who  illegally  transports,  ei- 
ther by  foot  or  vehicle ,  and  who  deposits  or  dumps  any  of 
the  refuse  described  in  this  section  in  front  of.  beside,  in 
back  of,  or  in  any  building  or  structure  within  the  City  of 
Boston,  other  than  his  or  her  own  property,  or  who  dumps 
or  deposits  on  any  street,  private  walkway,  sidewalk  or 
alley,  such  refuse  in  a  manner  other  than  that  prescribed 
and  authorized  by  the  City  of  Boston,  and  in  such  a  man- 
ner that  it  contributes  to  public  blight  and/or  causes  or  can 
cause  a  serious  public  health  hazard,  shall  be  held  in  vio- 
lation of  this  section,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Health  and  Hospitals,  consistent  with  its 
authority  to  promulgate  appropriate  rules  and  regulations 
under  sections  3 1(B)  of  chapter  1 1 1  of  the  Mass.  General 
Laws,  to  investigate  all  complaints  pursuant  to  this  sec- 
tion forthwith  upon  complaint  being  recorded,  and  to  take 
such  immediate  and  effective  measures  to  ensure  that 
such  refuse  is  cleared  and  cleaned ,  and  to  determine  to  the

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court,  accom- 
panied by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to  the  City  of 
Boston  to  be  filed  with  an  attested  copy  of  this  order  by, 
and  hereby  is,  approved  under  clause  (1)  of  section  8  of 
article  2,  as  amended,  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Consti- 
tution of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to  the  end 
that  legislation  be  adopted  providing  precisely  as  fol- 
lows, except  for  clerical  or  editorial  changes  of  form 
only: 

Section  294  of  chapter  111,  Ordinances,  Title  14  is 
hereby  amended  by  including  the  following  new  section 
in  the  appropriate  text. 

Within  the  City  of  Boston  there  shall  be  established 
within  the  Department  of  Health  and  Hospitals  a  board 
known  as  the  "Board  of  Health"  which  shall,  from 
time  to  time,  make  rules  and  regulations  for  the  control 
of  the  removal,  transportation  or  disposal  of  garbage, 
offal  or  other  offensive  substances.  Whoever  violates 
any  provisions  of  section  31(A),  of  chapter  1 1 1  of  the 
Mass .  General  Laws ,  or  any  rule  or  regulation  made  by 
the  Department  of  Health  and  Hospitals  thereunder, 
shall,  within  the  City  of  Boston,  be  punished  by  a  fine 
of  not  more  than  $500  and  may  be  additionally  subject 
to  a  term  of  not  more  than  ten  hours  community  service 
cleaning  refuse  from  public  streets,  parks  and  or  side- 
walks, for  each  offense.

PROPERTY  WITHIN  BOSTON

City  of  Boston 

In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Eighty-five 

An  Ordinance  Establishing  New  Procedures 

for  Listing  Non-occupant  Owners  of  Property 

within  the  City  of  Boston. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  follows: 

Section  1 .  Owners  of  property  assessed  within  the  City 
of  Boston,  shall  be  required  to  register  with  the  Assessing 
Department,  for  each  parcel  of  property  owned  within 
the  City  of  Boston,  their  principal  address,  which  shall  be 
the  address  at  which  they  actually  reside.  The  Assessing 
Department  shall  include  this  address,  alongside  the 
property  which  is  owned  but  not  occupied,  in  the  assess- 
ing records  of  the  city. 

Section  2.  In  the  event  a  parcel  of  property  is  under 
the  legal  holding,  or  guardianship  or  any  other  form  of 
care  or  management  of  a  private  or  public  company  or 
corporation,  or  trust,  or  private  or  public  charitable  orga- 
nization, or  any  other  organization,  other  than  the  indi- 
vidual owner,  said  organization  shall  be  required  to  list 
with  the  Assessing  Department  its  legal  address,  along 
with  the  address  of  the  owner,  and  the  Assessing  Depart- 
ment shall  list  in  its  public  records  each  of  the  owners 
accordingly,  along  with  the  name  of  the  organization 
listed  as  legal  holder  or  guardian  or  manager  of  said  prop- 
erty. 

Section  3.  The  Assessing  Department  shall  notify  all 
property  owners  of  the  requirements  of  this  ordinance, 
and  shall  facilitate  an  orderly  processing  of  this  require- 
ment. The  principal  address,  so  established,  shall  be  the 
address  of  record  thereafter. 

Section  4.  Where  an  owner  of  assessed  property  does 
not  conform  to  the  requirements  of  this  ordinance,  and, 
after  due  notice  and  request  has  been  made  by  the  Assess- 
ing Department  for  such  information,  and  the  owner  does 
not  notify  the  Assessing  Department  of  his  or  her  lawful 
and  legal  principal  residence,  said  property  owner  shall 
be  subject  to  a  fine  of  not  less  than  $500  nor  more  than 
$1 ,000  for  each  year  in  which  the  violation  occurs.  Said 
fine  to  be  collected  and  enforced  by  the  appropriate  de- 
partment of  city  government. 

Section  5.  The  fine  imposed  by  this  ordinance  shall  not 
take  effect ,  nor  be  levied ,  until  the  Assessing  Department 
has  forwarded,  by  registered  mail,  such  notice  of  require- 
ment of  compliance  for  two  consecutive  years.  Such 
mailings  may  or  may  not  be  part  of  the  regular  assessing 
notification  schedules .  No  person  shall  be  fined  under  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance  where  they  can  show  bona 
fide  "no  fault"  on  their  behalf  for  not  receiving  proper 
notification. 

Section  6.  The  provisions  of  this  ordinance  are  sever- 
able, and  if  any  of  its  provisions  shall  be  held  unconstitu- 
tional or  otherwise  invalid  by  any  court  of  competent 
jurisdiction,  the  decision  of  such  court  shall  not  affect  or 
impair  any  of  the  remaining  provisions. 

Section  7.  Whoever  knowingly  makes  any  false  state- 
ments in  any  testimony  before  the  Assessing  Department 
or  whoever  supplies  any  false  information  or  knowingly 
makes  false  statements  to,  or  files  a  false  affidavit  with 
the  Assessing  Department,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of 
not  less  than  $500  or  by  imprisonment  for  not  more  than 
ninety  days  or  both,  provided,  however,  that  in  the  case  of 
a  second  or  subsequent  offense,  such  person  shall  be  pun- 
ished by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  $3,000  or  by  imprison- 
ment for  not  more  than  one  year  or  both.

ORDINANCE  ESTABLISHING  BAN  ON  STORAGE 
OF  BOATS,  TRAILERS,  AND  OTHER  VEHI- 
CLES ON  CERTAIN  PUBLIC  AND  PRIVATE 
STREETS 

Coun.  KELLY  offered  the  following: 

City  of  Boston 

In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Eighty-five 

An  Ordinance  Establishing  a  Ban  on  the  Storage 

of  Boats,  Trailers,  and  Other  Vehicles 

on  Certain  Public  and  Private  Streets. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Preamble.  The  purpose  of  this  ordinance  is 
twofold:  (1)  To  address  urban  blight  caused  by  the  aban- 
donment or  storage  of  motor  vehicles,  boats,  trailers  or 
other  vehicles  on  public  streets;  and  (2)  to  address  urban 
blight  by  prohibiting  the  abandonment  or  storage  of  mo- 
tor vehicles,  boats,  trailers  or  other  vehicles  on  private  or 
public  property  not  owned  by  the  owner  of  such  vehicle 
being  stored. 

Section  2.  Definitions.  Storage,  Storing.  A  vehicle 
shall  be  deemed  to  be  illegally  stored  on  a  public  street  or 
private  way,  or  private  lot  when  such  vehicle  has  been 
parked  illegally  consistent  with  chapter  90  of  the  Massa- 
chusetts General  Laws,  and  when  said  vehicle  is,  in  the 
judgment  of  the  police  commissioner,  or  his  or  her  desig- 
nee, causing  a  public  blight,  or  health,  safety  or  sanitary 
condition  to  exist  which  is  to  the  detriment  and  well  being 
of  the  people  of  the  city,  or  when  such  storage  prevents  or 
inhibits  street  cleaning  or  trash  removal. 

Section  3 .  No  person  may  store  a  motor  vehic  le ,  boat  or 
trailer  or  other  vehicle  in  a  front  yard,  front  lot  or  any 
open  space  on  private  or  public  property,  other  than:  (a)  a 
driveway;  or  (b)  a  commercial  space  in  which  the  parking 
or  storage  of  said  vehicle  is  the  normal  and  customary 
function  of  said  business,  and  where  property  permits 
have  been  issued  for  the  storage  of  the  same,  when  such 
lot  or  open  space  abuts  a  public  sidewalk  or  street. 

The  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  waived  in  the 
case  of  a  private  property  owner  who  wished  to  store  his 
or  her  vehicle  or  vehicles,  on  his  or  her  private  property, 
provided  such  storage  does  not  violate  the  provisions  of 
any  state,  federal  or  municipal  law  within  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton governing  the  storage  of  said  vehicle  or  vehicles,  and 
provided  further,  that  such  storage  does  not  create  a  seri- 
ous public  blight  or  safety,  health  or  sanitary  violation  to 
the  detriment  of  the  public's  well-being.  Furthermore,  no 
owner  of  a  private  lot  or  open  space  or  yard  shall  allow  the 
storage  of  another's  vehicle  or  vehicles  on  his  or  her 
premises,  in  violation  of  section  2  of  this  ordinance,  un- 
less said  property  owner  has  applied  for  and  received  a 
permit  from  the  Traffic  and  Parking  Department  desig- 
nating his  or  her  property  as  a  non-commercial  storage 
area  for  each  vehicle  stored.  The  owner  shall  affix  a 
sticker,  approved  by  the  Traffic  and  Parking  Department, 
on  the  windshield,  or  where  no  windshield  exists,  on 
some  other  prominent  place,  of  each  vehicle  stored,  list- 
ing the  make  and  model  of  car  for  which  storage  authori- 
zation is  given,  and  the  owner  of  said  vehicle  along  with 
his  or  her  principal  address,  and  the  Traffic  and  Parking 
Department  may  cause  a  fee  to  be  attached  with  such  stor- 
age permit  not  to  exceed  $10  per  year  for  each  vehicle 
stored. 

Section  4.  The  Police  Department  shall  be  responsible 
for  enforcement  of  all  provisions  of  this  ordinance.  And 
the  Traffic  and  Parking  Department  shall  draft  rules  and 
regulations  as  may  further  the  intent  of  this  ordinance. 

Section  5 .  Upon  the  complaint  of  a  citizen  that  a  vehicle 
has  been  stored  on  a  public  street,  private  way.  or  public 
or  private  lot  illegally,  consistent  with  MGL  chapter  90. 
and  this  ordinance  the  Police  Department  shall  cause  a 
special  ticket  with  no  fine  attached  to  be  issued  to  said 
vehicle  stating  its  violation  of  this  ordinance .  If  said  vehi- 


cle is  not  removed  within  twenty-four  hours  of  special 
ticketing,  or  if  application  is  not  made  to  apply  for  per- 
mitted parking,  the  police  commissioner  shall  cause  a 
ticket  to  be  issued  to  the  owner  of  said  vehicle  in  the 
amount  of  $50  for  each  day  the  vehicle  remains  in  viola- 
tion of  this  ordinance  for  a  period  of  up  to  five  days  after 
which  time  the  commissioner  may  order  such  vehicle 
towed  and  stored  at  the  owner's  expense. 

Section  6.  Any  property  owner  who  wishes  to  allow  his 
property  to  be  used  by  others  as  a  non-commercial  park- 
ing area,  shall  apply  to  the  Traffic  and  Parking  Depart- 
ment for  a  permit  to  be  issued  designating  said  lot  as  a 
non-commercial  parking  area,  and  no  vehicles  may  be 
stored  or  parked  on  any  lot  not  designated  as  a  non-com- 
mercial parking  area  without  such  permit.  However,  no 
such  permit  shall  be  issued  until  abutters  have  been  duly 
notified  of  said  request  and  a  hearing  held  by  the  Traffic 
and  Parking  Department  relative  to  the  same.  A  permit 
shall  be  denied,  suspended  or  revoked  where  there  is  rea- 
son to  believe  the  issuance  of  said  permit  is  in  conflict 
with  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance. 

Section  7 .  No  commercial  vehicles  of  over  one  ton  may 
be  stored  in  any  residential  lot  or  space  designated  for  S3, 
S5,  R5,  R8,  or  HI,  2,  3,  4,  5,  housing  unless  and  until 
such  time  as  a  permit  has  been  issued  by  the  Traffic  and 
Parking  Department  authorizing  such  storage  as  a  non- 
commercial storage  area,  and  the  provisions  of  section  6 
of  this  ordinance  shall  apply  for  each  vehicle  stored  in 
violation  of  this  ordinance.  No  permit  shall  be  issued 
where  the  storage  of  said  vehicles  violates  the  intent  of 
this  ordinance. 

Section  8.  The  provisions  of  this  ordinance  are  sever- 
able, and  if  any  of  its  provisions  shall  be  held  unconstitu- 
tional or  otherwise  invalid  by  any  court  or  competent 
jurisdiction,  the  decision  of  such  court  shall  not  affect  or 
impair  any  of  the  remaining  provisions.

Whereas,  The  public  is  increasingly  concerned  over 
public  safety  issues  in  light  of  testimony  by  the  police 
commissioner  regarding  Police  Department  staffing; 

Whereas,  The  police  commissioner  has  publicly  disci- 
plined a  deputy  superintendent  for  failure  to  protect  the 
public  in  this  area; 

Whereas,  There  are  substantial  questions  concerning 
the  lack  of  response  time  due  to  problems  with  the  91 1 
system,  the  dispatching  system,  and  staffing  within  the 
Police  Department;

ORDER    FOR    PETITION    FOR    SPECIAL    LAW 
AMENDING  CHAPTER  190  OF  ACTS  OF  1982 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston 
Office  of  the  Mayor 

July  30,  1985. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Dear  Councillors: 

I  transmit  herewith  for  your  approval  a  home  rule  peti- 
tion for  the  amendment  of  chapter  190  of  the  Acts  of  1982 
for  the  purpose  of  improving  fiscal  procedures  for  the 
City  of  Boston. 

Included  in  this  petition  are  provisions  requiring  re- 
ports to  the  City  Council  regarding  quarterly  allotment 
waivers,  mayoral  reallocations,  year-end  transfers,  and 
operating  budget  funding  for  existing  collective  bargain- 
ing agreements.  The  petition  also  establishes  a  reserve 
fundof  2-1/2  percent  of  city  departmental  appropriations 
and  an  annual  hospitalization  and  insurance  appropria- 
tion of  not  less  than  the  average  actual  expenditure  in  that 
account  over  the  prior  three  years.  In  addition,  the  peti- 
tion provides  the  City  Council,  with  mayoral  approval, 
the  capacity  to  require  that  all  proceeds  resulting  from  the 
disposition  of  surplus  properties  be  credited  to  the  city's 
capital  fund. 

Finally,  in  accordance  with  the  City  Council's  long- 
standing and  deeply  felt  concerns  about  the  fiscal  affairs 
of  the  School  Department,  the  petition  eliminates  limited 
fiscal  autonomy  for  the  Boston  School  Department. 
Moreover,  the  petition  requires  the  department  to  allo- 
cate 1  percent  of  their  annual  appropriation  to  a  segre- 
gated reserve  fund  and  prohibits  expenditures  from  that 
fund  without  Council  and  mayoral  approval.  The  petition 
also  brings  the  School  Department  into  greater  conform- 
ance with  the  city's  budget  cycle  by  requireing  the  sub- 
mission of  spending  estimates  and  budget  requests  prior 
to  the  annual  city  budget  submission  to  the  City  Council. 

This  home  rule  petition,  in  conjunction  with  the  jet  fuel 
and  room  occupancy  excise  legislation,  the  full  funding 
of  the  execution  of  court  costs  account  in  the  proposed 
FY '  86  operating  budget ,  and  our  continued  collective  ef- 
forts to  match  recurring  expenditures  with  recurring  rev- 
enues, will  further  strengthen  structural  aspects  of  the 
City  of  Boston's  fiscal  procedures.  I  urge  your  expedi- 
tious approval  of  this  petiton.

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court,  accom- 
panied by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to  the  City  of 
Boston  to  be  filed  with  an  attested  copy  of  this  order  be, 
and  hereby  is,  approved  under  clause  (1)  of  section  8  of 
article  2,  as  amended,  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Consti- 
tution of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to  the  end 
that  legislation  be  adopted  providing  precisely  as  fol- 
lows, except  for  clerical  or  editorial  changes  of  form 
only: 

Section  1.  Chapter  190  of  the  Acts  of  1982  is  hereby 
amended  by  inserting  after  section  17  a  new  section  17A 
to  read  as  follows: 

Section  17A.  To  provide  for  extraordinary  and  un- 
foreseen expenditures,  the  city  shall,  prior  to  the  date 
when  the  tax  rate  for  a  fiscal  year  is  fixed,  include  in  the 
appropriations  for  such  fiscal  year  as  a  segregated  re- 
serve fund  a  sum  not  less  than  2-1/2  percent  of  the  pre- 
ceding year's  appropriations  for  city  and  county 
departments,  excepting  the  School  Department,  pro- 
vided, however,  that  the  amount  required  to  be  appro- 
priated for  such  reserve  in  any  fiscal  year  may  be 
reduced  by  the  amount,  if  any,  remaining  in  the  reserve 
fund  established  for  the  preceding  fiscal  year  after  all 
transfers  have  been  made  therefrom  as  hereinafter  au- 
thorized, and  such  remaining  amount  shall  be  retained 
in  the  reserve  fund  provided  for  such  fiscal  year.  The 
Mayor,  with  the  approval  of  the  City  Council,  may 
make  direct  drafts  or  transfers  against  this  fund  before 
the  close  of  the  fiscal  year,  provided  that  no  such  drafts 
or  transfers  may  be  made  before  June  first  in  any  fiscal 
year. 

Each  transfer  recommended  by  the  Mayor  to  the  City 
Council  shall  be  accompanied  by  written  documenta- 
tion detailing  the  amount  of  such  transfer  and  an  expla- 
nation of  the  reason  for  the  transfer.  If  the  reserve  fund 
for  a  fiscal  year  beginning  on  or  after  July  1 ,  1988,  is 
exhausted  through  transfer  and  the  city  incurs  an  ap- 
propriation or  revenue  deficit  in  such  fiscal  year,  the 
reserve  fund  appropriation  requirement  shall  increase 
50  percent  for  the  fiscal  year  following  such  fiscal  year. 
Notwithstanding  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this 
section,  the  amount  required  to  be  included  in  the  ap- 
propriations as  a  segregated  reserve  fund  for  a  fiscal 
year  shall  be  not  less  than  the  following  percentages  of 
the  preceding  year's  appropriations  for  city  and  county 
departments,  excepting  the  School  Department: 

(a)  for  the  year  beginning  July  1,  1986—  1  percent; 

(b)  for  the  fiscal  year  beginning  July  1,  1987—  1-1/2 
percent; 

(c)  for  the  fiscal  year  beginning  July  1,  1988  —  2 
percent; 

(d)  for  the  fiscal  year  beginning  July  1 ,  1989  and  for 
each  fiscal  year  thereafter  —  2-1/2  percent. 

Notwithstanding  any  general  or  special  law  to  the 
contrary,  in  the  City  of  Boston,  the  segregated  reserve 
fund  established  by  this  section  shall  be  deemed  to  sat- 
isfy the  requirement  of  section  14of  chapter  145ofthe 
Acts  of  1985  "An  Act  to  Provide  Fiscal  Relief  to  Cities 
and  Towns,"  that  a  city  accepting  said  chapter  shall  es- 
tablish a  segregated  reserve  fund.  The  reserve  fund  es- 
tablished pursuant  to  this  section  shall  become 
effective  for  the  fiscal  year  beginning  July  1 ,  1986. 

Notwithstanding  any  general  or  special  law  to  the 
contrary,  effective  for  the  fiscal  year  beginning  July  1 , 
1986,  the  School  Department  shall  establish  a  segre- 
gated reserve  fund  of  not  less  than  1  percent  of  the  cur- 
rent fiscal  year's  appropriations  to  the  School 
Department  within  ten  days  of  final  approval  of  such 
appropriations.  No  expenditures  may  be  made  from 
this  fund  before  May  first  in  any  fiscal  year.  Expendi- 
tures from  this  fund  shall  require  the  approval  of  the 
Mayor  and  the  City  Council.  If  the  reserve  fund  for  a 
fiscal  year  is  exhausted  through  transfers  and  the 
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School  Department  incurs  an  appropriation  deficit  in 
such  fiscal  year,  the  reserve  fund  requirement  shall  in- 
crease by  50  percent  for  the  fiscal  year  next  following 
such  fiscal  year,  provided  that,  in  no  event  shall  the 
School  Department  be  required  to  maintain  a  segre- 
gated reserve  fund  greater  than  2-1/2  percent  of  the 
current  fiscal  year's  School  Department  appropria- 
tions. 

Section  2.  Section  18  of  chapter  190  of  the  Acts  of 
1982,  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  the  fifth  para- 
graph and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following  para- 
graph: 

The  Mayor,  within  seven  days  after  receiving  such 
notice,  shall  determine  whether  to  waive  or  enforce 
such  allotment.  If  the  allotment  for  such  quarter  is 
waived  or  not  enforced  by  the  Mayor,  as  provided 
above,  the  department  or  agency  head  shall  reduce  the 
subsequent  quarter's  allotments  appropriately  and  the 
director  of  administrative  services,  within  seven  days, 
shall  state  in  writing  to  the  City  Council  and  the  City 
Clerk  what  reductions  in  each  subsequent  quarter's  al- 
lotment will  be  taken  and/or  what  reallocations  or 
transfers  will  be  made  to  support  the  spending  level  in 
each  subsequent  quarter's  allotment.  If  the  allotment 
for  such  quater  is  enforced  or  not  waived,  thereafter  the 
department  shall  terminate  all  personnel  expenses  for 
the  remainder  of  the  quarter.  All  actions  taken  pursuant 
to  this  section  shall  be  reported  to  the  City  Council  and 
the  City  Clerk.  All  reports  provided  for  in  this  section 
shall  be  transmitted  to  the  City  Council  and  the  City 
Clerk  within  seven  days. 

Section  3.  Section  18  of  Chapter  190  of  the  Acts  of 
1982  is  hereby  further  amended  by  striking  out  the  sev- 
enth paragraph  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  follow- 
ing paragraph: 

To  insure  that  the  overall  city  and  county  spending 
program  remains  in  balance,  the  Mayor  may  reallocate 
no  more  than  S3  million  of  nonpersonnel  appropria- 
tions other  than  school  appropriations  during  a  fiscal 
year  to  other  departmental  purposes  provided  that  in  no 
department  from  which  appropriations  have  been  real- 
located in  accordance  with  this  section  shall  any  trans- 
fers be  made  under  section  38  of  chapter  486  of  the  acts 
of  1909  from  personal  services  to  non-personal  serv- 
ices, except  with  the  approval  of  two-thirds  vote  of  the 
City  Council,  if  such  transfer  would  require  the  layoff 
of  departmental  personnel,  who  have  been  perma- 
nently appointed  to  a  position  in  the  department  under 
the  provisions  of  chapter  31  of  the  General  Laws.  No 
reallocation  may  be  made  under  this  section  after  April 
fifteenth  in  any  fiscal  year.  A  list  of  each  reallocation 
made  by  the  Mayor  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  City 
Council  and  the  City  Clerk  by  the  City  Auditor  by  April 
thirtieth  in  any  fiscal  year.  In  each  case  the  report  shall 
state  the  accounts  from  which  the  transferred  funds 
were  taken  and  the  accounts  to  which  the  funds  were 
reallocated,  and  the  reasons  therefor. 
Section  4.  Chapter  190  of  the  Acts  of  1982  is  hereby 
amended  by  inserting  after  section  18  a  new  section  18 A, 
to  read  as  follows: 

Section  18A.  To  further  insure  that  the  overall  city 
and  county  spending  program  remains  in  balance,  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  shall  appropriate  for  the  hos- 
pitalization and  insurance  account  an  amount  not  less 
than  the  average  of  the  past  three  years  actual  expendi- 
tures from  those  accounts.  Further,  the  City  Auditor 
shall  certify,  in  writing  to  the  Board  of  Assessors,  that 
adequate  funds  are  provided  in  the  operating  budget  for 
existing  collective  bargaining  contracts.  This  certifica- 
tion shall  be  received  by  the  board  no  later  than  ten 
business  days  before  the  proposed  tax  rate  is  submitted 
to  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Revenue  for  ap- 
proval. 


Section  5.  Chapter  224  of  the  Acts  of  1936  is  hereby 
amended  by  striking  out  section  2,  as  most  recently 
amended  by  section  21  of  chapter  190ofthe  Acts  of  1982, 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following  section: 
Section  2 .  The  provisions  of  section  34  of  chapter  7 1 
of  the  General  Laws  shall  apply  to  appropriations  for 
the  support  of  the  public  schools  of  the  city. 
Section  6.  Section  1  of  chapter  231  of  the  Acts  of  1906, 
as  most  recently  amended  by  section  20A  of  chapter  190 
of  the  Acts  of  1982,  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  the 
first  sentence  in  the  fifth  paragraph  and  substituting  in 
place  thereof  the  following: 

The  superintendent  shall  submit  to  the  committee  for 
appropriation  the  annual  budget  of  the  School  Depart- 
ment for  the  forthcoming  fiscal  year  no  later  than  the 
first  Wednesday  in  February  prior  to  the  beginning  of 
each  fiscal  year. 

Section  7.  Section  3  of  chapter  224  of  the  Acts  of  1936, 
as  most  recendy  amended  by  section  2  IB  of  chapter  190 
of  the  Acts  of  1982,  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  the 
section  in  its  entirety  and  substituting  in  place  thereof  the 
following: 

The  School  Committee  shall  submit  to  the  Mayor  es- 
timates of  the  proposed  expenditures  for  school  pur- 
poses not  later  than  the  fourth  Wednesday  in  February 
of  each  fiscal  year.  All  appropriation  requests  for  said 
school  purposes  shall  be  passed  by  said  committee  not 
later  than  the  fourth  Wednesday  in  March. 
Section  8.  Chapter  486  of  the  Acts  of  1909  is  hereby 
amended  by  striking  out  section  3B,  as  most  recently 
amended  by  section  23  of  chapter  1 90  of  the  Acts  of  1 982 , 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following  section: 
After  an  appropriation  of  money  has  been  made  by 
the  city  for  any  specific  purpose,  or  for  the  needs  and 
expenditures  of  any  city  department  or  county  office, 
no  transfer  of  any  part  of  the  money  thus  appropriated, 
between  such  department  or  office  and  another  depart- 
ment or  office,  shall  be  made,  except  in  accordance 
with  and  after  the  written  recommendation  of  the 
Mayor  to  the  City  Council,  approved  by  a  yea  or  nay 
vote  of  two-thirds  of  all  of  the  members  of  the  City 
Council,  provided  that  the  City  Auditor,  with  the  ap- 
proval in  each  instance  of  the  Mayor,  may  make  trans- 
fers, other  than  for  personal  service,  from  any  item  to 
any  other  item  within  the  appropriations  for  a  depart- 
ment, division  of  a  department  or  county  office.  After 
the  close  of  the  fiscal  year,  the  City  Auditor  may,  with 
the  approval  of  the  Mayor  in  each  instance,  apply  any 
income,  taxes  and  funds  not  disposed  of  and  make 
transfers  from  any  appropriation  to  any  other  appropri- 
ation for  the  purpose  only  of  closing  the  accounts  of 
such  fiscal  year,  provided  further  that  the  City  Auditor

ORDINANCE    REGULATING    DISPOSAL    AND 
TREATMENT  OF  REFUSE  IN  CITY  OF  BOSTON 

Coun.  BOLLING  offered  the  following: 
City  of  Boston 
In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Eighty-five 
An  Ordinance  Regulating  the  Disposal  and  Treatment  of 

Refuse  in  the  City  of  Boston. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts  General 
Laws  chapter  43B ,  section  1 3 ,  and  any  other  applica- 
ble law,  as  follows: 

Whereas,  The  existence  and  proliferation  of  refuse 
treatment  and  disposal  facilities  is  hazardous  to  the  health 
of  the  residents  of  the  City  of  Boston;  and 

Whereas,  The  existence  and  proliferation  of  refuse 
treatment  and  disposal  facilities  presents  a  clear  and 
present  danger  to  the  public  safety  and  welfare  of  resi- 
dents of  the  city;  and 

Whereas,  In  order  to  protect  the  health  of  residents 
with  a  better  system  of  refuse  treatment  and  a  state  of  the 
art  facility;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  in  the  public  good  and  interest  that  ordi- 
nance law  be  provided  to  further  the  protections  provided 
for  by  state  law;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Ordained  as  follows: 

Section  1 .  No  person  shall  establish,  maintain,  operate 
or  use  any  place  within  the  City  of  Boston,  nor  shall  any 
place  within  the  City  of  Boston  be  operated,  established 
or  maintained  for  a  refuse  treatment  or  disposal  facility, 
unless  such  facility  has  been  determined  to  be  absolutely 
essential  or  necessary  to  protect  the  public  health  and  as  a 
result  assigned  by  the  Board  of  Health  and  Hospitals  in 
accordance  with  M.G.L.  c.  Ill,  section  150A  after  a 
public  hearing  and  the  use  and  plans  or  design  therefore 
have  been  approved  by  the  Massachusetts  Department  of 
Environmental  Quality  Engineering. 

The  process  to  determine  the  essential  or  necessary  sta- 
tus of  any  and  all  site  applications  is  defined  in  section  6  of 
this  ordinance. 

For  the  purposes  of  this  ordinance,  the  term  "refuse 
treatment  and  disposal  facility"  shall  include  a  sanitary 
landfill;  a  refuse  composting  plant;  a  dumping  ground  for 
refuse;  a  refuse  transfer  station;  and  incinerator  with  a 
grate  area  in  excess  of  10  square  feet;  a  residual  waste 
storage  or  treatment  plant ;  a  site  for  the  storage  of  wastes 
generated  at  another  location;  or  any  other  works  for 
treating,  disposing,  recycling,  or  recovering  resources 
from  refuse. 

"Refuse"  shall  mean  all  solid  or  liquid  waste  materials 
including  garbage  and  rubbish,  but  not  including  sewage. 

Section  2.  The  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  not 
apply  to  any  on-site  energy  recovery  waste  disposal  sys- 
tem which  serves  only  the  building  within  which  it  is  lo- 
cated. 


Section  3.  Every  new  refuse  transfer  station  shall  be  a 
completely  enclosed,  covered  structure  and  be  located  in 
an  area  zoned  for  industrial  use. 

Section  4.  No  person  shall  establish,  maintain,  operate 
or  use  an  assigned  facility  other  than  in  accordance  with 
conditions  of  assignment  imposed  by  the  Board  of  Health 
and  Hospitals  and  Massachusetts  Department  of  Envi- 
ronmental Quality  Engineering  approved  plans. 

Section  5.  Section  1  of  this  ordinance  shall  not  apply  to 
any  assigned  facility  which  was  assigned  as  of  December 
30,  1983,  and  has  Department  of  Environmental  Quality 
Engineering  approved  plans. 

Section  6.  Prior  to  any  application  for  site  assignment 
to  the  Health  and  Hospitals  Department  of  the  City  of 
Boston  under  the  provisions  of  M.G.L.  C.  Ill,  section 
150A,  the  prospective  applicant  must  obtain  a  "neces- 
sary and  essential"  designation  from  the  City  Council. 
Said  designations  may  be  obtained  by  the  approval  of  a 
majority  vote  of  the  Council  and  the  approval  of  the 
Mayor;  provided,  however,  that  if  the  Mayor  disap- 
proves the  designation,  the  Council  may  approve  the  des- 
ignation notwithstanding  the  disapproval  of  the  Mayor  by 
a  two-thirds  vote  of  all  the  Councillors.  Such  votes  for  the 
approval  of  a  designation  shall  be  identical  in  format  to 
any  ordinance.  The  prospective  applicant  shall  petition 
the  City  Council,  through  the  City  Clerk,  on  forms  ap- 
proved by  the  Clerk,  which  shall  include,  but  not  be  lim- 
ited to,  name,  address,  and  telephone  number  of 
applicant,  place  of  current  business,  proposed  site,  type 
of  business  to  be  allowed,  sized  and  structure  of  proposed 
facility,  list  of  abutters,  and  statement  of  petitioner  as  to 
the  "necessary  and  essential"  nature  of  the  proposed  fa- 
cility. 

Section  7.  The  following  ordinances  are  hereby  re- 
pealed: 

Chapter  13  of  the  Ordinances  of  1976;  chapter  4  of 
the  Ordinances  of  1 98 1 ;  and  chapter  34  of  the  Ordi- 
nances of  1983. 

Section  8 .  The  owner  and/or  the  operator  of  a  facility  in 
violation  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  fined  not  less  than 
$100  nor  more  than  $500  per  violation.  Each  entering 
loaded  vehicle  or  loaded  container  of  refuse  delivered  to 
the  facility  the  refuse  from  which  is  processed  or  stored, 
either  in  a  container  or  on  the  ground,  at  the  facility  shall 
constitute  a  separate  violation.  Each  day  of  operation  or 
maintenance  shall  constitute  a  separate  violation. 

Section  9.  The  user  of  a  facility  in  violation  of  section  1 
of  this  ordinance  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  $100  nor 
more  than  $500  per  violation.  Both  the  waste  hauling 
company  and  the  vehicle  operator  shall  be  considered  us- 
ers .  Each  loaded  vehicle  or  loaded  container  of  refuse  de- 
livered  to  the  facility  for  processing  or  for  storage,  either 
in  a  container  or  on  the  ground,  at  the  facility  shall  consti- 
tute a  separate  violation.

vided, however,  that  the  amount  required  to  be  appro- 
priated for  such  reserve  fund  in  any  fiscal  year  may  be 
reduced  by  the  amount,  if  any,  remaining  in  the  reserve 
fund  established  for  the  preceding  fiscal  year  after  all 
transfers  have  been  made  therefrom  as  hereinafter  au- 
thorized, and  such  remaining  amount  shall  be  retired  in 
the  reserve  fund  provided  for  such  fiscal  year.  The 
Mayor,  with  the  approval  of  the  City  Council,  may 
make  direct  drafts  or  transfers  against  this  fund  before 
the  close  of  the  fiscal  year,  provided  that  no  such  drafts 
or  transfers  may  be  made  before  June  first  in  any  fiscal 
year.

Council  shall  be  accompanied  by  written  documenta- 
tion detailing  the  amount  of  such  transfer  and  an  expla- 
nation of  the  reason  for  the  transfer.

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Section  2.  In  the  City  of  Boston,  whoever  keeps  or 
maintains  such  common  nuisance  as  defined  by  section  1 
of  this  act,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  $50 
nor  more  than  $  100  and  by  imprisonment  for  not  less  than 
three  months  nor  more  than  one  year. 

Section  3.  In  the  City  of  Boston,  upon  an  arrest  for  a 
violation  of  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts  General 
Laws,  chapter  94  (c),  section(s)  1  and  3,  or  for  prostitu- 
tion or  solicitation  for  the  purposes  of  prostitution  includ- 
ing subsections  1  and  2  of  this  section,  where  there  has 
been  a  conviction  for  similar  illegal  activity  occurring  on 
those  same  premises  within  the  twelve  months  preceding 
said  arrest  the  police  commissioner,  or  the  commission- 
er's designee,  shall  be  authorized  to  bring  a  civil  action  to 
permanently  enjoin  the  person  conducting  or  maintaining 
said  establishment  as  provided  by  the  Massachusetts 
General  Laws,  chapter  139,  section  6. 

Section  4.  The  civil  action,  as  described  in  section  1,2, 
and  3  above,  shall  be  brought  in  district  court  and  shall  be 
heard  within  seven  days  of  filing.  Upon  orders  of  the 
court  the  building  will  be  closed  and  secured.  Orders  of 
the  court  are  to  be  posted  at  the  site  of  the  closure  along 
with  a  notice  mailed  to  the  owner,  lessor,  lessee,  and 
mortgagee  within  one  business  day  of  the  posting.  Orders 
of  the  court  shall  be  enforced  within  five  business  days  of 
their  issuance.  The  property  shall  remain  closed  for  no 
less  than  six  months. 

Section  5.  If  said  building,  place,  or  tenement  contains

CIAL LAW  RELATIVE  TO  BOSTON  WATER 
AND  SEWER  COMMISSION

I  return  herewith,  without  my  signature  and  disap- 
proved, a  "Special  Petition  Relative  to  the  Boston  Water 
and  Sewer  Commission,"  Docket  No.  0583,  which  was 
passed  by  your  Honorable  Body  on  June  12,  1985. 

My  reason  for  disapproval  is  based  solely  upon  section 
2  which  proposes  to  add  a  new  law  which  would  put  the 
independent  Water  and  Sewer  Commission  under  the  su- 
pervision of  the  Commonwealth,  with  respect  to  rate  set- 
ting, sewer  charges,  and  any  other  matter. 

The  proposed  special  petition  runs  contrary  to  the  leg- 
islative scheme  creating  an  independent  entity  to  manage 
and  regulate  the  extensive  and  complex  water  and  sewer 
matters  affecting  the  City  of  Boston. 

The  act  creating  the  Commission  provides  that  the 
Commission  shall  be  independent,  having,  ".  .  .  all  the 
rights  and  powers  necessary  or  convenient  to  carry  out 
and  effectuate  the  purposes  and  provisions  of  this  act."  St. 
1977,  c.436,  s.6.  The  act  specifically  states  that  the  ".  . 
.  fees,  rates  .  .  .  and  other  charges  established  by  the 
commission  shall  not  be  subject  to  the  supervision  or  reg- 
ulation by  any  department  ...  or  agency  of  the  com- 
monwealth." St.  1977,  c.  436,  s.  7(b). 

Further,  the  existing  act  provides  for  a  specific  means 
of  making  changes  in  the  Commission's  powers: 


"No  law  affecting  the  powers,  rights,  duties,  or  obli- 
gations of  the  commission  shall  be  effective  unless  it 
shall  apply  to  water  and  sewer  districts  generally  or 
shall  have  been  approved  under  the  provisions  of  Ar- 
ticle 2  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Constitution  of 
Massachusetts."  St.  1977,  c.436,  s.19. 
The  special  petition  runs  contrary  to  this  section.  In 
fact,  as  drafted  the  special  petition  does  not  even  repeal 
this  provision,  but  merely  creates  a  contradictory  law 
adopted  by  a  contradictory  process,  thus  subjecting  the 
entire  issue  of  water  and  sewer  authority  to  question  and 
potentially  jeopardizing  the  commission's  ability  to  col- 
lect fees,  with  the  resulting  loss  of  revenue  to  the  City  of 
Boston.

My  reason  for  disapproval  is  not  based  upon  the  sub- 
stance or  the  intent  of  the  measure.  Rather,  I  disapprove 
based  upon  the  principle  of  "Separation  of  Powers." 

The  City  Charter  generally  gives  to  the  City  Council 
the  authority  to  establish  rules  for  its  proceedings.  See 
Charter  Section  17.  The  Council,  in  adopting  its  Rules  of 
the  City  Council  has  provided  for  the  establishment  of 
Committees  of  the  City  Council  and  that  process  does  not 
contemplate  establishment  by  ordinance.  See  Council 
Rule  28.  Respecting  the  doctrine  of  "Separation  of 
Powers"  I  will  not  intrude  upon  the  Council's  authority  in 
this  area  by  creating  an  ordinance  a  committee  which  the 
Council  already  has  the  authority  to  create  under  its  own 
rules.

The  Health  and  Hospitals  order  is  designed  to  restore 
the  contractual  services  item  to  its  full  original  budget. 
This  will  guarantee  that  existing  health  services  for  Bos- 
ton residents  will  not  be  impaired.  Our  public  health  sys- 
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tem  is  already  under  great  pressure  due  to  federal  cuts. 
Without  this  supplemental  appropriation  funding  levels 
for  community  health  centers,  prenatal  care  programs 
and  emergency  medical  services  will  be  jeopardized. 

The  Inspectional  Services  Department  order  also  is  de- 
signed to  restore  the  department  to  its  full  originally  rec- 
ommending funding.  Under  the  budget  as  reduced  by 
Council,  there  are  insufficient  funds  to  carry  out  the  de- 
partment's public  safety  and  public  health  responsibili- 
ties. Because  of  inadequate  personnel  funding,  the 
department  will  be  out  of  money  by  September  23  —  all 
employees  would  have  to  be  laid  off;  and  an  unfunded 
unemployment  compensation  liability  of  up  to  $1.4  mil- 
lion would  result.  If  this  happens,  there  will  be  no  provi- 
sions of  basic  mandated  functions  such  as  examination  of 
building  plans,  inspection  of  construction  sites,  health  in- 
spection of  restaurants,  or  inspection  of  residential  hous- 
ing for  health  and  safety  factors.  Many  construction  jobs 
will  be  lost  and  residents  health  and  safety  will  be  in  jeop- 
ardy. 

In  addition,  under  the  Council's  authorized  budget,  the 
city  could  lose  over  $7  million  in  revenue  anticipated  in 
the  FY  86  financial  plan. 

The  appropriation  for  the  Public  Works  Department 
will  allow  for  the  continuation  and  possible  expansion  of 
contracted  street  sweeping  services  throughout  the  city.

An  Ordinance  Regulating  the  Disposal 
and  Treatment  of  Refuse  in  the  City  of  Boston. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts  General 
Laws  chapter 43B,  section  13,  and  any  other  applica- 
ble law,  as  follows: 

Whereas,  The  existence  and  proliferation  of  refuse 
treatment  and  disposal  facilities  is  hazardous  to  the  health 
of  the  residents  of  the  City  of  Boston;  and 

Whereas,  The  existence  and  proliferation  of  refuse 
treatment  and  disposal  facilities  presents  a  clear  and 
present  danger  to  the  public  safety  and  welfare  of  resi- 
dents of  the  city;  and 

Whereas,  In  order  to  protect  the  health  of  residents 
with  a  better  system  of  refuse  treatment  and  a  state  of  the 
art  facility;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  in  the  public  good  and  interest  that  ordi- 
nance law  be  provided  to  further  the  protections  provided 
for  by  state  law;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Ordained  as  follows: 

Section  1 .  No  person  shall  establish,  maintain,  operate 
or  use  any  place  within  the  City  of  Boston,  nor  shall  any 
place  within  the  City  of  Boston  be  operated,  established 
or  maintained  for  a  refuse  treatment  or  disposal  facility, 
unless  such  facility  has  been  determined  to  be  absolutely 
essential  or  necessary  to  protect  the  public  health  and  as  a 
result  assigned  by  the  Board  of  Health  and  Hospitals  in 
accordance  with  M.G.L.  c.  Ill,  section  150 A  after  a 
public  hearing  and  the  use  and  plans  or  design  therefore 
have  been  approved  by  the  Massachusetts  Department  of 
Environmental  Quality  Engineering.  The  process  to  de- 
termine the  essential  or  necessary  status  of  any  and  all  site 
applications  is  defined  in  section  6  of  this  ordinance.  For 
the  purposes  of  this  ordinance,  the  term  "refuse  treat- 
ment and  disposal  facility"  shall  include  a  sanitary  land- 
fill, a  refuse  composting  plant,  a  dumping  ground  for 
refuse,  a  refuse  transfer  station,  an  incinerator  with  a 
grate  area  in  excess  of  10  square  feet,  a  residual  waste 
storage  or  treatment  plant,  a  site  for  the  storage  of  wastes 
generated  at  another  location,  or  any  other  works  for 
treating,  disposing,  recycling,  or  recovering  resources 
from  refuse.  "Refuse"  shall  mean  all  solid  or  liquid 
waste  materials  including  garbage  and  rubbish,  but  not 
including  sewage. 

Section  2.  The  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  not 
apply  to  any  on-site  energy  recovery  waste  disposal  sys- 
tem which  serves  only  the  building  within  which  it  is  lo- 
cated. 

Section  3.  Every  new  refuse  transfer  station  shall  be  a 
completely  enclosed,  covered  structure  and  be  located  in 
an  area  zoned  for  industrial  use. 

Section  4.  No  person  shall  establish,  maintain,  operate 
or  use  an  assigned  facility  other  than  in  accordance  with 
conditions  of  assignment  imposed  by  the  Board  of  Health 
and  Hospitals  and  Massachusetts  Department  of  Envi- 
ronmental Quality  Engineering  approved  plan. 

Section  5.  Section  1  of  this  ordinance  shall  not  apply  to 
any  assigned  facility  which  was  assigned  as  of  December 
30.  1983  and  has  Department  of  Environmental  Quality 
Engineering  approved  plans,  provided  however,  that  any- 
assigned  facility  that  applies  for  a  substantial  modifica- 
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tion,  change  or  amendment  in  the  original  site  assignment 
shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance. 

Section  6.  Prior  to  any  application  for  site  assignment 
to  the  Health  and  Hospitals  Department  of  the  City  of 
Boston  under  the  provisions  of  M.G.L.  c.  Ill,  section 
150A,  the  prospective  applicant  must  obtain  a  "neces- 
sary and  essential"  designation  from  the  City  Council. 
Said  designations  may  be  obtained  by  the  approval  of  a 
majority  vote  of  the  Council  and  the  approval  of  the 
Mayor,  provided  however,  that  if  the  Mayor  disapproves 
the  designation,  the  Council  may  approve  the  designation 
notwithstanding  the  disapproval  of  the  Mayor  by  a  two- 
thirds  vote  of  all  the  Councillors.  Such  votes  for  the  ap- 
proval of  a  designation  shall  be  identical  in  format  to  any 
ordinance.  The  prospective  applicant  shall  petition  the 
City  Council,  through  the  City  Clerk,  on  forms  approved 
by  the  Clerk,  which  shall  include,  but  not  limited  to, 
name,  address,  and  telephone  number  of  applicant,  place 
of  current  business,  proposed  site,  type  of  business  to  be 
allowed,  size  and  structure  of  proposed  facility,  list  of 
abutters  and  statement  of  petitioner  as  to  the  "necessary 
and  essential"  nature  of  the  proposed  facility.

The  decision  of  the 
Board  of  Health  and  Hospitals  shall  be  final. 

Section  7.  The  following  ordinances  are  hereby  re- 
pealed: chapter  13  of  the  Ordinances  of  1976;  chapter  4 
of  the  Ordinances  of  1981;  and  chapter  34  of  the  Ordi- 
nances of  1983. 

Section  8 .  The  owner  and/or  the  operator  of  a  facility  in 
violation  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  fined  not  less  than 
$100  nor  more  than  $500  per  violation.  Each  entering 
loaded  vehicle  or  loaded  container  of  refuse  delivered  to 
the  facility  the  refuse  from  which  is  processed  or  stored, 
either  in  a  container  or  on  the  ground,  at  the  facility  shall 
constitute  a  separate  violation.  Each  day  of  operation  or 
maintenance  shall  constitute  a  separate  violation. 

Section  9 .  The  user  of  a  facil  ity  in  violation  of  section  1 
of  this  ordinance  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  $100  nor 
more  than  $500  per  violation.  Both  the  waste  hauling 
company  and  the  vehicle  operator  shall  be  considers  us- 
ers. Each  loaded  vehicle  or  loaded  container  of  refuse  de- 
livered to  the  facility  for  processing  or  for  storage,  either 
in  a  container  or  on  the  ground,  at  the  facility  shall  consti- 
tute a  separate  violation. 

Section  10.  The  Board  of  Health  and  Hospitals, 
through  its  Commissioner  of  Health  and  Hospitals  shall 
have  enforcement  powers  hereunder.

An  Ordinance  Creating  a  Special  Commission 

on  the  Allston-Brighton  Section 

of  Commonwealth  Avenue. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  in  the  city  a  commission 
known  as  the  Special  Commission  on  the  Allston-Brigh- 
ton section  of  Commonwealth  Avenue  consisting  of  the 
Commissioner  of  Public  Works,  ex  officio;  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Traffic  and  Parking,  ex  officio;  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Parks  and  Recreation,  ex  officio;  one  person 
nominated  by  the  Brighton  Historical  Society,  with  the 
approval  of  the  Mayor;  the  District  Nine  member  of  the 
Boston  City  Council,  ex  officio;  and  one  member,  ap- 
pointed by  the  Mayor  from  two  persons  nominated  by  the 
Boston  Society  of  Landscape  Architects.  Members  shall 
be  classified  as  special  municipal  employees  for  the  pur- 
poses of  ch.  286A  of  the  General  Laws. 

The  members  may,  by  a  majority  vote,  elect  one  of  its 
members  chairperson.  All  members  shall  serve  without 
compensation,  but  shall  be  reimbursed  for  expenses  nec- 
essarily incurred  in  the  performance  of  their  duties.  The 
commission  shall  meet  at  least  once  each  month,  coordi- 
nating to  the  fullest  extent  as  possible  participation  from 
citizens,  businesses  and  institutions. 

Section  2.  The  said  commission  shall  conduct  studies, 
investigate  and  research  matters  relevant  to  the  history 
and  improvement  of  the  section  of  Commonwealth  Ave- 
nue running  from  Babcock  Street  to  the  Newton  bound- 
ary. 

The  commission  shall  have  the  power  to  require  the 
production  of  records  and  documents  relevant  to  its  work 
and  to  compel  the  attendance  and  testimony  of  witnesses 
before  it. 

Among  the  duties  of  the  commission  shall  be  to  design 
a  plan  for  the  restoration  and  improvement  of  the  appear- 
ance and  physical  amenities  of  Commonwealth  Avenue; 
as  well  as  improving  traffic  flow  and  parking  availability 
of  the  avenue,  and  that  this  plan  be  consistent  as  much  as 
possible  with  Frederick  Law  Olmsted's  original  design. 
Such  restoration  shall  include,  but  not  be  limited  to,  tree 
planting,  provision  of  flowerbeds,  benches,  lighting  fix- 
tures, and  the  addition  of  historical  markers  where  appro- 
priate. The  commission  may  also  petition  the 
Massachusetts  Bay  Transportation  Authority  concerning 
the  naming  of  stops  for  historic  persons  or  associations 
along  the  Boston  College  streetcar  line. 

The  commission  shall  consider,  and  make  recommen- 
dations on,  such  issues  as  future  development  along  the 
Avenue,  the  imposition  of  height  restrictions,  review  of 
zoning  designations,  and  residential  versus  commercial 
uses.

what  audit  steps  must  be  performed. 

For  these  reasons,  I  cannot  support  this  ordinance  at 
this  time  even  though  we  are  equally  interested  in  the  is- 
suance of  a  timely  annual  financial  report  and  will  do  eve- 
rything possible  to  continue  to  expedite  its  production. 

I  have  no  objection  to  the  second  part  of  the  ordinance 
that  requires  the  Audit  Committee  to  present  their  recom- 
mendation within  ninety  days  after  their  receipt  of  the 
city's  annual  financial  report.  I  believe  every  effort  is  be- 
ing made  to  determine  an  efficient  method  of  handling 
financial  reporting  and  timetables  are  not  warranted.

The  reason  for  my  disapproval  is  twofold.  The  first  is  a 
matter  of  drafting  while  the  second  is  a  matter  of  policy. 

As  drafted,  this  ordinance  would  strike  the  present  sec- 
tion 1 1  of  C .  B .  C . ,  Ordinances ,  Title  6  which  became  law 
in  1980  and  deals  with  the  expenditure  of  city  funds.  I 
believe  this  was  not  the  intent  of  the  Council. 

More  important  as  a  matter  of  policy,  however,  I  be- 
lieve it  is  inappropriate  to  mandate  timetables  by  ordi- 
nance with  regard  to  the  annual  audit  of  accounts.  While  I 
have  instructed  the  Auditor  that  the  report  on  the  annual 
audit  must  be  completed  as  expeditiously  and  profession- 
ally as  possible  and  that  new  systems  be  put  in  place  to 
accomplish  this  goal;  this  process  cannot  be  rushed.  Ac- 
curacy and  not  speed  must  be  the  first  consideration. 

As  we  work  to  improve  this  process,  it  is  important  to

Boston. 

The  reasons  for  my  disapproval  include  the  following: 
Section  5  only  allows  currently  "assigned"  facilities  to 
be  grandfathered  in  this  ordinance.  At  least  one  currently 
operating  facility,  on  which  is  undergoing  extensive  reno- 
vations and  complete  enclosure,  is  not  "assigned"  be- 
cause its  existence  predated  the  assignment  requirement. 
Section  6  of  the  ordinance  impermissably  interferes  with 
the  current  statutory  scheme  by  requiring  applicants  for 
new  facilities  to  first  obtain  a  "necessary  and  essential" 
designation  from  the  City  Council.  This  provision  is  im- 
permissable  on  two  grounds:  assigning  a  site  is  an  execu- 
tive and  administrative  function  and  to  grant  this 
authority  to  the  City  Council  by  ordinance  would  violate 
the  City  Charter  and  Massachusetts  General  Laws,  chap- 
ter 1 1 1 ,  section  150A  which  gives  exclusive  authority  to 
assign  sites  to  the  Department  of  Environmental  Quality 
Engineering  and  local  Boards  of  Health .  This  statute  pre- 
empts the  City  Council  or  Mayor  from  becoming  in- 
volved in  the  siting  process.

76-50 IN  and  76-42 16-N  (Public  Works  Depart- 
ment) D.M.A. 

As  you  have  pointed  out  in  your  letter  (and  as  my  First 
Assistant  Corporation  Counsel  Albert  W.  Wallis  dis- 
cussed with  Assistant  Attorney  General  Melissa  P.  Mar- 
shall in  mid-February),  the  First  Circuit  Court  of  Appeals 
is  presently  considering  this  precise  question  (whether 
Stotts  affects  the  validity  of  consent  decrees)  in  the  case  of 
Devereaux\.  Geary. 

The  impact  of  the  Stotts  decision  on  the  Boston  consent 
decrees  cannot  be  fully  determined  until  the  First  Circuit 
has  heard  the  issues  in  Devereaux  and  rendered  an  opin- 
ion. 

Therefore,  I  believe  that  it  would  be  premature  to  initi- 
ate any  action  which  could  undermine  a  valid  consent  de- 
cree until  the  First  Circuit  has  spoken  on  this  issue.

STATEMENT  OF  COUNCILLOR  O'NEIL

CHAPTER  1 1 ,  SECTION  348

Laws  chapter  43B ,  section  1 3 ,  and  any  other  applica- 
ble law,  as  follows: 
Section  1.  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances  14,  chap- 
ter 1 1 ,  section  348  is  hereby  amended  by  inserting  there- 
after a  new  section  as  follows: 

"Section  348A.  Defacement  of  property;  posses- 
sion, sale  and  display  of  aerosol  spray  paint  cans  pro- 
hibited. 

Section  348A.  a)  No  person  shall  write,  paint  or 
draw  any  inscription,  figure  or  mark  of  any  type  on  any 
public  or  private  building  or  other  structure  or  any 
other  real  or  personal  property  owned,  operated  or 
maintained  by  a  public  benefit  corporation,  the  City  of 
Boston  or  any  agency  or  instrumentality  thereof,  un- 
less the  express  permission  of  the  owner  or  operator  of 
the  property  has  been  obtained. 

b)  No  person  shall  carry  an  aerosol  spray  paint  can 
into  any  public  building  or  other  public  facility  unless 
the  express  permission  of  the  official  in  charge  has 
been  obtained  or  such  aerosol  can  is  sealed  with  a  fac- 
tory seal,  which,  once  broken,  cannot  be  resealed. 

c)  No  person  shall  sell  or  offer  to  sell  an  aerosol  spray 
paint  can  to  any  person  under  eighteen  years  of  age. 

d)  All  persons  who  sell  or  offer  for  sale  aerosol  spray 
paint  cans  shall  not  place  such  cans  on  display  unless 
such  cans  are  at  all  times  safeguarded  in  a  manner  in 
which  they  are  not  accessible  to  the  public."

Coun.  BOLLING  moved  that  the  following  order  be 
substituted  for  this  order: 

Whereas.  The  proliferation  of  the  sale  and  use  of  illicit 
drugs  in  the  City  of  Boston  has  reached  epidemic  propor- 
tions; and 

Whereas.  Whole  neighborhoods  suffer  the  conse- 
quences of  those  lawless  individuals  who  flaunt  the  Po- 
lice Department  and  judicial  system  by  openly  selling 
their  insidious  wares  in  storefronts,  apartment  buildings, 
and  elementary  schoolyards;  and 

Whereas,  Most  recently,  competing  factions  in  the 
drug  trade  have  engaged  in  vicious  gun  battles  in  the  Rox- 
bury  and  Dorchester  areas,  endangering  the  lives  of  inno- 
cent men,  women,  and  children;  and 

Whereas,  We  are  now  witnessing  the  corruption  of  our 
city's  youth  as  drug  dealers  employ  them  as  lookouts, 
runners,  and  sellers  in  their  heinous  business;  and 

Whereas,  Such  criminal  activity  places  a  heavy  burden 
on  the  City  of  Boston  to  adopt  measures  which  are  crafted 
to  eradicate  the  effects  of  the  drug  trade,  and  the  destruc- 
tive and  devastating  impact  it  has  on  the  neighborhoods; 
therefore,  be  it 

Ordered.  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court,  accom- 
panied by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to  the  Cit>  of 
Boston  to  be  filed  with  an  attested  copy  of  this  order  be. 
and  hereby  is,  approved  under  clause  (1)  of  section  8  of 
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article  2,  as  amended,  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Consti- 
tution of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to  the  end 
that  legislation  be  adopted  providing  precisely  as  fol- 
lows, except  for  clerical  and  editorial  changes  of  form 
only: 

Section  1 .  In  the  City  of  Boston,  any  building,  place, 
or  tenement  situated  therein,  which  is  used  for  the  ille- 
gal sale,  distribution,  or  possession  of  controlled  sub- 
stances as  that  term  is  defined  in  sections  1  to  3  of 
chapter  94C  of  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws  shall 
be  deemed  a  nuisance. 

Section  2.  In  the  City  of  Boston,  whoever  keeps  or 
maintains  such  a  nuisance  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of 
not  less  than  $5 ,000  nor  more  than  $  1 0 ,000  and  by  im- 
prisonment of  not  less  than  six  months  nor  more  than 
two  years. 

Section  3.  In  the  City  of  Boston,  upon  an  arrest  for 
violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  chapter  94C  of  the 
Massachusetts  General  Laws,  where  there  has  been  a 
conviction  for  a  similar  offense  on  the  same  premises 
within  the  twelve  months  preceding  said  arrest,  the  po- 
lice commissioner  is  hereby  authorized  to  bring  a  civil 
action  perpetually  to  enjoin  the  person  conducting  or 
maintaining  the  same,  and  the  owner,  lessee  or  agent  of 
the  building  or  place  in  or  upon  which  such  nuisance 
exists  and  their  assignees  from  directly  or  indirectly 
maintaining  or  permitting  such  nuisance,  provided 
however,  that  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  premises 
licensed  under  chapter  138  of  the  General  Laws  or  to 
common  victuallers  licensed  under  chapter  140. 

Section  4.  The  complaint  described  in  section  3  shall 
join  the  owner  of  record  as  a  party  defendant  and  shall 
be  filed  with  the  district  court  within  whose  jurisdiction 
the  nuisance  is  believed  to  exist.  Such  proceedings 
shall  have  precedence  over  all  other  matters  and  shall 
be  heard  within  seven  days  of  filing.  Upon  judgment 
and  order  of  the  court,  the  buildings  will  be  closed  and 
secured.  Orders  of  the  court  are  to  be  posted  at  the  site 
of  closure  along  with  a  notice  mailed  to  the  owner,  les- 
sor, lessee,  and  mortgagee  within  one  business  day  of 
the  posting.  Orders  of  the  court  shall  be  enforced 
within  five  business  days  of  their  issuance.  The  prop- 
erty shall  remain  closed  for  no  less  than  six  months. 

Section  5.  If  said  building,  place,  or  tenement  con- 
tains other  occupied  units,  the  occupants  of  which  were 
not  involved  in  any  of  the  illegal  activities  as  defined 
herein,  no  such  closing  of  the  other  occupied  units  shall 
take  place  so  as  to  adversely  affect  any  such  occupants. 
Section  6.  In  no  event  shall  a  building  once  closed  be 
reopened  sooner  than  one  year  from  the  time  of  closure 
if  said  building  has  been  subject  to  a  previous  order  for 
closure  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  section. 

Section  7.  If  any  provisions  or  section  of  this  petition 
shall  be  held  to  be  invalid  or  unconstitutional  by  a  court 
of  competent  jurisdiction,  then  such  provision  or  sec- 
tion shall  be  considered  separately  and  apart  from  the 
remaining  provisions  or  sections  of  this  ordinance, 
which  shall  remain  in  full  force  and  effect. 
The  motion  for  substitution  was  carried,  yeas  13. 
The  substitute  order  was  passed.

Whereas,  There  appears  to  have  been  violations  of 
these  ordinances,  particularly  in  buildings  where  some 
landlords  have  exceeded  allowable  rent  increases  and

Whereas,  Some  building  owners  have  sold  buildings 
covered  by  the  Rent  Equity  Ordinances  to  new  owners, 
who  then  violate  basic  rights  of  tenants,  providing  no 
maintenance,  heat  or  running  water  and  other  essential

Whereas,  This  violations  of  tenants'  rights  seems 
aimed  at  forcing  these  tenants  to  move  so  that  the  building 
may  then  be  resold  or  rehabilitated  for  other  tenancies  or 
forms  of  ownership;  and 

Whereas,  New  owners  are  offering  long-time  tenants 
fees  to  vacate  these  buildings,  often  without  offering  the 
protections  for  low-income  and  elerly  tenants  which  al- 
ready exist  through  the  Rent  Equity  Ordinances;  and 

Whereas,  The  ordinances  contain  sections  providing 
for  criminal  penalties,  and  other  legal  actions  such  as  in- 
junctions and  restraining  orders,  to  be  used  as  a  remedy 
against  such  unlawful  activities;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Ordered,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  instructs  the 
Rent  Equity  Board  to  use  its  remedies  and  powers  as  de- 
scribed in  sections  14,  15,  and  16  of  the  Ordinances  of 
1984,  chapter  34,  to  bring  any  and  all  legal  action  where 
necessary  to  halt  illegal  rent  increases  and  illegal  actions 
by  landlords  where  they  may  occur;  and  further  be  it

Whereas,  The  racial  composition  of  the  Latin  Schools 
reflects  the  goals  of  desegregation  with  the  enrollment  of 
36.7  percent  black,  47.2  percent  white  and  16. 1  percent 
other  minorities  at  Boston  Latin  Academy  and  26. 1  per- 
cent black,  52.7  percent  white  and  21.2  percent  other  mi- 
norities at  Boston  Latin  School;  and 

Whereas,  For  350  years,  Boston  Latin  School  and  Bos-

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court,  accom- 
panied by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to  the  City  of 
Boston  to  be  filed  with  an  attested  copy  of  this  order  be, 
and  hereby  is,  approved  under  clause  (1)  of  section  8  of 
article  2,  as  amended,  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Consti- 
tution of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to  the  end 
that  legislation  be  adopted  providing  precisely  as  fol- 
lows, except  for  clerical  or  editorial  changes  of  form 
only: 

Section  1 .  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  any  law  to 
the  contrary  and  in  order  to  promote  the  public  good,  the 
State-Boston  Retirement  Board  is  hereby  authorized  and 
directed  to  retire  Randolph  G.  LaMattina,  a  police  officer 
of  the  City  of  Boston,  who  as  a  result  of  an  explosion  sus- 
tained injuries  while  in  the  performance  of  his  duties  Au- 
gust 16,  1985,  is  totally  incapacitated  for  further  service 
as  a  police  officer,  at  a  yearly  amount  of  pension  equal  to 
the  regular  rate  of  compensation  which  he  would  have 
been  paid  had  he  continued  in  service  as  a  Boston  Police 
Officer  at  the  grade  held  by  him  at  the  time  of  his  retire- 
ment. Such  retirement  shall  become  effective  as  of  the 
date  following  the  last  day  on  which  he  received  regular 
compensation.  Upon  such  retirement,  the  State-Boston 
Retirement  Board  shall  forthwith  pay  to  him  the  amount 
credited  to  him  as  accumulated  total  deductions  in  the  an- 
nuity savings  of  the  State-Boston  Retirement  System. 

Section  2.  Said  Randolph  G.  LaMattina  shall  be  enti- 
tled to  receive  such  indemnification  for  all  hospital,  med- 
ical and  related  expenses  that  have  been,  or  may  be, 
incurred  after  the  date  of  his  retirement  as  a  result  of  the 
injuries  sustained  by  him  while  in  the  performance  of  his 
duties,  according  to  the  provisions  of  chapter  41  of  the 
General  Laws.

article  2,  as  amended,  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Consti- 
tution of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to  the  end 
that  legislation  be  adopted  providing  precisely  as  fol- 
lows, except  for  clerical  or  editorial  changes  of  form 
only; 

Section  1 .  In  the  City  of  Boston,  any  commercial  es- 
tablishment which  is  used  for  the  illegal  sale,  distribu- 
tion, or  possession  of  controlled  substances  as  that  term 
is  defined  in  sections  1  to  3  of  chapter  94C  of  the  Mas- 
sachusetts General  Laws  shall  be  deemed  a  nuisance. 
For  the  purposes  of  this  Act,  a  commercial  establish- 
ment shall  be  defined  to  include: 

(a)  a  place  where  goods,  wares,  and  merchandise 
of  any  kind  is  sold; 

(b)  a  premise  licensed  by  the  State-Boston  Licens- 
ing Board  under  chapters  138  or  140  of  the  General 
Laws,  provided  that  no  complaint  shall  be  filed  or 
penalty  imposed  under  this  act  with  respect  to  such 
premises  unless  written  permission  of  the  Licensing 
Board  with  respect  to  the  proposed  action  has  first 
been  obtained  by  the  Police  Commissioner  of  the 
City  of  Boston  or  his  or  her  designee; 

(c)  a  social  club; 

(d)  a  unit  rented  for  or  used  in  part  as  a  residence 
but  which  is  also  kept  or  maintained  as  a  location 
from  or  in  which  to  sell,  distribute  or  possess  con- 
trolled substances;  provided  that  other  units  within 
the  same  building  which  do  not  meet  the  above  defi- 
nition shall  not  be  considered  part  of  the  "commer- 
cial establishment"  and  this  subsection  shall  be 
narrowly  construed  so  as  to  avoid  unnecessary  ad- 
verse affects  upon  the  occupants  of  any  such  units. 
Section  2.  In  the  City  of  Boston,  whoever  keeps  or 

maintains  such  a  nuisance  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of 
not  less  than  $5,000  nor  more  than  $10,000  and  by  im- 
prisonment of  not  less  than  six  months  nor  more  than 
two  years. 

Section  3.  In  the  City  of  Boston,  upon  an  arrest  for 
violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  chapter  94C  of  the 
Massachusetts  General  Laws,  where  there  has  been  a 
conviction  for  a  similar  offense  in  the  same  commercial 
establishment  within  the  twelve  months  preceding  said 
arrest,  the  Police  Commissioner  is  hereby  authorized 
to  bring  a  civil  action  to  permanently  enjoin  the  person 
conducting  or  maintaining  the  same,  and  the  owner, 
lessee  or  agent  of  the  commercial  establishment  in  or 
upon  which  such  nuisance  exists  and  their  assignees 
from  directly  or  indirectly  maintaining  or  permitting 
such  nuisance.  For  purposes  of  this  section,  "similar 
activity"  shall  be  defined  as  the  illegal  sale,  distribu- 
tion or  possession  of  any  controlled  substance  as  de- 
fined in  General  Laws  chapter  94C. 

Section  4.  The  complaint  described  in  section  3 
shall  join  the  owner  of  record  as  a  party  defendant  if  it  is 
possible  to  determine  said  owner.  The  complaint  shall 
be  filed  in  the  direct  court  within  whose  jurisdiction  the 
nuisance  is  believed  to  exist.  Such  proceedings  shall 
have  precedence  over  all  other  matters  and  shall  be 
heard  within  seven  days  of  filing.  Upon  judgment  and 
order  of  the  court,  the  building  shall  be  closed  and  se- 
cured by  the  Police  Commissioner  or  his  or  her  desig- 
nee. Orders  of  the  court  are  to  be  posted  by  the  Police 
Department  at  the  site  of  closure  and  the  Police  Depart- 
ment shall  also  within  one  day  of  the  posting  mail  a 
notice  to  any  owner,  lessor,  lessee,  or  mortgagee  of  the 
commercial  establishment  who  can  be  identified.  Or- 
ders of  the  court  shall  be  enforced  within  five  business 
days  of  their  issuance.  The  commercial  establishment 
shall  remain  closed  for  no  less  than  six  months,  unless 
the  court,  for  good  cause,  orders  closure  for  a  lesser 
period.

Whereas,  Authorization  for  expenditure  of  up  to  $35 
million  for  needs  of  the  two  schools  was  given  by  the 
Council  and  Mayor  in  October  of  1983,  with  only 
$300,000  of  that  amount  disbursed  to  date  for  architec- 
tural surveys  and  plans;  and 

Whereas,  Federal  Judge  W.  Arthur  Garrity,  Jr.  ruled 
September  3rd,  that  the  Latin  schools'  upgradings  "are 
not  approved"  because  no  specific  proposal  for  either 
school  has  yet  been  submitted  in  detail  as  part  cf  the  Uni- 
fied Facilities  Plan  filed  with  the  court  and  the  State 
Board  of  Education;  and 

Whereas,  Proposals  with  specifics  must  meet  satisfac- 
tion of  the  State  Board  of  Education  in  order  to  receive  90 
percent  reimbursement;  and 

Whereas,  With  the  deadline  for  filing  appeal  from  the 
judge's  final  orders  in  the  school  desegregation  case  com- 
ing November  3 ,  it  is  expedient  that  the  status  of  the  Latin 
Schools'  improvement  plans  be  clarified;  now,  there-

Ordered,  That,  through  his  Honor,  the  Mayor,  the  city 
at  once  intensify  efforts  to: 

1 .  Obtain  through  negotiations  or  otherwise  a  sat- 
isfactory site  for  the  Boston  Latin  Academy  as  a  new, 
permanent  home; 

2.  That  the  Mayor  and  appropriate  representa- 
tives of  the  Public  Facilities  Department;  Mary  Nee 
of  the  Office  of  Capital  Planning  or  her  designee;  and 
representatives  of  the  Superintendent  of  Boston 
Schools  meet  with  representatives  of  the  architec- 
tural firm  of  Shepley,  Richardson  and  Bulfinch,  the 
headmasters,  faculty,  students  and  parents  of  the 
Latin  schools  to  formulate  plans  for  the  renovation  of 
Boston  Latin  School  and  new  plans  for  the  Latin 
Academy; 

3 .  That  this  group  prepare  a  detailed  architectural 
proposal  reflecting  the  renovation/construction/e- 
quipment capital  needs  at  the  existing  Boston  Latin 
School.  The  document  should  have  structural  and 
cost  data  sufficient  for  presentation  to  Judge  Garrity 
and  to  submit  to  the  State  Board  of  Education  for  for-

Charles  River  in  the  West  Roxbury  section  of  the  City  of 
Boston,  known  as  the  Sawmill  Brook  Valley  and  Brook 
Farm;  and 

Whereas ,  Brook  Farm  is  listed  on  the  National  Register 
of  Historic  Places  and  was  designed  as  a  Boston  Land- 
mark on  October  27,1977,  under  the  provisions  of  Chap-

ceived a  permit  from  the  Rent  Equity  Board. 
Section  2.  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  Title  10, 
chapter  3  is  hereby  further  amended  by  adding  at  the  end 
of  section  10,  paragraph  (b)  the  following  additional  lan- 
guage: 

In  any  event,  if  the  Rent  Equity  Board  determines 
that  the  eviction  is  for  the  purposes  of  a  condomin- 
ium or  cooperative  conversion,  or  the  landlord  ad- 
mits that  the  eviction  is  for  the  purpose  of 
condominium  or  cooperative  conversion,  the  Rent 
Equity  Board  may  deny  the  permit  after  weighing  the 
following  considerations  to  protect  the  public  inter- 
est:

(iii)whether  the  landlord  has  made  any  substsntive 
repairs  to  the  property  to  increase  the  useful  life  or 
value  of  the  housing  accommodation; 
(iv)whether  the  tenant  is  a  long-term  resident  of  the 
City  of  Boston. 
( v)whether  the  property  is  being  converted  for  owner  oc- 
cupancy or  for  investor  ownership; 
(vi)whether  there  is  an  adequate  supply  of  apart- 
ments for  working  class  and  low-or  moderate-in- 
come persons  to  rent  at  affordable  prices  in  the 
neighborhood; 

(viii)whether  the  landlord  has  converted  properties 
in  the  past  which  have  not  been  in  compliance  with 
state  and  local  codes; 

(ix)whether  the  landlord  has  a  record  of  compliance 
with  Rent  Equity  Board  orders; 
If  the  Rent  Equity  Board  determines  that  a  permit  for 
eviction  be  granted,  the  provisions  of  section  10,  para- 
graphs (c)-(j)  shall  apply. 

Nothing  in  this  section  shall  be  construed  to  apply  to 
owner  occupied  condominiums.

PETITION  FOR  SPECIAL  LAW  TO  CREATE  BOS- 
TON HOUSING  DEVELOPMENT  COMMIS- 
SION 

Coun.  TIERNEY  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court,  accom- 
panied by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to  the  City  of 
Boston  to  be  filed  with  an  attested  copy  of  this  order  be, 
and  hereby  is,  approved  under  clause  (1)  of  section  8  of 
article  2,  as  amended,  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Consti- 
tution of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to  the  end 
that  legislation  be  adopted  providing  precisely  as  fol- 
lows, except  for  clerical  or  editorial  changes  of  form 
only: 

Section  1 .  It  is  hereby  declared  that  a  serious  public 
crisis  exists  in  the  City  of  Boston  relative  to  residential 
housing;  that  the  housing  crisis  involves  both  rental  and 
privately  owned  housing  units;  that  the  crisis  extends  to 


new  housing  construction  and  renovation  projects;  that 
the  housing  crisis  effects  all  members  of  society,  regard- 
less of  income ;  that  the  housing  crisis  is  a  resultant  of  high 
demand  brought  about  by  the  robust  economy  in  Boston 
and  throughout  the  Commonwealth;  that  the  normal 
transaction  of  the  real  estate  business  has  not  significantly 
addressed  the  shortage  of  housing;  and  that  it  is  in  the 
public  interest  that  city  government  create  the  mecha- 
nisms and  climate  to  stimulate  residential  housing  con- 
struction. The  purpose  of  this  act  is  to  establish  for  the 
City  of  Boston  the  means  necessary  for  government  to 
take  a  proactive  role  in  providing  decent,  safe,  affordable 
housing  for  all  residents  of  the  City  of  Boston  by  creating 
a  commission  authorized  to  make  loans  and  grants  to  aid 
in  the  new  construction  or  major  renovation  of  all  types  of 
residential  housing  units  in  the  City  of  Boston. 

This  act  may  be  referred  to  as  the  "Boston  Housing 
Development  Commission  Act"  of  1985. 

Section  2.  The  following  words  as  used  in  this  act  shall, 
unless  the  context  otherise  requires,  have  the  following 
meanings: 

"Bonds"  or  "bond,"  bonds,  notes  and  other  evi- 
dences of  indebtedness  of  the  commission  issued  un- 
der the  provisions  of  this  act. 
"City,"  the  City  of  Boston. 
"Commission,"  the  Boston  Housing  Development 
Commission  created  by  section  3  of  this  act  or,  if  said 
commission  shall  terminate  as  provided  in  section 
15,  the  board,  body  or  commission  succeeding  to  the 
principal  functions  thereof  or  to  whom  the  powers 
given  by  this  act  to  the  commission  shall  be  given  by 
law. 

"Current  expenses,"  the  commission's  current  ex- 
penses, including,  without  limiting  the  generality  of 
the  foregoing,  administrative,  general  expenses, 
wages,  salaries  and  other  employee  benefits,  legal, 
financial  and  auditing  expenses,  insurance  and  sur- 
ety bond  premiums,  payments  to  pension,  retire- 
ment, health  and  hospitalization  funds  including 
payments  to  the  commonwealth,  Boston  retirement 
system  and  expenses  of  trustees. 
Section  3.  There  is  hereby  created  a  body  politic  and 
corporate  and  political  subdivision  of  the  commonwealth 
to  be  known  as  the  Boston  Housing  Development  Com- 
mission. The  commission  is  hereby  constituted  a  public 
instrumentality  and  exercise  by  the  commission  of  the 
powers  conferred  by  this  act  shall  be  deemed  and  held  to 
be  the  performance  of  an  essential  public  function.  The 
commission  shall  not  be  subject  to  the  supervision  of  the 
Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  or  the  Neighborhood 
Development  and  Employment  Agency  of  the  city  or  any 
other  department,  commission,  board,  bureau  or  agency 
of  the  city  except  to  the  extent  and  the  manner  provided  in 
this  act. 

The  commission  shall  have  the  power  to  hold  property, 
to  sue  and  to  be  sued  and  to  prosecute  and  defend  all 
actions  relating  to  its  property  and  affairs.  The  commis- 
sion shall  be  liable  for  its  debts  and  obligations,  but  the 
property  of  the  commission  other  than  revenues  pledged 
to  the  payment  of  bonds  shall  not  be  subject  to  attachment 
nor  levied  upon  by  execution  or  otherwise. 

Except  as  otherwise  provided  in  this  act,  the  powers  of 
the  commission  shall  be  exercised  by  a  board  of  five 
members,  each  of  whom  shall  be,  and  shall  remain  during 
his  incumbency  as  a  member,  a  resident  of  the  city.  Mem- 
bers of  the  board  shall  have  demonstrated  expertise  an- 
d/or long-term  responsible  affiliation  with  at  least  one  of 
the  following  constituencies:  neighborhood  organiza- 
tions, tenants  organizations,  real  estate  or  home  building 
industry,  the  trade  unions,  community  development  cor- 
poration, municipal  finance  and  bonding  or  municipal 
law.  One  member  of  the  board  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
governor  of  the  commonwealth  and  shall  serve  for  a  term 
of  three  years.  Four  members  of  the  board  shall  be  ap- 
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pointed  by  the  mayor  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  city 
council.  The  members  first  appointed  by  the  mayor  and 
approved  by  the  city  council  shall  serve  in  office  for  terms 
expiring,  in  the  case  of  one  such,  two  years  after  appoint- 
ment, in  the  case  of  two  others,  three  years  after  appoint- 
ment, and  in  the  case  of  the  last  member,  four  years  after 
appointment.  The  term  of  each  member  shall  be  desig- 
nated by  the  mayor  at  appointment.  Thereafter,  members 
shall  be  appointed  for  a  term  of  three  years,  or  in  the  case 
of  an  appointment  made  to  fill  a  vacancy,  for  the  unex- 
pired term,  and  until  their  successor  is  appointed  and 
qualified;  provided,  however,  that  should  a  vacancy  exist 
for  a  period  of  more  than  sixty  days,  or  should  the  mayor 
fail  to  appoint  a  successor  within  sixty  days  after  the  term 
of  a  member  expires ,  the  city  council  shall  proceed  forth- 
with to  elect  a  member.  Such  an  election  shall  be  deemed 
a  vote  electing  an  official.  Any  member  of  the  commis- 
sion may  be  removed  at  any  time  by  the  mayor  for  cause 
but  only  after  reasonable  notice  and  a  public  hearing  un- 
less the  same  are  in  writing  expressly  waived.  For  the 
purposes  of  268A  of  the  General  Laws,  the  members  of 
the  commission  shall  be  deemed  to  be  special  municipal 
employees. 

Four  members  of  the  commission  shall  constitute  a 
quorum  and  the  affirmative  vote  of  a  majority  of  all  mem- 
bers shall  be  necessary  for  any  action  taken  by  vote  of  the 
commission.  Any  such  action  shall  take  effect  immedi- 
ately unless  otherwise  provided  and  need  not  be  pub- 
lished or  posted.  The  members  of  the  commission  shall 
not  be  entitled  to  compensation  for  their  services  as  such, 
but  they  shall  be  reimbursed  for  actual  expenses  neces- 
sarily incurred  in  the  performance  of  their  duties. 

The  mayor  shall  designate  one  of  the  members  as  chair- 
man of  the  commission  who  shall  serve  as  such  chairman 
during  his  term  of  office  as  a  member.  Upon  the  expira- 
tion of  the  term  of  office  of  any  such  chairman,  the  mayor 
shall  designate  one  of  the  members  as  chairman,  who 
shall  serve  as  chairman  during  the  remainder  of  his  term 
of  office.  The  commission  shall  annually  elect  one  of  its 
members  as  vice-chairman. 

The  provisions  of  section  23A  to  23C,  inclusive,  of 
chapter  39  of  the  General  Laws  shall  apply  to  all  meetings 
of  the  commission  and  section  10  of  chapter  66  relating  to 
the  availability  of  public  records  as  defined  in  clause  26  of 
section  7  of  chapter  4  of  the  General  Laws  shall  apply  to 
the  commission. 

Section  4.  The  commission  shall  from  time  to  time  ap- 
point an  executive  secretary  and  other  such  employees 
that  it  determines  necessary  to  accomplish  the  provisions 
of  this  act.  The  commission  shall  determine  the  compen- 
sation, duties  and  conditions  of  employment  provided, 
however,  that  the  current  expenses  of  the  commission 
shall  not  exceed  $100,000  unless  otherwise  approved  by 
the  mayor  and  city  council. 

The  executive  secretary  shall  be  the  chief  executive  of 
the  commission  and  shall  administer  and  direct  its  affairs 
as  authorized  or  approved  by  the  commission  and  shall 
have  such  powers  and  duties  as  may  be  delegated  to  him 
by  the  commission.  The  executive  secretary  shall  be  the 
custodian  of  all  books,  documents  and  papers  filed  with 
the  commission. 

Chapter  150E  of  the  General  Laws  shall  apply  to  the 
commission,  to  the  extent  applicable  and  for  purposes  of 
said  chapter,  the  commission  shall  be  considered  an  "em- 
ployer" or  "public  employer"  as  defined  therein. 

The  commission  shall  operate  on  a  July  1  through  June 
30  fiscal  year. 

Section  5.  The  commission  shall  have  all  the  rights  and 
powers  necessary  or  convenient  to  carry  out  and  effectu- 
ate the  purposes  and  provisions  of  this  act,  including,  but 
without  limiting  the  generality  of  the  foregoing,  the  rights 
and  powers: 

a)  shall  receive  an  annual  appropriation  from  the 

general  fund  of  the  city  equal  to  the  amount  of  funds 

collected  by  the  city  pursuant  to  all  Development  Im- 


pact Project  payments,  so  called  "linkage  funds."  Ap- 
propriation of  linkage  monies  from  the  city  to  the 
commission  may  be  more  frequent  than  annually  if  the 
commission  deems  it  necessary  and  efficient  to  the  pur- 
poses of  this  act; 

b)  to  receive,  administer,  expend  and  comply  with 
the  conditions  and  requirements  of  any  gift,  grant,  do- 
nation or  appropriation  of  any  property  or  money; 

c)  to  receive,  administer  and  expend  any  appropria- 
tion made  by  the  action  of  the  mayor  and  city  council  of 
the  city; 

d)  to  acquire  by  purchase,  lease,  gift  or  devise,  or  to 
obtain  options  for  the  acquisition  of  any  property, 
within  the  city,  whether  real  or  personal,  improved  or 
unimproved,  tangible  or  intangible,  including  any  in- 
terest in  land  less  the  fee  thereof; 

e)  to  make  application  for,  receive,  accept  and  ex- 
pend any  federal,  commonwealth  or  city  loans  or 
grants  for  in  aid  of  the  planning,  construction,  opera- 
tion or  financing  of  any  housing  development,  new 
construction  or  rehabilitation  units,  and  to  receive  and 
accept  contributions  from  any  source  of  either  money, 
property,  labor  or  other  things  of  value,  provided, 
however,  that  resolutions  of  the  commission  to  apply 
and  expend  federal,  commonwealth  and/or  city  loans 
or  grants  must  be  approved  by  the  mayor  and  the  city 
council; 

f)  to  sell  at  public  sale,  lease,  mortgage,  exchange, 
transfer  or  otherwise  dispose  of,  or  to  grant  options  for 
any  such  purposes  with  respect  to  any  personal  or  real 
property  or  interest  therein  owned  by  the  commission, 
provided,  however,  that  prior  to  sale  of  other  disposi- 
tion of  any  real  or  personal  property  or  interest  therein, 
the  commission  shall  obtain  the  approval  of  the  mayor 
and  the  city  council; 

g)  to  create,  organize,  administer,  maintain,  and  dis- 
solve such  separate  trust  funds  as  the  commission 
deems  necessary  to  accomplish  the  purposes  of  this  act, 
provided,  however,  that  prior  to  the  creation  or  disso- 
lution any  trust  instrument  the  commission  shall  obtain 
the  approval  of  the  mayor  and  city  council. 

h)  to  accept  applications  and  to  authorize  the  issu- 
ance of  interest-bearing  loans ,  low-interest  loans  or  no- 
interest  loans  to  individuals,  organizations  for  profit  or 
not  for  profit,  or  developers  who  will  build,  renovate, 
acquire,  operate,  or  manage  residential  housing  unit  or 
units  within  the  city,  provided,  however,  that  the  appli- 
cations and  authorization  process  be  detailed  in  rules 
and  regulations  promulgated  by  the  commission; 

i)  to  pledge  or  assign  any  money,  fees,  charges,  or 
other  revenue  of  the  commission  and  any  proceeds  de- 
rived by  the  commission  from  the  sale  of  property,  in- 
surance or  condemnation  awards; 

j)  to  borrow  money  and  incur  indebtedness  and  issue 
its  bonds  as  hereinafter  provided; 

k)  to  make  contracts  of  every  name  and  nature  and  to 
execute  and  deliver  all  instruments  necessary  and  con- 
venient for  carrying  out  any  of  its  purposes; 

1)  to  adopt  bylaws  for  the  regulation  of  the  affairs  and 
the  conduct  of  its  business,  and  to  prescribe  rules,  reg- 
ulations and  polices  in  connection  with  the  perform- 
ance of  its  functions  and  duties,  provided,  however, 
that  any  and  all  such  rules,  regulations,  or  bylaws,  shall 
be  valid  only  after  submission  to  the  city  council  and 
approval  of  the  mayor  and  city  council.  All  amend- 
ments, changes,  or  deletions  from  the  rules,  regula- 
tions or  bylaws  of  the  commission  shall  require 
submission  to  the  city  council  and  approval  of  the 
mayor  and  city  council; 

m)  to  do  all  things  necessary,  convenient  or  desirable 
to  carry  out  the  purposes  of  this  act  or  the  powers  ex- 
pressly granted  or  necessarily  implied  in  this  act. 
Section  6.  The  commission  may  provide  by  resolution, 
approved  by  the  mayor  and  city  council,  for  the  issuance 
from  time  to  time  of  bonds  of  the  commission  for  any  of 
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its  corporate  purposes  or  the  borrowing  of  money  in  an- 
ticipation of  the  issuance  of  such  bonds.  Bonds  may  be 
issued  hereunder  as  general  obligations  of  the  commis- 
sion or  as  special  obligations  payable  solely  from  particu- 
lar funds.  Without  limiting  the  generality  of  the 
foregoing,  such  bonds  may  be  issued  to  pay  the  cost  of 
constructing  or  acquiring  any  residential  housing  unit  or 
units,  to  provide  for  loans,  grants,  seed  money,  reserves 
for  debt  service,  or  other  capital  or  current  expenses  of 
the  commission  or  any  combination  of  the  foregoing. 

The  commission  may  also  provide  by  resolution,  ap- 
proved by  the  mayor  and  city  council,  for  the  issuance 
from  time  to  time  of  temporary  notes  in  anticipation  of  the 
revenues  to  be  collected  or  received  by  the  commission  in 
any  year,  or  in  anticipation  of  the  receipt  of  federal ,  com- 
monwealth or  local  grants  or  other  aid.  The  issue  of  such 
notes  shall  be  governed  by  the  provisions  of  this  act  relat- 
ing to  the  issue  of  bonds  other  than  such  temporary  notes 
as  the  same  may  be  applicable;  provided  that  notes  issued 
in  anticipation  of  revenues  shall  mature  no  later  than  one 
year  from  their  respective  dates  and  notes  issued  in  antici- 
pation of  federal,  commonwealth  or  local  grants  or  other 
aid  and  renewals  thereof  shall  mature  no  later  than  the 
expected  date  of  receipt  of  such  grants  or  aid.  Notes  in 
anticipation  of  revenues  issued  to  mature  less  than  one 
year  from  their  dates  may  be  renewed  by  the  commission 
from  time  to  time  by  the  issue  of  other  temporary  notes 
hereunder,  provided  the  period  from  the  date  of  an  origi- 
nal note  to  the  maturity  of  any  note  issued  to  renew  or  pay 
the  same  or  the  interest  thereon  shall  not  exceed  one  year. 

Section  7.  The  principal  of,  premium,  if  any,  and  inter- 
est on  all  bonds  issued  under  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
unless  otherwise  provided  herein,  shall  be  payable  solely 
from  the  funds  provided  therefor  from  revenues  as  herein 
provided.  The  bonds  of  each  issued  shall  be  dated,  shall 
bear  interest  at  such  rate  or  rates,  shall  mature  at  such 
time  or  times,  as  may  be  determined  by  the  commission, 
and  may  be  made  redeemable  before  maturity  at  the  op- 
tion of  the  commission  at  such  price  or  prices  and  under 
such  terms  and  conditions  as  may  be  fixed  by  the  commis- 
sion prior  to  the  issue  of  the  bonds.  The  commission  shall 
determine  the  form  of  the  bonds,  including  interest  cou- 
pons to  be  attached  thereto,  and  the  manner  of  execution 
of  the  bonds,  and  shall  fix  the  denomination  or  denomina- 
tions of  the  bonds  and  the  place  or  places  of  payment  of 
principal  and  interest,  which  may  be  at  any  bank  or  trust 
company  within  or  without  the  commonwealth.  In  case 
any  officer  whose  signature  or  a  facsimile  of  whose  sig- 
nature shall  appear  on  any  bonds  or  coupons  shall  cease  to 
be  such  officer  before  the  delivery  thereof,  such  signa- 
ture or  such  facsimile  shall  nevertheless  be  valid  and  suf- 
ficient for  all  purposes  the  same  as  if  he  had  remained  in 
office  until  after  such  delivery.  The  commission  may  also 
provide  for  authentication  of  bonds  by  a  trustee  or  fiscal 
agent.  The  bonds  may  be  issued  in  coupon  or  in  registered 
form,  or  both,  and,  if  notes,  may  be  made  payable  to 
bearer  or  to  order,  as  the  commission  may  determine  and 
provision  may  be  made  for  the  registration  of  any  coupon 
bonds  as  to  principal  alone  and  also  as  to  both  principal 
and  interest,  for  the  reconversion  into  coupon  bonds  of 
bonds  registered  as  to  both  principal  and  interest  and  for 
the  interchange  of  registered  and  coupon  bonds.  With  re- 
spect to  the  issue  of  temporary  notes  under  section  6,  the 
commission  may  by  resolution  delegate  to  the  executive 
secretary,  or  any  member  of  the  commission  or  any  com- 
bination of  them,  the  power  to  determine  any  of  the  mat- 
ters set  forth  in  this  section  including  the  power  to  award 
such  notes  to  a  purchaser  or  purchasers  at  public  sale .  The 
commission  may  sell  its  bonds  in  such  manner,  either  at 
public  or  private  sale,  and  for  such  price,  as  it  may  deter- 
mine will  best  effect  the  purposes  of  this  act. 

The  commission  may  issue  interim  receipts  or  tempo- 
rary bonds,  with  or  without  coupons,  exchangeable  for 
definitive  bonds  when  such  bonds  shall  have  been  exe- 
cuted and  are  available  for  delivery.  The  commission  may 


also  provide  for  the  replacement  of  any  bonds  which  shall 
have  become  mutilated  or  shall  have  been  destroyed  or 
lost. 

In  the  discretion  of  the  commission,  any  bonds  issued 
hereunder  may  be  secured  by  a  resolution  of  the  commis- 
sion or  by  a  trust  agreement  between  the  commission  and 
a  corporate  trustee,  which  may  be  any  trust  company  or 
bank  having  the  powers  of  a  trust  company  within  or 
without  the  commonwealth,  and  such  trust  agreement 
shall  be  in  such  form  and  executed  in  such  manner  as  may 
be  determined  by  the  commission.  Such  trust  agreement 
or  resolution  may  pledge  or  assign,  in  whole  or  in  part, 
the  revenues  and  other  monies  held  or  to  be  received  by 
the  commission,  including  the  revenues  from  any  facili- 
ties already  existing  when  the  pledge  or  assignment  is 
made,  and  any  contract  or  other  rights  to  receive  the 
same,  whether  then  existing  or  thereafter  coming  into  ex- 
istence and  whether  then  held  or  thereafter  acquired  by 
the  commission,  and  the  proceeds  thereof,  but  shall  not 
convey  or  mortgage  the  water  works  system  or  the  sewer- 
age works  system.  Such  trust  agreement  or  resolution 
may  contain  such  provisions  for  protecting  and  enforcing 
the  rights,  security  and  remedies  of  the  bondholders  as 
may,  in  the  discretion  of  the  commission,  be  reasonable 
and  proper  and  not  in  violation  of  law ,  including,  without 
limiting  the  generality  of  the  foregoing,  provisions  defin- 
ing defaults  and  providing  for  remedies  in  the  event 
thereof  which  may  include  the  acceleration  of  maturities 
and  covenants  setting  forth  the  duties  of,  and  limitations 
on,  the  commission  in  relation  to  the  acquisition,  con- 
struction, loan,  maintenance,  use,  operation,  repair,  in- 
surance and  disposition  of  any  residential  housing  unit  or 
units,  other  property  of  the  commission,  the  custody, 
safeguarding,  investment  and  application  of  monies,  the 
issue  of  additional  bonds,  the  fixing,  revision  and  collec- 
tion of  fees,  rates,  rents,  assessments  or  other  charges, 
the  use  of  any  surplus  bond  proceeds,  the  establishment 
of  reserves,  and  the  making  and  amending  of  contracts. 

It  shall  be  lawful  for  any  bank  or  trust  company  to  act  as 
a  depository  or  trustee  of  the  proceeds  of  bonds  or  of  re  v- 
enues  or  other  monies  under  any  such  trust  agreement  or 
resolution  and  to  furnish  such  indemnifying  bonds  or  to 
pledge  such  securities  as  may  be  required  by  the  commis- 
sion. Any  such  trust  agreement  or  resolution  may  set 
forth  the  rights  and  remedies  of  the  bondholders  and  of 
the  trustee  and  may  restrict  of  the  individual  right  of 
action  by  bondholders.  In  addition  to  the  foregoing,  any 
such  trust  agreement  or  resolution  may  contain  such 
other  provisions  as  the  commission  may  deem  reasonable 
and  proper  for  the  security  of  the  bondholders.  All  ex- 
penses incurred  in  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  such 
trust  agreement  or  resolution  may  be  treated  as  current 
expenses.  The  pledge  by  any  such  trust  agreement  or  res- 
olution shall  be  valid  and  binding  and  shall  be  deemed 
continuously  perfected  for  the  purposes  of  the  Uniform 
Commercial  Code  from  the  time  when  the  pledge  is 
made;  the  revenues,  moneys,  rights  and  proceeds  so 
pledged  and  then  held  or  thereafter  acquired  or  received 
by  the  commission  shall  immediately  be  subject  to  the 
lien  of  such  pledge  without  any  physical  delivery  or  seg- 
regation thereof  or  further  act;  and  the  lien  of  any  such 
pledge  shall  be  valid  and  binding  against  all  parties  hav- 
ing claims  of  any  kind  of  tort,  contract  or  otherwise 
against  the  commission,  irrespective  of  whether  such 
parties  have  notice  thereof.  Neither  the  resolution  nor 
any  trust  agreement  by  which  a  pledge  is  created  need  be 
filed  or  recorded  except  in  the  records  of  the  commission, 
and  no  filing  need  be  made  under  the  Uniform  Commer- 
cial Code. 

Any  holder  of  bonds  issued  by  the  commission  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act  or  of  any  of  the  coupons  apper- 
taining thereto  and  the  trustee  under  a  trust  agreement  or 
resolution  securing  the  same,  except  to  the  extent  the 
rights  herein  given  may  be  restricted  by  such  trust  agree- 
ment or  resolution ,  may  bring  suit  upon  the  bonds  or  cou- 
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pons  and  may,  either  at  law  or  in  equity,  by  suit,  action, 
mandamus,  or  other  proceedings,  including  proceedings 
for  the  appointment  of  a  receiver  to  take  possession  and 
control  of  the  business  and  properties  of  the  commission, 
to  operate  and  maintain  the  same,  to  make  any  necessary 
repairs,  renewals  and  replacements  in  respect  thereof  and 
to  fix,  revise  and  collect  fees  and  charges,  protect  and 
enforce  any  and  all  rights  under  the  law  of  the  common- 
wealth or  granted  hereunder  or  under  such  trust  agree- 
ment or  resolution,  and  may  enforce  and  compel  the 
performance  of  all  duties  required  by  this  act  or  by  such 
trust  agreement  or  resolution  to  be  performed  by  the  com- 
mission or  by  any  officer  thereof. 

Section  8.  The  commission  may  issue  refunding  bonds 
for  the  purpose  of  paying  any  of  its  bonds  at  maturity  or 
upon  acceleration  or  redemption.  The  refunding  bonds 
may  be  issued  at  such  time  prior  to  the  maturity  or  re- 
demption or  the  refunded  bonds  as  the  commission  deems 
to  be  in  the  public  interest.  The  refunding  bonds  may  be 
issued  in  sufficient  amounts  to  pay  or  provide  the  princi- 
pal of  the  bonds  being  refunded,  together  with  any  re- 
demption premium  thereon,  any  interest  accrued  or  to 
accrue  to  the  date  of  payment  of  such  bonds,  the  expenses 
of  issue  of  the  refunding  bonds,  the  expenses  of  redeem- 
ing the  bonds  being  refunded  and  such  reserves  for  debt 
services  or  other  capital  or  current  expenses  from  the  pro- 
ceeds of  such  refunding  bonds  as  may  be  required  by  a 
trust  agreement  or  resolution  securing  bonds.  The  issue 
of  refunding  bonds,  the  maturities  and  other  details 
thereof,  the  security  therefor,  the  rights  of  the  holders 
thereof,  and  the  rights,  duties  and  obligations  of  the  com- 
mission in  respect  of  the  same  shall  be  governed  by  the 
provisions  of  this  act  relating  to  the  issue  of  bonds  other 
than  refunding  bonds  insofar  as  the  same  may  be  applica- 
ble. 

Section  9.  Bonds  and  notes  issued  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act  shall  not  be  deemed  to  be  a  debt  of  the  common- 
wealth or  of  any  city  or  town  or  a  pledge  of  the  faith  and 
credit  of  the  commonwealth  or  of  any  city  or  town,  unless 
and  except  any  such  notes  bear  the  guaranty  of  the  city, 
but  shall  be  payable  solely  from  the  revenues  of  the  com- 
mission. All  bonds  and  notes,  except  notes  bearing  such 
guaranty,  shall  contain  on  the  face  thereof  a  statement  to 
the  effect  that  neither  the  commonwealth  nor  any  city  or 
town  shall  be  obligated  to  pay  the  same  and  that  neither 
the  faith  and  credit  nor  the  taxing  power  of  the  common- 
wealth or  of  any  city  or  town  is  pledged  to  the  payment  of 
the  principal  of  or  interest  on  the  bonds  or  notes.  Every 
bond  and  note  shall  also  recite  whether  it  is  a  general  obli- 
gation of  the  commission  or  a  special  obligation  thereof 
payable  solely  from  particular  funds  pledged  to  its  pay- 
ments. 

Section  10.  All  moneys  received  pursuant  to  the  provi- 
sions of  this  act,  whether  as  proceeds  from  the  sale  of 
bonds  or  notes  or  as  revenues  or  otherwise,  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  trust  funds  to  be  held  and  applied  solely  as 
provided  in  this  act. 

Section  1 1 .  Bonds  and  notes  issued  under  the  provi- 
sions of  this  act  are  hereby  made  securities  in  which  all 
public  officers  and  public  bodies  of  the  commonwealth 
and  its  political  subdivisions,  all  insurance  companies, 
trust  companies  in  their  commercial  departments,  sav- 
ings banks,  cooperative  banks,  banking  associations,  in- 
vestments companies,  executors,  administrators, 
trustees  and  other  fiduciaries  may  properly  and  legally 
invest  funds,  including  capital  in  their  control  or  belong- 
ing to  them.  Such  bonds  and  notes  are  hereby  made  secu- 
rities which  may  properly  and  legally  be  deposited  with 
and  received  by  any  state  or  municipal  officer  or  any 
agency  or  political  subdivision  of  the  commonwealth  for 
any  purpose  for  which  the  deposit  of  bonds  or  obligations 
of  the  commonwealth  is  now  or  may  hereafter  be  autho- 
rized by  law. 

Section  12.  Notwithstanding  any  of  the  provisions  of 
this  act  or  any  recitals  in  any  bonds  or  notes  issued  under 


this  act,  all  such  bonds  and  notes  shall  be  deemed  to  be 
investment  securities  under  the  Uniform  Commercial 
Code. 

Section  13.  The  commission  and  all  its  revenues,  in- 
come and  real  and  personal  property  used  solely  by  the 
commission  in  furtherance  of  the  policy  declared  in  sec- 
tion 1  shall  be  exempt  from  taxation  and  from  betterments 
and  special  assessments  and  the  commission  shall  not  be 
required  to  pay  any  tax,  excise  or  assessment  to  or  for  the 
commonwealth  or  any  of  its  political  subdivisions.  Bonds 
and  notes  issued  by  the  commission,  their  transfer  and  the 
income  therefrom,  including  any  profit  made  on  the  sale 
thereof,  shall  at  all  times  be  exempt  from  taxation  within 
the  commonwealth. 

Section  14.  The  commission  shall  at  all  times  keep  full 
and  accurate  accounts  of  its  receipts,  expenditures,  dis- 
bursements, assets  and  liabilities,  which  shall  be  open  to 
inspection  by  any  officer  or  duly  appointed  agent  of  the 
commonwealth  or  the  city.  The  commission  shall  submit 
an  annual  report  in  writing  concerning  its  operations  to 
the  mayor,  city  council,  collector/treasurer  of  the  city  and 
the  state  auditor  within  120  days  following  the  close  of  its 
fiscal  year. 

Section  15.  Upon  termination  or  dissolution  of  the 
commission,  the  title  to  all  funds  and  other  properties 
owned  by  it  which  remain  after  payment  or  the  making 
provisions  of  payment  of  all  bonds,  notes  and  other  obli- 
gations of  the  commission  shall  vest  in  the  city. 

Section  16.  The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  deemed 
to  provide  an  exclusive,  additional,  alternative  and  com- 
plete method  for  the  doing  of  the  things  authorized  hereby 
and  shall  be  deemed  and  construed  to  be  supplemental 
and  additional  to,  and  not  in  derogation  of,  powers  con- 
ferred upon  the  commission  by  law,  provided,  however, 
that  insofar  as  the  provisions  of  this  act  are  inconsistent 
with  the  provisions  of  any  general  or  special  law,  admin- 
istrative order  or  regulation  or  any  limitation  imposed  by 
a  corporate  or  municipal  charter,  the  provisions  of  this  act 
shall  be  controlling.  All  city  departments,  agencies, 
boards ,  or  other  subdivisions  shall ,  within  one  year  of  the 
passage  of  this  act,  turn  over  all  residential  housing  pro- 
jects, funds,  plans,  and  grants  to  the  commission,  who, 
thereafter,  will  assume  all  the  functions  previously  per- 
formed by  any  city  department,  agency,  board  or  other 
subdivision. 

Section  17.  This  act,  being  necessary  for  the  welfare  of 
the  city  and  its  inhabitants,  shall  be  liberally  construed  to 
effect  the  purposes  hereof. 

Section  18.  The  commission  created  herein  shall  be 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  section  1 7F  of  chapter  452  of 
the  Acts  of  1 948  as  amended  by  chapter  376  of  the  Acts  of 
1951. 

Section  19.  The  provisions  of  this  act  are  severable, 
and  if  any  provision  hereof  shall  be  held  invalid  in  any 
circumstances,  such  invalidity  shall  not  affect  any  other 
provisions  or  circumstances.  This  act  shall  be  construed 
in  all  respects  so  as  to  meet  all  constitutional  require- 
ments. In  carrying  out  the  purposes  and  provisions  of  this 
act,  all  steps  shall  be  taken  which  are  necessary  to  meet 
constitutional  requirements  whether  or  not  such  steps  are 
required  by  statute. 

Section  20.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

I  transmit  herewith  and  recommend  you  adopt  the  at- 
tached order  for  a  special  petition  to  the  General  Court 
which  abolishes  the  Penal  Department  and  allows  for  the 
smooth  transfer  of  ownership  and  control  over  Charles 
Street  Jail  and  Deer  Island  House  of  Corrections  to  the 
state. 

This  home  rule  petition  is  necessary  to  complete  the 
state  takeover  pursuant  to  legislation  passed  by  the  House 
of  Representatives  in  the  past  week. 

I  urge  your  expeditious  approval  of  this  order  in  order 
to  facilitate  the  takeover  effective  January  1 ,  1986.

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court,  accom- 
panied by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to  the  City  of 
Boston  to  be  filed  with  an  attested  copy  of  this  order  be, 
and  hereby  is,  approved  under  clause  (1)  of  section  8  of 
article  2,  as  amended,  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Consti- 
tution of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts ,  to  the  end 
that  legislation  be  adopted  providing  precisely  as  fol- 
lows, except  for  clerical  or  editorial  errors. 

Section  1 .  Notwithstanding  any  special  law  to  the  con- 
trary, the  penal  institutions  department  is  hereby  abol- 
ished and  all  duties,  functions,  and  responsibilities  of  said 
department  are  transferred  to  the  office  of  the  Sheriff  of 
Suffolk  County.  The  office  of  the  Sheriff  of  Suffolk 
County  shall  operate  and  administer  the  Suffolk  County 
jail  and,  except  as  provided  in  section  2  of  this  act,  the 
house  of  correction,  subject  to  the  applicable  general 
laws  and  the  other  provisions  of  this  act. 

Section  2.  There  shall  be  a  director  of  correction,  ap- 
pointed for  a  term  of  six  months  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City 
of  Boston,  who  shall  be  the  chief  administrative  head  of 
the  Deer  Island  House  of  Correction  and  shall  exercise, 
for  the  duration  of  the  term,  all  the  powers  and  responsi- 
bilities with  regard  to  the  operation  of  said  institution  as 
are  provided  by  law  to  a  sheriff  and  shall .  for  the  duration 
of  the  term,  report  to  the  Secretary  of  Human  Services. 


Upon  the  expiration  of  the  term,  the  sheriff  shall  ap- 
point a  director  of  correction  who  shall  serve  at  his  plea- 
sure as  the  chief  operating  officer  of  the  institution  and 
who  shall  be  responsible  on  a  day-to-day  basis  for  the 
control  of  all  prisoners  committed  to  his  care  and  who 
shall  be  subject  to  all  general  laws  applicable  to  a  superin- 
tendent of  a  house  of  correction. 

Section  3 .  All  of  the  employees  of  the  Penal  Institutions 
Department,  the  Deer  Island  House  of  Correction  and  the 
Jail  at  Charles  Street,  appointed  prior  to  April  1,  1985, 
shall  become  employees  of  the  Commonwealth  and  shall 
be  subject  to  the  supervision  and  control  of  the  Sheriff  of 
Suffolk  County,  except  as  provided  in  section  2  of  this 
act.  Said  transfer  shall  be  without  impairment  of  civil 
service  status  and  seniority  and  without  reduction  in  com- 
pensation and  salary,  notwithstanding  any  change  in  job 
titles  or  duties  and  without  loss  of  accrued  rights  to  holi- 
days, sick  leave,  vacation  and  benefits;  provided,  how- 
ever, that  nothing  in  this  section  shall  be  construed  to 
confer  upon  any  employee  rights  not  held  prior  to  the 
transfer  or  to  prohibit  any  subsequent  reduction  in  com- 
pensation or  salary  grade  if  such  were  not  prohibited 
prior  to  the  transfer.  Such  employees  shall  thereafter  per- 
form their  duties  under  such  direction,  control  and  super- 
vision as  authorized  by  this  act  and  provided  by  law  and 
shall  be  classified  in  accordance  with  section  45  of  chap- 
ter 30  of  the  General  Laws. 

The  service  of  said  employees  transferred  to  the  Com- 
monwealth shall  not  be  deemed  to  be  interrupted  by  such 
transfer  provided  that  all  employees  shall  be  governed  by 
the  provisions  of  this  act  for  retirement,  pension  and 
group  insurance  benefits  and  for  protection  and  preserva- 
tion of  retirement  and  pension  rights  based  on  their  prior 
service.  The  sheriff  shall  provide  a  justification  to  the 
secretary  of  human  services  for  the  continued  employ- 
ment of  any  employee  appointed  by  said  sheriff  or  by  the 
commissioner  of  the  penal  institutions  department,  or  the 
Mayor  subsequent  to  March  31,  1985.  The  Commis- 
sioner or  the  Mayor,  as  appropriate,  shall  provide  the 
sheriff  with  any  information  requested  relative  to  any  ap- 
pointment. The  Director  of  Corrections  shall  provide  the 
Secretary  of  Human  Services  justification  for  any  ap- 
pointment made  by  said  director.  The  secretary,  in  his  dis- 
cretion may  allow  any  such  employee  to  become  an 
employee  of  the  Commonwealth  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  this  act  providing  for  transfer  of  employees 
hired  prior  to  April  1,  1985  or,  in  his  discretion,  may 
refuse  to  transfer  the  employment  of  said  employee  and 
cause  said  employee  to  meet  the  qualifications  for  newly 
hired  employees  as  he  may  prescribe  and  as  defined  in 
this  act. 

Section  4 .  Every  employee  of  the  Deer  Island  House  of 
Correction,  and  the  Jail  at  Charles  Street  and  the  Penal 
Institutions  Department  transferred  to  the  Common- 
wealth under  this  act  who  immediately  prior  to  such 
transfer  holds  a  permanent  appointment  classified  under 
chapter  3 1  or  has  tenure  by  reason  of  section  5 1  of  chapter 
35  or  of  section  9A  of  chapter  30  of  the  General  Laws 
shall  be  entitled  to  the  rights  and  benefits  of,  and  shall  be 
subject  to  the  provisions  relating  to.  tenured  employees 
under  chapter  3 1  or  said  section  5 1  of  chapter  35,  or  of 
section  9 A  of  chapter  30,  respectively,  with  respect  to 
that  position. 

a)  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  section  56  of 
chapter  3 1 ,  any  employee  who  is  transferred  to  the  Com- 
monwealth pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  who,  at 
the  time  of  said  transfer  has  not  received  tenure  subject  to 
the  provisions  of  chapter  3 1 .  section  9A  of  chapter  30.  or 
section  51  of  chapter  35,  may  be  continued  on  a  provi- 
sional basis  in  such  position  in  which  he  is  thereafter  as- 
signed. Any  such  uniformed  employee  allocable  to  the 
official  service  shall  be  deemed  to  have  tenure  rights  un- 
der said  chapter  3 1  upon  successful  completion  of  a 
course  of  instruction  conducted  by  the  Commissioner  of 
Correction  and  upon  successful  completion  of  a  qualify- 
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ing  examination  of  his  training  and  experience  as  pre- 
pared by  the  personnel  administrator  and  administered  at 
the  time  such  employee  would  have  been  eligible  for  ten- 
ure under  the  provisions  of  chapter  31,  section  9 A  of 
chapter  30  or  section  5 1  of  chapter  35,  as  the  case  may  be, 
had  his  employment  not  been  transferred  to  the  Common- 
wealth. Any  such  non-uniformed  employee  allocable  to 
the  official  service  shall  be  deemed  to  have  tenure  rights 
accorded  under  chapter  3 1  upon  successfiil  completion  of 
a  qualifying  examination  of  his  training  and  experience  as 
prepared  by  the  personnel  administrator  and  adminis- 
tered at  the  time  such  employee  would  have  been  eligible 
for  tenure  under  the  provisions  of  chapter  3 1 ,  section  9  A 
of  chapter  30,  or  section  5 1  of  chapter  35 ,  as  the  case  may 
be,  had  his  employment  not  been  transferred  to  the  Com- 
monwealth. 

Any  such  employee  who  fails  to  complete  successfully 
any  required  qualifying  examination  or  course  of  instruc- 
tion may  be  continued  by  the  appointing  authority  on  a 
provisional  basis,  but  shall  not  be  eligible  to  gain  perma- 
nent tenure  in  such  position  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of 
this  section  and  in  no  event  shall  any  employee  be  given 
more  than  one  opportunity  to  retake  such  course  of  in- 
struction or  qualifying  examination  more  than  once  for 
the  purposes  of  gaining  such  permanent  tenure.  The  sta- 
tus of  any  employee  so  transferred  whose  position  is  allo- 
cable to  the  labor  service  shall  be  determined  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  clause  2  or  3,  as  appli- 
cable of  section  56  of  chapter  3 1 . 

b)  Except  to  the  extent  provided  for  in  subdivision  (a) 
of  this  section ,  the  provisions  of  section  9  A  or  9B  of  chap- 
ter 30,  chapter  3 1  or  chapter  35  of  the  General  Laws  shall 
apply  to  any  positions  transferred  to  the  Commonwealth, 
any  successor  positions  created  subsequent  to  such  trans- 
fer, any  other  positions  relating  to  the  functions  of  the 
department  so  transferred  or  so  any  positions  filled  sub- 
sequent to  the  transfer. 

A-l  appointments,  transfers,  terminations,  and  promo- 
tions shall  be  made  in  accordance  with  guidelines  and 
regulations  promulgated  by  the  Secretary  of  Human 
Services  under  the  provisions  of  section  1 6  of  chapter  6A 
and  section  16  of  chapter  126  of  the  General  Laws. 

Section  5.  Any  person  whose  employment  is  transfer- 
red to  the  Commonwealth  in  accordance  with  the  provi- 
sions of  this  act  on  the  effective  date  thereof  shall,  if 
otherwise  eligible,  become  a  member  in  service  of  the 
state  employees'  retirement  system. 

Whenever  a  person  who  is  a  member  of  a  county  or 
municipal  retirement  system  under  chapter  32  of  the  Gen- 
eral Laws  shall  become  a  member  of  the  state  employees' 
retirement  system  by  virtue  of  such  transfer,  said  em- 
ployee shall  be  entitled  to  all  creditable  service  and  all 
rights  and  benefits  to  which  he  was  entitled  as  a  member 
of  such  county  or  municipal  retirement  system.  Within 
ninety  days  of  such  employment,  the  amounts  of  the  accu- 
mulated total  deductions,  including  accumulated  interest 
on  such  deductions,  credited  to  such  employee's  account 
in  the  annuity  savings  fund  of  the  county  or  municipal 
retirement  system  shall  be  transferred  and  credited  to  the 
employee's  accounts  in  the  annuity  savings  fund  of  the 
state  employees'  retirement  system. 

Section  6.  All  pensions  and  retirement  allowances  pay- 
able to  all  persons  becoming  members  of  the  state  retire- 
ment system  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  who 
retire  or  resign  after  the  effective  date  of  this  act,  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  a  cost  of  maintenance  and  operation  of  the 
Commonwealth,  and  shall  be  paid  by  the  Common- 
wealth, subject  to  the  provisions  of  chapter  32  of  the  Gen- 
eral Laws.  In  no  event  shall  any  pension  or  retirement 
allowance  or  other  benefit  under  said  chapter  payable 
prior  to  the  effective  date  of  this  act  be  construed  to  have 
become  an  obligation  of  the  Commonwealth,  and  any 
such  pension,  allowance,  or  other  benefit  shall  continue 
to  be  paid  in  the  same  way  and  from  the  same  source  as 
paid  prior  to  the  effective  date  of  this  act. 


Section  7.  Any  person  whose  employment  is  transfer- 
red to  the  Commonwealth  by  this  act,  including  his  de- 
pendents or  surviving  spouses,  who  is  elegible  for  group 
insurance  coverages  as  provided  under  chapter  32B  or 
who  is  injured  under  said  chapter  shall  on  the  effective 
date  of  this  act  have  said  eligibility  and  insurance  trans- 
ferred to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  group  insurance  commis- 
sion as  established  by  chapter  32A  and  said  person  shall 
cease  to  be  eligible  or  insured  under  the  provisions  of 
chapter  32B.  Said  Commission  shall  provide  uninter- 
rupted coverages  for  group  life  and  accidental  de;-  h  and 
dismemberment  insurance  and  group  general  or  Uanket 
insurance  providing  hospital,  surgical,  medical,  dental, 
and  other  health  insurance  benefits  to  the  extent  autho- 
rized by  the  Commonwealth  under  the  provisions  of  said 
chapter  32 A.  All  questions  relating  to  group  insurance 
rights  shall  be  determined  by  the  commission  and  shall 
include  the  manner  and  method  for  the  payment  of  all  re- 
quired premiums  applicable  to  all  such  coverages. 

Section  8.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  im- 
pose liability  on  the  Commonwealth  for  any  acts  or  omis- 
sions of  the  Penal  Institutions  Department  of  the  City  of 
Boston  or  of  the  Deer  Island  House  of  Correction  or  of  the 
Jail  at  Charles  Street  or  of  any  city  or  county  officials, 
employees,  or  agents  prior  to  January  1 ,  1986  relative  to 
the  Penal  Institutions  Department,  the  Deer  Island  House 
of  Correction  or  the  Jail  at  Charles  Street.  Costs  of  de- 
fending any  such  legal  actions  against  said  department 
officials,  employees,  oragents  for  causes  of  action  accru- 
ing prior  to  January  1,  1986  shall  continue  to  be  the  re- 
sponsibility of  the  City  of  Boston  or  Suffolk  County. 

Section  9.  All  rules  and  regulations,  duly  promulgated 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  Penal  Institutions  Department  or  by 
the  Commissioner  relative  to  the  Deer  Island  House  of 
Correction,  shall  remain  in  full  force  and  effect  to  the 
extent  consistent  with  this  act  until  revised  or  rescinded 
by  the  Secretary  of  Human  Services.  The  Sheriff  of  Suf- 
folk County  shall,  within  thirty  days  of  the  effective  date 
of  this  act,  provide  to  the  Secretary  of  Human  Services 
copies  of  all  contractual  rights  and  liabilities  of  the  Penal 
Institutions  Department  and  Deer  Island  House  of  Cor- 
rection. The  Director  of  Correction  shall  provide  the 
Sheriff  with  copies  of  said  documents.  All  said  contrac- 
tual rights  and  liabilities  shall  continue  in  full  force  and 
effect,  unless  expressly  inconsistent  with  this  act,  and  un- 
til revised  or  rescinded  by  the  Secretary  of  Human  Serv- 
ices. 

Section  10.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  any  gen- 
eral or  special  law  to  the  contrary,  the  City  of  Boston  and 
the  County  of  Suffolk  shall  convey  to  the  Commonwealth 
of  Massachusetts  all  lands,  buildings  and  property,  real 
and  personal,  used  and  occupied  exclusively  for  correc- 
tional purposes,  including  but  not  limited  to  all  lands, 
buildings  and  property  comprising  the  House  of  Correc- 
tion at  Deer  Island  and  the  Jail  at  Charles  Street. 

In  addition  to  the  land  on  which  the  correctional  facili- 
ties are  located  and  the  buildings  thereon,  said  acquisition 
is  to  include  all  lands  and  buildings  appurtenant  thereto 
and  necessary  for  the  operation  of  said  facilities  includ- 
ing, without  limitation,  areas  necessary  for  security  of 
the  facility,  yards,  parking  areas,  fences,  buffer  zones, 
maintenance  and  administration  buildings,  sheriffs'  or 
masters'  quarters,  leaching  fields,  power  plants  and  other 
utilities,  gardens,  and  land  identified  for  future  expan- 
sion and  new  facility  siting. 

Consideration  for  said  acquisition  shall  be  limited  to 
the  assumption  by  the  Commonwealth  of  all  operating, 
maintenance  and  capital  costs  of  said  facilities,  including 
the  assumption  of  any  outstanding  bonded  indebtedness 
for  such  facilities. 

Identification  of  the  lands  and  buildings  to  be  taken  by 
the  Commonwealth  pursuant  to  this  section  shall  occur  in 
the  following  manner:  the  Sheriff  of  the  County  shall 
identify  and  recommend  to  the  Deputy  Commissioner  of 
the  Division  of  Capital  Planning  and  Operations  the  land 
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and  buildings  to  be  taken.  Said  Deputy  Commissioner 
shall  provide  for  such  surveys,  title  searches  or  other 
measures  as  are  necessary,  at  the  expense  of  the  Com- 
monwealth ,  to  assist  the  Sheriff  in  making  his  recommen- 
dations. Suffolk  County  and  City  of  Boston  shall,  within 
thirty  days  of  the  passage  of  this  act,  make  available  to  the 
Sheriff  and  said  Deputy  Commissioner  all  deeds,  certifi- 
cates, titles,  maps,  surveys,  architectural  renderings  or 
other  documents  in  the  possession  of  Suffolk  County  and 
the  City  of  Boston  necessary  for  formulating  such  recom- 
mendations. Said  Deputy  Commissioner  shall  review  the 
recommendation  of  each  Sheriff  and,  revising  such  rec- 
ommendation as  he  deems  necessary  to  accomplish  the 
purposes  of  this  act,  shall  provide  to  the  County  Commis- 
sioners of  the  County  and  the  Mayor  a  listing  of  the  lands 
to  be  taken.  If  the  County  Commissioners  or  the  Mayor 
disagree  with  said  Deputy  Commissioner's  list  or  any 
part  thereof,  they  may  appeal  such  listing  in  writing 
within  fourteen  days  of  receipt  of  the  listing,  to  the  Com- 
missioner of  Administration.  The  decision  of  said  Com- 
missioner shall  be  final  for  purposes  of  section  14  of 
chapter  30A  of  the  General  Laws.  Said  Deputy  Commis- 
sioner is  hereby  authorized  to  review  all  easements, 
leaseholds  and  any  other  interests  in  such  property  and 
shall  negotiate  new  easements  and  use  and  occupancy 
agreements  whenever  deemed  appropriate  by  said  Dep- 
uty Commissioner. 

Section  1 1 .  All  books,  papers,  equipment,  furnishings, 
uniforms,  supplies,  vehicles,  records  and  documents 
purchased  by  the  City  of  Boston  or  Suffolk  County  and  in 
the  custody  of  or  maintained  primarily  for  the  use  of  the 
Sheriffs  Department,  the  Jail,  the  House  of  Correction  or 
the  Penal  Institutions  Department  are  hereby  declared  to 
be  the  property  of  the  Commonwealth,  and  shall  be  under 
the  control  of  the  Sheriff  of  Suffolk  County.  Within  ninety 
days  of  the  effective  date  of  this  act,  the  Sheriff  shall  sup- 
ply to  the  Secretary  of  Human  Services  on  a  form  pre- 
scribed by  a  detailed  inventory  of  all  such  property, 
transferred  to  the  Commonwealth. 

Section  12.  The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  apply  to  the 
operation  and  maintenance  of  the  Deer  Island  House  of 
Correction  and  the  Jail  at  Charles  Street  upon  the  aboli- 
tion of  the  Penal  Institutions  Department  by  the  City  of 
Boston  and  the  transfer  to  the  Commonwealth  of  the  em- 
ployees of  the  Penal  Institutions  Department,  the  Deer 
Island  House  of  Correction  and  the  Jail  at  Charles  Street 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  act  and  the  trans- 
fer of  all  property,  real  and  personal  used  or  occupied  or 
county  correctional  purposes,  including  but  not  limited 
to,  the  Deer  Island  House  of  Correction  and  the  Jail  at 
Charles  Street.

REQUESTING  CONGRESSMAN  MARKEY  AND 
GOVERNOR  TO  SUPPORT  COUNCIL'S  RE- 
QUEST FOR  FUNDS  TO  CLEAR  UP  LEAD  POI- 
SONING DANGER  IN  BOSTON 

Coun.  TIERNEY,  for  all  the  Councillors,  offered  the 
following: 

Whereas,  The  findings  of  the  report  of  the  Department 
of  Health  and  Hospitals  on  "Boston  Child  Lead  Poison- 
ing" concludes  there  exists  a  serious  lead  poisoning  prob- 
lem among  children  in  certain  defined  areas  of  the  city; 
and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston's  Office  of  Environmen- 
tal Affairs  is  requesting  the  assistance  of  the  United  States 
Environmental  Protection  Agency  in  dealing  with  this 
major  problem  of  child  lead  poisoning;  and 

Whereas,  The  immediacy  of  this  problem  clearly 
places  it  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Comprehensive  En- 
vironmental Response,  Compensation  and  Liability  Act 
of  1980  especially  within  the  emergency  lead  poisoning 
areas  defined  within  the  Health  and  Hospital  study;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  in  the  best  interests  of  the  children  of  this 
city  that  the  E .  P.  A .  fund  efforts  to  clean  our  soil  from  lead 
contamination  in  these  defined  emergency  areas;  now, 
therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council,  in  meeting  as- 
sembled, does  hereby  request  that  the  Honorable  Edward 
Markey  and  his  Excellency,  the  Honorable  Michael  Du- 
kakis, Governor  of  the  Commonwealth,  take  what 
actions  they  are  able  to  make  to  ensure  that  Boston's  re- 
quest for  funds  to  undertake  a  cleanup  of  lead  contami- 
nated soil  in  emergency  areas  as  defined  by  the  August 
1985,  study  of  the  City  of  Boston  Department  of  Health 
and  Hospitals;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  copies  of  this  resolution  be  forwarded 
by  the  Clerk  of  the  city  to  Congressional  Representative 
Edward  Markey  and  his  Excellency,  the  Governor  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 

The  resolution  was  adopted  under  suspension  of  the 
rules.

Earlier  this  year  (May  21  and  August  8),  the  Authority 
tentatively  designated  Opportunities  Industrialization 
Centers  of  Greater  Boston,  Inc.  (OIC)  as  redeveloper  of 
several  parcels  in  the  Dudley  Square  area  for  the  develop- 
ment of  twenty-four,  new,  owner-occupied  housing 
units.  The  project  has  received  enthusiastic  support  from 
a  wide  range  of  community  organizations  and  elected  of- 
ficials. The  goal  of  the  project  is  to  provide  much-needed 
affordable  housing  in  the  Dudley  Square  area. 

The  parcels  include:  268,  270, 272  Dudley  Street,  Par- 
cels 2280, 2279, 2278;  274, 276, 278  Dudley  Street,  Par- 
cels 2277,  2276,  2275;  280,  282,  284  Dudley  Street, 
Parcels  2274,  2273,  2272;  61,  63  Dearborn  Street,  Par- 
cel 2502;  53,  55,  57,  59  Dearborn  Street,  Parcel  2501 . 

OIC  has  studied  the  housing  market  in  the  immediate 
area  and  has  determined  that  it  can  sell  newly  constructed 
units  on  that  site  in  the  $65,000  to  $75,000  range.  Devel- 
opment costs,  however,  are  projected  in  the  $80,000  to 
$90,000/unit  range,  even  assuming  a  nominal  acquisition 
cost  for  the  land. 

To  fill  the  gap  between  the  projected  development  costs 
and  the  projected  market  sales  prices  of  the  units,  addi- 
tional funds  will  be  required  in  the  form  of  an  Urban  De- 
velopment Action  Grant  (UDAG),  not  to  exceed 
$360,000,  from  the  U.S.  Department  of  Housing  and  Ur- 
ban Development. 

The  construction  and  sale  of  twenty-four,  new,  owner- 
ship-occupied units  on  one  of  the  most  visible  and  strate- 
gically located  sites  in  Roxbury  will  serve  as  an  important 
indicator  of  confidence  in  the  viability  of  the  Dudley 
Square  area.  The  UDAG  will  allow  the  city  to  reach  sev- 
eral important  goals: 

(1)  It  will  improve  an  underutilized,  blighted  site  in  the 
heart  of  Dudley  Square;  (2)  It  will  provide  twenty-four 
units  of  much-needed  housing,  affordable  to  low-  and 
moderate-income  residents,  in  a  neighborhood  that  lacks 
decent  and  safe  housing  opportunities;  (3)  It  will  provide 
residential  stability  and  ownership  opportunities  in  an

B-l  through  B-9  in  the  Codman  Square  CARD  Plan, 
would  forward  the  community  development  objectives  of 
Boston  and  would  result  in  physical  redevelopment  of 
said  District  and  the  creation  of  employment  opportuni- 
ties of  a  character  consistent  with  that  contemplated  by

Ordered,  1.  That  the  Codman  Square  Commercial 
Area  Revitalization  District  (herein  referred  to  as  the

2.  That  implementation  of  the  proposed  CARD  Plan 
will  serve  to  avert  and  reverse  the  decay  of  the  area  cov-

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Goals/Progress  Report  of  the 

Commission  on  Handicapped  Affairs 

for  the  Period  of  July  1,  1984, 

to  October  24,  1985 

Part  One  (July  1,  1984,  to  July  23,  1985) 

Goal  1 .  "To  conduct  a  voter  registration  drive  to  target 

disabled  Boston  residents." 

Progress:  The  Commission  mailed  a  voter  registration 
information  packet  to  all  human  resource  agencies  which 
provide  services  to  the  disabled  community.  The  packet 
included  information  on  how  to  obtain  free  accessible 
transportation  to  the  registration  site,  a  public  service  an- 
nouncement and  an  invitation  for  disabled  persons  to  join 
with  other  disabled  persons  in  registering  to  vote. 

Staff  members  of  the  Commission  on  Handicapped  Af- 
fairs visited  disabled  student  centers  at  local  colleges  in 
an  effort  to  distribute  the  registration  material  and  to  urge 
disabled  students  to  register  to  vote. 

A  disabled  person  was  employed  by  the  Election  Com- 
mission to  serve  as  registrar  for  the  voter  registration 
drive. 

Accessible  transportation  to  the  voter  registration  site 
was  coordinated  by  the  Commission  on  Handicapped  Af- 
fairs. 

Goal  2.  "To  make  our  voter  sites  in  the  City  of  Boston,  or 
at  least  one  per  district,  completely  physically  acces- 
sible to  disabled  persons." 

Progress:  The  Handicapped  Commission  provided 
technical  assistance  to  the  Elections  Commission  in  its 
efforts  to  prioritize  which  voting  sites  were  to  be  made 
physically  accessible  to  disabled  voters.  This  resulted  in 
the  Elections  Commission  drafting  a  booklet  listing  all 
voting  sites  and  identifying  those  that  were  (to  be)  acces- 
sible. 

Goal  3.  "To  achieve  compliance  with  Federal  Revenue 
Sharing  regulations  (pertinent  to  section  504  for  the 
1973  Rehabilitation  Act)  which  prohibits  discrimi- 
nation on  the  basis  of  handicap." 

Progress:  The  Commission  on  Handicapped  Affairs 
assumed  the  responsibility  of  coordinating  the  city's 
compliance  effort.  A  questionnaire  used  to  evaluate  each 
department's  compliance  with  the  section  504  regulation 
was  developed  and  distributed;  and  504  liaisons  from 
each  department  were  designated  to  assist  the  Commis- 
sion in  its  programmatic  and  structural  assessment  of  the 
city's  compliance  posture. 

A  significant  number  of  architectural,  procedural  and 
attitudinal  barriers  were  identified,  and  plans  were  made 
to  request  a  full-time  504  Coordinator  to  administer  the 
city's  implementation  effort. 

Goal  4.  "To  conduct  a  study  of  accessible  seating  in  the 
Boston  Garden,  and  to  attempt  to  increase  such  seat- 
ing capacity." 

Progress:  Meetings  were  held  with  representatives 
from  the  Massachusetts  Architectural  Barriers  Board,  the 
Boston  Celtics,  disabled  consumer  organizations  and  in- 
dividuals interested  in  making  the  Boston  Garden  and  the 
events  held  there  more  readily  accessible  to  and  usable  by 
physically  disabled  persons.  A  number  of  recommenda- 
tions for  change  in  policy  and  structure  were  presented  to 
the  owners  of  the  Boston  Garden,  and  negotiations  are 
continuing  at  this  time. 

Goal  5.  "To  improve  street  and  neighborhood  access  for 
disabled  persons  in  their  neighborhoods." 

Progress:  The  Jamaica  Plain  Green  Street  Access  Sur- 
vey was  developed  by  the  Commission  on  Handicapped 
Affairs.  The  survey  was  conducted  in  conjunction  with  a 
group  of  Boston  Center  for  Independent  Living  repre- 
sentatives, including  individuals  from  the  Jamaica  Plain 
Independent  Living  Program.  Results  of  the  survey  were 
presented  to  the  city's  Department  of  Public  Works  and. 
subsequently,  plans  were  developed  to  construct  the  pe- 
destrian ramps  (curb-cuts)  required.  Approximately 
twelve  curb-cuts  were  constructed. 


Part  Two  (July  24,  1985,  to  October  24,  1985) 

Upon  my  arrival,  my  immediate  short-term  goals  were 
to: 

1 .  Assess  the  Commission'e  immediate  needs  regard- 
ing personnel  matters,  budget,  morale,  etc. ,  as  the  office 
had  been  without  a  permanent  director  for  over  three 
months. 

Progress:  One  staff  member  has  accepted  another  job 
offer  and  has  recently  left  the  Commission.  A  Job  Posting 
Information  form  has  been  submitted  to  Personnel  and 
the  position  should  be  posted  on  October  30,  1985.  Once 
this  vacancy  is  filled  and  the  new  504  Compliance  Coor- 
dinator begins  his  duties  (See  No.  3  below),  the  total 
number  of  staff  within  the  Commission  on  Handicapped 
Affairs  will  be  four. 

2.  Convene  a  meeting  of  the  newly  appointed  Advisory 
Board  members  in  order  to  brief  them  on  the  status  of  the 
Commission  and  to  seek  their  advice  on  a  number  of  mat- 
ters needing  prompt  attention,  including  the  review/ana- 
lysis and  possible  rewrite  of  the  City  Council  ordinance 
establishing  the  Commission,  in  1971 . 

Progress:  An  Advisory  Board  meeting  was  held  on 
September  3,  1985,  at  which  an  ad  hoc  committee  was 
formed  to  review  and  analyze  the  1 97 1  city  ordinance  es- 
tablishing the  "Commission  on  the  Physically  Handi- 
capped," and  is  charged  with  drafting  a  new  ordinance  if 
significant  change  is  necessary,  in  consideration  of  the 
Commission's  present-day  practices,  procedures,  duties 
and  responsibilities. 

A  final  draft  of  the  ad  hoc  committee's  recommenda- 
tions will  be  discussed  at  its  next  meeting,  scheduled  for 
November  6,  1985. 

3 .  Followup  on  the  former  Commissioner's  initiative  to 
secure  a  full-time  504  Coordinator. 

Progress:  A  job  announcement  was  posted  on  October 
9,  1985.  An  individual  has  been  selected  and  will  begin 
his  duties  on  November  13.  1985. 

In  conclusion,  although  the  Handicapped  Commis- 
sion's Advisory  Board,  in  its  first  meeting,  concentrated 
on  the  immediate  issues  facing  the  Commission,  the 
board  is  expected  to  address  long-term  goals  at  its  No- 
vember 6  meeting.  Preliminary  discussions  with  board 
members  indicate  that  the  board  will  likely  concur  that 
the  Commission  should  address  (during  this  fiscal  year) 
the  following  five  suggested  areas  of  importance: 

1 .  Section  504  implementation.  The  504  Program  will 
coordinate  departmental  compliance  with  the  Depart- 
ment of  Treasury's  Office  of  Revenue  Sharing  regula- 
tions, requiring  equal  access  by  qualified  handicapped 
persons  in  all  programs,  activities  and  services  provided 
by  the  city.  The  program  will  monitor  the  self-evaluation 
assessments  and  transition  plans  developed  by  each  de- 
partment. 

2.  Education  and  Awareness.  The  Handicapped  Com- 
mission will  be  responsible  for  a  series  of  training  ses- 
sions for  the  benefit  of  department  personnel.  Training 
will  be  provided  in  two  phases:  (i)  a  general  session  on  the 
Rehabilitation  Act  of  1973  including  the  legislative  his- 
tory. Congressional  mandates,  related  legislation  and  liti- 
gation, and  basic  responsibilities  of  recipients, 
regardless  of  the  source  of  federal  funding:  and  (ii)  indi- 
vidualized training  sessions  for  specific  departments 
needing  technical  assistance  in  matters  such  as.  how  to 
provide  reasonable  accommodations  to  otherwise  quali- 
fied handicapped  persons;  how  to  arrange  for  an  inter- 
preter for  hearing-impaired  persons;  and,  how  to 
properly  interview  handicapped  persons  without  asking 
inappropriate  pre-employment  inquiries. 

Education  and  awareness  of  the  general  public  will  be 
an  important  initiative  of  (he  Handicapped  Commission 
during  this  fiscal  year,  and  from  the  verbal  commitments 
already  extended,  from  a  number  o(  other  city  depart- 
ments, it  appeal's  that  a  number  of  informational  flyers 
will  be  produced.  Likely  topics  include:  what  Boston' 
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Commission  on  Handicapped  Affairs  can  do  for  you; 
voting/registration  rights;  rights  to  reasonable  accom- 
modation in  employment;  and,  disabled  persons  rights 
under  Boston's  Condominium  Conversion  Law. 

Of  course  the  Commission  will  continue  its  policy  of 
writing  and  presenting  testimony  on  subjects  of  interest 
as  opportunities  present  themselves.  A  sample  of  a  writ- 
ten statement  recently  presented  at  an  MBTA  public  hear- 
ing concerning  the  MBTAs  proposed  changes  to  reduce 
fares  for  special  need  riders,  is  attached. 

3.  Structural  Accessibility.  The  Commission  expects  to 
develop  and  distribute  a  standardized  structural  accessi- 
bility site  survey  form  designed  for  use  by  disabled  con- 
stituents in  their  effort  to  accurately  survey  their 
neighborhood. 

Meetings  will  be  held  with  the  Inspectional  Services 
Department  to  effectuate  the  implementation  of  a  long- 
time dormant  city  ordinance,  "Promoting  Access  to  Pub- 
lic Buildings  by  the  Physically  Handicapped." 

The  Commission  will  continue  to  provide  testimony  on 
access-related  waiver  requests  presented  to  the  State  Ar- 
chitectural Barriers  Board  by  builders/developers. 

4.  Employment  accessibility.  In  consideration  of  the 
Handicapped  Commission's  expertise  in  employment 
policies  and  procedures,  as  they  relate  to  disabled  per- 
sons, the  Commission  expects  to  continue  to  provide  the 
Department  of  Personnel  with  technical  assistance  as  to 
reasonable  accommodation,  auxiliary  aids  and  general 
access  to  the  employment  process.  During  the  504  assess- 
ment, job  specifications  will  be  reviewed  to  ensure  all  job 
requirements  are  job-related.  Application,  hiring,  pro- 
motion and  firing  procedures  of  the  Personnel  Depart- 
ment will  be  reviewed  concerning:  (i)  physical 
accessibility  of  the  application  process;  (ii)  program  ac- 
cessibility, i.e.,  availability  of  effective  communications 
methods;  (iii)  availability,  use,  and  publicity  of  affirma- 
tive action  plans;  and  (iv)  review  of  testing  procedures. 

5.  Parking  Placard  Program.  The  Commission  is  pres- 
ently responsible,  along  with  the  Traffic  and  Parking  De- 
partment, for  implementing  this  program,  which  allows 
eligible  handicapped  persons  and  service  providers  to  uti- 
lize temporary  parking  placards,  as  established  by  city 
ordinance.  This  program  is  currently  undergoing  a  de- 
tailed review  and  analysis  and  recommendations  to 
amend  the  ordinance  will  be  finalized  during  this  fiscal 
year. 


Testimony  of  the  Commission 

on  Handicapped  Affairs 

for  the  City  of  Boston 

Concerning  the  MBTAs  Proposed  Changes  to  Reduce 

Fares  for  Special  Need  Riders 
Presented  by  Mary  Fitzgerald,  on  September  3,  1985. 

My  name  is  Mary  Fitzgerald,  I  am  here  representing 
the  City  of  Boston's  Commission  on  Handicapped  Af- 
fairs. 

The  Commission  was  created  by  City  Council  in  1 97 1 , 
and  is  a  city  department  which  works  cooperatively  with 
other  city  departments  and  state  and  private  agencies, 
such  as  the  MBTA,  to  study  the  needs  of  the  city's  handi- 
capped population  and  to  propose  new  programs  or 
changes  in  current  programs,  when  necessary,  to  guaran- 
tee equality  of  access. 

Although  the  MBTA  has  scheduled  this  public  hearing 
to  receive  input  regarding  a  number  of  changes  to  its  Sen- 
ior Citizen  and  Special  Needs  Riders  Program,  the  Com- 
mission's comments  entirely  center  on  a  glaring  inequity 
in  the  program,  as  viewed  in  its  entirety. 

To  begin,  the  term  "special  needs  riders"  implies  that 
handicapped  persons,  solely  by  reason  of  their  handicap, 


have  a  "special  need"  which  entitles  them  to  a  reduced 
fare.  While  it  is  true  that  handicapped  persons  are  differ- 
ent from  non-handicapped  persons  insofar  as  they  have  a 
physical  or  mental  impairment  which  substantially  limits 
a  major  life  activity,  it  is  wrong  to  assume  that  because  a 
person  is  handicapped  that  he/she  cannot  afford  to  pay 
full  fare. 

It  is  the  Commission 's  position  that  if  the  MBTAs  one- 
half  fare  policy  for  handicapped  persons  is  based  exclu- 
sively on  the  fact  that  an  individual  is  handicapped  and 
not  related  to  the  individual's  financial  ability  or  inability 
to  pay  full  fare,  then  the  policy  is  discriminatory  and 
should  be  eliminated. 

In  developing  policy,  the  MBTA  should  understand  that 
the  needs  of  handicapped  riders  are  identical  to  the  gen- 
eral able-bodied  rider  —  affordable  and  readily  available 
public  transportation.  Accordingly,  any  definition  of 
"special  needs"  should  be  applied  to  the  method-of-entry 
into  the  transportation  vehicle,  and  not  to  the  individual 
accessing  the  system.  And  even  then,  the  method-of-en- 
try need  not  be  considered  "special,"  but  simply  differ- 
ent. In  short,  while  there  are  handicapped  riders  as  well 
as  non-handicapped  riders,  there  is,  in  reality,  no  such 
rider  population  as  the  "special  needs  rider,"  other  than 
that  artifically  created  by  the  MBTA. 

By  artificially  creating  a  "special"  class  of  rider  who 
automatically  qualifies  for  a  reduced  fare,  the  T  has  unin- 
tentionally created  an  obvious  inequality  among  all 
riders.  It  follows  that  the  T  should  provide  a  rationale  for 
this.  After  all,  rules,  by  definition,  entail  a  measure  of 
equality,  and  to  purposely  provide  no  reason  for  breaking 
the  general  rule  of  equality  is  to  be  intentionally  irratio- 
nal. 

The  Commission  believes  that  once  the  MBTA  sets  a 
certain  fee  as  an  equitable  fare,  the  payment  of  this  fee 
should  be  honored  by  all  falling  under  it.  The  allowance 
of  handicapped  persons,  solely  by  reason  of  their  handi- 
cap, to  receive  a  reduced  fare  constitutes  an  exception 
which,  while  fulfilling  the  desires  of  some,  does  so  at  the 
detriment  of  others. 

It  is  not  so  much  the  fact  that  the  reduced  fare  rule  for 
handicapped  persons  creates  an  exception  that  the  Com- 
mission opposes  it,  as  the  fact  that  the  exception  is  not 
adequately  justified,  especially  in  terms  of  creating 
equality  of  opportunity  for  handicapped  persons.  Proof 
of  the  T's  inadequate  justification  for  its  reduced  fare  pol- 
icy is  found  in  its  "Guidelines  for  Certification  and  Eligi- 
bility Criteria  for  MBTA  Off-Peak  —  One-half  Fare 
Program  for  Handicapped  Persons."  Under  "A.  General 
Provisions,  para.  2,"  it  states:  "The  eligibility  criteria 
were  developed  based  on  a  person's  .  .  .  [assumed]  .  .  . 
ability  to  use  regular  mass  transportation  services  .  .  ."  If 
handicapped  persons  who  actually  have  the  "ability  to 
use  regular  mass  transportation  services"  are  eligible  for 
reduced  fares,  one  must,  ask,  what  is  their  "special 
need?"  Whatever  the  answer,  it  appears  that  the  T's  re- 
duced fare  program  for  handicapped  persons  is  primarily 
a  charitable  program  intended  to  help  the  unfortunate.  If 
this  is  the  case,  its  flaw  is  that  it  excludes  more  persons  in 
need  of  financial  assistance  than  it  includes.  As  such,  it 
should  be  discarded.  It  is  the  position  of  the  Commission 
that  no  particular  group  should  receive  a  reduction  in  fare 
until  all  classes  of  riders,  including  the  most  severely  dis- 
abled, have  equal  access  to  the  system. 

In  consideration  of  its  future  policy  development,  it  is 
incumbent  upon  the  T  to  develop  public  policy  and  pro- 
vide public  services  as  the  rights  due  to  citizens,  not  as 
charity  bounty  due  wards  and  indigents.  The  Commis- 
sion suggests  that  if  the  T  wishes  to  reduce  fares,  let  the 
reduction  be  based  on  financial  need  —  not  handicapped 
status,  for  to  do  otherwise  forces  all  handicapped  per- 
sons, rich  and  poor  alike,  to  swallow  the  insult  of  being 
presumed  financially  inferior  and  dependent.

the  South  Boston  section  of  the  City  of  Boston  on  October 
2,  1982,  is  totally  and  permanently  injured  and  incapaci- 
tated for  further  service  as  a  fire  fighter,  at  a  yearly 
amount  of  pension  equal  to  the  regular  rate  of  compensa- 
tion which  have  been  paid  had  he  continued  in  service  as  I

Whereas,  In  an  effort  to  avoid  or  delay  suspensions, 
licenses  commonly  exercise  their  statutory  right  to  appeal 
to  the  Alcoholic  Beverages  Control  Commission  or  the

NEIGHBORHOOD  HOUSING  TRUST  LEGIS- 
LATION BY  DECEMBER  18,  1985 

Coun.  BOLLING  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  City  Council  consider  and  take  final 
action  on  the  matter  of  the  Neighborhood  Housing  Trust 
by  December  18,  1985.  Tothatend,  Dockets Nos.  0263, 
027 1 ,  and  1 339  should  be  considered  and  disposed  of  by

Coun.  BOLLING  moved  to  amend  the  foregoing  order 
by  inserting  after  the  number  "1339"  the  words  "and  all 
other  proposals."

The  order,  as  amended,  was  passed. 

On  request  of  Coun.  BOLLING,  the  following  sup- 
porting material  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Hous- 
ing:

From:  Bruce  C.  Boiling, 
Re:  Neighborhood  Housing  Trust, 
Date:  November  13,  1985. 

The  Mayor  has  recently  announced  the  creation  of  a 
Neighborhood  Housing  Trust.  The  legislation  surround- 
ing the  Neighborhood  Housing  Trust  has  been  in  the 
Council  for  some  time.  The  proposals  made  by  several 
members  of  the  Council  are  good  and  valuable  pieces  of 
legislation  that  ought  not  be  wasted.  In  order  to  direct  the 
efforts  of  linkage  monies,  the  Council  should  immedi- 
ately decide  a  policy  forthe  disbursement  of  those  funds. 
As  the  appropriating  authority  in  the  City  of  Boston,  this 
is  our  duty  and  responsibility.  I  urge  all  Councillors  to 
review  the  legislation  before  the  Council  and  take  action 
to  bring  linkage  to  its  full  promise. 

Below  is  a  brief  description  of  the  major  components  of 
the  pieces  of  legislation  before  the  Council,  included  is  a 
synopsis  of  the  draft  ordinance  submitted  and  circulated 
by  the  Boston  Linkage  Action  Coalition. 

Boiling  Trust  Document  —  Doc.  No.  0271 

The  Boiling  draft  was  submitted  on  January  30,  1985. 
As  an  ordinance,  this  document  attempts  to  allow  for  the 
establishment  of  a  Neighborhood  Housing  Trust  and  pro- 
vides an  appropriation  process  to  fund  the  activities 
thereto. 


The  expressed  purposes  of  the  Boiling  draft  are  to  pre- 
serve and  increase  the  availability  of  clean,  decent,  affor- 
dable, housing  for  residents  of  the  City  of  Boston. 

The  Trust  Fund  shall  receive  appropriations  in  three 
manners: 

1)  Proceeds  from  the  sale  of  surplus  properties 

2)  Development  impact  exaction 

3)  Gifts,  grants,  wills  etc. 

The  Trust  is  designed  to  operate  on  a  two-tier  structure; 
one  for  home  ownership  and  one  for  rental  housing.  The 
homeownership  aspect  of  the  Trust  allows  for  the  quali- 
fied applicants  to  receive  loans  and/or  grants  to  purchase 
the  land  and  building  thereon  for  residential  rehabilita- 
tion. Renovation  projects  must  be  for  owner-occupied 
structures  with  three  units,  or  less,  living  space.  The  ap- 
plicant must  agree  to  be  a  owner-occupant  for  a  least  five 
years.  The  specific  arrangements  of  the  loan  and/or  grant 
are  left  to  the  Managing  Committee  for  negotiation.  The 
rental  housing  aspect  for  major  renovation  of  or  new  con- 
struction. All  units  renovated/new  construction  must 
comply  with  the  formula  set  aside  for  low-,  moderate- 
income  persons.  The  specific  arrangements  and  terms  of 
the  loan  and/or  grant  are  left  to  the  Managing  Committee , 
provided  however,  the  original  rent  is  set  by  the  Commit- 
tee and  thereafter  the  apartment  will  be  under  rent  control 
for  at  least  five  years. 

The  Boiling  draft  calls  for  a  committee  of  seven  mem- 
bers: The  Collector/Treasurer,  a  member  of  the  Boston 
City  Council  and  five  (5)  appointees  of  the  Mayor. 

Specific  important  definitions  are: 

Low-,  moderate-income  residents  are  those  persons 
whose  income  doesn't  exceed  80  percent  of  the  median. 

Moderate-,  middle-income  residents  are  those  persons 
whose  income  is  more  than  80  percent  but  does  not  ex- 
ceed 1 10  percent  of  the  median. 

Features  that  differentiate  the  Boiling  proposal  are: 

1)  the  owner-occupied  homeownership  loan  for  reno- 
vation projects: 

2)  the  formula  set  aside  for  a  number  of  units  for  low-, 
moderate-rental  persons; 

3)  five-year  commitment  necessary. 

Target  population:  low/moderate  =  rental  modera- 
te/middle ownership 

Target  type:  Both  renovation  and  new  construction 
Kelly  Housing  Fund  —  Doc.  No.  0263 

On  January  30,  1985.  Councillor  Kelly  submitted  an 
ordinance  creating  a  Housing  Fund  and  Managing  Com- 
mittee. 

The  purpose  of  the  Kelly  fund  is  to  promote  the  public 
health,  safety,  and  welfare  of  housing  and  establish  a  bal- 
ance between  large-scale  real  estate  development  and 
low/moderate  income  residents.  Appropriations  to  the 
Kelly  fund  shall  be  made  as  follows: 

A)  All  linkage  monies  received  by  the  city. 

B)  Gifts,  wills,  grants,  etc. 

The  Kelly  fund  establishes  a  priority  system  for  grant- 
ing loans  and/or  grants.  The  priority  system  emphasizes 
first  and  foremost  the  rehabilitation  of  the  abandoned  and 
blighted  structures.  The  system  gives  top  priority  to  indi- 
viduals who  agree  to  be  an  owner-occupant  of  a  rehabili- 
tated structure.  Second  priority  shall  be  a  neighborhood 
or  community  resident  who  does  not  own  other  rental 
property.  Third  priority  will  be  for  a  C.D.C.  organiza- 
tion, fourth  priority  will  be  for  private  developers  and 
fifth  for  all  others,  the  Kelly  fund  limits  all  loans  and  or 
grants  to  $10,000  per  unit.  All  loans  shall  become  grants 
of  money  with  a  commitment  from  the  developer  to  pro- 
vide low/moderate  income  housing  for  at  least  eight 
years. 

The  Kelly  draft  establishes  a  Managing  Committee 
consisting  of  nine  members.  The  are:  the  BRA  director, 
the  Collector/Treasurer,  a  City  Council  member,  and  six 
designees  of  the  Mayor  from  various  constituent  groups. 
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Specific  important  definitions  are: 

Low-,  moderate-income  persons'  income  does  not  ex- 
ceed 80  percent  of  the  median. 

Moderate-  middle-income  persons'  income  is  greater 
than  80  percent  and  less  than  150  percent  of  the  median. 

Features  that  differentiate  the  Kelly  proposal: 

1 )  Top  priority  to  renovate  projects,  new  construction  a 
second  choice; 

2)  Priority  loan  award  program; 

3)  Limit  of  $10,000  per  unit; 

4)  Moderate  income  extends  to  1 50  percent  of  the  me- 
dian. 

Target  population:  low-,  middle-income  people  with 
ability  to  carry  through  loan. 

Target  type:  Renovation  of  abandoned  properties  and 
blighted  areas. 

Tierney  Housing  Commission  —  Doc.  No.  1339 

On  October  23,  1985,  Councillor  Tierney  submitted  a 
home  rule  petition  designed  to  establish  the  Boston  Hous- 
ing Development  Commission. 

The  purpose  of  the  Tierney  proposal  is  to  establish  the 
means  necessary  for  the  city  to  take  a  proactive  role  in 
providing  housing  units  by  renovation  or  new  construc- 
tion through  loans  or  grants. 

Appropriations  to  the  Commission  shall  be  made: 

A)  All  linkage  monies; 

B)  Gifts,  grants,  wills,  etc.; 

C)  Appropriation  by  the  Mayor  and  Council; 

D)  Issuance  of  bonds 

The  Commission  may  accept  applications  for  loans, 
low-interest  loans  or  non-interest  loans  from  individuals, 
profit  or  non-profit  organizations  to  build,  renovate,  ac- 
quire, operate  or  manage  residential  housing  units.  The 
Commission  may  set  its  own  rules  and  regulations,  pro- 
vided the  Council  approves  for  the  conduct  of  its  busi- 
ness. 

The  Commission  shall  be  made  up  of  five  members: 
one  appointed  by  the  governor,  four  appointed  by  the 
Mayor  with  approval  of  the  Council. 

Special  definitions  for  this  act:  Bonds,  and  notes  and 
other  evidences  of  indebtedness  that  the  Commission  is 
allowed  to  issue  under  the  provisions  of  this  law. 

Features  that  differentiate  the  Tierney  proposal: 

1)  Home  rule  petition; 

2)  Commission  has  gubernatorial  appointee; 

3)  Commissions  takes  all  housing  development  of  the 
city  under  one  agency,  takes  some  authority  from  the 
BRA  and  NDEA; 

4)  Commission  has  bonding  authority. 
Target  population:  All  Boston  residents. 
Target  type'  All  types  of  housing  development. 

Boston  Linkage  Action  Coalition  Proposal 
On  October  24,  the  Boston  Linkage  Action  Coalition 
circulated  an  ordinance  designing  a  Housing  Trust. 

The  purpose  of  B.L.A.C.  Trust  is  to  increase  the  city's 
housing  stock,  especially  those  units  for  low-  and  low- 
moderate  income  persons. 

Appropriations  are  designed  to  be  made  to  the 
B.L.A.C.  Trust  by: 

A)  Proceeds  from  the  sale; 

B)  All  linkage  monies; 

C)  Gifts,  grants,  wills,  etc. 

The  Trust  may  provide  loans  and/or  grants  for  home- 
ownership.  Homeownership  loans  can  be  extended  to 
low-,  low-moderate,  or  first-time  home  buyers  to  reno- 
vate existing  structures.  A  commitment  of  five  years  is 
mandatory  and  a  limit  of  three  living  units  per  structure  is 
imposed.  The  Trust  may  provide  loans  or  grants  to  rental 
housing  projects  for  new  construction  or  major  renova- 
tion provided  however  that  all  rental  units  be  occupied 
buy  low-,  moderate-income  residents. 


The  trust  will  be  made  up  of  twelve  members  as  fol- 
lows: three  non-voting,  ex-officio  members  representing 
the  Mayor's  office  (2),  and  City  Council  (1);  nine  mem- 
bers appointed  by  the  Mayor  from  each  electoral  district, 
five  of  whom  must  be  tenants. 

Special  definitions  for  this  ordinance  are: 

low-income  means  residents  with  total  less  than  50  per- 
cent of  the  median. 

low-  to  moderate-income  means  residents  whose  in- 
come does  not  exceed  80  percent  of  the  median. 

first-time  homebuyers  income  means  residents  whose 
income  does  not  exceed  1 10  percent. 

homesteading  is  a  concept  of  low-income  persons  ac- 
quiring and  rehabilitation  of  abandoned  properties  for 
habitation  by  low-income  persons. 

Features  that  differentiate  the  B.L.A.C.  proposal: 

1)  Tenant  majority  on  Managing  Committee; 

2)  Formula  set  aside  for  funding; 

3)  Homesteading  concept. 

Target  Population:  Low-  and  low-moderate  income 
Target  Type:  Rehabilitation  and  new  construction

SCHOOL  OFFICIALS  TO  DISCUSS  PLANS  FOR 
RENOVATION  OF  HOLLAND  SCHOOL 

Coun.  O'NEIL,  on  behalf  of  the  Committee  on  School 
Matters,  submitted  the  following: 

As  part  of  a.  public  hearing  on  Docket  No.  1214,  con- 
cerning repair  of  the  Holland  School,  Dorchester,  your 
Committee  on  School  Matters  inspected  the  area  of  fire 
damage  Tuesday  night,  November  26,  1985. 

The  Committee,  with  Chairman  Travaglini,  Vice- 
Chairman  Councillor  O'Neil,  joined  by  Councillor  Yan- 
cey, then  heard  testimony  from  representatives  of  city 
agencies,  as  well  as  from  the  principal,  Edith  Simons. 
Relying  on  information  that  most  of  the  damaged  areas  of 
the  school  can  be  restored  for  occupancy  by  September, 
1986,  the  committee  endorses  appropriation  of  funds  for 
this  purpose. 

Estimated  cost  of  the  work  has  been  set  up  at  $  1 . 5  mil- 
lion, which  sum  is  earmarked  as  part  of  Docket  No.  1385 
being  reported  by  the  Committee  on  Government  Fi- 
nance. 

The  Committee  on  School  Matters  is  satisfied  that  offi- 
cials of  the  Public  Facilities  Department  and  School  De- 
partment will  work  to  expedite  the  needed  repairs,  or 
renovations.  We  shall  follow  with  interest  the  progress  of 
design,  planning,  actual  construction. 

The  extent  of  damage  in  the  September  2  fire  was  out- 
lined to  the  public  hearing  in  the  Holland  School  cafete- 
ria. Four  of  the  school's  five  educational  "pods,"  each 
containing  a  number  of  open  classrooms,  were  burned 
out  or  heavily  smoke-damaged,  along  with  the  school  li- 
brary area.  William  Doherty,  representing  Public  Facili- 
ties Department,  said  three  pods,  plus  the  library,  should 
be  restored  by  the  start  of  next  fall's  school  year.  Room 
damage  to  the  other  pod  is  expected  to  prolong  opening 
that  area  until  about  January,  1987,  it  was  stated. 

Because  of  the  fire  just  two  days  before  school  opened, 
about  half  of  the  800  Holland  School  pupils  must  spend  at 
least  a  full  school  year  away  from  the  neighborhood 
classrooms.  The  pupils  have  to  be  transported  to  the  Lyn- 
don School  in  West  Roxbury  or  the  Barron  School  on 
Hyde  Park  Avenue  in  Roslindale.  But  one  pod  with  class- 
room facilities  remains  in  an  undamaged  section  of  the 
Holland  School  on  Olney  Street. 

This  tripartite  operation,  as  explained  by  the  principal, 
has  caused  some  disruption  in  the  normally  functioning 
coordination  that  a  school  should  enjoy.  It  is.  therefore, 
most  important  that  the  Holland  School  body  be  reunited 
as  soon  as  circumstances  allow. 

The  Holland  School,  it  was  noted,  is  unique  in  that 
none  of  its  students  need  be  bused  in  from  distant  areas. 
The  neighborhood  provides  a  natural  integration:  every 
student  walks  from  his  residence  nearby.  Ironically,  the 
fire  intruded  this  ideal  pattern.  Students  had  to  be  trans- 
ported away  from  their  neighborhood. 

The  disruption  also  brings  concerns  of  security  as  has 
been  voiced  by  parents  of  children  who  have  to  be  trans- 
ported daily  through  heavy  traffic.

Although  this  project  and  generic  discussions  pertain- 
ing to  the  redevelopment  of  Columbia  Point  have  been 
around  the  city  for  years,  I  feel  that  the  City  Council 
ought  to  fully  understand  the  long-range  impact  of  this 
land  transfer  vote. 

On  November  8,  1985,  the  Mayor  sent  Docket  No. 
1 390  to  the  Council  with  the  traditional  letter  of  transmit- 
tal. The  cover  letter  requests  that  the  Council  vote  to  de- 
termine that  a  4.8-acre  parcel  was  no  longer  being  kept  a 
recreation  and/or  park  land  and  therefore  would  revert  to 
the  BHA  (according  to  deed  provisions).  In  exchange  for 
accepting  this  "reversion  clause"  of  the  land  deed,  the 
city  would  receive  a  replacement  park  of  6.8  acres  and  a 
housing  project.  This  cover  letter  is  misleading  at  best 
aijd  inaccurate  at  worst. 

The  Council  is  voting  to  accept  the  "reversion  clause" 
on  four  parcels  of  land  that  equal  33.3  acres.  According 
to  the  BRA  and  their  maps,  approximately  23  acres  of  the 
combined  parcels  are  underwater  lying  as  tidal  flats. 
Therefore,  10.3  acres  of  city  lands  is  the  accurate  ac- 
counting of  dry  land  to  be  transferred  back  to  the  BHA 
control. 

Several  questions  instantly  arise  as  to  the  future  dispo- 
sition of  these  lands  because  once  the  Council  votes  this 
transfer  (Docket  No.  1390)  the  Council  will  no  longer 
have  a  role  in  the  direction  of  this  development.  (Similar 
to  the  one  vote  disposition  of  land  with  the  sale  of  surplus 
garages.)  As  with  the  surpluses  of  garages,  the  Council 
and  the  city  ought  to  know  fully  what  we  are  getting  for 
our  land  and  what  we  are  losing. 

Of  the  total  acreage  (33.3  acres),  the  23  acres  that  are 
tidal  flats  or  underwater  will  be  deeded  to  the  care,  cus- 
tody and  management  of  the  MDC.  The  MDC  will  re- 
ceive this  water  area  free.  Councillors  Menino,  Kelly, 
and  Byrne  have  submitted  an  amendment  to  Docket  No. 
1390  that  specifically  excludes  this  area  from  any  kind  of 
development  by  either  the  housing  development  or  the 
MDC.  Prior  to  this  amendment,  there  were  no  restric- 
tions for  preserving  the  water  area. 

Of  that  portion  of  the  acreage  that  is  dry  land,  10.3 
acres,  the  proposal  divides  this  land  between  the  Harbor 
Point  development  (6.9  acres)  and  the  MDC  (3.4  acres). 

The  Harbor  Point  development  will  receive  a  ninety- 
nine  year  lease  from  the  BHA  for  nearly  2  million  square 
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feet  of  land,  on  which  they  propose  to  build  1 ,282  hous- 
ing units,  400  of  which  will  be  low-income  units.  The 
gains  accrued  by  the  city  from  this  arrangement  are  clear 
and  significant  but  the  cost  are  not  so  enumerated.  The 
city  is  giving  up  nearly  2  million  square  feet  of  land,  the 
city  is  providing  extensive  deep  subsidies,  both  federal 
and  state  for  this  project  and  the  city  will  forever  lose 
1 ,  100  low-moderate-income  housing  units.  The  question 
that  persists  is:  "Is  the  city  getting  a  fair  return  for  its 
investment?" 

The  MDC  will  receive  3.4  acres  of  dry  land  and  in  com- 
bination with  other  waterfront  parcels,  proposes  to  con- 
struct a  6. 8-acre  public  waterfront  park.  The  design  costs 
of  the  waterfront  park  are  to  be  paid  for  by  the  developer 
of  the  housing  project  (C.M.J.)  and  a  $4  million  appro- 
priation is  to  be  added  to  the  capital  outlay  budget  at  the 
State  Legislature  for  the  construction  of  the  linear  park. 
The  availability  and  access  of  this  waterfront  park  to  the 
general  public  is  dubious  at  best.  Recent  amendments  to 
the  Harbor  Point  development  has  decreased  to  the  num- 
ber of  garage  and  off-street  parking  spaces  available 
abutting  the  waterfront  park.  If  the  general  public  cannot 
easily  make  use  of  the  waterfront  park,  it  becomes  the 
"private"  waterfront  area  of  the  new  housing  develop- 
ment. 

The  City  Council  is  being  asked  to  give  its  vote  of  ap- 
proval to  these  two  projects.  The  time  deadline  is  being 
forced  by  the  various  time  constraints  of  grant  and  sub- 
sidy application  submissions.

Thank  you  for  your  recent  letter  transmitting  a  copy  of 
the  Boston  City  Council's  resolution  requesting  my  sup- 
port for  cleanup  of  lead  contaminated  soil  in  the  Boston 
area. 

I  recognize  that  soil  contaminated  with  lead  represents 
a  major  health  hazard  to  children  in  Boston  and  other  ur- 
ban areas,  and  I  am  a  strong  supporter  of  programs  to 
remove  lead  from  the  environment. 

As  you  are  aware.  Senator  Kennedy's  amendment  to 
the  Superfund  bill  would  provide  $15  million  to  establish 
a  pilot  program  for  the  removal  of  lead-contaminated  soil 
at  up  to  three  different  sites.  Prime  candidates  for  such  a 
program  are  areas  in  Chelsea  and  Boston. 
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I  have  been  working  closely  with  other  members  of  the 
Massachusetts  delegation  to  support  the  provisions  of  the 
Kennedy  amendment  in  the  House  and  to  remove  any  leg- 
islative obstacles  to  lead  cleanups.  The  Ways  and  Means 
Committee  has  added  lead  as  one  of  the  basic  chemicals 
whose  production  is  taxed  to  finance  the  Superfund  pro- 
gram. This  now  provides  distinct  recognition  that  lead  is 
a  toxic  substance  germane  to  Superfund  and  considerably 
strengthens  arguments  for  implementing  the  Kennedy 
amendment. 

In  addition,  I  and  other  members  of  the  Massachusetts 
delegation  are  drafting  a  letter  to  the  conference  commit- 
tee ,  which  will  produce  a  compromise  between  the  House 
and  Senate  Superfund  bills,  asking  that  the  Kennedy 
amendment  be  retained  in  the  final  version.  I  can  assure 
you  that  I  will  be  working  diligently  with  my  Massachu- 
setts colleagues  to  retain  the  Kennedy  amendment  with- 
out legislative  obstacles  in  the  conference  bill. 

I  appreciate  your  letter  informing  me  of  the  City  Coun- 
cil's resolution,  and  I  would  appreciate  it  if  you  would 
transmit  this  response  to  each  member  of  the  Council.  I 
hope  you  and  the  Council  will  continue  to  contact  me  on 
matters  of  mutual  interest.

INTERIM  REPORT  CONCERNING  PROGRAM- 
MING AND  FEES  CHANGES  INSTITUTED  BY 
CABLEVISION  OF  BOSTON 

Coun.  TIERNEY,  on  behalf  of  the  Committee  of  the 
Whole,  submitted  the  following: 

The  Boston  City  Council's  Committee  of  the  Whole 
met  on  Monday,  December  2,  1985.  at  7:30  p.m.  to  hold  a 
public  hearing  concerning  Docket  No.  1415  concerning 
the  programming  and  fee  changes  instituted  by  Cablevi- 
sion  of  Boston  on  November  1 ,  1985.  As  a  result  of  the 
hearing  the  Committee  has  found  that: 

Serious  questions  have  been  raised  as  to  whether 
Cablevision  of  Boston  is  in  full  compliance  with  their  fi- 
nal license  with  the  City  of  Boston,  signed  December  15, 
1982. 

Among  the  provisions  of  the  contract  which  are  in 
question  are: 


1)  Serious  evidence  has  been  raised  concerning 
whether  or  not  cable  lines  have  been  installed  in  some 
parts  of  the  city  in  compliance  with  all  city  and  state 
codes,  and  evidence  was  given  to  support  the  claim  that 
some  installations  may  represent  a  threat  to  the  public 
health  and  safety,  as  contained  in  section  3.7  of  the  final 
license.  Further  evidence  was  presented  which  indicated 
that  certain  cable  lines  may  represent  a  threat  to  public 
safety  officials,  such  as  firemen,  when  operating  in  the 
course  of  their  duty. 

2)  The  capacity  for  interactive  residential  services  is 
not  currently  available  as  outlined  in  section  5.7  of  the 
license. 

3)  Section  5.8  of  the  license  entitled  "Cablecasting  Fa- 
cilities" calls  for  the  licensee  to  provide  a  local  origina- 
tion studio,  an  access  studio  and  three  (3)  neighborhood 
studios.  The  location  of  the  local  origination  studio  and 
access  studio  must  be  in  a  "central  downtown  location." 
No  studios  exist  in  such  a  location,  and  there  are  not  three 
neighborhood  studios  in  operation  yet. 

4)  Section  6.4  of  the  license  further  indicates  that  two- 
way  interactive  converters  must  be  supplied  to  sub- 
scribers on  or  before  June  1,  1983.  If  none  are  provided 
after  that  date,  the  licensee  if  required  to  pay  $1 ,000  per 
day  that  these  converters  are  not  in  place.  No  such  con- 
verters are  currently  available,  and  no  fines  have  been 
collected  by  the  city. 

5)  Section  6.5  of  the  license  states:  "Whenever  Li- 
censee transposes  any  television  signal  from  the  channel 
on  which  it  was  originally  broadcast  so  that  it  is  received 
on  a  different  channel  on  the  television  sets  of  Sub- 
scribers, Licenses  shall,  at  least  one  (1)  month  prior  to 
such  transposition,  notify  every  Subscriber  in  writing  of 
such  transposition  and  provide  all  Subscribers  with  a 
marker  suitable  for  mounting  on  television  receivers  in- 
dicating the  fact  of  such  transposition  ."On  November  1 , 
1985,  Cablevision  began  a  new  "preview"  of  its  Metro 
package,  and  transposed  channels.  Subscribers  were  not 
notified  one  month  prior  to  this  transposition  and,  in 
some  instances,  received  only  several  days  notice.  This 
change  caused  confusion  and  problems  for  many  view- 
ers. 

6)  More  information  is  needed  to  ascertain  whether  li- 
censee is  providing  sixty  hours  per  week  of  locally  origi- 
nated programming,  as  required  under  section  6.11. 

7)  Section  6.2  indicates  that  for  a  five-year  period.  Uni- 
versal Basic  Service  shall  consist  of  programming  on 
fifty-two  channels  set  forth  in  Schedule  7  of  the  license. 
The  new  service  package  announced  would  cut  basic 
service  back  to  only  twenty-nine  channels  on  the  Basic 
Service.  While  this  is  "subject  to  the  availability  of  such 
programming  upon  terms  and  conditions  not  substan- 
tially more  burdensome  than  those  generally  prevailing  at 
the  Licensee's  Application  .  .  .",  the  Licensee  is  not  as- 
suring substantially  the  same  mix  of  programming.  Basic 
Service  will  lose  a  total  of  twenty  channels  under  the  new 
basic  service  —  nearly  50  percent  of  the  programming 
available  previously. 

S)  :  the  hearing,  questions  arose  from  some,  of  who 
testified  as  to  the  affirmative  action  and  residency  hiring 
patterns  of  Cablevision.  The  company  provided  some 
figures  on  hiring  to  the  committee;  a  more  thorough  anal- 
ysis should  be  made  to  ascertain  charges  from  the  IBEW 
that  Cablevision  subcontractors  were  predominantly  out- 
of-city  residents  who  took  up  temporary  residence. 

9)  The  question  arose  at  hearings  earlier  this  year  on 
Cablevision 's  record  on  complying  with  section  13.5, 
that  every  best  effort  must  be  made  to  purchase  at  least  1 0 
percent,  by  dollar  volume,  of  equipment  from  Boston  mi- 
nority-owned businesses.  At  that  time.  Cablevision  rep- 
resentatives indicated  that  minority  firms  had  not 
responded  to  requests  for  contracts.  More  information 
may  be  needed  to  confirm  an  only  1  percent  minority  pur- 
chasing level. 
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10)  At  the  hearing,  Cablevision  representatives  indi- 
cated that  the  fee  payments  for  the  Basic  Service  and  new 
Metro  Service  will  change  as  of  January  1 .  All  customers 
are  currently  receiving  Metro  Service  under  a  two-month 
"preview."  New  rates  will  go  into  effect  on  January  1, 
1986.  Those  subscribers  currently  paying  for  Basic  Serv- 
ice at  the  $2-a-month  rate  must  indicate  to  Cablevision 
that  they  wish  to  continue  receiving  basic  service  by  mail- 
ing back  a  form  —  otherwise,  they  will  automatically  be 
billed  for  the  new,  more-expensive,  Metro  Service. 

Further,  Basic  Service  customers  will  be  required  to 
pay  the  entire  year's  fee,  $24,  in  advance.  It  was  the  feel- 
ing of  the  Committee  that  this  practice,  and  the  notifica- 
tions, could  present  problems  for  elderly  and  those  on 
fixed-income.  It  was  suggested  that  Cablevision  was 
working  backwards  —  that  most  business  practices  only 
bill  customers  when  they  have  requested  service,  rather 
than  expecting  customers  to  notify  the  company  that  they 
wish  to  continue  a  service  they  are  already  receiving 
rather  than  a  more  expensive  package.  Cablevision  Gen- 
eral Manager  Norman  Kellogg  explained  that  this  would 
present  problems  for  the  company  because  it  would  re- 
quire physically  "trapping"  every  current  Basic  Service 
customers  reception  at  the  point  of  delivery.  However, 
the  Committee  feel  that  the  channel  changes  which  would 
require  Cablevision  to  do  this,  which  meant  a  substantial 
shift  of  channels  from  the  B  to  the  A  trunk,  was  Cablevi- 
sion's  decision  in  the  first  place. 

The  Committee  feels  that  this  billing  procedure  —  and 
a  confusing  series  of  letters  which  contain  at  least  two 
different  sets  of  forms  for  subscribers  to  return  if  they 
want  Basic  Service  —  can  present  problems  for  many 
subscribers  who  don't  fully  understand  them.  Some  com- 
plaints have  been  received  by  the  City  Council  indicating 
problems  contacting  Cablevision  by  phone  for  an  expla- 
nation or  to  report  problems. 

The  Committee  feels  that  while  the  new  fee  structure 
retains  a  $2  fee  for  basic,  the  intent  of  such  a  fee  was  to 
enable  elderly,  fixed-income  and  other  subscribers  who 
might  have  problems  affording  other  service  to  receive 
cable  service.  Requiring  the  entire  year's  fee  in  advance 
could  present  hardships  for  some  customers,  and  prevent 
those  intended  to  benefit  from  this  low  fee  from  actually 
receiving  service. 

11)  The  Committee  raised  questions  to  what  the  city 
would  be  requiring  now  from  Cablevision  financially, 
now  that  the  state's  Supreme  Judicial  Court  has  ruled  that 
taxing  cable  television  lines  running  over  public  property 
was  not  allowed  under  state  law. 

While  the  Committee  was  told  by  city  and  Cablevision 
representatives  that  this  money  would  not  effect  the 
needed  changes  in  service  revenues  that  prompted  the  lat- 
est package  and  fee  changes,  the  Committee  is  not  con- 
vinced that  a  windfall  to  Cablevision,  in  the  form  of  $1 .2 
million  that  it  will  not  have  to  pay  the  city  in  taxes,  could 
not  be  used  to  ease  the  financial  problems  for  the  com- 
pany which  they  claim  forced  them  to  make  these 
changes. 

Further,  a  report  made  by  City  Treasurer  George  Rus- 
sell in  March  of  this  year  indicates  that  Cablevision 's  fi- 
nancial problems  are  chiefly  due  to  decisions  made  by 
Cablevision  group  management  regarding  the  financial 
structure  of  the  system,  the  rate  of  construction  of  the  sys- 
tem and  the  acquisition  by  Cablevision  of  Boston  of  the 
Brookline  cable  system.  Therefore,  Boston  is  being 
asked  to  cut  deals  which  detrimentally  affect  many  of  the 
subscribers  and  potential  subscribers  of  the  system  — 
residents  of  this  city.  We  are  not  convinced  that  increased 
revenues  needed  to  pay  higher  subscription  rates  for  dis- 
tant channels  and  other  programming  costs  could  not  be 
offset  by  the  $1.2  million  no  longer  required  under  the 
city  taxes. 


12)  The  Committee  was  informed  by  Tom  Cohan  of  the 
city's  Cable  Communications  Office  that  the  $2  fee  for 
additional  televisions  hooked  up  in  subscribers  homes,  as 
indicated  in  Schedule  2  of  the  final  license,  was  a  mistake. 
Cablevision  has,  in  fact,  been  charging  $10.  (There  was 
some  question  as  to  wheter  a  $2  charge  for  this  was  also 
published  in  Cablevision  material  at  some  point  in  time). 
However,  there  is  no  change  made  in  the  license  copy 
available  to  the  Council,  and  there  are  no  initials  indica- 
ting that  this  is  a  mistake.  Cablevision  representatives  in- 
dicated they  had  no  knowledge  of  the  discrepancy. 

The  Committee  of  the  Whole  recommends  that  they 
Council  take  action  to  preserve  the  rights  of  the  city  and 
Cablevision  subscribers  who  are  residents  of  the  city. 

It  appears  that  there  are  several  provisions  of  the  Final 
Cable  License  which  have  not  been  enacted  by  Cablevi- 
sion. Further,  there  are  serious  questions  about  the  finan- 
cial viability  of  Cablevision  and  its  ability  to  operate  the 
cable  franchise  as  originally  indicated  in  the  license  and 
envisioned  by  the  city. 

Further,  the  proposed  changes  unilaterally  made  by 
Cablevision  of  Boston  could  present  financial  hardships, 
confusion,  and  loss  of  service  for  current  customers  of 
Cablevision. 

Whereas,  Section  14.16  of  the  final  Cablevision  li- 
cense allows  for  a  procedure  for  determination  of  breach 
of  this  Final  License  by  the  Issuing  Authority,  the  Mayor 
of  his  designee;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor,  the  Mayor,  undertake  proce- 
dures indicated  in  section  14.16  to  determine  breach  of 
license  because  Cablevision  of  Boston  has  defaulted  on 
the  performance  of  several  provisions  of  the  Final  Li- 
cense of  December  15, 1982.  Cablevision  should  be  noti- 
fied of  a  public  hearing  under  this  section  of  the  license 
before  December  30,  1985;  and  further,  be  it 

Ordered,  That  his  Honor,  the  Mayor,  take  any  and  all 
necessary  steps  to  prevent  Cablevision  from  finally  en- 
acting the  changes  announced  November  1,  1985,  re- 
garding fees  and  package  changes  through  the  authority 
granted  under  section  2.8  of  the  final  license  until  such 
time  as  Cablevision  honors  all  the  provisions  of  the  li- 
cense.

ERNING TAX  EXEMPTIONS  FOR  CONSTRUC- 
TION OF  DWELLINGS  IN  BOSTON

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court,  accom- 
panied by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to  the  City  of 
Boston  to  be  filed  with  an  attested  copy  of  this  order  be, 
and  hereby  is,  approved  under  clause  (1)  of  section  8  of 
article  25 ,  as  amended,  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Consti- 
tution of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts ,  to  the  end 
that  legislation  be  adopted  providing  precisely  as  fol- 
lows, except  for  clerical  or  editorial  changes  of  form 
only: 

Section  1.  It  is  hereby  declared  that  a  serious  public 
crisis  exists  in  the  City  of  Boston  relative  to  residential 
housing;  that  this  crisis  extends  to  new  housing  and  reno- 
vation projects,  and  affects  all  members  of  society,  re- 
gardless of  income;  that  this  crisis  is  the  result  of  a  strong 
demand  for  dwellings  brought  about  by  the  strong  eco- 
nomic growth  in  Boston  and  throughout  the  Common- 
wealth; that  the  normal  transaction  of  business  by  the  real 
estate  community  has  not  significantly  addressed  this 
shortage  of  housing;  and  it  is  in  the  public  interest  that 
city  government  create  the  mechanisms  and  climate  to 
stimulate  residential  housing  construction.  The  purpose 
of  this  act  is  to  aid  in  stimulating  the  development  of  safe, 
decent,  affordable  housing  for  all  residents  of  the  City  of 
Boston  through  a  partial  tax  exemption  plan  for  the  con- 
struction or  substantial  rehabilitation  of  residential  hous- 
ing in  the  City  of  Boston. 

This  act  may  be  referred  to  as  the  "Boston  Housing 
Development  Tax  Exemption  Act  of  1985." 

Section  2.  The  following  terms  as  used  in  this  act,  un- 
less the  act  the  context  or  subject  matter  clearly  indicates 
otherwise,  shall  have  the  following  meanings: 

"Act"  shall  mean  the  Boston  Housing  Development 
Tax  Exemption  Act  of  1985. 

"City"  shall  mean  the  City  of  Boston. 

"Commission"  shall  mean  the  Boston  Housing  Devel- 
opment Commission  or  any  successor  agency  thereto  au- 
thorized to  administer  these  regulations. 

"Executive  Secretary"  shall  mean  the  executive  secre- 
tary of  the  Boston  Housing  Development  Commission  or 
the  chief  executive  officer  of  any  successor  agcncv 
thereto  authorized  to  administer  these  regulations. 

"Multiple  Dwelling"  or  "Building"  shall  mean  a 
building  or  group  of  buildings  for  occupancy  by  three  or 
more  families  in  separate  dwelling  units. 
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"Private  Dwelling"  shall  mean  a  building  or  structure, 
including  the  land  upon  which  it  is  situated,  which  is  de- 
signed and  occupied  exclusively  for  residence  purposes 
by  not  more  than  two  families  living  independently  of 
each  other. 

"Vacant"  land  is  land  which  contained  no  enclosed, 
permanent  improvement. 

"Predominantly  vacant  land"  is  a  plot  of  land  on  which 
not  more  than  15  percent  of  the  lot  area  contained  en- 
closed, permanent  improvements. 

"Under-utilized  land"  is  land  or  space  which  was  sub- 
stantially under-utilized  by  virtue  of  the  fact  that  it  con- 
sists of  functionally  obsolete  buildings,  vacant  and 
boarded-up  structures,  or  consists  of  air  rights  above  a 
public  reoadway,  waterway,  railroad  right  of  way,  public 
building,  or  other  similar  property  used  by  the  general 
public. 

"Land  improved  with  a  non-conforming  use"  shall 
mean  land  whose  only  use  is  non-residential  in  a  residen- 
tial district,  or  in  a  commercial  district  where  residential 
construction  is  permitted,  making  it  a  non-conforming 
use  as  defined  in  the  City  of  Boston  Zoning  Code  and  En- 
abling Act. 

"Blighted  open  area,"  "decadent  area,"  or  "substand- 
ard area"  shall  mean  predominantly  open  areas  which  are 
detrimental  to  the  safety,  health,  morals,  welfare  or 
sound  growth  of  a  community  as  defined  in  section 
chapter  121 A  of  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws. 

"Zoning  Code"  shall  mean  the  Zoning  Code  of  the 
City  of  Boston. 

Section  3.  These  regulations  shall  apply: 

(a)  Only  to  those  new  multiple  dwellings  containing  not 
less  than  four  dwelling  units  which  shall  be  occupied  by 
the  owners  thereof,  construction  of  which  shall  have 
commenced  on  or  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  pursuant  to 
a  building  permit  for  an  entire  new  building,  issued  in 
connection  with  a  new  building  application;  or  pursuant 
to  a  building  permit  issued  for  the  substantial  rehabilita- 
tion of  a  new  multiple  dwelling  designed  for  owner  occu- 
pancy; provided  that  said  structure  or  structures 
architectural,  mechanical  and  structural  plans  have  been 
approved  by  the  City  of  Boston  Zoning  Commission. 

Construction  shall  not  be  deemed  commenced  until  a 
new  building  permit  has  been  issued  based  upon  the 
aforesaid  plans  and  excavation  has  begun  in  good  faith,  or 
substantial  rehabilitation  has  begun  in  good  faith. 

A  "new  multiple  dwelling  unit  containing  not  less  than 
four  dwelling  units"  shall  be  deemed  to  include  for  the 
purpose  of  this  subsection  either  a  garden-type  maiso- 
nette dwelling  project  containing  not  less  than  four  dwell- 
ing units  comprised  of  a  series  of  attached,  detached  or 
semi-detached  dwelling  units  which  are  provided  as  a 
group  collectively  with  all  essential  services  such  as,  but 
not  limited  to,  water  supply  and  house  sewers,  and  which 
units  are  located  on  a  site  or  plot  not  less  than  9,500 
square  feet  in  area  under  common  ownership,  or  a  struc- 
ture containing  not  less  than  four  dwelling  units  erected  at 
the  same  time  with  common  exterior  walls,  provided  that 
in  either  case,  such  dwellings  are  occupied  by  residents 
who  own  the  separate  units;  or 

(b)  Only  to  those  new  or  rehabilitated  multiple  dwell- 
ings that  result  from  the  substantial  rehabilitation  of  an 
existing  building  that  is  vacant  and  boarded  up,  or  on  a 
site  that  is  blighted,  decadent,  substandard  or  under-uti- 
lized, or  a  nonresidential  building  intended  for  owner- 
occupancy  containing  not  less  than  four  dwelling  units  as 
indicated  in  subsection  (a)  above;  all  of  the  construction 
requirements,  permits  and  other  requirements  and  defini- 
tions in  subsection  (a)  above  shall  also  apply  to  multiple 
dwellings  under  this  subsection;  or 

(c)  Only  to  those  private  dwellings,  either  newly  con- 
structed or  substantially  rehabilitated,  designed  and  oc- 
cupied exclusively  for  residence  purposes  by  not  more 


than  two  failies  living  independently  of  each  other,  at 
least  one  of  whom  shall  own  the  structure. 

For  the  purpose  of  this  section,  the  dwellings  shall  be 
constructed  on  land  which  is  vacant,  under-utilized,  or 
blighted,  decadent  or  substandard  as  defined  in  section  2 
of  the  act. 

Section  4.  Amount  of  Exemption: 

(a)  New  multiple  dwellings,  or  substantially  rehabili- 
tated multiple  dwellings,  as  defined  in  section  3  of  this 
act,  shall  be  exempt  from  all  Boston  real  estate  taxes, 
presently  levied  pursuant  to  the  powers  of  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton, or  any  subsequent  enacted  tax  other  than  assessments 
for  local  improvements  during  construction  and  so  long 
as  used  for  dwelling  purposes  by  the  owners  of  the  dwell- 
ing units  for  a  period  not  to  exceed  eight  years  in  the  ag- 
gregate after  the  first  taxable  status  date  immediately 
following  the  completion  thereof,  consisting  of  a  full  tax 
exemption  for  two  years  and  the  period  of  construction  or 
rehabilitation,  followed  by  one  year  of  exemption  from 
75  percent  of  such  taxation,  followed  by  one  year  of  ex- 
emption from  62.5  percent  from  such  taxation,  followed 
by  one  year  of  exemption  from  50  percent  of  such  taxa- 
tion, followed  by  one  year  of  exemption  from  35  percent 
of  such  taxation,  followed  by  one  year  of  exemption  from 
25  percent  of  such  taxation,  followed  by  one  year  of  ex- 
emption from  12.5  percent  of  such  taxation;  provided 
that  taxes  shall  be  paid  in  each  tax  year  during  any  such 
period,  including  the  period  of  construction,  in  the 
amount  of  taxes  payable  at  the  current  tax  rate  in  effect  in 
each  such  tax  year  on  the  assessed  valuation  of  such  land 
and  any  improvements  thereon  during  the  tax  year  pre- 
ceding the  commencement  of  such  construction  or  reha- 
bilitation, which  amount  shall  be  computed  by 
multiplying  the  total  assessed  valuation  of  such  property 
for  the  tax  year  prior  to  the  date  of  commencement  of 
construction  by  the  current  tax  rate  in  effect  for  each  such 
tax  year,  or  provided  that  in  the  event  that  the  property 
received  tax  exemption  during  the  tax  year  preceding  the 
commencement  of  such  construction,  taxes  shall  be  paid 
in  each  tax  year  during  any  such  period,  including  the 
period  of  construction,  in  the  amount  of  the  taxes  other- 
wise payable  during  each  such  tax  year  at  the  current  rate 
in  effect  in  each  such  tax  year  on  the  assessed  valuation  of 
such  land  and  any  improvements  thereon  during  the  tax 
year  preceding  the  commencement  of  such  construction; 
and  provided  further  that  such  tax  exemption  shall  not  be 
availed  of  concurrently  under  any  other  law. 

(b)  New  private  dwellings  or  substantially  rehabilitated 
private  dwellings  as  defined  in  section  3  of  this  act,  shall 
be  exempt  from  an  increase  in  Boston  real  estate  taxes  on 
assessed  valuation,  presently  levied  pursuant  to  the 
powers  of  the  City  of  Boston,  other  than  assessments  for 
local  improvements,  or  any  subsequent  enacted  tax  upon 
the  first  day  of  the  tax  year  following  the  taxable  status 
date  after  the  commencement  of  construction  or  recon- 
struction is  completed,  so  long  as  used  for  dwelling  pur- 
poses by  the  owners  of  said  dwelling  units  for  a  period  not 
to  exceed  eight  years  in  the  aggregate,  consisting  of  a  full 
exemption  on  this  increase  (100  percent)  for  two  years 
after  the  commencement  of  construction  or  rehabilitation 
is  completed,  followed  by  one  year  of  exemption  from  80 
percent  of  such  taxation,  followed  by  one  year  of  exemp- 
tion from  75  percent  of  such  taxation,  followed  by  one 
year  of  exemption  from  60  percent  of  such  taxation,  fol- 
lowed by  one  year  of  exemption  from  40  percent  of  such 
taxation,  followed  by  one  year  of  exemption  from  20  per- 
cent of  such  taxation,  followed  by  one  year  of  exemption 
from  10  percent  of  such  taxation;  and  provided  further 
that  such  tax  exemption  shall  not  be  availed  of  concur- 
rently under  any  other  provision  of  law. 

Section  5.  Revocation  of  Tax  Exemption, 
(a)  In  the  event  that  an  owner,  including  any  owner 
upon  the  sale  of  the  multiple  dwelling  or  private  dwelling 
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or  any  portion  thereof,  who  has  received  a  tax  exemption 
hereunder  provides  information  which  is  incorrect  in  any 
substantial  respect,  or  fails  to  comply  with  these  regula- 
tions or  requirements  imposed  by  the  commission,  the 
executive  secretary  shall  revoke  the  Certificate  of  Eligi- 
bility granted  to  such  owner  and  the  exemption  granted 
hereunder  shall  be  withdrawn  as  of  the  date  of  such  revo- 
cation in  the  event  that  the  breach  or  omission  has  not 
been  cured  within  ninety  days  after  notice  of  same  has 
been  given  to  the  applicant  and  any  owner  or  mortgagee 
of  the  property  benefited  hereunder  who  is  registered 
with  the  commission  on  files  kept  by  the  commission  for 
such  purpose  of  notification. 

In  the  event  an  owner,  including  any  owner  upon  the 
sale  of  the  multiple  dwelling,  private  dwelling,  or  any 
portion  thereof,  who  has  received  a  tax  exemption  here- 
under shall  fail  to  complete  the  building  within  a  time 
limit  established  by  the  commission,  the  executive  secre- 
tary shall  revoke  the  Certificate  of  Eligibility  in  which 
event  the  owner  shall  pay  the  city,  with  interest,  the 
amount  of  taxes  from  which  he  has  been  exempted  and 
shall  lose  said  exemption .  In  the  event  of  said  revocation, 
the  amount  of  unpaid  exempt  taxes,  and  the  interest 
thereon,  shall  become  a  lien  against  the  property. 

Section  6.  Form  of  Application  and  Certification  of  El- 
igibility. 

The  executive  secretary  shall,  according  to  the  guide- 
lines and  regulations  established  by  the  members  of  the 
commission,  shall  establish  procedures  for  applications 
for,  and  issuance  of,  certificates  of  eligibility  for  the  tax 
exemptions  established  under  this  act.  Said  procedures 
and  certificates  will  be  established  in  conjunction  with  all 
appropriate  agencies  of  the  City  of  Boston,  and  shall  con- 
form to  all  existing  laws  and  regulations  established  by 
the  City  of  Boston  regarding  zoning  and  building  per- 
mits. 

Section  7.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

ORDINANCE  AMENDING  THE  RENTAL  HOUSING 
EQUITY  ORDINANCE  TO  REQUIRE  RENTAL 
HOUSING  REMOVAL  PERMITS

Dear  Councillors: 

I  transmit  herewith  and  urge  that  your  Honorable  Body 
adopt  this  amendment  to  chapter  34  of  the  Ordinances  of 
1984  (The  Rental  Housing  Equity  Ordinance). 

Since  the  time  of  our  cooperative  effort  that  adopted  the 
1984  Rental  Housing  Equity  Ordinance,  condominium 
conversion  activity  has  increased  to  a  new  record  level  in 
Boston.  Thus  far,  in  1985,  the  number  of  condominium 
conversions  has  increased  by  3,447  units,  exceeding  the 
previous  peak  year  of  1981.  An  additional  1.372  units  are 
currently  under  conversion  (notices  have  been  mailed) 
but  have  not  yet  filed  master  deeds. 

A  recent  detailed  sample  survey  of  condominium  pur- 
chases since  January  1.  1984,  undertaken  by  our  Policy 
Office,  indicates  that  75  percent  of  all  condominiums 
were  purchased  by  investors.  Absentee  investor  condo- 
miniums deflect  investment  away  from  new  housing  pro- 
duction, cause  rent  increases,  encourage  evictions,  and 
add  little  to  Boston's  housing  stock. 

This  amendment  to  chapter  34  of  the  Ordinances  of 
1984  addresses  the  serious  problem  of  absentee  investor 
condominiums  in  a  way  that  protects  our  most  vulnerable 
residents  and  encourages  new  housing  production. 

I  look  forward  to  working  with  you  to  adopt  and  imple- 
ment this  important  amendment.

An  Ordinance  Amending  the  Rental 

Housing  Equity  Ordinance  to  Require 

Rental  Housing  Removal  Permits. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  follows: 
Section  1.  Chapter  34  of  the  Ordinances  of  1984,  as 
amended,  is  hereby  further  amended  by  adding  after  sec- 
tion 10,  a  new  section  10  A  as  follows: 
Section  10A.  Removal  Permits. 

(A)  Scope. 

(1)  General  Rule: 

The  provisions  of  this  section  regarding  the  remodel 
of  housing  accommodations  from  rental  housing  use  shall 
apply  to  all  housing  accommodations  as  defined  in  sec- 
tion 1  (n). 

(2)  Exception: 

A  Condominium  or  cooperative  unit  which  is  legally 
occupied  by  any  legal  or  beneficial  owner  of  such 
unit  as  his  or  her  principal  and  permanent  residence 
for  at  least  one  year  shall  not  be  subject  to  the  provi- 
sions of  section  10A. 

(B)  Definition  of  Removal  of  Housing  Accommoda- 
tions from  Rental  Housing  Use. 

When  used  in  this  ordinance,  the  term  removal  of 
housing  accommodations  from  rental  housing  use 
shall  include  the  follow  ing  activ  ities: 
(1)  Any  activity  by  a  landlord,  developer,  investor  or 
other  person  which  vv  ould  result  or  is  intended  to  result 
in  the  sale  and  transfer  of  legal  title  of  anv  housing  ac- 
commodation as  a  condominium  or  cooperative  unit. 
Such  activities  shall  include  but  not  be  limited  to: 
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(a)  The  conversion  of  a  housing  accommodation  to 
condominium  units  pursuant  to  General  Laws,  chap- 
ter 183  A; 

(b)  The  conversion  of  any  housing  accommodation 
to  cooperative  units  in  accordance  with  General 
Laws,  chapters  156B,  157,  and  157B. 

(c)  The  sale  or  transfer  of  any  condominium  unit  to 
any  person  including  any  investor. 

(2)  The  change  in  occupancy  of  any  rental  unit  so  as  to 
no  longer  be  a  rental  unit,  including  but  not  limited  to 
changes  in  occupancy  to:  medical  offices,  professional 
offices,  retail  shops,  hotels,  motels,  inns,  parking  fa- 
cilities, living  quarters  exclusively  for  students,  fac- 
ulty or  staff  or  an  educational  institution,  as  well  as 
such  other  changes  in  occupancy  to  any  industrial, 
commercial,  charitable,  institutional  or  business  pur- 
pose not  otherwise  excepted  from  this  ordinance. 

(C)  Removal  Prohibited. 

It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  remove  a  hous- 
ing accommodation  from  rental  housing  use  without 
having  first  obtained  a  removal  permit  from  the 
board  subject  to  the  provisions  contained  in  this  ordi- 
nance. 

(D)  Removal  Procedure. 

( 1 )  Criteria.  In  determining  whether  to  grant  or  deny 
a  removal  permit  the  board  shall  consider  the  aggra- 
vation of  the  shortage  of  safe,  decent  and  affordable 
rental  housing  units  in  the  city  and  its  neighbor- 
hoods, which  may  result  from  the  removal  especially 
for  tenants  of  low  and  moderate  income  and  handi- 
capped or  elderly  persons  on  fixed  incomes.  In  mak- 
ing such  determination  the  board  shall  make  findings 
on  the  following  factors: 

(a)  The  benefits  and  detriments  to  the  persons 
whom  this  ordinance  and  this  section  seek  to  pro- 
tect; 

(b)  The  hardships  imposed  on  the  tenant(s)  resid- 
ing in  the  housing  accommodation  proposed  to  be 
removed; 

(c)  Circumstances  demonstrating  hardship  and  in- 
equity to  the  applicant  seeking  a  removal  permit; 

(d)  The  rate  of  vacancy  in  the  City  of  Boston  at  the 
time  the  applicant  applies  for  a  removal  permit. 

The  board,  in  its  discretion,  may  also  review  other 
relevant  factors  in  making  its  decision. 

(2)  Mandatory  Granting  of  Removal  Permit.  The 
board  shall  be  required  to  grant  a  removal  permit 
where  the  applicant  demonstrates  to  the  board  by  suf- 
ficient evidence  that  the  removal  permit  is  sought  for 
one  of  the  reasons  listed  below. 

For  purposes  of  this  subsection,  a  cancelled  deposit 
check  and  a  copy  of  the  timely  executed  purchase  and 
sale  agreement  shall  be  conclusive  proof  of  the  trans- 
action and,  where  appropriate,  a  timely  and  duly  re- 
corded condominium  or  cooperative  unit  deed  shall 
also  be  conclusive  proof  of  such  transaction. 

(a)  The  owner  or  purchaser  of  a  condominium  or 
cooperative  unit  who  purchased  such  unit  intends 
in  good  faith  to  occupy  such  unit  as  a  principal  and 
permanent  residence. 

(b)  A  majority  of  the  tenants  in  a  building  have  un- 
equivocally agreed  to  purchase  such  building  and 
convert  it  to  a  limited  equity  cooperative  pursuant 
to  General  Laws,  chapter  157B. 

(c)  A  majority  of  the  tenants  in  the  building  or  pro- 
ject, who  have  resided  in  the  building  for  at  least 
one  year,  are  purchasing  their  condominium  or  co- 
operative units  and  are  intending  in  good  faith  to 
occupy  such  units  as  their  principal  and  permanent 
residences;  in  such  cases,  the  board  shall  grant  a 
removal  permit  for  the  entire  building  or  project. 


(3)  Mandatory  Denial  of  a  Removal  Permit. 
Except  as  provided  in  section  10A  (D)(2)(c),  the 
board  shall  be  required  to  deny  a  removal  permit 
where  the  board  finds  that  the  purpose  of  a  permit  is 
to  convert  a  housing  accommodation  to  a  condomin- 
ium or  cooperative  unit  for  sale  to  an  investor,  or  so 
sell  a  unit  already  converted  to  an  investor. 

(4)  Procedures. 

(a)  The  board  shall  consider  an  application  for  a  re- 
moval permit  for  a  housing  accommodation  upon  re- 
ceipt of  an  application  filed  by  the  landlord  or  other 
authorized  person.  Such  application  shall  be  made 
on  a  form  approved  by  the  administrator.  The  board 
shall  notify  the  applicant  and  tenant  of  the  receipt  of 
an  application  and  of  the  right  of  either  party  to  re- 
quest a  hearing  in  writing  within  fifteen  calendar 
days  of  such  notice.  At  any  time,  the  board  may,  on 
its  own  initiative,  order  a  hearing  on  any  application. 
If  a  hearing  is  timely  requested  by  either  party,  or  if 
the  action  is  undertaken  on  the  initiative  of  the  board, 
notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  the  hearing  shall  be 
furnished  to  the  applicant  and  tenant  and  the  hearing 
shall  be  conducted  before  a  designee  of  the  board. 
The  board  may  consolidate  applications  relating  to 
housing  accommodations  in  the  same  building  or  de- 
velopment. The  board  may  conduct  a  single  hearing 
on  all  such  consolidated  applications.  The  adminis- 
trator may  designate  a  person  or  persons  to  partici- 
pate in  a  removal  proceeding,  where  appropriate,  in 
order  to  further  the  provisions  and  purposes  of  this 
ordinance  and  to  serve  the  public  interest. 

(b)  Removal  hearings  shall  be  conducted  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  section  1 1  of  chapter  30A 
of  the  General  Laws  except  that  requirements  (7)  and 
(8)  of  such  section  1 1  shall  not  apply  to  such  hear- 
ings. 

(c)  Notwithstanding  any  other  provision  of  this  sec- 
tion, the  board  may,  without  holding  a  hearing, 
refuse  to  grant  a  removal  permit  and  dismiss  any  ap- 
plication if  a  decision  has  been  made  with  regard  to  a 
housing  accommodation  within  the  preceding  twelve 
months,  or  if  the  board  finds  that  the  application  is 
filed  for  purposes  of  harassment  or  for  other  pur- 
poses not  intended  by  this  ordinance.  In  addition,  if 
the  application  is  not  in  conformance  with  the  filing 
requirement  of  this  section  or  applicable  regulations, 
the  administrator  may  administratively  dismiss  such 
application  without  holding  a  hearing. 

<E)  Condominium  or  Cooperative  Conversion  Evic- 
tions Provisions. 
Except  as  otherwise  provided,  any  removal  permit 
granted  in  order  to  convert,  or  facilitate  the  conver- 
sion of  or  sell  any  occupied  rental  unit  as  a  condo- 
minium or  cooperative  unit  shall  be  subject  to  the 
applicable  provisions  of  section  9  and  10  of  this  ordi- 
nance. 

(F)  Transitional  Provisions. 

(1)  Notwithstanding  any  provisions  of  this  ordi- 
nance, any  condominium  or  cooperative  conversion 
eviction  notices  served  on  a  tenant  on  or  before  the 
effective  date  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  null  and  void 
except  as  provided  herein. 

(2)  All  valid  condominium  or  cooperative  conver- 
sion eviction  notices  serviced  prior  to  December  2, 
1985,  shall  be  treated  as  remaining  in  full  force  and 
effect  provided  that  a  removal  permit  application  is 
received  by  the  board  within  ninety  days  of  the  effec- 
tive date  of  this  ordinance  and  the  board  subse- 
quently grants  the  removal  permit. 

(3)  All  offers  to  purchase  served  on  tenants  on  or  be- 
fore the  effective  date  of  this  ordinance  and  all  relo- 
cations hereafter  required  by  section  10(f)  shall  be 
treated  as  remaining  in  full  force  and  effect. 
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Section  2.  Chapter  34  of  the  Ordinances  of  1984,  as 
amended,  is  hereby  further  amended  by  striking  in  sec- 
tion 10,  subsections  (a)  and  (b)  in  their  entirety. 

Section  3.  Chapter  34  of  the  Ordinances  of  1984,  as 
amended,  is  hereby  further  amended  by  striking  in  sec- 
tion 10(c),  fourth  paragraph,  all  the  words  in  that  para- 
graph beginning  with:  "he  has  filed  with  the  board.  .  .  ," 
and  ending  with  "shall  be  required,"  and  inserting  in

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  follows: 

Whereas,  A  serious  public  emergency,  as  described  in 
the  preamble  to  the  Rental  Housing  Equity  Ordinance, 
chapter  34  of  the  Acts  of  1984,  continues  to  exist  in  the 
City  of  Boston;  and 

Whereas,  The  rate  of  conversion  of  rental  housing 
units  to  condominiums,  cooperatives  or  other  forms  of 
non-rental  use  has  continued  to  increase,  resulting  in 
fewer  affordable  rental  accommodations:  and 

Whereas,  The  vacancy  rate  for  rental  housing  units  in 
the  City  of  Boston  is  less  than  5  percent: 

Whereas,  The  majority  of  recent  condominium  and  co- 
operative conversions  have  not  resulted  in  affordable 
homeownership  opportunities  for  existing  Boston  resi- 
dents, but  have  been  primarily  investment  opportunities 
for  absentee  owner-investors;  and 

Whereas,  Homeownership  is  one  desirable  goal  of  the 
city's  housing  policy; 

Now,  therefore,  pursuant  to  the  authority  vested  in  it 
by  law,  including  without  limitation.  Article  2,  as 
amended,  and  Article  47  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  and 
chapter  797  of  the  Acts  of  1969.  as  amended  by  chapter 
863  of  the  Acts  of  1970  and  by  chapter  843  of  the  Acts  of 
1971 ,  be  it  declared  by  the  City  Council  and  the  City  of 
Boston  that  a  substantial  and  critical  shortage  of  safe,  de- 
cent, and  reasonably  priced  rental  housing  units  exists  in 
the  City  of  Boston,  particularly  for  those  who  are  elderly, 
handicapped,  or  who  have  low-  or  moderate-annual  in- 
comes, because  of  deterioration  and  demolition  of  exist- 
ing housing  and  an  insufficient  supply  of  new  housing, 
and  due.  further,  to  the  conversion  of  rental  housing  units 
to  other  uses  or  forms  of  ownership,  particularly  conver- 
sion to  condominiums  or  cooperatives,  and.  therefore, 
the  following  is  declared  to  be  in  the  public  interest: 

Section  1  ."Chapter  34  of  the  Ordinances  of  1984.  as 
amended,  is  hereby  further  amended  by  adding  after  sec- 
tion 10.  a  new  section  10A  as  follows: 
Section  10A:  Removal  Permits. 
(A)    Scope. 

(1)  General  Rule: 
The  provisions  of  this  section  regarding  the  removal 

of  housing  accommodations  from  rental  housing  use 

shall  apply  to  all  housing  accommodations  as  defined  in 

section  1  (n). 
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(2)  Exception: 

(a)  When  all  of  the  legal  or  beneficial  owners  of  a 
condominium  or  cooperative  unit  have  resided  in  such 
unit  for  at  least  one  year,  and  such  unit  was  his  or  their 
principal  and  permanent  residence  during  such  year, 
said  owner(s)  shall  not  subsequently  be  subject  to  the 
provisions  of  Section  iOA  with  respect  to  such  unit. 

(b)  A  condominium  or  cooperative  unit  which,  on  or 
before  the  effective  date  of  this  ordinance,  is  legally 
owned  by  an  owner  occupant  or  by  a  bona  fide  investor 
owner  who  is  not  the  developer,  shall  not  be  subject  to 
the  provisions  of  section  IOA.  For  purposes  of  this  sub- 
section, "legally  owned"  shall  mean  that,  on  or  before 
the  effective  date  of  this  ordinance:  (i)  a  condominium 
unit  deed  converting  the  unit  to  a  bona  fide  purchaser 
for  value  has  been  recorded  in  the  Suffolk  County  Reg- 
istry of  Deeds;  or,  in  the  case  of  a  cooperative  unit,  a 
propriety  lease  has  been  executed  leasing  a  unit  to  a 
bona  fide  purchaser  for  value;  or  (ii)  a  deposit  check 
has  been  given  and  a  purchase  and  sales  agreement  has 
been  executed. 

For  purposes  of  this  subsection,  "developer"  shall 
mean  any  landlord  or  other  person  who  participates  in 
the  development,  marketing,  conversion  or  sale  of 
housing  accommodations  as  condominium  or  coopera- 
tive units.  For  purposes  of  this  definition,  a  person  who 
also  retains  ownership  of  individual  units  in  any  form 
in  housing  accommodations  in  which  he  has  partici- 
pated in  the  development,  marketing  or  conversion,  or 
has  sold  as  condominium/cooperative  units,  shall  be 
construed  as  a  developer  and  not  as  an  investor  owner. 

(B)  Definition  of  Removal  of  Housing  Accommoda- 
tions from  Rental  Housing  Use. 

When  used  in  this  ordinance  the  term  "removal  of 
housing  accommodations  from  rental  housing  use" 
shall  include  the  following  activities: 

(1)  Any  activity  by  a  landlord,  developer,  investor 
or  other  person  which  would  result  or  is  intended  to 
result  in  the  sale  and  transfer  of  legal  title  of  any  hous- 
ing accommodation  as  a  condominium  or  cooperative 
units(s).  Such  activities  shall  include  but  not  be  limited 
to: 

(a)  The  conversion  of  any  housing  accommodation 
to  condominium  units  pursuant  to  General  Laws ,  chap- 
ter 183A. 

(b)  The  conversion  of  any  housing  accommodation 
to  cooperative  units  in  accordance  with  General  Laws, 
chapter  156B,  157,  and  157B. 

(c)  The  sale  or  transfer  of  any  condominium  unit  to 
any  person  including  any  investor. 

(2)  The  change  in  occupancy  of  any  rental  unit  so  as  to 
no  longer  be  a  rental  unit,  including  but  not  limited  to 
changes  in  occupancy  to:  medical  offices,  profes- 
sional offices,  retail  shops,  hotels,  motels,  inns, 
parking  facilities,  living  quarters  exclusively  for  stu- 
dents, faculty  or  staff  of  an  educational  institution,  as 
well  as  such  other  changes  in  occupancy  to  any  in- 
dustrial, commercial,  charitable,  institution  or  busi- 
ness purpose  not  otherwise  excepted  from  this 
ordinance. 

(C)  Removal  Prohibited. 

It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  remove  a  hous- 
ing accommodation  from  rental  housing  use  without 
having  first  obtained  a  removal  permit  from  the  board 
subject  to  the  provisions  contained  in  this  ordinance. 

(D)  Removal  Procedure. 

(1)  Criteria.  In  determining  whether  to  grant  or  deny  a 
removal  permit  the  board  shall  consider  the  aggrava- 
tion of  the  shortage  of  safe,  decent  and  affordable 
rental  housing  units  in  the  city  and  its  neighbor- 
hoods, which  may  result  from  the  removal  especially 
for  tenants  of  low  and  moderate  income,  and  handi- 
capped or  elderly  persons  on  fixed  incomes.  In  mak- 


ing such  determination  the  board  shall  make  findings 
on  the  following  factors: 

(a)  The  benefits  and  detriments  to  the  persons  whom 
this  ordinance  and  this  section  seek  to  protect; 

(b)  The  hardships  imposed  on  the  tenant(s)  residing 
in  the  housing  accommodation  proposed  to  be  re- 
moved; 

(c)  Circumstances  demonstrating  hardship  and  ineq- 
uity to  the  applicant  seeking  a  removal  permit; 

(d)  The  rate  of  vacancy  in  the  City  of  Boston  at  the 
time  the  applicant  applies  for  a  removal  permit. 

The  board,  in  its  discretion,  may  also  review  other 
relevant  factors  in  making  its  decision. 

(2)  Mandatory  Granting  of  Removal  Permit.  The  board 
shall  be  required  to  grant  a  removal  permit  where  the 
applicant  demonstrates  to  the  board  by  sufficient  evi- 
dence that  the  removal  permit  is  sought  for  one  of  the 
reasons  listed  below. 

(a)  The  owner  or  purchaser  of  a  condominium  or  co- 
operative unit  who  purchased  such  unit  intends  in  good 
faith  to  occupy  such  unit  as  a  principal  and  permanent 
residence. 

(b)  A  majority  of  the  tenants  in  a  building  have  une- 
quivocally agreed  to  purchase  such  building  and  con- 
vert it  to  a  limited  equity  cooperative  pursuant  to 
General  Laws,  chapter  157B. 

(c)  A  majority  of  the  tenants  in  the  building  or  project 
will  be  purchasing  their  rental  unity  when  it  is  con- 
verted to  a  condominium  or  cooperative  unit  and  are 
intending  in  good  faith  to  occupy  such  unit  as  their  prin- 
cipal and  permanent  residence  provided  that  all  such 
tenants  have  resided  in  the  building  for  at  least  one  year 
prior  to  the  filing  of  the  removal  permit  application;  in 
such  cases,  the  board  shall  grant  a  removal  permit  for 
the  entire  building  or  project. 

For  purposes  of  determining  a  "majority"  under  this 
subsection,  all  of  the  tenants  residing  in  a  rental  unit 
shall  be  treated  as  one  tenant. 

For  purposes  of  this  subsection,  a  cancelled  deposit 
check  and  a  copy  of  the  timely  executed  purchase  and 
sale  agreement  shall  be  conclusive  proof  of  the  transac- 
tion and,  where  appropriate,  a  timely  and  duly  re- 
corded condominium  unit  deed,  or  an  executed 
cooperative  unit  proprietary  lease,  shall  also  be  conclu- 
sive proof  of  such  transaction. 

(3)  Mandatory  Denial  of  a  Removal  Permit.  Except  as 
provided  in  section  IOA  (D)(1)  and  (2),  the  board 
shall  be  required  to  deny  a  Removal  Permit  where 
the  board  finds  that  the  purpose  of  a  permit  is  to  con- 
vert a  housing  accommodation  to  a  condominium  or 
cooperative  unit  for  sale  to  an  investor,  or  to  sell  a 
unit  already  converted  to  an  investor. 

(4)  Procedures. 

(a)  The  board  shall  consider  an  application  for  a  re- 
moval permit  for  a  housing  accommodation  upon  re- 
ceipt of  an  application  filed  by  the  landlord  or  other 
authorized  person.  Such  application  shall  be  made  on  a 
form  approved  by  the  administrator.  The  board  shall 
notify  the  applicant  and  tenant  of  the  receipt  of  an  appli- 
cation and  of  the  right  of  either  party  to  request  a  hear- 
ing in  writing  within  fifteen  calendar  days  of  the  date  of 
such  notice.  At  any  time,  the  board  may,  on  its  own 
initiative,  order  a  hearing  on  any  application.  If  a  hear- 
ing is  timely  requested  by  either  party,  or  if  the  action  is 
undertaken  on  the  initiative  of  the  board,  notice  of  the 
time  and  place  of  the  hearing  shall  be  furnished  to  the 
applicant  and  tenant  and  the  hearing  shall  be  conducted 
before  a  designee  of  the  board.  Hearings  shall  occur 
within  sixty  days  of  the  filing  of  a  request  for  a  hearing 
with  the  board.  The  board  may  consolidate  applica- 
tions relating  to  housing  accommodations  in  the  same 
building  or  development.  The  board  may  conduct  a  sin- 
gle hearing  on  all  such  consolidated  applications.  The 
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administrator  may  designate  a  person  or  persons  to  par- 
ticipate in  a  removal  proceeding,  where  appropriate,  in 
order  to  further  the  provisions  and  purposes  of  this  or- 
dinance and  to  serve  the  public  interest. 

(b)  Removal  hearings  shall  be  conducted  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  section  1 1  of  chapter  30A  of 
the  General  Laws  except  that  requirements  (7)  and  (8) 
of  such  section  1 1  shall  not  apply  to  such  hearings. 

(c)  Notwithstanding  any  other  provision  of  this  sec- 
tion, the  board  may,  without  holding  a  hearing,  refuse 
to  grant  a  removal  permit  for  a  housing  accommoda- 
tion and  may  dismiss  any  application  if  a  decision  re- 
garding a  removal  permit  has  been  made  with  regard  to 
such  housing  accommodation  within  the  preceding 
twelve  months,  or  if  the  board  finds  that  the  application 
is  filed  for  purposes  of  harassment  or  for  other  pur- 
poses not  intended  by  this  ordinance.  In  addition,  if  the 
application  is  not  in  conformance  with  the  filing  re- 
quirement of  this  section  or  applicable  regulations,  the 
administrator  may  administratively  dismiss  such  appli- 
cation without  holding  a  hearing. 

(E)  Condominium  or  Cooperative  Conversion  Evictions 
Provisions. 

Except  as  otherwise  provided,  any  removal  granted 
in  order  to  convert,  or  facilitate  the  conversion  or  sale 
of  any  occupied  rental  unit  as  a  condominium  or  coop- 
erative unit  shall  be  subject  to  the  applicable  provisions 
of  sections  9  and  10  of  this  ordinance. 

(F)  Transitional  Provisions. 

(1)  Notwithstanding  any  provisions  of  this  ordinance, 
any  condominium  or  cooperative  conversion  evic- 
tion notices  served  on  a  tenant  on  or  before  the  effec- 
tive date  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  null  and  void 
except  as  provided  herein. 

(2)  All  valid  condominium  or  cooperative  conversion 
eviction  notices  served  prior  to  the  effective  date  of 
this  ordinance  shall  be  treated  as  remaining  in  full 
force  and  effect  provided  that  either:  (a)  a  removal 
permit  application  is  received  by  the  board  within 
ninety  days  of  the  effective  date  of  this  ordinance  and 
the  board  subsequently  grants  the  removal  permit;  or 
(b)  the  unit  is  excepted  from  the  removal  permit  pro- 
visions by  section  10A  (A)(2)(b)  of  this  ordinance. 

(3)  All  offers  to  purchase  served  on  tenants  on  or  before 
the  effective  date  of  this  ordinance  and  all  relocation 
hereafter  required  by  section  10(f)  shall  be  treated  as 
remaining  in  full  force  and  effect. 

Section  2.  Chapter  34  of  the  Ordinances  of  1984,  as 
amended,  is  hereby  further  amended  by  striking  in  sec- 
tion 10,  subsections  (a)  and  (b)  in  their  entirety.

der the  penalty  of  perjury  stating  that  such  eviction  is  not 
for  the  purpose  of  converting  the  housing  accommoda- 
tion to  a  condominium  or  cooperative  unit."

In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Eighty-five 
An  Ordinance  Establishing  a  Neighborhood  Housing 
Fund  and  Appropriating  Funds  to  the  Same. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts  General 
Laws  chapter  43B,  section  13,  and  any  other  applica- 
ble law,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  Title  10, 
is  hereby  amended  by  inserting  the  following  new  sec- 
tions at  the  end  thereof,  which  may  be  renumbered  by  the 
City  Clerk  to  conform  to  existing  numerical  designations 
within  the  City  of  Boston  Code. 

Definitions 

"Authority"  shall  mean  the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority. 

"City"  shall  mean  the  City  of  Boston. 

"CDC"  shall  mean  a  Community  Development  Cor- 
poration. 


"Certificate  cf  Compliance"  shall  mean  a  certificate 
approved  by  the  Authority  which  certifies  that  a  devel- 
oper's obligations  under  this  ordinance  and  other  applica- 
ble regulations  have  been  satisfied. 

"Community-based  profit  or  not-for-profit  civic  orga- 
nization" shall  mean  those  organizations  which  are  rec- 
ognized as  bona  fide  organizations  within  the  definition 
of  the  term. 

"Decadent  area"  shall  mean  an  area  which  is  detrimen- 
tal to  safety,  health,  morals,  welfare  or  sound  growth  of  a 
community  because  of  the  existence  of  buildings  which 
are  out  of  repair,  physically  deteriorated,  unfit  for  human 
habitation,  or  obsolete,  or  in  need  of  major  maintenance 
or  repair,  or  because  buildings  have  been  torn  down  and 
not  replaced  and  in  which  under  existing  conditions  it  is 
improbable  that  the  buildings  will  be  replaced,  or  because 
of  a  substantial  change  in  business  or  economic  condi- 
tions, or  because  of  inadequate  light,  air,  or  open  space, 
or  because  of  excessive  land  coverage,  or  because  diver- 
sity of  ownership,  irregular  lot  sizes  or  obsolete  street 
patterns  make  it  improbable  that  the  area  will  be  redevel- 
oped by  the  ordinary  operations  of  private  enterprise,  or 
by  reason  of  any  combination  of  the  foregoing  condi- 
tions. In  no  event  shall  this  definition  be  construed  to  ex- 
clude individual  parcels  or  dwellings  located  in  the  City 
of  Boston. 

"Developer"  shall  mean  an  individual,  corporation, 
business  trust,  estate  trust,  partnership  or  association, 
two  or  more  developers  having  joint  or  common  interest, 
or  any  other  legal  or  commercial  entity  subject  to  the  pro- 
visions of  this  ordinance  or  any  other  applicable  regula- 
tion promulgated  thereto. 

"Development  Impact  Project  Plan"  shall  mean  a  plan 
for  development  which  qualifies  as  a  Development  Im- 
pact Project. 

"Director"  shall  mean  the  Director  of  the  Boston  Re- 
development Authority. 

"Grant"  shall  mean  any  loan  given  by  the  Management 
Committee  that  provides  for  no  repayment  schedule  of 
interest  or  principal  by  the  borrower.  The  legislative  in- 
tent regarding  such  loans  is  that  the  Managing  Committee 
shall  only  provide  such  loans  in  the  most  extreme  cases  of 
demonstrable  need.  Said  loans  shall  not  exceed  10  per- 
cent of  the  annual  distributable  fund  monies  in  any  given 
year. 

"Housing  Creation  Option"  shall  mean  only  those  op- 
tions created  in  this  ordinance. 

"Housing  Payment  Option"  shall  mean  the  means  by 
which  a  developer  shall  satisfy  obligations  pursuant  to 
this  ordinance  and  any  applicable  regulations  promul- 
gated pursuant  thereto. 

"Housing  Payment  Exaction"  shall  mean  the  payment 
of  a  sum  of  money  by  the  project  applicant,  which  rate 
shall  be  set  by  duly  promulgated  regulations. 

"Housing  Creation  Exaction"  shall  mean  the  monies 
made  available  by  a  developer  for  the  creation  of  low-to- 
middle  income  housing  opportunities. 

"Linkage"  shall  mean  the  unofficial  designation  as- 
signed the  process  for  developmental  exactions  and  pay- 
ments and  options  as  outlined  in  Article  26  of  the  Boston 
Zoning  Code  and  this  ordinance. 

"Loan"  shall  mean  the  terms  of  a  financial  agreement 
between  a  developer  and  the  Managing  Committee  which 
establish  payment  schedules,  with  interest,  for  fund  mon- 
ies advanced  for  the  renovation,  rehabilitation  or  con- 
struction of  housing  dwellings  within  the  definition  of 
this  ordinance. 

"Low-  or  moderate-income  residents"  shall  mean  per- 
sons or  families  residing  in  the  City  of  Boston  whose  total 
annual  income  does  not  exceed  80  percent  o(  the  median 
income  for  the  Boston  area  as  set  forth  in  regulations 
promulgated  from  time  to  time  by  the  United  States  De- 
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partment  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development  pursuant  to 
the  Housing  and  Community  Development  Act  of  1974, 
as  amended. 

"Moderate-  to  Middle-income  residents"  shall  mean 
persons  or  families  residing  in  the  City  of  Boston  whose 
total  annual  income  is  more  than  eighty  percent  of  the 
median  income  as  established  by  this  ordinance,  but  does 
not  exceed  1 20  percent  of  the  median  income  for  the  Bos- 
ton area  as  set  forth  in  regulations  promulgated  from  time 
to  time  by  the  United  States  Department  of  Housing  and 
Urban  Development  pursuant  to  the  Housing  and  Com- 
munity Development  Act  of  1974,  as  amended. 

"Neighborhood  Housing  Fund"  shall  mean  the  Decla- 
ration of  Fund  for  the  Neighborhood  Housing  Fund  as 
provided  herein. 

"Net  Present  Value"  shall  mean  the  amount  equal  to 
the  sum  of  discounted  payments  which  would  have  been 
made  by  the  developer  had  it  elected  to  satisfy  its  obliga- 
tions under  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  or  regulations 
promulgated  pursuant  thereto.  Such  discounting  to  be 
measured  from  the  date  at  which  the  developer  enters  into 
a  Housing  Creation  Agreement  with  the  Managing  Com- 
mittee, to  the  date  at  which  each  housing  payment  install- 
ment would  have  been  made. 

"Substandard  area"  shall  mean  an  area  wherein  dwell- 
ings predominate  which,  by  reason  of  dilapidation,  over- 
crowding, faulty  arrangement  or  design,  lack  of 
ventilation,  light,  or  sanitation  facilities,  or  any  combina- 
tion of  these  factors,  are  detrimental  to  the  safety,  health, 
morals,  welfare  or  sound  growth  of  the  City  of  Boston.  In 
no  event  shall  this  definition  be  construed  to  exclude  indi- 
vidual parcels  or  dwellings  located  in  the  City  of  Boston. 

"Sweat  Equity"  shall  mean  the  practice  of  contributing 
one 'sown  labor,  less  cost  of  goods,  to  the  rehabilitation  of 
a  housing  unit  subject  to  renovation  or  rehabilitation  pur- 
suant to  this  ordinance. 

"Trustee"  shall  mean  the  Collector- Treasurer. 

Section  2.  Findings. 

It  is  hereby  declared  that  decadent  or  substandard  areas 
exist  in  the  City  of  Boston,  and  that  each  of  such  areas 
constitutes  a  serious  and  growing  menace,  injurious  and 
inimical  to  the  safety,  health,  morals  and  welfare  of  the 
residents  of  the  City  of  Boston  and  the  sound  growth  of 
the  City  of  Boston;  that  the  existence  of  each  of  such  areas 
contributes  substantially  to  crime  necessitating  excessive 
and  disproportionate  expenditure  of  public  funds  for  the 
preservation  of  the  public  health  and  safety,  for  crime 
prevention,  correction,  prosecution,  punishment,  and 
the  treatment  of  juvenile  delinquency  and  for  the  mainte- 
nance of  adequate  police,  fire  and  accident  protection  and 
other  public  services  and  facilities,  which  constitutes  an 
economic  and  social  liability,  substantially  impairs  or  ar- 
rests the  sound  growth  of  the  City  of  Boston,  and  retards 
the  provision  of  residential  buildings;  that  each  of  such 
areas  decreases  the  value  of  private  investments  and 
threatens  the  sources  of  public  revenue  and  the  financial 
stability  of  the  City  of  Boston;  that  because  of  the  eco- 
nomic and  social  interdependence  of  different  areas 
within  the  City  of  Boston  the  redevelopment  of  buildings 
and  land  not  only  in  substandard  areas  but  also  in  deca- 
dent areas  to  promote  the  sound  growth  of  the  City  of 
Boston  is  necessary  in  order  to  achieve  permanent  and 
comprehensive  elimination  of  existing  slums  and  sub- 
standard and  decadent  conditions  and  to  prevent  the  re- 
currence of  such  substandard  or  decadent  conditions  or 
their  development  in  other  parts  of  the  City  of  Boston; 
that  the  menace  of  decadent  or  substandard  areas  is  be- 
yond remedy  and  control  solely  by  regulatory  process  in 
the  exercise  of  the  police  power  and  have  not  been  dealt 
with  effectively  by  the  ordinary  operations  of  private  en- 
terprise in  a  regulated  market  without  the  provisions 
herein  provided;  limited  public  resources  require  that 


government  dollars  for  housing  programs  be  highly  lev- 
ered by  private  investment;  that  abandonment  of  residen- 
tial buildings  in  such  areas  exacerbates  decadent  or 
substandard  conditions;  that  the  development  of  property 
for  the  purpose  of  eliminating  decadent  or  substandard 
conditions  in  the  City  of  Boston  is  a  public  use  and  pur- 
pose for  which  public  money  may  be  expended;  that  a 
public  exigency  exists  which  makes  the  use,  acquisition, 
rehabilitation  or  rebuilding  of  such  decadent  or  substand- 
ard areas  for  residential  buildings  a  public  use  and  bene- 
fit; and  the  necessity  in  the  public  interest  for  the 
provisions  hereinafter  enacted  is  hereby  declared  as  a 
matter  of  legislative  determination. 

It  is  hereby  further  declared  that  in  many  areas 
throughout  the  City  of  Boston  there  is  a  shortage  of  de- 
cent, safe  and  sanitary  buildings  for  residential  purposes; 
that  this  condition  is  most  extreme  in  areas  where  sub- 
standard areas  exist;  that  the  critical  shortage  of  housing, 
private  ownership  or  rental,  most  greatly  impacts  those 
citizens  with  the  least  ability  to  acquire  the  necessary  cap- 
ital to  rectify  this  shortage;  that  the  aforesaid  conditions 
have  not  been  corrected  by  the  ordinary  operations  of  pri- 
vate enterprise  in  a  regulated  market  without  the  provi- 
sions herein  provided;  that  the  provisions  in  this  chapter 
will  stimulate  the  investment  of  private  capital  in  private 
ownership,  major  rehabilition  of  existing  structures  in 
neighborhoods  that  are  decadent  and/or  substandard,  and 
in  the  private  construction,  maintenance  and  operation  in 
such  areas  of  needed  decent,  safe  and  sanitary  residential 
buildings;  that  loans  as  herein  provided  will  require  a 
long-term  financial  and  management  commitment  by  the 
borrower,  who  must  demonstrate  the  ability  to  complete 
the  project;  that  the  construction,  maintenance  and  oper- 
ation of  such  buildings  will  assist  in  achieving  permanent 
and  comprehensive  elimination  of  existing  decadent  and 
substandard  conditions  and  in  preventing  the  recurrence 
or  redevelopment  of  such  conditions. 

Section  3.  State  of  Purpose 

The  purpose  of  this  ordinance  is  to  promote  the  public 
health,  safety,  convenience,  and  welfare;  to  prevent  over- 
crowding and  deterioration  of  existing  housing;  to  pre- 
serve and  increase  the  city's  housing  amenities;  to 
facilitate  the  adequate  provision  of  the  public  responsibil- 
ity for  low-  to  middle-income  housing  policies  which  en- 
courage private  development  and  rehabilitation;  and  to 
establish  a  balance  between  new,  large-scale  real  estate 
development  and  low-  to  middle-income  housing  needs 
of  the  city,  which  serves  a  valid  public  purpose  and  is  in 
the  public  interest. 

Section  4.  Appropriations 

A.  Appropriations  may  be  made  from  the  general  fund 
to  a  fund,  the  provisions  of  which  are  attached  and  incor- 
porated by  reference,  the  Trustee  of  which  is  the  Collec- 
tor-Treasurer of  the  City  of  Boston  and  the  purpose  of 
which  is  to  make  contributions  of  either  cash  or  loans  to 
public  or  private  development  entities  for  the  construc- 
tion or  rehabilitation  of  residential  buildings  in  the  City  of 
Boston  which  are  to  be  occupied  by  low-,  modetate-  and 
middle-income  residents  as  determined  by  the  Mayor  and 
the  City  Council. 

B.  An  appropriation  shall  be  made  annually  from  the 
general  fund  to  the  Neighborhood  Housing  Fund  of  all 
monies  received  pursuant  to  Development  Impact  Pro- 
jects as  defined  by  the  Boston  Zoning  Code  and  from  any 
so-called  "linkage"  program. 

C.  The  Neighborhood  Housing  Fund  may  receive  and 
accept  directly  all  property,  whether  real  or  personal, 
from  any  person,  firm,  trust,  corporation  or  other  entity. 

Section  5.  Operation  of  the  Fund 

The  fund  may  provide  loans  for  homeownership  to 
qualified  residents  of  the  city.  Qualified  applicants  for  the 
homeownership  loans  must  be  residents  of  the  city,  must 
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be  low-,  moderate-  or  middle-income  persons,  as  herein 
defined,  may  be  applying  for  funds  to  purchase  no  more 
than  three  dwelling  units  contained  within  the  same  build- 
ing, must  be  seeking  renovation  of  a  current  structure  and 
must  submit  an  affidavit  to  the  Managing  Committee  that 
the  units  so  purchased  will  be  the  primary  residence  of 
said  applicant  for  a  period  of  not  less  than  five  years.  For 
the  purposes  of  homeownership  loans  benefiting  modera- 
te/middle-income  persons  the  Managing  Committee 
shall  allocate  no  more  than  30  percent  of  the  annual  dis- 
tributable fund  monies. 

The  fund  may  provide  loans  for  major  rehabilitation  or 
new  construction  of  rental  residential  housing  to  quali- 
fied public  or  private  development  entities.  Qualified 
public  or  private  development  entities  must  submit  an  af- 
fidavit to  the  Managing  Committee  that  rental  residential 
units  rehabilitated  or  newly  constructed  with  fund  monies 
shall  be  rented  to  low/moderate-income  tenants  as  de- 
fined herein.  For  the  purposes  of  low/moderate-rental 
housing  loans,  the  Managing  Committee  shall  annually 
allocate  70  percent  of  available  fund  monies.  Approved 
applicants  who  receive  fund  monies  to  provide  rental 
housing  units  shall  have  the  original  amount  of  rent  to  be 
charged  set  by  the  Managing  Committee.  Thereafter,  all 
rental  residential  units  aided  by  fund  monies  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  the  terms,  conditions,  and  provisions  of  the  loan 
agreement  with  the  fund  and  the  original  rent  shall  be  ad- 
justed annually  by  a  percentage  equal  to  the  Consumer 
Price  Index  (CPI)  for  the  previous  twelve-month  period, 
provided,  however,  that  the  Managing  Committee  shall 
adjust  the  rent  above  the  CPI  where  the  landlord  can  dem- 
onstrate that  capital  improvements  are  necessary  for  such 
property.  These  conditions  shall  apply  for  a  period  of 
time  not  to  exceed  the  term  of  the  loan  agreement  or  five 
years  whichever  is  longer  in  duration,  provided,  how- 
ever, that  at  the  conclusion  of  the  term  of  the  loan  agree- 
ment or  five  years,  whichever  is  longer,  if  at  such  time  the 
dwelling  is  non-owner  occupied,  the  provisions  of  chap- 
ter 34  of  the  Ordinances  of  1984,  section  10  and  follow- 
ing shall  apply.  The  Managing  Committee  when  making 
loans  shall  endeavor  to  create  financial  arrangements  that 
insures  the  long-term  financial  stability  of  the  project  and 
further  insures  a  reasonable  rate  of  profit  return  to  the 
developer.  The  Managing  Committee  when  making  loans 
shall  always  give  preference  to  neighborhood  individual 
applicants  who  intend  to  be  owner  occupants,  and  shall 
endeavor  to  encourage  homeownership  options  for  low-, 
moderate-  and  middle-income  residents  through  the  use 
of  fund  monies.  Fund  monies  shall  be  used  to  expand 
housing  options  for  low-,  moderate-  and  middle-income 
residents  through  programs  including,  but  not  limited  to 
first-time  homebuyers,  rental  rehabilitation  projects  and 
sweat  equity  projects. 

In  making  any  loans  to  rehabilitate  existing  housing  or 
for  new  construction  the  fund  shall  require  strict  adher- 
ence to  rules  promulgated  by  the  fund  which  ensure:  (1) 
that  property  owners  assume  an  active  role  in  manage- 
ment and  maintenance  of  the  property  for  which  such 
loan  is  given,  and  that  each  property  owner  demonstrate 
long-term  financial  capability  for  maintenance,  upkeep 
and  investment  in  betterment  of  such  property.  The  fund 
is  responsible  to  formulate  policies  which  encourage 
qualified  low-,  moderate-  and  middle-income  property 
owners  to  take  management,  ownership  and  control  of 
structures  rehabilitated  for  low-  to  moderate-income 
rental  use;  (2)  where  a  dwelling,  rehabilitated  for  low-  to 
moderate-income  use  is  controlled  or  managed  by  an 
agency  or  corporation  run  for  profit,  or  not  for  profit,  the 
fund  shall  ensure  that  such  agency  or  corporation  guaran- 
tees long-term  managerial  involvement,  and  that  such 
structure  under  said  control  and  management,  conforms 
to  strict  community  standards  regarding  upkeep,  mainte- 
nance and  improvement. 


Section  6.  The  Managing  Committee  shall  offer  devel- 
opers a  menu  of  Housing  Creation  Options  in  lieu  of 
Housing  Payment  Options.  These  options  are  hereby  es- 
tablished in  this  ordinance  and  shall  consist  of  the  follow- 
ing: 

(a)  Directly  creating,  through  new  construction,  ac- 
quisition/rehabilitation or  purchase,  housing  which  is  af- 
fordable to  low-  to  moderate-income  households; 

(b)  Contributing  to  the  Net  Present  Value  of  the  pay- 
ments which  would  have  been  made  under  the  Housing 
Payment  Option  to  an  entity  designated  by  the  developer 
and  approved  by  the  Managing  Committee,  which  entity 
shall  be  responsible  for  the  construction  and  operation  of 
housing  units  that  are  affordable  to  low-to-moderate  in- 
come households .  The  developer  shall  ensure  that  any  en- 
tity so  designated  and  approved  shall  become  a  party  to 
the  Housing  Creation  Agreement,  and  shall  adhere  to  the 
legislative  intent  as  outlined  in  previous  sections  of  this 
ordinance. 

Section  7.  Special  considerations  for  certain  proposals, 
submitted  pursuant  to  section  6  of  this  ordinance  may  be 
considered  by  the  Managing  Committee  where  a  devel- 
oper (a)  provides  equity  opportunities  for  low-to-moder- 
ate-income households;  (b)  maximizes  the  number  of 
units  of  housing  available  to  low-to-income  income 
households;  (c)  will  result  in  the  rehabilitation  of  aban- 
doned housing  or  the  improvement  of  blighted  areas  in 
the  city,  provided  that  all  consideration  will  be  made  pur- 
suant to  those  subsections  of  section  14  of  this  ordinance. 

Section  8.  The  Managing  Committee  shall  establish  a 
set  of  criteria  which  guarantees  that  a  developer  fulfills 
their  linkage  obligations. 

Section  9.  A  developer  electing  the  Housing  Creation 
Option  shall  submit  to  the  chairman  of  the  Managing 
Committee  a  proposal  setting  forth  the  developer's  plan 
for  creating  housing  that  is  affordable  to  low-to-moder- 
ate-income households  which  would  not  have  been  built 
but  for  the  developer's  contribution.  The  proposal  shall 
comply  with  the  submission  requirements  set  forth  in  the 
Development  Review  Procedures  as  published  by  the 
Managing  Committee  from  time  to  time,  and  shall  con- 
tain such  other  information  as  the  Managing  Committee 
may  deem  necessary. 

Section  10.  The  Managing  Committee  shall  submit 
proposals  to  the  Authority  which  shall  review  the  pro- 
posal and  determine  its  financial  feasibility  and  overall 
appropriateness.  The  Authority  shall  recommend  to  the 
Managing  Committee  approval  with  or  without  condi- 
tions, or  denial  of  each  proposal,  but  its  option  shall  be 
advisory  in  nature  only. 

Section  1 1 .  Upon  completion  of  review  of  the  proposal 
by  the  Authority  and  the  Managing  Committee,  the  Man- 
aging Committee  shall  notify  the  developer  of  its  decision 
in  writing. 

Section  12.  Upon  arrival  of  the  proposal  by  the  Manag- 
ing Committee,  the  Managing  Committee  and  the  devel- 
oper shall  execute  a  Housing  Creation  Agreement.  The 
Housing  Creation  Agreement  shall  be  in  a  format  pre- 
scribed by  the  Managing  Committee  and  shall  contain 
such  provisions  as  the  Managing  Committee  determines 
necessary  to  ensure  the  completion  of  the  project  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  developer's  proposal  as  approved  by 
the  Managing  Committee. 

Section  1 3 .  Upon  completion  of  a  project  in  accord- 
ance with  the  terms  of  the  Housing  Creation  Agreement, 
and  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Managing  Committee,  the 
Managing  Committee  shall  issue  the  developer  a  certifi- 
cate of  compliance. 

Section  14.  All  agreements  reached  between  the  Man- 
aging Committee  and  the  developer,  along  with  Author- 
ity recommendations  shall  be  published  in  the  City 
Record,  within  two  weeks  or  the  earliest  possible  time 
following  the  closing  of  said  agreement. 
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Section  1 5 .  Nothing  herein  shall  be  construed  to  autho- 
rize construction  or  rehabilitation  of  any  structure  in  a 
neighborhood  where  there  has  not  been  adequate  notifi- 
cation of  neighborhood  and  community  residents  of  such 
intention  to  rehabilitate  or  construct  such  structure,  and  a 
public  meeting  held.  As  far  as  practical,  the  Managing 
Committee  shall  act  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  neigh- 
borhood residents. 

Section  16.  No  monies  from  the  fund  shall  be  used  to 
further  any  political  campaign  or  individual,  nor  shall 
funds,  manpower  or  resources  of  any  kind  be  donated  or 
sold  to  any  individual  or  organized  group  advocating  on 
behalf  of  landlords  or  tenants  or  any  other  political  cause, 
nor  to  any  for-profit  or  not-for-profit  organization  which 
is  affiliated  in  any  way  with  any  of  the  aforementioned. 
Any  person  who  accepts,  receives,  demands,  solicits, 
recommends  payments  or  retains  payment  of  any  other 
funds  or  payment  or  services,  as  a  condition  of  support 
for  any  particular  development  project  within  the  City  of 
Boston,  or  any  person  who,  directly  or  indirectly  offers, 
induces,  promises,  influences,  seeks,  receives  or  agrees 
to  receive  any  monies  or  services  from  any  developer 
who  seeks  to  develop  property  within  the  City  of  Boston, 
as  a  condition  of  supporting  development  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  ordinance  shall  be  held  in  violation  of  this 
ordinance  and  may  be  prosecuted  under  chapter  268A  of 
the  Massachusetts  General  Laws. 

Section  17.  All  matters  of  the  Neighborhood  Housing 
Fund,  its  Managing  Committee,  employees,  records,  of- 
ficial documents,  and  papers  are  subject  to  the  provisions 
of  section  17F  of  chapter  452  of  the  Acts  of  1948  as  subse- 
quently amended. 

Section  1 8 .  All  city  departments  and  agencies  and  com- 
missions or  boards  dealing  with  the  disposition  of  aban- 
doned, blighted  properties  in  the  City  of  Boston,  shall, 
insofar  as  possible,  work  with  and  through  the  Managing 
Committee  where  the  disposition  of  said  property  is  con- 
cerned. The  intent  of  this  section  is  to  encourage  interde- 
partmental cooperation  where  the  elimination  of  blight  is 
concerned,  and  to  establish  one  central  Managing  Com- 
mittee which  reflects  the  will  of  both  the  legislative  and 
executive  branches  of  government. 

Section  19.  The  Managing  Committee  shall  annually 
notify  the  City  Council,  through  the  City  Clerk  of  all 
loans  made  pursuant  to  this  ordinance,  and  shall  annually 
appear  before  the  appropriate  committee  of  the  City 
Council  to  answer  questions  regarding  expenditures  and 
other  matters  relevant  to  its  operations. 

Section  20.  Severability.  The  provision  of  this  ordi- 
nance are  severable,  and  if  any  of  its  provisions  shall  be 
held  unconstitutional  or  otherwise  invalid  by  any  court  of 
competent  jurisdiction,  the  decision  of  the  court  shall  not 
affect  nor  impair  any  of  the  remaining  provisions. 

Section  2 1 .  The  Neighborhood  Housing  Fund  shall  be 
organized  in  the  following  manner: 

DECLARATION  OF  FUND 
THE  NEIGHBORHOOD  HOUSING  FUND 
Know  All  Men  by  These  Presents  that  the  Collector- 
Treasurer  of  the  City  of  Boston,  hereinafter  referred  to  as 
"Trustee,"  acknowledges  that  he  has  received  on  behalf 
of  the  Neighborhood  Housing  Fund,  the  sum  of  $1  from  a 
donor,  whose  name,  together  with  the  names  of  all  other 
donors  to  this  fund  and  the  amounts  contributed  by  each, 
shall  be  kept  by  the  Trustee  in  a  permanent  record,  and 
agrees  and  declares  for  himself,  that  he  shall  hold  said 
sum  and  all  other  amounts  made  to  him  as  Trustee,  here- 
under, for  the  uses  and  purposes,  and  subject  to  the  duties 
and  powers  herein  set  forth. 

ARTICLE  I 
Name  and  Purpose 
Section  1 . 1  Name 

This  fund  shall  be  designated  and  known  as  "The 
Neighborhood  Housing  Fund"  ("Fund"). 


Section  1.2  Purpose 

This  Fund  is  established  for  the  purpose  of  financing 
the  construction,  including  the  acquisition  of  real  prop- 
erty to  construct  thereon,  and  rehabilitation  of  housing 
which  benefits  low-,  moderate-,  or  middle-income  resi- 
dents of  the  City  of  Boston,  and  costs  directly  related  to 
such  construction  and  rehabilitation,  and  in  this  connec- 
tion to  accept  funds  by  gift,  devise  or  otherwise,  to  carry 
out  the  foregoing  purposes;  provided,  however,  that  all 
Fund  property,  both  principal  and  income  shall  be  used 
only  in  the  City  of  Boston,  and  that  no  part  of  Fund  prop- 
erty or  the  earnings  thereof  shall  inure  to  the  benefit  of 
any  private  individual  except  as  herein  provided.  This 
Fund  shall  not  take  part  in  any  political  campaign  on  be- 
half of  any  candidate  for  public  office.  As  used  in  this 
instrument  "low-  or  moderate-income  residents  of  the 
City  of  Boston"  shall  mean  households  located  in  the  City 
of  Boston  whose  total  annual  income  is  not  more  than  80 
percent  of  the  median  income  for  the  Boston  area  as  set 
forth  in  regulations  promulgated  from  time  to  time  by  the 
United  States  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Devel- 
opment pursuant  to  the  Housing  and  Community  Devel- 
opment Act  of  1974,  as  amended.  As  used  in  this 
instrument  "moderate-  to  middle-income  residents", 
shall  mean  persons  residing  in  the  City  of  Boston  whose 
total  annual  income  is  greater  than  80  percent  of  the  me- 
dian income  for  the  Boston  area  as  set  by  HUD  standards 
but  does  not  exceed  120  percent  of  the  median  income  for 
the  Boston  area  as  set  forth  in  regulations  promulgated 
from  time  to  time  by  the  United  States  Department  of 
Housing  and  Urban  Development  pursuant  to  the  Hous- 
ing and  Community  Development  Act  of  1974,  as 
amended. 

ARTICLE  II 
Distribution  and  Use  of  Principal  and  Income 
Section  2.1  Method 

All  distributions  and  payments,  both  of  principal  and 
income,  shall  be  made  by  the  Trustee  upon  written  orders 
of  the  Managing  Committee  hereinafter  referred  to,  and 
the  Managing  Committee  shall  exercise  all  powers,  du- 
ties and  discretions  conferred  upon  it  through  the  action 
of  a  majority  of  its  members. 
Section  2.2  Distributable  Amount 

During  each  year,  the  Managing  Committee  may  dis- 
burse as  secured  or  unsecured  loans  an  amount  equal  to 
the  net  annual  income  of  the  Fund  plus  so  much  of  the 
principal  as  the  Managing  Committee  in  their  discretion 
may  deem  to  be  in  the  best  interest  of  the  Fund.  The  Man- 
aging Committee  shall  allocate  no  less  than  70  percent  of 
the  annual  distributable  income  to  benefit  low/moderate- 
income  residents.  The  Managing  Committee  shall  allo- 
cate no  more  than  30  percent  of  the  annual  distributable 
income  to  benefit  moderate/middle-income  residents. 
Section  2.2.1 

To  benefit  low-,  moderate-  or  middle-income  residents 
of  the  City  of  Boston  by  making  contributions  of  colla- 
teralized loans  to  individuals  or  public  or  private  devel- 
opment entities  consistent  with  the  provisions  of  section 
2.2  hereof  for  the  construction  or  rehabilitation  of  hous- 
ing in  the  City  of  Boston;  provided,  however,  prior  to 
accepting  applications  from  individuals  for  such  colla- 
teralized loans  the  Managing  Committee  shall  establish  a 
method  by  which  said  applications  can  be  reviewed  ob- 
jectively. 
Section  2.2.2 

Notwithstanding  any  provision  in  this  section  to  the 
contrary,  neither  the  Trustee  nor  the  Managing  Commit- 
tee shall  engage  in  any  activity,  nor  shall  any  funds  be 
disbursed  by  the  Managing  Committee,  except  in  a  man- 
ner consistent  with  the  requirements  of  the  Internal  Reve- 
nue Code  of  1954,  as  amended,  or  similar  provisions  of 
subsequent  revenue  acts  as  they  may  pertain  to  entities 
organized  and  operated  exclusively  for  charitable  and  ed- 
ucational purposes. 
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Section  2.3  Special  Gifts 

Where  the  donor  has  expressed  the  desire  that  the  prin- 
cipal be  kept  intact  and  only  the  income  or  part  thereof  be 
used,  if  such  a  gift  is  accepted,  the  Managing  Committee 
shall  respect  such  expressed  desire. 
ARTICLE  III 
The  Managing  Committee 
Section  3.1  Composition  of  the  Committees 

The  Managing  Committee  which  shall  determine  all 
distributions  and  payments  of  Fund  property  shall  consist 
of  seven  members  who  shall  to  the  extent  possible  reflect 
the  demographic  composition  of  the  city  and  who  shall 
serve  in  a  fiduciary  capacity  without  compensation;  pro- 
vided, however,  that  they  shall  be  reimbursed  for  all  ex- 
penses reasonably  incurred  by  them  in  the  performance 
of  their  duties.  The  Managing  Committee  shall  consist  of 
the  following  persons,  each  of  whom  shall  be  a  resident  of 
Boston  and  shall  hold  office  until  the  appointment  and 
qualification  of  his  successor: 

1.  Collector-Treasurer,  ex  officio. 

2.  President  of  the  Boston  City  Council,  ex  officio  or  his 
designee  who  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Boston  City 
Council. 

3.  Five  individuals  designated  by  the  Mayor  of  the  city 
who  shall  have  expertise  and/or  experience  in  the  fields 
of  real  estate  law,  real  estate,  housing  finance,  neigh- 
bor development,  or  familiar  with  the  needs  of  low-  or 
moderate-income  tenants  of  the  city. 

Each  successor  shall  be  designated  within  sixty  days 
after  the  expiration  of  a  term.  If  such  a  designation  is 
not  made,  the  member  whose  term  has  expired  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  reappointed  for  another  full  term. 
Section  3.1.1  Term  of  Managing  Committee 

The  term  of  office  of  each  Committee  member  shall  be 
two  years,  provided,  however,  that  the  term  in  office  of 
the  initial  appointees  shall  expire  in  January,  1988.  In  the 
event  that  any  Committee  member  shall  withdraw,  re- 
sign, die,  become  incapacitated  or  be  otherwise  unable  to 
serve,  the  Mayor  shall  appoint  a  substitute  Committee 
member  to  serve  the  remainder  of  the  unexpired  term. 
Section  3.2  Election  of  a  Chairman 

The  Managing  Committee  shall  elect  one  of  its  mem- 
bers as  Chairman  who  shall  serve  a  one-year  term. 
Section  3.3  Organization  of  the  Committee 

The  Managing  Committee  shall  appoint  a  secretary, 
who  may  not  be  a  member  of  the  Managing  Committee, 
and  such  other  officers  or  employees  as  it  shall  deem  nec- 
essary; provided,  however,  the  Managing  Committee 
shall  not  expend  in  excess  of  $100,000  annually  for  ad- 
ministrative expenses,  adjusted  by  the  City  Council  and 
Mayor  to  reflect  inflation.  The  secretary  shall  keep  a  re- 
cord of  the  proceedings  of  the  Managing  Committee  and 
shall  be  the  custodian  of  books,  documents  and  papers 
filed  with  Managing  Committee.  The  Managing  Com- 
mittee shall  provide  for  regular  and  special  meetings.  A 
majority  of  the  Managing  Committee  shall  constitute  a 
quorum  and  the  act  of  a  majority  of  the  full  Committee 
shall  be  deemed  to  be  an  act  of  the  Managing  Committee. 
The  Managing  Committee  shall  have  the  power  to  adopt 
procedural  rules  for  the  regulation  of  its  affairs  and  the 
conduct  of  its  business.  The  Managing  Committee  shall 
have  the  power  to  adopt  substantive  rules,  regulations 
and  policies  in  connection  with  the  performance  of  its 
functions  and  duties;  provided,  however,  such  rule,  regu- 
lation or  policy  shall  not  contravene  any  of  the  provisions 
of  the  ordinance  establishing  the  transfer  of  monies  to  the 
Fund;  provided  further,  however,  such  rule,  regulation 
or  policy  shall  be  effective  fourteen  days  after  the  date  of 
publication,  unless,  prior  thereto  the  City  Council,  by  a 
majority  vote  of  all  its  members,  shall  vote  to  rescind 
such  rule,  regulation  or  policy.  The  Managing  Commit- 
tee shall  fix  the  compensation  to  be  paid  to  all  employees 


other  than  members  of  the  Managing  Committee.  Such 
compensation  and  all  expenses  of  the  Managing  Commit- 
tee shall  be  paid  by  the  Trustees  from  Fund  property  upon 
receipt  of  vouchers  therefor  certified  by  the  Managing 
Committee  or  by  an  officer  designated  for  that  purpose. 
Section  3.4  Written  Orders  to  the  Trustee 

Except  as  provided  in  section  2.3  hereof,  all  distribu- 
tions and  payments  shall  be  made  by  the  Trustee  only 
upon  written  orders  signed  by  a  majority  of  the  Managing 
Committee  stating  that  such  orders  were  authorized  by 
votes  passed  at  properly  called  meetings  of  the  Managing 
Committee  and  such  orders  shall  constitute  full  and  com- 
plete authority  to  the  Trustee  for  making  of  the  distribu- 
tions or  payments  therein  called  for.  The  Managing 
Committee,  however,  may  in  its  rules  provide  for  pay- 
ments of  sums  of  less  than  $200  upon  orders  signed  by  an 
officer  designated  for  that  purpose  by  the  Managing 
Committee. 
Section  3.5  Incorporation  of  the  Managing  Committee 

If  the  Managing  Committee  deems  it  desirable,  the 
Managing  Committee  may  become  incorporated  as  a 
charitable  corporation  under  chapter  180  of  the  General 
Laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  or  under 
any  statutory  successor  to  said  chapter,  for  the  purpose  of 
performing  the  duties  and  powers  herein  given  to  the 
Managing  Committee,  and  the  charter  or  bylaws  of  such 
corporation  shall  include,  by  reference  or  otherwise, 
such  of  the  limitations  and  provisions  hereof  as  relate  to 
such  corporation  or  its  members  and  such  as  relate  to  the 
Managing  Committee  and  apply  to  such  corporation  or  its 
members.  Except  as  otherwise  expressly  provided  by 
said  chapter  180,  the  members  of  the  corporation  shall  be 
appointed  in  the  same  manner  as  provided  for  members 
of  the  Managing  Committee.  Such  corporation  shall  act 
by  a  majority  vote  of  its  members.  In  general,  all  of  the 
provisions  of  this  Fund  relating  to  the  Managing  Com- 
mittee and  its  members  shall  apply  to  such  corporation 
and  its  members;  provided,  however  that  the  following 
provisions,  even  though  in  conflict  with  the  foregoing 
provisions  of  this  Fund,  shall  govern: 
Section  3.5.1 

The  corporation  may  appoint  such  employees  or  agents 
as  it  deems  necessary.  The  expenses  of  the  corporation, 
including  such  compensation  to  the  employees  or  agents 
thereof  as  the  corporation  may  fix  and  the  Trustee  ap- 
prove, shall  be  paid  by  the  corporation  out  of  Fund  prop- 
erty; provided,  however,  the  corporation  shall  not 
expend  in  excess  of  $100,000  annually  for  administrative 
expenses,  adjusted  to  reflect  inflation.  The  members  of 
the  corporation  shall  serve  without  compensation;  pro- 
vided, however,  members  shall  be  reimbursed  for  all  ex- 
penses reasonably  incurred  by  them  in  the  performance 
of  their  duties. 
Section  3.5.2 

The  accounts  of  said  corporation  showing  receipts  and 
disbursements  on  account  of  income  and  on  account  of 
principal  shall  annually  be  audited  by  an  independent  au- 
ditor employed  by  the  Trustee,  whose  reasonable  com- 
pensation shall  be  paid  by  the  Trustee  out  of  Fund 
property. 
Section  3.5.3 

If  it  finally  shall  be  determined  by  decree  of  court  that 
the  incorporation  of  the  Managing  Committee  is  for  any 
reason  invalid,  then  the  Managing  Committee  shall  forth- 
with exercise  the  rights,  powers  and  duties  given  to  it  as 
fully  as  though  it  had  never  been  incorporated. 
Section  3.5.4 

The  Trustee  and  the  corporation  may.  if  they  deem  it 
desirable .  dissolve  said  corporation .  and  after  such  disso- 
lution, the  Managing  Committee  shall  exercise  all  of  the 
powers  and  duties  given  to  it  as  fully  and  completely  as  if 
said  corporation  had  never  been  formed. 
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Section  3.5.5 

If  the  corporation  shall  cease  to  act  pursuant  to  the  pro-

Powers  of  the  Trustee

reinvest,  manage  and  hold  Fund  property  for  the  purpose

To  join  any  merger,  consolidation  or  reorganization  of 
any  corporation  or  association  whose  securities  shall  be 
held  as  part  of  Fund  property;  to  pay  any  calls  and  assess- 
ments imposed  upon  the  owner  of  such  securities  as  a 
condition  of  participating  therein;  and  to  consent  to  any 
contract,  lease,  mortgage,  purchase  or  sale  of  property, 
by  or  between  such  corporation  and  other  corporation  or 
person.

To  register  and  carry  any  securities  or  property  of  this 
Fund  in  the  name  of  a  nominee  or  nominees  without  des- 
ignation of  Fund. 
Section  4.2. 14 

In  exercising  the  powers  and  authority,  whether  discre- 
tionary or  otherwise,  given  to  the  Trustee,  to  do  so 
through  agents  or  employees  appointed  by  him,  and  to 
select  and  employ  suitable  agents  and  employees,  and  to 
pay  their  reasonable  compensation  and  expenses. 
ARTICLE  V 
Accounts 

The  Trustees  shall  submit  on  behalf  of  the  Managing 
Committee  an  annual  account  of  the  Fund  to  the  City 
Clerk  and  to  the  Division  of  Public  Charities  of  the  Office 
of  the  Attorney  General  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massa- 
chusetts, or  to  such  other  office  of  said  Commonwealth  as 
shall  be  authorized  to  receive  accounts  of  public  chari- 
ties. Said  account  shall  be  the  result  of  an  independent 
audit. 

ARTICLE  VI 
Dissolution 

It  is  intended  that  this  Fund  shall  continue  in  perpetuity ;
